Precedency before all other Dukes, and are Princes of the Ro 
Blood of England. 8 


The Earidom of Cher, by King Henry III. was annex d to, 


the Crown for ever, by Letters Patent, beating Date in the 3 iſt 
Year of his Reign, 1247, together with the Caſtles of Gannact and 
Diſſard; and Prince Edward his eldeſt Son, was made Earl thereof, 
whoſe Succeſſors have been the eldeſt Sons of our Kings, And the 
faid Earldom of Ghefter, with the Principality, was united to the 
Principality of Wales, by Act of Parliament, in 21 R. I. 
The Principality of Malis being brought under Subjection 
to King Edward I. that Monarch, by a Statute made at Rurhlan 
in the 12th Vear of bis Reign, united it to England. In which 
Statute there are many Laws concerning the Diviſion of Males 
into Counties, and concerning diverſe Offices and Officers, Triak, 
the Diviſions of Actions, and the Form of many Writs, and the 
Proceeding therein; much like to the Laws of England. Yet 
he could never win the Will of the common People of the 
Country to accept him for their Prince, and to be,obedient unto 
ſuch Officers as he ſhould appoint to govern them, unleſs he 
would remain himſelf _ them, Neither could be bring

And when they all had granted that ſuch 
a one they would obey, he named his own Son Edward, born in 
Caernarvm Caſtle a few Days before, viz. on April 25th, 1284. 
Yet notwithſtanding this Prince obtain'd this Title of Prince of 
Wales, as our Summons to Parliament ſhews, yet Edward his Son 
(King of Great-Britain, by the Name of Edward III.) never had 
the Title of Prince of Malis, otherwiſe than in courteſy, as our 
two famous Antiquaries Camden and Selden have obſerved, 
Edward the Black Prince (fo ſurnam'd by the French from his 


dreadful Deeds in War) the eldeſt Son of King Edward III. was 


the firſt inveſted in the Principality of Vals in 16 Edward III. 
with theſe Enſigns of Honour, viz. a Chaplet of Gold made in 
manner of a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, or Scepter of 


Silver, to hold to' himſelf and his Heirs Kings of England. |

as on the Death of Henry, Prince of Wales, it was determin'd * 
(grounded: by diverſe Authorities and Precedents) in the behalf of 
Charles, Prince of Wales, after King of England, by the Name 
of King Charles the Firſt. | 

By the faid Charters, &c. the Titles of Prince of Wales, Duke 
of Cornwall, and Earl of Chefter, reſorted to his Royal Highneſs 
Frederick-Lewis, Prince of Great- Britain, eldeſt Son of our pre- 
ſent Sovereign King George II. He was born at Hanover on the 
20th of January, 170%; was created Duke of Glouce/ter on the 
10th of Fanuary, 17+}, and inſtalled Knight of the Garter by his 

Sir Samuel Lennard, Kt. and Bart.) on the zoth of April, 
1718, On the 15th of July, 1726, he was created Baron of 
Snaudom in the County of Caernarvon, Viſcount of Launceſton in 
the County of Cornwall, Earl of Eltham in the County of Kent, 
Marquis of the Iſle of Ely in the County of Cambridge, and Duke 
of the City of Edinburgh in Scotland. 

On the 26th of November, +7273, he was conſtituted firſt Com- 
miſſioner for building the Royal Hoſpital at Greenwich. On Tueſ- 
day the zd of December, 1728, his Royal Highneſs landed at Har- 
wich, being the firſt time of his coming to England ; and the Day 
after arriv'd at St. James's, to the great Joy of his Royal Parents, 
and the whole Court. His Royal Highneſs was, by his Majeſty's 
Command, introduced into the Privy-Council on the 18th of 
December, and took his Place at the upper end of the Board, on 
his Majeſty's Right-Hand. On the gth of January, 1724, he 
was created Prince of Wales, and Earl of Chefter, and the next 
Day received his Summons to Parliament. On the 18th of June, 
1729, he was elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin. 

On the 27th of April, 1736, His Royal Highneſs was married, 
at St. Fames's Chapel, to her Highneſs Augu/ta, only ſurviving 
Da of Frederick, the ſecond Duke of Saxe-Gotha, who died 
on 12th of March, 1732. Frederick, the preſent Duke of 
Saxe-Gotha, was born the 4th of April, 1699 ; and Her Royal 
Highneſs the Princeſs of Wales, the youngeſt of Fifteen, was born 
on the 18th of November, 1719, and has a younger Brother, John 
Adolpbus, born May 7th, 1721.

Sir John Howard, who in 10 Edward III. was conſtituted 
Admiral of the King's whole Fleet, from the Mouth of the 
Thames to the Northward, and in 21 Edward III. obtained a 
Grant for a Market and a Fair, at his Manour of J#ygenhale in 
Norfolk ; in which Year he was again conſtituted * Admiral of the 
whole Fleet to the Northward. He married Alice, Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Robert Boys, Kt. and had Ifſue Robert his Son and 
Heir, who was alſo Knighted. . 

This Sir Robert Howard died in his Father's Life-time, the 
"Third of Juby, 12 Richard II. leaving Iſſue, by Margaret his 
Wife, Daughter * to Nobert Lord Scales, Fohn his Son and Heir. 

Which John being ſoon afterwards Knighted, was retained ® to 
ſerve King Richard II. for Life; and by aret his firſt Wife, 
Daughter ® and Heir of Sir Fobn Plaiz, Kt. had Iſſue ? Fobn his 
Son and Heir, who was alſo a Knight ; 4 and dying in his Father's 
Life-time, left Iſſue * Elizabeth his ſole Daughter and Heir, mar- 
ried to * John, Earl of Oxford.

Which Jahn by his Mother was deſcended from King Edward. 
Thomas de Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk, being Son of Fohn, 
Lord Motubray, and of Elzabeth his Wife, Daughter and Co- 
heir of John, Lord Segrave, by Margaret his Wife, eldeſt of the 
two Daughters and Coheirs of Thomas de Brotherton, Earl of Nor- 
falt, 5th Son of King Edward I. but eldeſt by his ſecond Wife 
Margaret, Daughter to Philip the Hardy, King of France. This 
Sir Joby Hward began early to diſtinguiſh himſelf in the Wars. 
In the latter Part of the Reign of King Henry VI. he *accom- 
panied Jahn, Viſcount L 165 to Blay, with 22000 Men, and ſoon 
after %. marched to the Relief of Chatillon, with Jahn, Earl of 


Shrewſbury, where that valiant Earl was ſlain. In 1 Edward IV. 


he was made Conſtable of the Caſtle of Norwich, and one ? of 
the King's Carvers; and in Conſideration of his great Services, 
obtained a * Grant of ſeveral Manours which were then in the 
Crown, by the Attainder of John, Earl of Wiltftrre. Alſo in the 
Second of Edward IV. he had the joint Command, * with the 
Lords Falconberg and Clinton, of the King's Fleet, and did con- 
ſiderable Service againt France; being alſo at that time Treaſurer 
of the King's Houſhold. In the Tenth of Edward IV. bearing 
the Title of Lord Hnvard, he was b made Captain-General of the 
King's Forces at Sea, for baffling the Attempts of the r 
then making powerful Head under the ſtout Earl of JYarwict, 
The next Year he was conſtituted e Deputy-Goyernour of Calais 
and the Marches, with the Lord Haſtings ; and, the Year follow- 
ing, fummoned ©to Parliament among the Barons of this Realm; 
and having behaved himſelf with ſingular Prudence and Fidelity, 
he obtained a Grant in ſpecial Tail of diverſe Lands and Ma- 
nours. In the Eighteenth of Edward IV. hehad a Grant * of the 
Office of Conſtable af the Tower of London, and the next Year 
was again * made Captain-General of the King's Fleet, againſt 
the Scots ; alſo, inſtalled Knight of the Garter in that King'

ich Thomas, his ſecond Son, having married Elixabeth, one 
of the Daughters and Co-heirs to John, Lord Marney, had Live 
of the Lands of her Inheritance ; was reſtored in Blood in the 1 
Year of Queen Mary, and, in the iſt of Elrzabeth, advanced to 
the Title of Viſcount Howard of Bindn; and ſoon after ſum- 
moned to Parliament. By Elizabeth his Wife he had four Sons; 
Firſt, Henry, who ſucceeded him in his Honour; Second, T ho- 
mas; Third, Francis; and Fourth, Giles. He died the 14th of 
February, Anno 1582. To whom ſucceeded Henry, his eldeſt Son; 
but he dying without Iſſue-Male, Thomas, his next Brother, en- 
joyed the Title of Viſcount Howard of Binden, and was inſtalled ; 
Koni ht of the Garter, 4th of James I. but died without Iſſue. ; 
e are now to take Notice of the Iſſue of Henry, the eldeſt 7 
Son of Thomas, the laſt Duke of Norfolk (beheaded in his Life- 
time, as hath been before obſerved.) Which Henry was elected 
at W:ftminſter in 33 Henry VIII. one of the Knights of the Gar- 
ter, and by Frances his Wife, Daughter to John, Earl of Oxford, 
left two Sons, Thomas and Henry : alſo three Daughters; Fane 
married to Charles, Earl of Weſtmoreland; Margaret, to Henry, 
Lord _ of Bolton; and Catherine, to Henry, Lord Berkley. 
Which laſt Henry, with theſe his three Siſters, were reſtored in 
Blood, in the iſt of Elixabeth; and being a Perſon highly eſteemed 
for his Learning, was ſworn of the Privy-Council to King James, 
made Warden of the Cinque-Ports, Lord Howard of al, © 
and Earl of Northampton, and Lord Privy-Seal, and Knight of 
the Garter ; and died unmarried, June 25, 1614. | 
Now we come to Thomas, the eldeſt Son of Henry, Earl of 
Surry, beheaded in the Life-time of his Father (as hath been ob- 
ſerved) who, upon the Death of his Grandfather, Thomas, Duke 
of Norfolk, in 1 Marie, became his next Hereditary Succeſſor, | 
being, the fame Year, fully reſtored 4 in Blood, and the Act of 
his -Grandfather's Attainders then made void; being then 18 
Years of Age and upwards.

In the 8th Year of her Reign, 
he, with Robert Earl of Leiceſter, was ſolemnly * inveſted with 
the Habit and Enſigns of the Order of St. Michael, in the 
of the Queen's Palace of N gminſter, by an Embaſſy ſent from 
the French King. But in ſame Queen's Reign, ſor his De-

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This Thomas married three Wives; by the * firſt of which, 
X Mary, Daughter and Coheir to Henry Fitz Alan, Earl of Arun- 
ae (who died * Auguft 25, 1557.) he had Philip, his Son and 
ZHeir.

Which Philip Howard, his eldeſt Son and Heir, was Earl of 
Surry, Lord Howard, Mowbray, Segrave, and Bruſe of Gower, 
and Earl-Marſhal of England; alſo, in Right of his Mother, 
aſſumed the Title and Honour of the Earldom of Arundel, with 


C the Appurtenances thereof; it having anciently been“ adjudged 


in Parliament, to be a local Dignity, ſo that the Poſſeſſors thereof 
Flhould enjoy that Title of Honour; whereupon by that Appella- 
tion he“ fat in Parliament, Anno 23 Elizabeth. In which Par- 
liament he was * reſtored in Blood from the Attainder of Thomas, 
Duke of Norfolk his Father, beheaded Arno 1 572. This Noble 
Peer, * being a moſt zealous Roman Catholick, was much ma- 
ligned ; and being accuſed to Queen Elizabeth by ſome of his po- 
tent Adverſaries, grew very much into her Disfavour and Diſlike ; 
for which, after the ſtrict Laws made againſt the Papiſts, he en- 
deavoured to go beyond the Seas without Leave, but being diſcover- 
ed, was apprehended, and committed to the Tower, Anno 1584. 
In the Year 1586, he was fined 10, ooo J. in the Star-Chamber, 
for his Miſdemeanors, and Attempt to go beyond the Seas; and 
three Years afterwards, was Arraigned and Condemned by his 
Peers in HW:/tmin/ter-Hall, for diverſe Practices in relation to his 
Religion, and favouring of the Spamiards. Nevertheleſs, by the 
Queen's Grace, had his Pardon for Life; but continued Priſoner 
in the Tower, and at length died in Cuſtody, on the 19th of Ne- 
vember, in the 38th Year of her Reign, Anno 1595, not full 40 
Years of Age, having, during his Impriſonment, lived in the Se- 
verity of his Religion, a moſt ſtrict and auſtere Life, His Wife 
was Anne, Daughter of Thomas, and Siſter and Co-heir to George, 
Lord Dacres of Gillefland, by whom he had 

His only Son Thomas Hmward, Earl of Arundel, born during his 
ather's Impriſonment, who was ® reſtored in Blood in the 1ſt Year 
of King James's Reign, He was Earl of Arundel and Surry, Earl- 
Marſhal, and Primier Earl of England, Knight of the moſt Noble 
Drder of the Garter, and of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy- 
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16 HOWARD, Duke of Norfolk, 
Council, and Lord-Steward of his Houſhold ; and by King 
Charles I. was conſtituted Chief- Juſtice of the Foreſts North of 
Trent, and General of the Army in the firſt Expedition to Scotland, © 
Anno 1638. He fat as Lord High- Steward of England, in Mh.

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In this firſt Year of his Adminiſtration ?, he warily made a 
Peace with France, turning all his Thoughts to bring .about the 
Match of Mary Stuart, ſole Daughter and Heir to James V. 
King of Scotland, with his Nephew King Edward; and to that 
end firſt aſſailed the Scotch Nobility by friendly Letters, remem-. 
bring them of the Promiſes, Seals, and Oaths, which, by pub- 
lick 2 had paſſed for concluding the Marriage; as alſo, 
that the two Princes were agreeable, both for Years and Princely 
Qualities, to be joined together, and thereby knit both Realms 
into one, which would be profitable as well as honourable to both 
Kingdoms. But theſe and many other Reaſons that were enforced 
by the Protector, taking no Effect, the King, by the Advice of 
his Council, granted him the before-mentioned Commiſſion, with 
thoſe large Powers before recited ; whereby having prepared an 
Army, he invaded Scotland, and fought that memorable Battle at 
Muſſelborgh ; wherein his undaunted Courage, as well as Conduct, 
were the principal means of erm, Tay ſignal Victory, which 
put an end to the Scots ever making Head again (to any purpoſe) 
againſt the Engliſb. 

When the News of the Victory came to Court, tis wor- 
thy of Remark how the young King took it. For on the 18th 
of September, being then at his Houſe of Oatlands d, he wrote an 
Anſwer to his Uncle with his own Hand, importing, That 
he had underſtood the good Succeſs it pleaſed God to grant b 
his Coutage and wiſe Forelight. And in the firſt place (mol 
«* piouſly attributing the Mercy to God) he acknowledged him- 
«* ſelf moſt bounden to yield him moſt hearty Thanks, and to 
«*« ſeek his true Honour by all the means he might. And, ſecond- 
ly, he thanked his Uncle, and praved him in his Name to 
* thank moſt heartily the Earl of /Zarwick, and all the other 
* Noblemen, Gentlemen, and the reſt that ſerved in that Jour- 
* ney; and bad them be well aſſured, that, God granting 
* him Life, he would ſhew himſelf not unmindful of their 
«* Service, and would be ready to conſider the fame as any o- 

caſion ſhould ſerve.” 

But not long after this, his Power and near Alliance to the 
King expoſed him to the Envy of the Nobility, fo that they 
fought means to diveſt him of his Places. And in the 3d Year 
of the King, the major Part wary roo bor the Court, by the 
ſubtle Artifices of Jahn, Viſcount Lifle (Earl of Maruict, after- 
ward Duke of Northumberland) they ſecretly combined to ruin 
him. #Hbllinfhed relates, That ſuddenly, on what occaſion few 
* knew, every Lord and Counſellor went through the City weap- 

* oned, and had their Servants likewiſe weaponed, attending upan 
© them in new Liverics, to the great wondering of many. And 
* at the laſt, a great Aſſembly of the ſaid Counſellors was made at 
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e the Earl of Warwicts Lodging, which was then at El Place 
&« in Helb»rn, whither all the Confederates in this Matter came © 
&« privily armed; and finally concluded to poſſeſs the Tower of 


* London, which by the Policy of Sir William Pauict, Lord 
« Treaſurer of England, was peaceably obtained, and who by 


« Order of the ſaid Confederates, immediately removed Sir Jahn ? 
« Markham, then Lieutenant of the Tower, and placed in that 
room Sir Leonard Chamberleine, And after that the faid Coun- | 


& cil was broken up at Ely Place, the Earl of Warwick removed 
« forthwith into the City of London, and lay in the Houſe of one 
* Fobn York, a Citizen of London, who was then chief Maſter 
* of the Mint, kept at Suffolk Place, Southwark. The Lord 


Protector hearing of the manner of the Aſſembly of this Coun- 
« cil, and of the taking of the Totuer, which ſeemed to him very 
* ſtrange and doubtful, did preſently the ſaid Night remove from 
*« Hampton-Court, taking the King with him, unto the Caſtle of 
« Hindſor, and there began to fortify the fame.” He likewiſe 2 
wrote the following Letter to the Lord Ruſſel, Lord Privy-

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And in a Poſtſcript to this Letter, he gives an Account what 
Calumnies were bruited to blacken him, and make him odious to 
the People. They are not aſhamed (he writ) to ſend Poſts 
« abroad to tell that we are already committed to the Tower : 
&« That we would deliver the Biſhops of //imchefler and London 
out of Priſon, and bring in again the old Mafs.” The nature 
of this Work will not permit me to give a full Relation of the 
Troubles that befel the Duke, and therefore I ſhall refer my Read- 
er to Hbllinſhed's Chronicle, which gives the moſt impartial Ac- 
count of them ; but the Courſe his Enemies took to bring him 
under their Power, was in part thus: They ſummoned armed 
Men, Horſe and Foot, to repair to them from every County, to 
oppoſe the Duke and his Men ; giving out to the Gentry the great 
Dangers the King's Perſon was in, and the neceſſity of reſcuing 
him out of the Duke's Hands ; whoſe doings they called traiterous 
and falſe, and his Proceedings deviliſh. But on his Submiſſion, 
and ſurrendring the King's Peron, which he was prevailed on to 
do, to prevent the effuſion of Blood, the Lords diſpatched another 
Letter, dated from London, October 11, to forbear the ſending 
up the Forces they required. 

The Duke was committed to the Tuer on the 14th of October, 
and after continuing a Priſoner about three Months, his Enemies 
finding my could not convit him of any Crime which might 
touch his Life, they underhand dealt with him to ſubmit himſelf, 
with acknowledgment that he had deſerved his Impriſonment, or 
whatever greater Puniſhment the King ſhould be pleaſed to in- 
flict on him; and withal to implore the Favour of his Majeſty's 
Royal Clemency. To this he eaſily condeſcended, and on the 
16th of February, had a full Pardon; but was not reſtored to the 
Dignity of Protector, or any other of his great Places, only con- 
tenting himſelf with the rank of a Privy Counſellor. And it 
_ conceived that Revenge might draw the Duke to new 
Practices, his Friends mediated a Reconciliation between him and 
the Earl of Warwick ; which, that it might be more firm and 
ſincere, the Duke's Daughter, on the 3d of June, is married to 
the Viſcount Life, the Earl of Maruici's Son, the King gracing 
the Nuptials with his Preſence. 

His Eſtate thereby being forfeited, and given to the Crown by 
Parliament, the King of his ſpecial Favour *, and at the humble 
Petition of the Lords of his Council, by Patent ſealed June 4, 
1550, gave him back ſome Lands, which were part of the Inhe- 
ritance of his Anceſtors, viz. the Caſtle of Marlborough, and all 
his Lordſhips and Manours of Barton, arſhal, Alborn, and 
Old Witten, and his Parks of Ludgarſhal, Great Vaftern, Little 
Vaftern, Alborn Chaſe, and Albern Warren, and the Foreſts, and 
the Liberties of the Foreſts of Bradon and Savernake ; with the 
Appurtenances in the County of Mili; and diverſe other Lord- 
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ſhips, Manours, Lands, and Tenements in the Counties of 
Wilts, Southampton, Dorſet, Somerſet, Middleſex, Berks and 
Bucks. And Fune the 14th, in conſideration of the Caſtle and 
Lordſhip of $:ford, and other Lands and Manours in the County 
of Lincoln, the King, by Patent of the ſame Date, gave him all 
and ſingular the Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements and Heredita- 
ments, with the Appurtenances in the Town of Glaftenbury, in 
the County of Somerſet, and other Lands and Tenements in 
Kino fton upon Hull. ' 
And on the next Day (June 5, 1550, 4 Edw. VI.) the King, 
by the Advice of his Council *, grants to his dear and entirely be- 
loved Uncle, Edward, Duke of Somerſet, Authority and Li- 
cence, Curing Life, to retain two hundred Perſons reſident within 


his Dominions, and at his Will and Pleafure to give them his 


Livery, Badges, and Cognizance, over and above all ſuch Ser- 
vants as attend him in his Houſhold, or are under him in any Office 
or Offices, of Stewardſhip, &c. 

In July following he was prevailed with * to go down into Ox- 
fordſbire, Suſſex, Wilſhire, and Hampſhire, to ſecure thoſe Places 
from Riſing, and to order the keeping of the Peace: And in 
Auguſt he went to Reading for the ſame purpoſe, on account of 
Jealouſies of the Lady Mary, who was privately to be conveyed 
out of England, from ſome Creek in Effex, by Shipperius, Ad- 
miral of the Navy belonging to the Emperor. And then an 
open War was to be begun, and an inteſtine Conſpiracy to be at 
Home, as Sir Thomas Chamberlain, Ambaſſador with the Queen 
of Hungary in the Low-Countries, had learned at that Court, 
and advertiſed the Miniſtry in England. | 

The Parliament begun to fit the 4th of A:wember following, 
and broke up the iſt of February And it appears“ that the 


Commons ſtill favoured the Duke of Somerſet, and conſulted his j 


Reſtoration to the Office of Protector of the King's Perſon, but 
by their Prorogation were prevented. However, they intended 
the next Seſſion to endeavour at it, and in the mean time to 
prepare the Lords for it. And bali, the Receiver of York- 
ſhire, ſpeaking to diverſe Noblemen about it, was on that Ac- 
count brought into Trouble; the Earl of Rutland being one 
that was Witneſs againſt him. | 

Not long after, as appears by a Letter from the Earl of Mar. 
wick to the Lord Paget, and other Letters in the Cotton Library 
(5s B. 2.) Feuds began to be viſible between the Parties of the 

ke of Somerſet and the faid Earl of Warwick; the King ſhew- 
ing his Uncle Favour, And conſidering his narrow Circum- 
ſtances, having not only been ſtripped of all his beneficial Places, 
but alſo of his Lands and Revenues, to eaſe the Duke in all he 
could, being to ſend Hoſtages into France, conſiſting of Perſons 
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of the beſt Nobility, that might anſwer the Quality of the French, 
Hoſtages ſent hither, his Majeſty among the reſt made choice of 
the Earl of Hertford, the Duke's Heir, and was at the Charge of 
ſetting him out (as appears by the King's Warrant Book) which 
he did not do by any of the others. Alſo about the ame time the 
Duke — 5 oo i. bequeathed to him by King Henry's laſt 
Will, which was paid, in conſideration of his preſent Occaſions ; 
the Legacy having in effect been before ſatisfied, when in the 1ſt 
Year of the King he had diverſe Grants in conſideration of Services, 
and for fulfilling the King's Will : As it ran in the Book of Sales. 

In April 1551, the Duke was made Lord Lieutenant of the 
Counties of Buckingham and Beriſbire; but ſoon after the ill 
cemented Affections of the Dukes of Somerſet and Northumber- 
land (for that Title he had lately attained) diſſolved into open 
Enmity. In the Proſecution whereof *, Somerſet (as ſome write) 
provoked by continual Injuries, reſolved to murder Northumber- 
land ; and to that end, under colour of a Viſit, came privily 
armed to his Lodging, attended by Seconds. But finding him in 
his Bed, and being courtcouſly entertained, -did not execute what” 
he propoſed, Whereupon at his Departure, one of the Company 
(Sir J. Thynn his Secretary) aſking him whether he had done the 
Feat, and he ſaying ns, the other replied, Then you are undone. 
Ibis his Intent being by his own Party betrayed, he with the 
Lord Grey of Hilton, were ſent to the Tower, on Oftober 16, 
1551; and the next Day his Dutcheſs, Sir Jahn T hynn, Sir 
Michael Stanhope, and other of his Friends, were committed to 
the ſame Place. And on the 21ſt of Odlober, the Lord Paget 
was carried to the Fleet by a Guard; and from thence, he with 
the Earl of Arundel, were ſent to the Tower, charged with 
being privy to the Duke's Practices, as alſo the Lord Dacres of 
the North. | | 

Whereupon the Duke of Northumberland and his Party, to 
make the pretended Treaſons appear more formidable, with much 
Shew and Ceremony came into the City on the 22d of October;

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him to the Scaffold. On Friday the 22d of Famary, as Hit: 
knſhed and other Hiſtorians relate, he was brought out of the 
Tower, and delivered to the Sheriffs of London. The fame Morn- 
ing every Houſholder of the City (according to a Precept from 
the Council to the Lord Mayor) were ſtrictly charged not to ſtir 
out of their Houſes before Ten of the Clock that Day, meaning 
thereby to reſtrain them from being at his Execution, and for fear 
of a Reſcue, Notwithſtanding, by Seyen of the Clock the Tower- 
Hill was covered with People from all Parts, and before Eight the 
Duke was brought to the Scaffold, encloſed with the King's 
Guards, the Sheriffs Officers, the Wardens of the Tower, and 
near a thouſand Men of the Liberty of the Tower. On his aſ- 
cending the Scatfold, he changed neither Voice or Countenance, 
but kneeling down on both his Knees, and lifting up his Hands, 
commended himſelf unto God. After he had ended ſome ſhort 
Prayers, ſtanding up again, and turning himſelf to the Eaſt · ſide of 
the Scaffold, he with great Alacrity, and Cheerfulneſs of Mind 
and Countenance, uttered theſe Words to the People. 

« Dearly beloved Friends, I am brought hither to ſuffe 
* Death, albeit I never offended againſt the King, neither by 
* Word nor Need, and have been always as faithful and true 
* unto this Realm, as any Man hath been. But forſomuch as 
** T am by Law condemned to die, I do acknow my ſelf as 
* yell as others, to be ſubject thereunto. Wherefore to teſtify 
e mine Obedience which I owe unto the Laws, I come hither to 
% ſuffer Death, whereunto I willingly offer my ſelf with moft 
* hearty Thanks unto God, that hath given me this Time of 
* Repentance, who might thro? ſudden Death have taken away 
a my 1 that I neither ſhould have acknowledged him nor 

my elf, 

* Moreover (dearly beloved Friends) there is yet ſomewhat 
* that I muſt put you in mind of, as Roy Chriſtian Reli- 
6 gion, which ſo long as I was in Authority, I always diligently 
5 ſet forth and furthered to my Power. Neither do I repent me 
of my Doings, but rejoice therein, ſith now the State of Chri- 
* ſtian Religion cometh moſt near unto the Form and Order of 


** the Primitive Church. Which thing I eſteem as a great Benefit 


given of God, both to and me; moſt heartily exhorting 
* — all, that this which is moſt purely ſet forth, you will with 
** like Thankfulneſs accept and embrace, and ſet out the ſame in 
© your living : Which thing if you do not, without doubt, 
greater Miſchief and Calamity will follow.“ 

ore he would have faid, but a ſtrange Tumult and ſudden 
Conſternation of the Aſſembly interrupted him, which our Hiſto- 


rians differently relate, but (as Hellinſhbed gives an Account) the 


Duke in the mean time ſtood unmov'd, ſhaking his Cap which 
he held in his Hands, and making Signs to the People, to keep 
themſelves quiet, And when they ad odd”) 
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Anthony Brotum riding to the Scaffold, they conjeftured the King 
had ſent his Uncle a Pardon ; and thereupon caſting up their Caps, 
they cried Pardon, Pardon is come, God Save the King! 

But at length Silence being obtained, he ſpoke to them. a ſecond 
time in this manner : 

- '& Dearly beloved Friends, there is no ſuch matter in hand, as 
you vainly hope or believe. It ſeemeth thus good to Almight 
« God, whoſe Ordinance it is meet and neceflary that we be 
©. obedient unto. Wherefore I pray you all to be quiet, and let 
* us join in Prayer unto the Lord, for the Preſervation of our 
% Noble King, unto whoſe Majeſty I wiſh continual Health, 
&. with all Felicity and Abundance, and all manner of proſperous 
* Succeſs: Jhereunto the People cried aut, Amen. Moreover, I 7 
* with unto all his Counſellors the Grace and Favour of God, 
hereby they may rule all Things uprightly with Juftice, unto 
* whom I exhort you all in the Lord to ſhew yourſelves obedient, 2 
the which is alſo very neceſſary for you, under the Pain of 
* Condemnation, and alſo moſt profitable for the Preſervation © 
* and Safeguard of the King's Majeſty. And forſomuch as here- 
* tofore J have had oftentimes Affairs with diverſe Men, and that 
* it is hard to plcaſe every Man that hath been offended or injur- 
* ed by me, I moſt humbly require and aſk them Forgiveneſs: | 
Hut eſpecially Almighty God, whom, throughout all my Life, 
I have moſt grievouſly offended. And unto all other, whatſo- 
< ever they be that have offended me, I do with my whole Heart 
* forgive them. : 
And once again (dearly beloved in the Lord) I require that 
* you will keep your ſelves quiet and ſtill, leſt, thro” your Tu- 
mult, you might cauſe me to have ſome Trouble, which in this 
« Cafe would nothing at all profit me, neither be any Pleaſure 3 
& unto you. For albeit the Spirit be willing and ready, the Fleſh | 
* is frail and wavering, and through your Quietneſs I ſhall be 
much more the quieter: But if that you fall into Tumult, it 
will be great Trouble, and no Gain at all unto you. More- 
over, I deſire you to bear me Witneſs, that I die here in the 
Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, deſiring you to help me with your Pray- 
ers, that I may perſovere conſtant in the ſame unto my Life's 
end.“ 

Then turning himſelf about, and kneeling down, Doctor Cor 
( vrho was preſent to aſſiſt him in his laſt Moments) delivered into 
bis Hand a Paper, wherein was contained a brief Confeſſion to 
God, which being read; he ſtood up again on his Feet, and bid- 
ding the Sheriffs, the Lieutenant of the Tawer, and others on the 
Scaffold farewely taking them all by the Hands, he after gave the 
Executioner Money. Then kneeling down in the Straw, he un- 
\xyed his Shirt-ſtrings, and the Executioner coming to him, turned 
down his Collar round about his Neck, and made all things read 
for his Execution. Which being done, he covered his Face with 
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his own Hankerchicf, and laid himſelf down, ſhewing no manner 
of Trouble or Fear, neither did his Countenance change, any 
other than that juſt before his Eyes were covered, his Cheeks 
had a little more tincture of Red than uſual. 


Thus lying on the Block, and waiting for the Stroke, his Doub-- 


let was taken notice of to cover his Neck; and thereupon he was 
deſired to riſe up and put it off; after which, laying himſelf down 
again on the Block, and calling thrice Lord 70% ſove me] he was 
on the third time of repeating it, in a Moment bereft of his Life. 
His Head and Body were put into a Coffin, and carried back to 
the Tower, and buried on the North (ide of the Choir of St. Peter's, 
That his Death was generally lamented is manifeſt *, 
there were, who kept Handkerchiefs dipped in his Blood, as 1 


4 | many Reliques. Amongſt the reſt, a ſprightly Dame two Years 


after, when the Duke of Northumberland was led Captive through 
the City, for his Oppoſition againſt Queen Mary, run to him in 
the Streets, and ſhaking out her bloody Handkerchief before him, 
faid, Behold the Blood of that worthy , that good Uncle of that 
excellent King, which was ſhed by thy treacherous Machination, now, 
at this Inſtant, begins to revenge it ſelf upon thee. 

From what our Hiſtorians have wrote, and from what I have 
obſerved of his Conduct, I think this may be juſtly ſaid of him, 
That he was a pious, juſt Man, and by his Influence the Refor- 
mation of Religion in England did fo well proceed in the begin- 
ning. Nor did he want true Courage and Refolution, which was 
conſpicuous on ſeveral occaſions, before recited ; and though it 
was reputed a Weakneſs in him, in ſubmitting to his Enemies, 
yet in that Emergency it may be faid, he ſacrificed himſelf, to 
prevent a Civil War, which might have endangered the Life of 
his Sovereign, and cauſed the introducing of Popery. He was alſo 
every way good and careful of the Weal-Publick ; and I think 


2 greater f can't be given of his Concern for his King and 


Country, than that (though ſome blamed him for it) he did not 
ſcreen his own Brother from Juſtice, when his Ambition and evil 
Mind wrought in him thoſe Machinations that would have been 
deſtructive to both. His Frailties which red him the III-will 
of many of the Council, were Haſtineſs and Paſſion, which too 


often meet in Good Nature and Generoſity, in which he had few

On the Deceaſe of the Queen, he was one of the 
Lords Juſtices of Great-Britain, nominated by our late Sovereign 
to Govern the Realm, with the Great Officers of State, *till he 
arrived from Hanover ; after which on the 27th of September 
1714, he was appointed Maſter of the Horſe, and on the firſt of 
Ofober ſworn of the Privy-Council.

I now return to Jahn, Marquis of Winchefter, eldeſt ſurviving 
Son of William. He was one of thoſe Noblemen who ſtood firm to 
King Charles I. and made a Garriſon for his Majeſty of his fine 
Seat at Baſing, which endurcd a two Years Siege, from Augu/t, 
1643, to October 1645. During which time, having with him 
ſeveral brave Officers, he made fo many vigilant and dextrous Sal- 
lies, that he killed great Numbers of the Enemy; but being re- 
ſolved to maintain it to the laſt, his Houſe was taken by Storm 
with himſelf in it, and about 400 Perſons. He was fo true a 

, that he cauſed to be written in every Window of it with 
a Diamond Aimez Loyaults, i. e. Love Loyalty ; which fo provok- 
ed the Enemy, that they burnt this noble Seat to the 
having found in it Money, Jewels, and Houſhold Stuff, to the 
Value of 200,000 l. Among which was a rich Bed worth 14,0007. 
A particular Journal of this Siege was printed at Oxford, Anno 
Dom. 1645. He had afterwards the Satisfaction of ſeeing the 
Reſtauration of the Royal Family; and dying Primier Marquis of 
England, in the Year 1674, was buried at 1 in Cam. 
Berks, where a neat Monument is erected to his Memory, of

its no wonder that he attain'd to great Honours and Employments. 

In 21 of Henry VII. Philip, Archduke of Auftria, only Son of 
the Emperor Maximilian, being bound for Spain, having married 
the Heireſs of that Kingdom, Joan, Daughter of F:rdmand and 
Iſabel, King and Queen of Caftile and Arragon, and meeting 
wich a violent Storm in his Paſſage from Flanders, was neceſſitat-

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8th of November : And the King taking into Conſideration his 
great Merits and Accompliſhments, he was on the gth of March, 
30 Hen. VIII. advanced to be a Baron of the Realm, by the 
Title of Lord Ruſſel, Baron Ruſſe! of C in the County of 
Buckingham. And that he might the better ſupport the Honour 
conferred on him, the King took the firſt Opportunity to __—_ 
his Fortune. In 1540, the 31 of his Reign, on that Diſſolution 
of the greater Monaſteries, he obtained a Grant to himſelf, and 
Anne his Wite, and the Heirs of their Bodies lawfully begotten,

on her Behalf againſt the Lady Fane Grey, who conteſted for the 
Crown. And Queen Mary being reduced, in the 4th Year of 
her Reign, to engage in her Huſband's Quarrel with France, ber 
Forces were very inſtrumental, firſt in gaining the Battle of St. 
Quintin, and then in taking the Town *, where the Earl of Bed- 
ard was preſent, and ſhared both in the Glory and Danger.

The Earl of Leiceſter was inſtalled their Governour with great 
Solemnity, being ſeated two Steps above the States, 1 2 of whom 
fat on each fide of him, and the reſt, to the number of 20, right 
before him, but 4 or 5 Steps deſcending. On the right Hand of 
the Earl, ſtood the Prince of Portugal, next him the Lord Mor- 
ley, next him Norris, Governour of Munſter *, next Sir William 
Reel, and divers of great Account, On his left Hand ftood Prince 
Maurice of Naſſau, the Earl of Ex, Sir William Stanley, &c. 

After taking ſeveral Towns from the Spaniards, Sir William 
Ruſſel diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in the Fight at Zutphen, 22 Sept. 15 86, 
where the Spaniſb Horſe were entirely defeated, though much ſupe- 
rior in number, and their Commanders taken Priſoners. Stotue re- 
lates , from a Journal of thoſe Tranſactions, how Sir ¶illiam Risſel 
behav d. He charg'd fo terribly, that after he had broke his 
„ Lance, he fo plaid his Part with his Cuttle Axe, that the Ene- 
* my reported him to be a Devil, and not a Man; for where he 
* ſaw fix or ſeven of the Enemies together, thither would he, and 
„ fo behave with his Cuttle-Axe, that he would ſeparate their 
$ Friendſhip.” On the 5th of Od. following, he * commanded 
a Party of 600 Horſe, ſent to intercept a Convoy of Proviſions 
the Enemy deſigned to throw into Zutphen, which he prevented. 
The Inſcription on his Monument at Thornbaugh (where he was 
buried) ſhews, that he was General of the Horſe in the Nether- 
lands, and alſo Governour of Huſpung. 

Queen Elizabeth, 1 Feb, 1587, by her Patent recites 7, that by 
the death of the late Sir Philip Sidney, the Town of Fhſbing is 
without a Governour : She therefore confiding in the Fidelity 
and Sufficiency of Sir I am Ruſſel, Kt. makes choice of him to 
ſupply the Place of Governour, and Captain of the nid Town,

Juſtices of the Peace, Mayors, Sheriffs, &:.. to ſuffer 
him with his Horſes, Money, Plate, Armour, Weapons, Am-

On 16 May, 36 Eliz. he * was conſtituted Lord Deputy of 
Treland; and in Fuly following, the Univerſity of Oxford, in 
Convocation, in honour of having his Education there, conferr'd 
on * him the Degree of Maſter of Arts. He landed at the Head 
of Hoath, 31ſt of Fuly, 1594, and the next Day went to Dublin, 
but refus d to accept of the Sword ©, *till the Council had firſt gi- 
ven him in Writing under their Hands, an Account of the State 
and Condition of the Kingdom ; which being complied with, he 
was ſworn on Sunday, the 11th of Auguſt, with great Solemnity, 
He govern'd Ireland for three Years with great Wiſdom, and 
Valour, as appears from Camden, and other Hiſtorians. 
On the 19th of Augu/t, he ſet out, by the Advice of the Coun- 
cil, to relieve Iiſkilling, and after long Marches over , with 

reat Danger paſſed the River on the toth with Difficulty, and 
Gas Los ; and then entred the Caſtle of Di/eilling without 
Oppoſition, the Enemy flying on his Approach. He returned by 
ealy Marches, and came to Dublin the 9th of September. 

He was afterwards very active in many Expeditions againſt 
the Rebels, and ſeveral of them being ſlain , and ſome taken, 
they were publickly executed. But that great Rebel Tyrone, rai- 
ſing a Rebellion in the North, the Lord Deputy, to ftren his 
Ability in the Management of the War z, beſought the Queen to 
aſſiſt him with ſome able Soldiers, and an rienced r. 
Camden relates , that he had a mind for Baſtervill, before any 
other, though he did not go fo far as to mention him; but clear 
contrary to his Expectation, Sir John Norris was pitched upon. 

He went over with 1300 veteran Soldiers, who had ſerved in 
Bretagne and the Lu- Countries, and with other Supplies out of 
England, as Camden writes, who alſo gives au Account that the 
Rebels were able to muſter 1000 Horſe, and 6280 Foot in Uſer, 
and 2300'in Connaught, every Man of them at Tir-Oen' Com- 
mand. And among theſe were ſeveral experienced Officers, 
trained in the Exerciſe of War, ever fince the Lord Deputy 
Perrat had appointed every Lord in Uſfer to have ſuch a number 
of Men diſciplined to ſerve againſt the Iſland Scots. |

others in the Parliament, all Things were brought in Confuſion, 
terminating in a moſt unnatural Civil War, His Defire to pre-

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in the Earl of Clarendon's Words, who attributes to his Deatii 


one of the great Cauſes of thoſe Diviſions which rent the Nation. 

© The other Accident (ſays the noble Author) that fell out, 
during the Time that the Buſineſs of the Earl of Strafford s 
<* agitated, and by which he received much Prejudice, was the 
Death of the Earl of Bedford. This Lord was the greateſt 
« Perſon of Intereſt in all the popular Party, being of the beſt 
<< Eſtate, and beſt Underſtanding, of the whole Number; and 
therefore moſt like to govern the reſt, He was beſides, of 
great Civility, and of much more good Nature, than any of 
<* the other. And therefore the King refolving to do his Fuli- 
** neſs with that Party by him, reſolved to make him Lord High 
«© Treaſurer of England, in the Place of the Biſhop of Lendin, 
*© who was as willing to lay down the Office, as any body was to 
take it up. And to gratify him the more, at his Defire, in- 
<< tended to make Mr, Pym Chancellor of the Exchequer, as he had 
done Mr. Saint- Jahn his Sollicitor General al which hath 
been touched before) as alſo, that Mr. Hollis was to be Secre- 
«© tary of State, the Lord Say, Maſter of the Wards, and the 
Lord Mmbolton to be Lord Privy-Seal after the Death of his 
Father, who then held that Place.

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In 1643, the Earls of Bedford ', Holland, and Clare, con- 
curred with the Earl of Eſex, who was weary of the War, and 
influenced the Houſe of Lords, fo that they deſired a Conference 
with the Commons, (5 Aug. 1. 1643.) and declared to them, 
That they were reſolved to ſend Propoſitions to the King, and 
they hoped they would concur in them. But by the Artifice of 
Pennington, Lord Mayor of Landen, and the Commons, ſuch 
Tumults were raiſed to terrify the Lords, that they left the Town, 
the Commons refuſing to agree to their Propoſitions. 

The Earl of Bedford, and the Earl of Holland, reſolved to go 
to the King at Oxford ® ; but their Purpoſe being diſcovered or 
ſuſpected, they with ſome Difficulty got into the Kin 's Garriſon 
at Wallingford, from whence the Governour gave Advertiſement 
of their Arrival to the Council at Oxferd.

offered in their former Conferences. Some moved that they

The Earl of Bedford ? was much mortified with the Time he had 
been forced to ſpend at M ulling ford, and with the Diſputation he 
had heard had been held concerning him. The Earl had Friends 
enough to provide for his Accommodation in convenient Lodgings 
at Oxford, but he choſe to take up his Aboad in MMagdalen-College, 
of which Houſe he had been a Member. 

Aſter ſome Days Stay, be offered his Service to the King in 
his Army before Glauceſter, who accepted of it, and he waited on 
him there at the Siege, and throughout his March ; and, as the 
Earl of Clarendon writes, charged in the King's Regiment of 
Horſe at the Batth of Newbury, very bravely, and behaved 
himſelf throughout very well.

On hl — to Oxford *, the King on all Occaſions ſpoke 
very graciouſly to him; but he was not well looked upon by many 
of his Court; fo that the Earl of Holland going firſt, the Eark of 
Bedford and Clare followed, and came to © the Earl of Effx to 
St. Alan , on Chriftmas-Day, 1643. And ſoon after, by Order of

After the happy Reſtoration of King Charles II. the Earl of 
Bedford was fo far in his Favour, that at the Solemnity of his 
Coronation, April 21, 1661, he had the Honour to carry St. 
Edward's Scepter ; and on the 29th of May, 1672, was elected 
a Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter. He was in

This Duke, in 2 * 1695, having ſettled all Things in 
Reference to his Grandſon's marrying Elaleth Howland, only 
Daughter and Heir of John Howland of Stretham, Eſq; who was 
one of the _ Fortunes of that Time, it was thought conve- 
nient, for the Honour of this Alliance, to make him Baron Hoaw- 
land of Stretham in Surry, on the 1 3th of June the ſame Year. 

His Grace departed this Life in the 87th Year of his Age, on 
the 7th of Sept. 1700, and was buried with his Anceſtors at Chey- 
neys, where a moſt noble Monument is erected for him and his 
Countess, exhibiting their two Figures under a Canopy, ſupported 
by two Pillars of the Corinthian Order.

His going publickly to ors ter Hall *, and there at the 
King's Bench, preſenting the Duke of York as a Recuſant; and 
the Zeal he ſhewed for the Bill of Excluſion of the Duke of York, 
which he carried up to the Houſe of Lords, 15 Nev. 1680, at 


the Head of more than 200 of the Houſe of Commons, coſt him 


his Life. Sir //illiam Temple writes *, that his ſetting himſelf at the 
Head of theſe Affairs, had a great Influence on the Houſe, being 
a Perſon in general Repute of an honeſt worthy Gentleman, without 
Tricks or private Ambition, and who was known to venture as great 
a Stake as am Subject of England. He was accuſed of being con- 
cerned in the Rye-houſe Plot; and tho he knew of a Meſſenger be- 
ing ſent for him, before he was apprehended, and might have gone 
away ; he ſuſpected that would give the Court too great an Ad- 
vantage, and look like confeſſing of Guilt, which he was not 
conſcious of, having no Thought of the Diſcourſe that had paſſed 
at Shephard's, where he was taſting of Wines. 

He was brought on his Tryal at the Oi Baih on the 13th of 
Juh, 1683, The moſt that was proved againſt him was, his being 
preſent where treaſonable Matter was diſcourſed, without bearing a 
part in that Diſcourſe, or giving any Aſſent by Words or other- 
wiſe to what was fo diſcourſed, which amounts but to Mifpriſion 


or Concealment of Treaſon. He was a Man of fo much x 
that he ſpoke little as to the Fact; for being adviſed not to tell 


the whole Truth, he faid he could not ſpeak againſt that he knew 
to be true, though in ſome Particulars it had been carried beyond 


the Truth; and he was not allowed to make the Difference; fo 
he left it wholly to the Fury, who brought in their Verdict againſt 


him for High Treaſon, upon which he received Sentence of Death. 
He had that Honour afterwards, when the Lord Cavendiſh of- 


fered to change Cloaths with him in the Priſon, and remain there 
whilſt he made his Eſcape ; he would not ſuffer him to 


bimfelf to ſo much Danger. In the Paper he left with the Sheriffs 
on the 21ſt of Ju, 1683, the Day of his Execution, he firſt

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Perſon and Government he might be happy, both in this Worl 
and in the next. He proteſted, that in the Proſecution of the 
Popiſh Plot, he had gone on in the Sincerity of his Heart ; and 
that he never knew of any Practice with the Witneſſes. He 
owned he had been earneſt in the Matter of the Excluſion, as the 
beſt way, in his Opinion, to ſecure both the King's Life and the 
Proteſtant Religion: And to that he imputed his preſent Sufferings, 
But he forgave all concerned in them, and charged his Friends to 
think of no Revenges. As to the Sentence of Death paſſed on 
him, he thought it a very hard one, nothing being ſworn againſt 
him, but ſome Diſcourſes about making ſome Stirs, which was 
not levying War againſt the King by the Statute of Edward III. 
and not the conſulting and diſcourſing about it, which was all that 
was witneſſed againſt him, and which at moſt could be but MiC. 
rifion of Treaſon ; fo that he faid he died innocent of the Crime 
ſtood condemned for. He wiſh'd the Rage of hot Men, and 
the Partialities of Juries, might be ſtopp'd with his Blood, which 
he ſhould offer up with ſo much the more Joy, if he thought he 
ſhould be the laſt that were to ſuffer in ſuch a Way. Killing oy 
Forms of Law, he ſaid, was the worſt fort of Murder. What the 
Heats, Wickedneſſes, Paſſions, and Vanities of other Men have 
occaſion'd, he ought not to be anſwerable for, nor could he repreß 
them, tho' he now ſuffer'd for them, He averr'd, that what he 
faid, of not hearing Coll, Rumſey deliver his Meſſage from my 
Lord Shafi/bury, was true, for he always deteſted Lying, tho' ne- 
ver ſo much to his Advantage, He concluded with ſome very 
devout Ejaculations ; and after he delivered the ſaid Paper, he 
prayed by himſelf, and Doctor Tillotſon (after Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury) who aſſiſted him in his laſt Moments, likewiſe prayed for 
him- And when he had undreſſed himſelf, he laid his Head on 
the Block, without the leaſt Change of Countenance: And it was 
cut off at two Strokes in Lincolns-Inn- Fields, on Fuly 21, 1683. 
On the Revolution, the Nation had ſo juſt a Senſe of his Inno- 
cency, and great Merits, that on the 16th of March, 168+, an 
AR was paſſed for annulling and making void the Attainder of 
William Ruſjel, Eſq; commonly called Lord Ruſſel.

mouth 21 Fuly 1586, and © met with ſuch proſperous Wi 
that by the 26th of Auguſt, they had got 930 Leagues to the 
South of Africa. Then bending their Courſe South-Weſt, they 
entered the Mouth of the A ellen Straights the 7th of January, 
where he named a Place Port Famine, from the Miſeries of Hun- 
r and Cold they endured. On 24 Febr. they entered the South 
za, and frequently landed as they aw Occaſion, having many 
Conflicts with the Natives, but more with the Spamards, com- 
ing off Gainers in moſt, and Savers inall Encounters, that alone 
at Quintero excepted, 1 April 1587, when they loſt 12 Men of 
Account ; whereby in June following, he was forced to fink the 
Rear-Admiral, his leaſt Ship, for want of Men to manage her.

Stephen Cavendiſh, third Son of Roger de Gernon, was te- 
turned a Member for the City of Londen, to the Parliament held 
in 31 Edw. III. was g choſen Sheriff in 32 Ede. III. and again 
returned ohe of the Members for the City, to the Parliament 
held in 34 Edw. III. was alſo d Lord Mayor in the 37th Yar 
of King Edward III. and dying without Iſſue in the 47th Year 
of that Monarch, was buried in Mercer Chapel.

II. was buried in the Abbey called the New 
near the Tower of Londm ; as is evident from the laſt 
Teſtament of his Lady, who writing berſelf Roſe Cavendyſte,

The faid Pilliam Cavendiſh, and Robert Cavendiſh, were Sons 
of Jom Cavendiſh, Brother to the faid Andrew. Which Jahn 
Cavendiſh, was one of the Eſquires of the Body to King Nich. II. 
and our Hiſtorians relate, that it was he who killed Vat Tyler, 
For William Walworth, Mayor of Landon, having arreſted him, 
he furiouſly ſtruck the Mayor with his Dagger, but being armed, 
gurt him not; whereupon the Mayor drawing his Baſclard, grie- 
4 youſly wounded Mat in the Neck; in which Conflict, an Eſ- 
„ quire of the King's Houſe, called Fohn Cavendiſh, drew his 
* Sword, and wounded him twice or thrice, even unto Death.” 
And for this © Service he was Knighted by the King in Smithfield, 
who likewiſe gave him 40 J. per Ann. to him and his Heirs for 
ever. This Sir Fohn Cavendiſh, or another of his Name (which in 
that Age, was wrote Caundiſb) ſerved under K. H. V. in his Wars 
in France, and was in the famous Battle of Agincourt, 25 Oftob, 
1415. and the King, in the 1 Year of his Reign, in Con- 
fideration of the Diſcretion, Prudence, and Fidelity, of his be- 
loved Eſq; Fohn Caundjfb, grants him the Office of Brouderer of 
his Wardrobe, to act by himſelf, or Deputies, with all Profits, 
c. thereto belonging, What Time he died, I don't find; but 
7 Joon his Wife, hter of Sir William Clpton (who was 
in 


the © Auguſtine Friers of Clare in Suffolt) he had Iſſue 
three Sons, * i Robert, and Walter Cauendiſb. 
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The faid William Cavendiſh, in the 8th Year of King Henry 
V. was one of the Executors to the Lady Roſe Cavendiſh, Wite 
of Sir Andrew Cavendiſh, eldeſt Son of the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Cavendiſh ; and having married Jaan, Daughter of 
Staventon, departed this Life in the 11th Year of King Henry

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Mr. Cavendiſh waited on the Cardinal, in his ſplendid Embaſſy 
into France, in the Year 1527, 19 Hen. VIII. when the Earl of 
Derby e, the Biſhop of Landon, Lord Privy-Seal, the Lord Sand;, 
Lord Chamberlain of the King's Houſhold, with a great Num- 
ber of other Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen, attended on him. 
At Canterbury Mr. Cavendiſh was diſpatched with Letters to a 
Cardinal at Calais *, and ſtaid there *till his Lord's Arrival. Alf 
when the Cardinal had been feaſted by the King at Amiens four- 
teen Days, and it was agreed to remove to Campaine, he was 
ſent before to provide Lodgings e, which he prepared in the great 
Caſſ le of the Town, and faw it furniſhed, the King having one 
half of the Caſtle, and the Cardinal the other; the Gallery in 
like Manner being divided between them. It that he 
was admitted to more * Intimacy with his Lord, and let more into 
Secrets, than any other Servant; and therefore would not deſert 
him in his Fall, but honourably waited on his old Mafter, when 
he had no Office, and no Salary, to beſtow upon him. b 

He was with the Cardinal in his Chamber, when the Earl of 
Northumberland, and Sir Walter Melſb, arreſted him in the King's 
Name, and was the chief Perſon they ſuffered to be about him. 
* Sir Walter telling Mr. Cavendiſh, * That the King's Majeſty 
* bcre unto him his principal Favour, for the Love and dili- 
gent Service he had performed to his Lord; wherefore the 
* Linge Pleaſure was, That he ſhould be about him as Chief, in 
« vhom his Highneſs putteth great Confidence and Truſt,” 
And thereupon gave him in Writing, ſeveral Articles, which, 
having read, he was content to obey his Majeſty's Pleaſure, and 
was {worn to the Performance of them. He went with the Car- 
dinal to the Earl of Shrewſbury, at Sheffield-Park, who ſhewed 
a particular Regard to Mr. Cavendiſh ®, faying, * Foraſmuch as 
** | have always perceived you to be a Man in whom my Lord 
putteth great Affiance, and I myſelf knowing you to be a Man 
very honeſt (with many other Words of Commendations and 
« Praiſe) faid further, Your Lord hath often deſired me to write 
to the King, that he might anſwer his Accuſations before his 
Enemies. And this Day I have received Letters from his Ma- 
« jeſty, by Sir William King/ton, whereby I perceive, that the 
« King hath him in good Opinion, and, upon my Requeſt, hath 
« ſent for him by the ſaid Sir William King/ton. 

Therefore, now I would have you play your Part wiſely with 
« him, in ſuch fort, as he may take it quietly, and in good

„ after you,” He went, according to the Earl's Deſire, and then 


attended him, with Sir J/ilam Kingſton, to Leicefter, who, on 
Receipt of Letters from his Majeſty, to examine the Cardinal 
about what Money he had, was directed to follow Mr. Caven- 
ds Council: But his Death prevented what had been aimed at; 
and Mr. Cavendih, when he had paid his laſt Reſpects to the Car- 
dinal, by ſeeing him interred in St. Mary's Chapel, at Leicefter, 
the 3oth of November, 15 30, ſet forward to wait on his Majeſty ; 
and being introduced by Sir Norris, Groom of the Stole, 
had a long Conference with the King, who was ſo well ſatisfied 
in the Anſwers he made, that, in Concluſion, he told him; 
* For his Honefty and Truth, he ſhould be his Servant in his Cham- 
ber, as he was with his Maſter. Therefore, go your Ways to Sir 
John Gage, aur Vice-Chamberlain, to whom we have ſpoken already 
to admit you our Servant in our Chamber ; and then go to the Lord

To 1221 more laſting Teſtimony of his Gratitude to the Car- 
dinal, he drew up a fair Account of his Life and Death, which 
he | wrote in the Reign of Queen Mary, whereof the oldeſt Co- 
py is in the Hands of the Family of Pierpoint, into which 
the Author's Daughter was married.

, inthe Life and Reign of King Henry VIII. quotes the Ma- 

ipt in many Places, but mentions George Cavendiſh to be 

the Author of it, which, from diverſe Circumſtances, we may 
conclude to be a Miſtake. In the Year 1667, it was printed, 
and dedicated to Henry, Lord Marquis of Dorchefter, with the 
Author's Preface, in which are theſe Expreflions. © The Car- 
* dinal was my Lord and Maſter; whom, in his Life-time, 1 
* ſerved : And fo remained with him in his Fall continually, 


during the Time of all his Troubles, both in the South, and, 


* Nerth Parts, until be died. In all which Time, I punctually 
* obſerved all bis Demeanors, alſo his 1 riumphs, and glo- 
+ rious Eſtate, c. Nevertheleſs, er any Man hath 
* conceived of him in his Life, or ſince his Death, thus much E 
dare fay, without Offence of any, That, in my Judgment, I 
never ſaw this Realm in better Obedience and Quiet, than it 
* was in the Time of his Authority; nor Juſtice better ad- 


miniſtred, without Partiality ; as I could juſtly prove, if F 


* ſhould not be taxed with too much Affection.“ In theſe Par- 
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ticulars my Lord Herbert agrees, in his Character of the 
Cardinal. | 
Hut to return, Mr. Cavendiſh, in the Twenty-ſecond Year 
of King Henry VIII. (1530.) was conſtituted one of the Com- 
'miſſioners for viſiting and taking the Surrenders of diverſe religious 
Houſes, o and in that Year, the Prior and Convent of Sheen 
came before him at Sheen, and ſurrendered their Monaſtery to 
him. Alſo on the-5th of December, in 31 H. VII. the Abbot 
and Monks of St. Alban's, delivered their Convent Seal, and ſur- 
rendered to him, and other of the King's Viſitors. In the fame 
Year he was made * one of the Auditors of the Court of Augmen- 
tation, then newly erected (and fo called, becauſe the King' 
Revenue was much augmented, by the Acceſs of thoſe Mona- 
ſtery Lands, at that Time to the Crown). Alſo on 26 February 
following, had, in Conſideration of his Services, a Grant to 
him, and Margaret his Wife (as alſo to his Heirs and Aſſigns) 
of the Lordſhips and Manours of Narthazwe, eg. and Chylde- 
wyke, in Hertfordſhire. This Margaret was his ſecond Wite ; 
for his firſt Wife was Anne, Daughter of Edmund Bofteck, of 
Cheſhire, Eſq, by whom he had a Son John, who died youn 
and two Daughters, Anne, married to Sir Henry Bainton, Kt 
and Catherine, to Thomas Broke, Eſq; Son to T homas, Lord 
Cobham. His * ſecond Wife, before mentioned, was Daughter 
of Thomas Parker, of Poſling ford, 'in Suffolk ; but he had no 
Iſſue by her, who departed this Life in the 32d Year of King 
Henry VIII. and was buried in the Church of St. Betolph's A.- 
derſgate, under the Monument of Alice Cavendiſh, Wife of 
Thomas Cavendiſh, of Cavendiſh, Father of the faid William 
Cavendiſh, u as this Inſcription in the ſaid Church ſhews.

In the Thirty-ſeventh Year of King VIII. he 7 was 
conſtituted Treaſurer of the Chamber to his Majeſty, a Place of 
great Truſt and Honour; for by an Act in 6 H. VIII. (concern- 
ing the King's general Receivers of his Revenues) it's declared *, 
That every Perſon, whome the King hereafter ſhall name and

William Cavendiſh, (ſecond Son of Sit William Cavendiſh) by 
the Death of his elder Brother Henry, who died without Iſſue in 
1616, inherited a great Eſtate. He had his Education with the 
Sons of George, Earl of Shrewſbury, who married his Mother, 
and being a Favourite, ſhe gave him on his Marriage, and at her 
Deceaſe, a greater Fortune than his elder Brother had. He was * 
returned to Parliament for Newport in Cormwall, in the 3 iſt 
Year of Queen Elizabeth ; and being diſtinguiſhed for his emi- 
nent Abilities, King Fames I. advanced him * to the Dignity of 
Baron Cavendiſh, of Hardwick, in Com. Derb. by Letters Patent 
+ May, 1605, in the zd Year of his Reign. At which Time 
of his Creation, his Majeſty ſtood under a Cloth of State in the 
Hall at Greenwich *, accompanied with the Princes his Children, 
the Duke of Fein, the Duke of Lenox, and the greateſt Part 
of the Nobility, both of England and Scotland. 

His Lordſhip was one of the firſt Adventurers who ſettled a 
Colony and Plantation in Virginia; and on the firſt Diſcovery of 
the Bermudas Iſlands, had (with the Earl of Northampton, the 
Earl of Pembrofe, the Lord Paget, the Lord Harrington, and 
others) a Grant of them from the King. Whereupon, in 
April 1612, ſent a Ship thither with Sixty Perſons, to take 
Poſſeſſion thereof, who were followed by others, and yearly Sup- 

lies, which ſoon made them a flouriſhing Plantation. The great 
une was divided into Eight Cantons or Provinces, bearing the 
Name of Eight of the chief Proprietors, whereof one of them 
ſtill retains the Name of Gavendi/h. By the Death of his Lord- 
ſhip's elder Brother, in the Year 1616, a great Addition was 
made to his Eſtate, and being in Repute with the leading Men in 
that Age, and waiting on his Sovereign in his Progreſs, he was 
declared Earl of Devonſhire, 2 Augu/t, 1618, in the Biſhop's Pa- 
hoe at Saliſbury , when the Viſcount Liſi was inveſted with the 
Title of Earl of Leicefter, and the Lord Compton, with the Title 
of Earl of Nort on; but the Letters Patent 7 bear Date

The diſcharging of the Eftate from thoſe numerous Porn. 5. 
was not the only Thing that required her Care *; there was a 

t Debt to be ſatisfied, which was another Specimen of her 
Trouble, as well as Patience. Her Lord had, before his Death, 
obtained an Act of Parliament for cutting off an Entail, in or- 
der to the Sale of Lands; a Thing not uſual in thoſe Times, 
and had not then been effected, but for the Sakes of thoſe for 
whom it was done, as King Charles was pleaſed to expreſs it. 
Yet this bore no Proportion towards the Payment of that vaſt 
Debt for which it was deſigned ; but with what Money the Sale 
of thoſe Lands brought in, together with her own Care and Ma- 
nagement, the Debt was diſcharged by her. 'She was a Lady of 
that Aﬀability and ſweet Addreſs, with fo great a Wit and Judg- 
ment, as captivated all who converſed with her; and of fuch 
ſtrict Virtue and Morals, that ſhe was an Example to her Sex *, 
Prayers and Pious Readings, were her firſt Buſineſs ; the Re- 
“ mainders of the Day, were determined to her Friends; in the 
“Entertainment of whom, her Conyerfation was fo tempered 
« with Courtſhip and Heartineſs ; her Diſcourſes fo ſweetned 
e with the Delicacies of Expreſſion, that ſuch as did not well 
% know the Expence of her Time, would have thought, ſhe 
© had employed it all in Addreſs and Dialogue: In both which; 
* ſhe exceeded moſt Ladies; and yet never affected the Title of a 
« Wit; carried no Snares in her Tongue, gor counterfeited' 
* Friendſhips ; and as ſhe was never known to ſpeak Evil of 
* any, fo neither would ſhe indure to hear of it, from any, 
© of others ; reck ning it not only a Vice againſt good Manners, 
A but the greateſt Indecency alſo, in the Entertainment of 
* Friends, and therefore always kept herſelf within the Mea- 
* ſures of Civility and Religion. Her Geſtures correſponded td 
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** her Speech, being of a free, native, genuine, and raceful 
* Behaviour ; as far from affected and — — — 
© as they from Diſcretion. Theſe admirable Qualities, drew to 
© her Houſe all the beſt Company; towards whom, ſhe had fo 
<« eaſy, and ſuch an obliging Addreſs, without the ſeaſt Allay of 
% Levity and Diſdain, that every one departed with the higheſt 
Satisfaction; ſhe ever diſtributing her according to 
the Quality and Merit of each: ſteering the ſame Ready Courſe 
in the Country alſo; between which, and the Town, ſhe 
«* commonly divided the Year. Her Country Seats were many 
and noble; ſome of which, when her Son came of Age, ſhe 
delivered up to him, viz. His great Houſes in Derby/hire, all 
& ready furniſhed ; the herſelf living in that of Leicefler- Alley; 
(near to which, ſhe had purchaſed a conſiderable ) until 
the Rebellion broke out.“ 

The young Lord her, Son, ſhe committed to his Father's 
Tutor, Mr. Hobbs *, who inſtructed him in the Family for three 
Years, and then, about 1634, travelled with him, as his Go- 


vernor, into France and laß, making the longeſt Stay in Paris, 


for all the politer Parts of Breeding, He returned in 1637, and 
when he came of Age, his Mother delivered up to him his great 
Houſes in Derhyfhire. He married Elizabeth, ſecond Daughter of 
William Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury, who ſurvived him five Years, 
dying the 16th of November, 1689, and was buried in Hg. 
min/t-r- Abbey, the ziſt of the fame Month, in a Vault under 
the Eaſt Window of King Henry VII's Chapel. They had 
ITuc, HWillam, Lord Cavendyh, who was created Duke of De- 
1;/hire : Charles, born the 5th of OMaler, 1655, who died un- 
married on the 3d of March, 1670, and was buried at Derby :

to the true Intereſt of his Prince and Country. He followed the 
King in the North, and at York, in June, 1642 *, was one of 
thoſe noble Peers, who ſubſcribed a Declaration of their i 
Teſtimony of his Majeſty's frequent and earneſt Declarations 
Proſeſſtons, of his — up Deſigns of making War upon 
his Parliament. When he ſaw a Party in the Two Houſes, too 
ſtrong to be ſatisfied, he ſupplied the King with Money, attended 
him in his Parliament at Oxford, and lent him his own Brother 
to take the Field : And then he retired beyond the Seas, to wait 
for Peace at home. This Receſs could give him no-Repoſe ; he 
was thruſt into the Number of the Delinquents ; his great Eſtate 
was ſequeſtred ; and when, by the Mediation of his Friends, an 
Ordinance was depending for his Compoſition, 23d * Ofeber, 
1645, Order was given for his Return from beyond the Seas by

« was fortified againſt all Surprizes from mean and miſchievous 
Principles, and that in all publick Concerns, he directed his 
„ Courſe by the Rules of Honour and Juſtice ; that nothi 
could tempt him to a diſhoneſt Action, nor to preſerve hmbelf, 
together with his Reputation. He choſe ration, rather 
than to prevaricate in the leaſt Tittle from Chriſtian Fortitude 
and Noblenefs, or to change his Propoſitions according to the 
« Neceffities or Advantages of the Seaſon. Nor would he at laſt 
* have been prevailed with to remove any Part of his Troubles, 
or the Sequeſtration from his Eftate, but by the Importunity, 
* or rather, the Commands of his Mother, deteſting in ik 
* what, in Duty to her, he complied with. | 

« His Brother, Charles Cavendiſh ©, was bred to Books and 
Arms, and was, in both, a Glory of the latter Age: He was

and more winning Preſence. His Inclinations determined him 
„ to Arms, and therefore his Mother the Counteſs, deſigned to 


have bought for him Colonel Goring's Regiment of Foot in 


Holland: So he went over to be trained up there in the Prince 
of Oranges Army, the moſt eminent School of War. When 
«© he had paſſed one Campaign, he came over again to England, 
about the End of Nevember, 1641. And when, ſoon after, 
“ the King, by Tumults in the Streets, and greater Diſtractions 
* in the two Houſes, was forced to retire to Yark, the Earl of 
Devon, and his Brother Mr. Cavendiſh, repaired thither to 
offer their Duty and Services to their diſtreſſed Prince.” 

The Writer of his Mother's Life, informs us, that, He 
« was a Perſon of fo much Addreſs and Valour, that thoſe brave 
Gentlemen of the Temple, who offered themſelves as a Guard 
„ to the King's Perſon, choſe him for their Captain, knowing, 
he would thither lead them, where Law, Honour, and Con- 
« ſcience, would oblige them to follow. At York, Mr, Caven- 
* diſh put himſelf among the Noblemen and Gentlemen Volun- 
<« tiers, who deſired to be under Command for the Kings Ser- 
vice; and made it his Choice to ride in the King's own, 1 roop, 
* commanded by my Lord Bernard Stuart his Kinſman, Bro- 
* ther to the Duke of Richmond; among ſo many conſiderable 
& Perſons for Qualities and Fortunes, that the King was heard to 
„ fay, The Revenues of thoſe in that ſingle Troop, would buy the 
dren er ext ob ex, and of all the Officers, in his 
«6 He marched in this Troop, till the Battle of Edge 
« Hill, 23 October, 1642, when the King, in Reſpect and Ten- 
derneſs to thoſe gallant Men, would not expoſe them to equal 
Hazard with the reſt of the Cavalry, but reſerved. them 
for a Guard to his own Perſon.

*© Cavendiſh, the younger Brother of the Earl of Devonſhire, 
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* with a Party volant of Horſe and Dragoons, into Lincoln/birs ; 
* where, about the middle of March, he affaulted Grantham, d 
* new Garriſon of the Rebels, which he took, and in it above 
F* 300 Priſoners, with all their Officers, Arms, and Ammuni- 
F* tion.” The Royal Cauſe declining, made him only the more 
daring and deſperate, In his laſt Action, he is ſaid to have been 
murthered in cold Blood, after Quarter given, by Colonel Bury, 
who made himſelf dear to Cromwed, by this, and ſome other 
of Cruelty, Another Writer telk uss, "That, his Horſe ſtick- 
* ing in the Mud, he died magnanimouſly, refuſing Quarter,

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After the fatal Fight at J/orcefter, ſhe was infinitely concerned 
for the Safety of the King's Perſon, and could not conceal her 
Joy, when ſhe heard of his ſafe Arrival in France She took care 
of the only Remains he left in England, his domeſtick Servants, 
many of whom, ſhe received into her own Family, and retained 
them with good Reſpect and Support, *till their Royal Maſter' 
happy Return. By Three Years Privacy at her Brother's the 
Earl of Elgine's Houſe, at Ampthill, ſhe had lightned her Grief 
and Expences, and became avle to renew her Hoſpitality and 
Charity, in a Seat which ſhe purchaſed, for the pleaſant Situation, 
Rohampton, in Surrey. Here ſhe took Opportunity from ſuch 
Loyal Perſons as frequented her Houſe, to diſcourſe with, and 
- perſuade them to the moſt active Endeavours for the King's Re- 
-ſtoration *: And having held a Communication in cypher'd Let- 
ters, with Duke Hamilton, the Earls of Holland, and Norwich, 
and other eminent Undertakers for the King; in the writing and 
opening of which, ſhe-intruſted none but her N the Lord 
Bruce (after Earl of Aileſbury) and her Chaplain Mr. Gale : She 
nevertheleſs became ſo much ſuſpected, though her Actings were 
not thoroughly diſcovered, that a Troop of Horſe had been ſent 
down to fetch her up from Ampthill (about the Time the Counteſs 
of Carliſie was put in the Tower) had not her Goldſmith (a Con- 
fident of the Rebels) given a Bribe to one of the then Council of 
State. She at laſt entered into a ſpeedy and ſecret Correſpondence 
with General Monk, who, in the midſt of his dark Reſerves, ſent 
her by a conſiderable Officer, a private Signal, by which ſhe might 
know his Intentions of Reſtoring the King: The General valued 
her Noble Friendſhip, and continued it, with the greateſt Re- 
ſpects, to his Death. The King himſelf, expreſſed frequently the 
Senſe he had of her conſtant Zeal in his Service, and, as a Mark 
of Satisfaction and Favour, would himſelf, with the Queen, 
Queen-Mother; and Royal Family, often dine with her; and 
ſometimes break in upon her on a ſudden after Hunting. And, 
that no Token of Reſpect might be wanting, towards the declin- 
ing Part of her Age, when ſhe could not pay her Attendance up- 
on the Queen, with the uſual and due Solemnities of Court-Ad- 
dreſs, ſhe was admitted to wait on her Majeſty with more than 
ordinary Eaſe and Kindneſs. She lived to the laſt, with all the 
Profuſeneſs of old Engl/d Hoſpitality, and in vaſt Diſtributions of 
Chriſtian Charity, and yet inſpected her own Accounts with ſo 
ſevere a Scrutiny, that ſhe ſpent her Revenues without leſſening 
or ſquandering any Part of them. She bore her Sickneſs with 
— Piety and Reſignation, and, being Crown'd with many 

ears and Honours, ſhe went to receive that of Immortality, on 
the 16th of Fanuary, 1674. The Noble Lord her Son, took 
care that the Solemnities of her lying in State, and thoſe alſo of 
her Funeral, ſhould correſpond to the Magnificence of her Living; 
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ind the Train which waited on her to her Burial, was Great and 
Noble. She was carried by the Way of Newark, to Derby, and 
was interred with her Son, as before is mentioned, 

The Earl, her eldeſt Son, tho' he had been a great Sufferer for 
his Loyalty to King Charles I. he fought for no Employment at 
Court, on the Reſtoration of King Charles II. But his Majeſty 
ſhew'd his Confidence in him *, by his being conſtituted Lord 
Lieutenant of the County of Derby, 20 Augu/t, 1660. He liv'd 
in great Plenty and Reſpect, a true Exgliſb Peer, honoured by his 
Prince, and beloved by the People; becauſe ſteady in the Meaſures 
of maintaining the juſt Prerogatives of the one, and the legal Li- 
berties of the other. Many Perſons of Honour, lately living, 
agree in the Remembrance of him, That he was a Man of as 
much Conſcience and Honour, Religion and Virtue, Prudence 
and Goodneſs, as they ever knew in the World. His Tendernefs 
and good Nature to Friends and Relations, was very exemplary. 
He was extreamly fond of his Grandſon the late Duke, then a 
Youth, and could not be eaſy without him; he would therefore 
purchaſe and redeem his Company at any Rate. He was virtuous 
in his whole Life, and prudent in all his Affairs; he improved his 
large Inheritance, and took care to let it deſcend entire to Poſteri- 

, He died at his Seat of Rohampton, in Surrey, Tue/day the 
23d of November, 1684, and was interred with his Anceſtors at 


Derby. 

It was an Honour to his Family, and to the Conduct of it, 
that Sir Stephen Fox was here employed and trained up, *till he 
became a fit Miniſter for the King, and his Court abroad. His 
Son, the late Duke, had a like Happineſs of retaining Henry 
Lowman, Eſq; before he was preferred to be an — and 
faithful Servant to King William, and her late Majeſty Queen 
Anne. The Earl, for his whole Life, entertained Mr. Hobbs in 
bis Family, as his old Tutor, rather than as his Friend and Con- 
fident ; he let him live under his Roof in Eaſe and Plenty, and 
in his own Way, without making Uſe of him in any publick, 
or ©: mud a>-domeſtick Affairs. He would often expreſs an 
Abhorrence of ſome of bis Principles in Policy and Religion; 
and both he and his Lady, would frequently put off the Mention 
of his Name, and ſay, He was an Humorift, and that no- body 
eould account for him. | , 
His Son William, Duke of Devonſbire, born Fanuary 25, 
1640, had all the Advantages of Education, both by Studies and. 
Travels, and was a Gentleman of Graeefulneſs and Gallantry, 
becoming a Prince's Court. The Companion and Guide of his 
Travels, was Dr. Killgrew, afterward Maſter of the „Ce. 
who gave him a juſt and true Reliſh in Poetry, and all the Re- 
finements of and Wit. MPA | 
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Under the Stile of 3'lliam, Lord Cavendiſh, Son to the Earl 


of Devonſhire, he was one of the four young Noblemen, * who 
bore up the King's Train at his Coronation, 23d of April, 1661, 


and the fame Year was elected one of the Knights for the 


County of Derby, which was the firſt Parliament called by King 
Charles II. and ftiled the Long Parliament. On the 21th of 
September 1663, he was cant Mew of Arts in the Univerſity 
0 Oxford, by the ſpecial Command of the Chancellor *, in Com- 
pany of the Earls of Suffolk, Bath, and others of the greateſt 
Hopes; the King, Queen, and Court, being then in Oxford. 
Soon after, he married a noble, beautiful, and virtuous v, 
Mary, ſecond * of James, Duke of Ormond, by whom 
he had Iſſue an only Daughter, Lady Elizabeth, married to Sir 
1 of Broadfworth, in Com. bor. Bart. and 
NS. * 
"oy William, late Duke of Devonſhire. 

2. Lord Henry Cavendiſh, a Gentleman diſtinguiſhed for his 
great Merits, who Y was elected for the Town of Derby, to 
o ſeveral Parliaments, in the 7th and 10th Years of King 
Mam, and died, very much lamented, on Friday, May 10, 
1700, in the 27th Year of his Age, leaving by his Wife Khoda, 
only ſurviving Daughter of William Cariwright, of Aynho, in 
Com. Nerthamp. Eſq; (by Urſula his ſecond Wife, Daughter of 
Ferdinando, Lord Fairfax, of Cameron) one Daughter Mary, 
married to John, now Earl of W:;fmoreland. And the faid 
Rhoda died on the 24th of Jamary 1733. 

3. Lord James Cavendiſh, of Park in Devonſhire, * who 
was elected to Parliament for the Town of Derly, in the 12th 
Year of King William ; as alfo in another Parliament the Year 
following, and in two other Parliaments in the Reign of Queen 
Anne + He was likewiſe choſen for the ſaid Borrough in the 1ſt 
Year of our late Sovereign, and in all other Parliaments to this 
Time one of their Repreſentatives.

Ia the Year 1665, the Lord Cavendb ſhewed his Bravery, in 
going Volunteer in the Fleet, and was in the midſtof that dange- 
rous Sea-Fight, in Attendanes on the Duke of ork, Whilſt he 
lived a Commoner, he was elected to ſerve for the of 
Derhy, in the Long Parliament , as alſo in three others withou 
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Intermiſſion, and was a very faithful and leading Member, diſtin- 
aiſhing himſelf in every Debate, wherein the Service of his 
Rin and Country required his Attendance. In the Beginning 
of = Year 1669, he accompanied Mr. Montayu (after Duke of 
Mentagu) then ſent on an Ambaſſy to France, and whilſt he was 
at Paris, he was moſt "rudely * affronted at an „ by three

: One of them coming up to him, with a very inſulting 
Queſtion, my Lord gave him a ſevere Blow on the Face, upon 
Which, they all drew, and puſhed hard upon him: He got his

In 1677, when his Majeſty was offended with the Commons, 
for Addreſſing him to make a League offenſive and defenſive with 
the States of Holland, and, for a Mark of Diſpleaſure, had com- 
manded the Speaker to adjourn the Houſe to wes Flac 16; 
the Lord Cavendiſh was at the Head of thoſe worthy Members 4, 
who objected againſt that abrupt Diſmiſſion of them, and preſſed 
it upon the Speaker, * That he could not leave the Chair, but 
wt OE Quettion, and the Vote of the Houſe ;” and offered to 
ſhew a Precedent of the Commons fitting after an unexpected 
Meſſage to adjourn, And when, upon the faid 16th of Juh, 
the Two Houſes met, only in order to be adjourned by his Ma- 
jeſty's Pleaſure ; this Lord was in the Report of a Royal Com- 
mand to that Effect; but he moved, That their laſt Order 
* about Adjournment might be read, to the end they might take 
* Notice of the Authority, by which they met here now ; and 
this, he faid, was uſual and regular to be done; Which Mo- 
tion was ſeconded, and had been garried, if the Speaker had not 
left the Chair, and run away from the hard Words that followed 
| him. In the ſame Seſſion, when a Vote of great Conſequence 

was depending, and the Houſe divided, and Tellers were appoint- 
ed, and the Numbers were returned equal on both Sides, by 
which Means, he and his Friends would have loft their neceſſary 
Point; he charged a Miſtake upon the Tellers againſt him, and 
would not ſuffer it to be ſhuffled up, but inſiſted on it, *till, with 
great Difficulty, he gained the Proof of it, by which he exaſperated 
a Court Party to the laſt Degree. In the next Parliament, Oclo- 
ber, 1678, the Lord Cavendiſh was the third named *, in the 
firſt Committee appointed for Privileges and Elections; was alſo in 
a ſecond Committee for drawing up an humble Addreſs to be pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty for removing all Popiſh Recuſants from 
within ten Miles of the City of Londen ©; and in a third, for 
examining into the Murther of Sir Edmund-Bury Gedfrey; and 
in b another for preparing a Bill to hinder Papiſts from fitting in 
either Houſe of Parliament. 

On the 29th of Oober, 1678, he was one of the ſelect Com- 
mittee appointed ® to go to Newgate, and examine Mr. Coleman, 
touching the Plot and Conſpiracy againſt his Majeſty; and in a 
ſecond, to communicate to the Lords at a Conference , © That 
upon the Evidence that has already appeared to the Houſe, they 
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a are of Opinion, That there is, and hath been, a damnable 
4 arid helliſh Plot, contrived and carried on by Popiſh Recuſants, 
« for aſſaſſinating and murthering the King, for ſubvertin as 
“ Government, and the Proteſtant Religion.” Alſo on = 2 
of December, in k another to draw up a Repreſentation to be made 
to his Majeſty, ** of the Danger that may ariſe to his Majeſty, 
„and the Kingdom, by the Non-obſervance of the Laws that. 
“have been made for the Preſervation of the Peace, and Safety of 
« the 1 ave On the 19th of December, He was ſent to 
attend his Majeſty with the Vote of the Houſe, relating to the In- 
formation given againſt Mr. Mountague ; and was choſen, the 
fime Day, one of the Committee to prepare and draw up Articles 
againſt the Earl of Danby ; and was particularly appointed to 
keep the Letters delivered by Mr. Montague. | 

In another Parliament, which met the 6th of March, 1675, 
this Lord was among the chief Members appointed to attend his 
Majeſty, with the Vote concerning the Election of a new Speaker, 
March 8, and of the Committee, for drawing up a Bill to ſecure 
the Kingand Kingdom againſt the Growth and Danger of Popery, 
April 16, 1679, and, on the 14th of May, was diſtinguiſhed in 
carrying up the Addreſs for declaring to revenge upon the Papiſts, 
any Violence offered by them to the King's Perſon. Upon theſe 
Occaſions, he ſpoke often with that Weight and Freedom, that 
ſome of his Speeches got abroad, in imperſect Copies, and were 
much applauded. One of them had ſuch ſevere Things in it, 
that it wiſely produced this Order of the Houſe. The Houſe be- 
ing informed, that there is a falſe and ſcandalous Pamphlet diſ- 
perſed Abroad, under the Name of The Speech of the Lord Ca- 
vendiſh ; Reſolved, it be referred to a Committee, to enquire into 
the Authors and Publiſhers of that Pamphlet. During this Seſſion, - 
the King, finding his Miniſtry not able to ſupport themſelves, fell 
upon a wiſe Reſolution, to chooſe a new Privy Council, to conſiſt 
of a Number not exceeding oy which fifteen to be of 
the Chief Officers, Privy Counſellors by their Places; and ten 
out of the ſeveral Houſes of the Nobility ; and five Commoners 
of the Realm, ® Whoſe known Abilities, Intereſt and Eſteem in the 
Nation, ſhould render them without all Suſpicion of either miſtaki 
or betraying the true Intereſt of the Kingdom. In this honourable. 
Lift * was our William, Lord Cavendiſh, with his inſeparable Friend 
Wilkam, Lord Ruſſel. On the next Day, * the King told his 
two Houſes, That he had eſtabliſhed a new Privy Council, and 
bad made Choice of ſuch Perſons as were worthy and able to adviſe , 
him; and was Reſolved, in all his weighty and important Affairs 
to be adviſed by But in May, a Bill was brought in, To. 
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diſable the Duke of York from inheriting the Imperial Crown of 


This, and other Proceedings againſt Popery, brought 
the Seffion to a quick Period, May 27, when they were prorogued 
to Auguft 14, and in the mean Time diſſolved. Then the Duke 
returned from Flanders, and before the new Parliament, ſummon'd 
to meet October 17, he choſe to withdraw into Scotland. And 
that in his Abſence no Proceedings might affect him, the Parlia- 
ment was put off by ſeveral Prorogations, and the Petitions for 
their Sitting were declared to be libellous, and puniſhed as ſuch, 
22 28, the King declared in Council, That he had ſent for 

is Royal Highneſs out of Scotland, and would anſwer, that his 
Return ſhould have no ill Influence upon the Publick. Theſe Mea- 
ſures were ſo mg to good Advice, that ſome of the moſt 
faithful Counſellors, deſpairing of any Succeſs in giving their Judg- 
ment freely; ind deſiring to be more at Liberty to expreſs their 
Minds in the greater Council of the Nation, reſolved to withdraw. 
Accordingly, on may 31, the Lord Ruffel, and the. Lord 
Cavendifh, Sir Henry Cafel, and Mr. Parole, prayed bis Majeſty 
to give them leave to withdraw from the Council Board. To 
which his Majeſty was pleaſed to anſwer, With all my Heart; 
as a frank Intimation, that fince they oppoſed his wy Scheme of 
Adminiftration, be had rather be without them. 

The Lord Cavendiſh was again choſen for the County of Derij 
in the next Parliament; that, after ſo many Prorogations, met on 
the 21ſt of Oftober, 1680, and was in the Boſom of the Lord 

t}, when he ſtood up to declare bis Opinion, That the Life 
of our King, the Safety of our Country, and Proteſtant Religion, 
were in great Danger from Popery ; and that either the Partiament 
muſt ſuppreſs the er and Growth of Popery, or et Papery 
would ſcon deſtroy all thut was near and dear to us: And therefore 
moved, That, in the firft Place, they might take into Conſideration 

how 2 4% Popery, and prevent a Popiſh Succeſſor. Lord 
* Cavendiſh carried up the Articles of Impeachment to the Lords, 
inſt Sir Wilkam Scroggs, Chief Juſtice of the Court of 
ing's Bench, for his Arblfraty and Illegal Practices. Alſo wher 
the King had declared his Reſolution of not conſenting, to a Bi 
of Excluſion, and the great Point was, to ſecure the Kingdom 
againſt Popery ; while the Houſe was in a Grand Committee on 
this Queſtion, and Mr. Powle in the Chair, bis Lordſhip made 
an excellent Speech; deploring the Loß of that Billy with ſuch 
Reaſon and Judgment, as deſetyes Remambrance *: 
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& enjoys all the Prerogative that can be -neceffary to make him 

either Great or Happy; and the People all the Liberty and Pri- 
* vilege that can be pretended for their Encouragement to be in- 
* duftrious, and for ſecuring to themſelves and Poſterities the 
« Enjoyment of what they get bv their Induſtry ; and how the 
Doctrine of our Church is void of idolatrous and ſuperſtitious 
Opinions, and the Government, of Tyranny and abſolute Do- 
« minion : I cannot but admire that there ſhould be any body 
« amongſt ourſelves that ſhould aim at any Alteration, and be 
* the Occaſion of this Day's Debate. 

But, Sir, it is too evident that ſuch there are, and that they 
have made a great Advance to effect their Deſign by many 
« Contrivances, which they have purſued for a long Courſe of 
« Years, according to the Reſults and Conſultations held by Je- 
&« ſuits for that Purpoſe: But, above all, by perverting to their 
Religion, James, Duke of York, the preſumptive Heir of the

1 ſad Effect of this Converſion we have felt for man

© us fick and conſumptive, by infecting and corrupting all the 
Food and Phyſick which have been applied, in order to reduce 
us to Popery and Slavery, . worſe than Death itſelf ! From this 
fatal AR, the Declination of the Grandeur of this Monarchy

| the Parliament on January the 10th, and diflolved them 
by Proclamation, on January the 18th; and called another to 
meet at Oxford, on March the 2 1ſt, whetein out Lord Cavendiſh 
began again- to ſtem the Tide : But his undaunted Efforts were 
again ſtopped, by Diſſolution, in a Week's Time. It is, how- 
ever, obſervable, that the Zeal of my Lord Cavendiſb was, in the 
warmeſt Debates, tempered with Candour and great Civility. 
When Mr. Secretary Fenkins refuſed to carry a Meſſage to the

After this, the King and his Miniſters 
governed without a Parliament, and, under ſome Pretence or 
other, called the chief Members of the late Houſes into ion 
for their Liberties, and very Lives; Duke of Monmouth, Earls of 
Shaft/bury, and Eſſex, Lord Ruſſel, Colonel Sidney, and others.

if, in ſuch Diſguiſe, he could make his — Y, When the 
Lord Rufſel was too generous to accept of this Propoſal, the Lord 
Cavendiſh attended on him in his Extremes, waited on his diſcon- 
folate Lady, and took Leave of him, in the moſt endearing Paſſi- 
ons, the Morning he ſuffered, and carried his Reſpect to the Fa- 
mily, by matching his eldeſt Son moſt happily to a Daughter of it. 
There is one other Inftance of his Gallantry and Cou that 
is to be admired, fo far as it proceeded from his Love 90 2 Friend, 
and his Zeal for Juſtice. He had contracted a firm Intimacy with 
Thomas Thynne, Eſq; and, after his barbarous Aſſaſfination, he 
purſued a legal Vengeance on the Murtherers, and brought the 
immediate Actors to condign Puniſhment, and the great Abettor 
of it, to his Trial, who happened to be acquitted by a Jury poſ- 
ſeſled, or rather prepared, in Favour of him. This Lord had 
great Indignation at this Diſcharge, which he thought owing to 
Corruption; and knowing, that an Appeal to ſingle Combat, 
was, of old, the laſt Reſort in Law, for convicting a Murther ; 
he obtained the Favour of a Noble Peer, to go in his Name to 
Count Coning mark, to charge the Guilt of Blood upon him, -and 
to offer to prove it in the open Field; but it may be preſumed, 
the Meſſage, or the Anſwer, was dropp'd, becauſe the Count was 
in Haſte to fly from a Second Trial. 
By the Death of the old Earl, in 1684, my Lord Cavend;/+ 
was Earl of Devonſhire; and, in the Reign of King Fames, he 
was the ſame Man, in greater Honour, and in greater Concern 
for his Country. He had been very rudely inſulted within the 
' Verge of the Court by Colonel Culpeper, for which he contained 
himſelf, and only worſfed out the Satisfaction of giving him hi 
Pardon, upon Conditipn, he ſhould never more a in White- 
Hall; but, immediatkly after the Defeat of the Duke of Man- 
* mouth, the Colonel was encouraged to ſhew himſelf at Court, and 
was riſing into a Creature of it. The Earl of Devonſhire meeting 
him in the King's Preſence-Chamber, and receiving from him, 
as he thought, an inſulting Look, he took him by the Noſe, led 
him our of the Room, and gave him ſome deſpiſing Blow with 
the Head of his Cane. For this bold Act, the Earl was proſecut- 
ed in the King*s-Bench, upon an Information, and had an exor- 
bitant Fine of 30,000 l. impoſed upon him, and was committed, 
though a Peer, to the King's-Bench-Priſon, till he ſhould make 
© Payment of it. He was never able to bear any Confinement that 
he cculd break from, and therefore he eſcaped only to go home to 
his Scat at Chatſworth. Upon the News of his being there, the 
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Sheriff of Derbyſhire had a Precept to apprehend him, and bring 
him with his Poſſe to Town, But he invited the Sheriff, and 
kept him a Priſoner of Honour, *till he had compounded for his 
own Liberty, by giving Bond to pay the full Sim of 30,000 /. 
which Bond had this Providential Diſcharge, That it was found 


among the Papers of King James, and given up by King William. 
We are cold. 1 Tia the — 8 his Mother, being 
uneaſy to ſee him under ſo great a Hardſhip, waited on the King, 
to beg her Son's Pardon, and, for Diſcharge of the Fine, did 
humbly defire, That his Majeſty would accept of her delivering 
Bonds, and other Acknowledgments, for above 60,000 J. lent 
her Huſband, and his Mother, to his Royal Father and Bro- 
, in their greateſt Extremities, But, it ſeems, the Popiſh 
y then thought, the Earl had forfeited all Title to Gratitude 
and Equity. It was under this Load of Difficulties, that he firſt 
projected the new glorious Pile at Chatſworth, as if his Mind roſe 
pon the Depreſſion of his Fortunes: For he now contracted with 
Workmen to pull down the South-Side of that good old Seat, and 
to rebuild it in a Plan he gave to them, for a Front to his Gar- 
dens, ſo fair and auguſt, that it looked like a Model of what 
might be done in after Ages. When he had finiſhed this Part, 
he meant to go no farther, till, ſeeing Publick Affairs in a happier 
Settlement, for a Teſtimony of Eaſe and Joy, he undertook the 
Eaſt Side of the Quadrangle, and raiſed it intirely new, in Con- 
—_ to the os ſeemed _ 1 to ſay, That he had 
t , and would leave the re his Heir. In 
8 hn ſtopped about Seven 2 then began 
to lay the Foundation for Two other Sides to complete the noble 
Square ; and theſe laſt, as far as Uniformity admits, do exceed the 
others by a Weſt Front, of moſt excellent Strength and Elegance, 
and a Capitol on the North Side, that is of ſingular Ornament 
and Service. And though ſuch a vaſt Pile (of Materials entirely 
new) required a prodigious Expence, yet the Building was his leaſt 
Charge, if Regard be had to his Gardens, Water-Works, Statues, 
Pictures, and other the fineſt Pieces of Art, and of Nature, that 
could be obtained abroad, or at home. One of the firſt Rooms he 
finiſhed, was the Chapel, which he made not only as decent, but 
3 fplendid, as any in a Proteſtant Country. This, with the A- 
partments, and all the other Glories of the Houſe, are a Subject 
of Surprize and Admiration. It will bear the Report, That when 
the Marſhal Tallard came hither, with ſome of his Fellow Priſon- 
ers, 113 of the Duke, and was nobly entertained for 
Days; he is ſaid to have parted with this Complement, 
My Lord, when I come bereafter to compute the Time of my Capti- 
vity in J fhall have out the Days of my Enjoyment at 
Chatſworth. ' 
At this Place, the Earl kept himſelf retired for the moſt Part, 
of the few Years of King _ thinking the fartheſt Retreat 


from 
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from the Court, to be, at that Time, the fitteſt Place for a good 
Subject. Here was his Refuge from /#/e/tmin/ter and Fownſlow, 
from a Set of Judges, and a ſtanding Army. He heard, with 
Indignation, of the Proceedings above, and the great Advances 
made toward a Prench Monarchy, and a Reman Religion. He 
was fatisfied in his Judgment, that a Prince, governing by Law, 
deſerved Allegiance, and the utmoſt Aſſiſtance of his People; but 
he could never digeſt the hard Notions of a paſſive Obedience to 
Tyrants, i. e. to any Monarchs, or their Miniſters who ſhould 
bend a legal Conſtitution to their own Will and Pleaſure, till 
they broke up, and chang'd the Foundations of it. His Care 


was, if poſſible, to preſerve a legal Monarchy in the Proteſtant 


Line, upon the true Eftabliſhment of Laws and Fundamental 
Conſtitution. He had no other View of Safety, but from the 
Prince of Orange; and therefore he helped to draw the Eyes of 
the Nobility and Gentry the fame Way. He writ his Mind 
freely to an Exgliſb Friend in the Court at the Hague, that their 
laſt and only Hopes were from thence ; and therefore he was very 
much in thoſe wiſe and ſecret Meaſures, which were taken to in- 
vite over that excellent Prince. But while he was waiting, with 
Impatience, the Effects of it, he found Dangers and Diffcultics 
big enough to try a Noble Spirit. 


The King, upon the firſt Alarm from Halland, or rather from 


France, had a Jealouſy of this Earl, above any other Peer, and ſent 
for him to Court, that he might haye the ſtricter Guard upon him. 
His Lordſhip excuſed his Attendance, becauſe he knew the Meaning 
of it. After this, his Kinſman, the Duke of Newcaſtle was de- 
ſired to go down to Chatſworth, to invite the Earl into the King's 
Service: But his Lordſhip heard the Duke's Diſcourſe of the Fa- 
tality of Civil War, and of the Loyalty of their Family the Ca- 
vendiſhes, and fome other Suggeſtions of Intereſt and Honour, 
with ſeeming Attention, and all Civilities, without making any 
Return or Anſwer, but in general Expreffions. When his No- 
ble Gueſt was gone, he concerted other Meaſures with the Earl 
of Dany, the Lord Delamere, Sir Scroop How, and fome few 
others of greateſt Quality and Intereſt in thoſe Parts. They had, 
at firſt, an Eye upon the Prince's Landing in the North, and, 
when diſappointed of thuſe Hopes, they ſtill continued their Pre- 
parations, and waited for him, as their Great and Only Deliverer 
under God. In the mean Time, the Earl treated with many of 
bie Friends and Neighbours ; but he found them reflecting on the 
Duke of Menmouth's Attempt; and bearing in Mind the Weſtern 
Inquifition, He had the Hearts and Wiſhes of many who dar d 
not to ſtir their Hands. Some Expectances were not anſwered, 
and even ſome Promiſes were evaded. When the Prince was 
driven back by a Storm, and the King was doing ſome fair Things 
to pleaſe the People, his Lordſhip was then in Dunger of being 
delivered up, or, at leaſt, of heing left alone. He di 
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keep himſelf and Servants, and ſome few of his faſteſt Friends in 
a Readines and ſilent Preparation. They talk'd over the Scene 
they had laid, in feigned Words and Phraſes ; and when any ſuſ- 
pra Company ſeem d to underſtand them, they ſell into other 
tions of Secrecy and Reſerve. 
As ſoon as he heard of the Prince's Landing in the Weſt, he 
_ to move, and reſolved to run the utmoſt Hazards for the 
lick Safety. He marched firſt, with a ſmall Retinue, to the 
County Town of Derly, and invited many of the Gentry, and 
entertained thoſe who adventured to come, at his open Table, 
with Freedom of Diſcourſe. He called out the Mayor and Com- 
monalty, and read to them the Prince's Declaration, and made 
a ſeaſanable Comment on it; and delivered to them a Paper of 
the Declaration made by himſelf, and the Nobility and — 
with him: That they would, to their wr th defend the Proteflant 
Religion, the Laws of the Kingdom, and the Rights and Liberties f 
the Subjeft. While his Lahe was in Town, a Meſſenger 
came London, with a Letter in the Heel of his Boot, fo 
much ſoak'd in Water and Dirt, that it could hardly be made 
legible : The Contents were to ſignify the Return of King James 
from Saliſbury, and the Advance of the Prince's Army toward 
Londen : This occaſioned great Joy; but, in the midſt of it, 
another Courier arrived, with an Account directly contrary, and 
left the Wiſeſt of them in Suſpence, and the reſt in Conſternation. 
The Popiſh Party made their Advantage of it, and began to form 
a Plot of ſecuring the Earl and his Company, if they had not left 
the Place with greater Expedition. 
From hence his Lordſhip march'd to Nottingham, where the 
1 were well affected; and the Nobility and Gentry ſoon 
a Number and Figure very conſiderable. The Earl, at the 
Head of them, thought fit to unite them in a Declaration of and 
Senſe and Reſolution ; which was accordin ly made, and ( N.

Perſon ; ſhe went from Londen with the Lord Biſhop, the Earl of 
Derſet, and a ſmall Train of Ladies, on Sunday Night, November 
25, determining direAly to Nottingham.

bet ber Highneſs, with great R nd Joy, and con- 
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ducted her to the Caſtle (from whence the Noble Owner, the 
Duke of Newcaſtle, had withdrawn) and kept Tables at his own 
Expence, and provided all the other Accommodations of a Co 
and a ſtanding Council. When his Stock fail'd, he accepted 
ſome Contributions, and, at laſt, borrovred the Publick Money in 
ſuch a Manner, as to fatisfy the Collectors, and pleaſe the Coun- 


try. When a Copy of the Aſſociation came, he readily went in- 


to it, and was followed by thoſe who were moſt hearty in the 
Cauſe: When ſome were ſo cautious as to decline it, he wav'd 
their Refuſal with great Temper ; but when they afterwards, on 
a nearer Proſpect of Succeſs, offer'd to ſubſcribe, he then check d 
them for their former Warineſs, and faid, There was now no 
need of their doing it. 
The Princes was extreamly ſatisfied with her Reception; but 
deſiring to be nearer to his Royal Highneſs Prince George, pro- 
poſed to go toward Oxford; whereupon, the Earl of Devonſbire, 
and his Noble Train, were a Guard to her Royal Highnefs, and, 
by eaſy and moſt convenient Stages, conducted her ſafe to Oxford, 
where ſhe was ſoon after met by her moſt affectionate Conſort 
the Prince. When the Earl of Hevon had delivered up his Royal 
Truſt at Chriſtchurch, he was ſollicitous to do more, that the 
glorious Work might be finiſhed, and the Weng 7 it remain 
to Poſterity. So, with a private Friend or two, he haſted early 
next Day to Lenden; and hearing the Prince of Orange was come 
as far as Sian-Hlouſe, he reſolved to meet him the next Morning, 
and came thither to the Prince, as he was taking Coach, and 
was received by him with all the Marks of Affection and Eſteem. 
He was among the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, aſſembled 
in their Houſe at /2ffmimnſter, on the 25th of December, and was 
forward and leading in the Addreſs to the Prince, to take = 
him the Adminiſtration, *till the Meeting of a Convention t 
ſummoned. At the opening of that Convention, Jam the 
22d, he was one of the firſt Peers in the Order, 
Publick Thankſgiving to Almighty God, for having made his Hy 
' neſs the Prince of Orange, the glorious 7 of the great 
lirverance of this Kingdom 12 Popery and Arbitrary Power. And 
again in the Addreis of Lords and Commons, To defire the Prince 
to continue in the Adminiſtration of Publick Affairs, Civil and Mi- 
litary, and the Dieſel of the Publick Revenne, for the Preſervation 
of our Religion, Rights, Laws, Liberties, and Propertigs. In the 
tollowing Uebates, he was for compleating and ſecuring the won- 
derful Revolution. He a boldly for the Senſe of the Commons 
of Ergland, That King James had not only endeavoured to fubvert 
_ the Conſtitution of the Kingdom, breaking the Original Contrat? 
between King and People ; but, having violated the Fundamental 
Laws, and withdrawn himſelf out of the Kingdem, had AB DE 
CATED the Government; and the THRONE was therely 


vacant, When a Majority of Lords weee at h d th 
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Vote, he entered his Proteſtation with about Forty other Peers 3 
and, after a free Conference, he encouraged the leading Com- 
mons, and help'd to convince ſome Lords, how reaſonable it was 
to agree with them, When this Point was at laſt carried, he had 
the Peaſure to ſee a greater Majority with him in the final Reſo- 
lution, That the Prince and Princeſs of Orange ſhould be declared 
King and Quern of England, &c. He was zealous in the Decla- 
ration of the Lards and Commons, for vindicating their ancient 

ights and Liberties ; and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in every Vote to 
fix the Throne, and prevent a Relapſe into Slavery. 

It was a ſignal * nh, of Providence to inſpirit thoſe Noble 
Patriots with a firm Reſolution to perfect their Deliverance, and 
ſecuring the Eſtabliſhment and Enjoyment of it; or otherwiſe, 
we hai then run back into a worſe Condition ; and, inſtead of 
our preſent Happineſs, we had been at this Day a moſt miſerable

And on May the 
15th, their Lordfbips heard the Perſons who had given Judgment 
againſt the Earl, what they could fay for themſelves, to juſtify 
their Proceedings; and the King's Council, upon a Week's No- 
tice, did give their Attendance, but did offer nothing therein, 
Whereupon, after full Conſideration, their Lordſhips did affirm 
their former Judgment ; and did further declare and adjudge, 
That no Peer of this Realm, at any Time, ought to be committed for 
the Non- Payment of a Fine to the King, 

When he had obtained this Right and Honour to be done unto 
himſelf, and his Fellow Peers, and to his and their Poſterity, he 
was as much concerned for redreſſing the Injuries done unto the 
Commons, and to the particular Sufferers among them. He pro- 
moted a R of ſeveral unjuſt Attainders, and helped to prevail 
in the Houſe of Lords, to appoint a Committee to examine who

membered his Maſter King William's Saying, That he came over 
n defend the Proteſtants, and nat to perſecute the Papiſts. Thoſe 
Roman Catholick Gentlemen who lived near him in the Country 
peaceably and quietly, he treated as Neighbours and Friends, and 
they bore a great ReſpeR to him, and ſhewed it by attending his 
Funeral in a very decent Manner. Yet, in all publick Debates 
and Conſults, the Duke was a ſteady and magnanimous Oppoſer 
of Popery and French Power: He hated the very Name of a 
Tyrant; his Pen was never ſharp, but on that Subject.

His Grace was a Poet, not by Genius only, but by Learning 
and Judgment. The Lord Roſcommon made him a conſtant Re- 
viſer of his immortal Lines. He was a Maſter of Horace, and 
would talk of the other Ancients, with great Reliſh and Know- 
ledge. He had nothing prophane or indecent in any Line: Be- 
tween the Wit, and the Gentleman, he knew the Difference, 


and nicely obſerved it. 


When, after the Queen's Death, the Adminiſtration of the 
Government in the King's Abſence, was to be intruſted in the 
Hands of his honourable Subjects, the Duke was one of thoſe 
Lords Fuftices of England for ſeven ſucceflive Years, a continual 
Honour that happened to no one other Peer, fave to him and the 


Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 


ar, and in the Midſi of flying Death; 
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In the Caſe of Sir John Femuick, he had a Conviction of his 
Guilt, and therefore an Abhorrence of his Perſon ; and yet fo 
tender was he of the Forms of Law, and fo averſe to any extra- 
ordinary judicial Proceedings, that, for fear of leaving a Prece- 
dent that might hereafter be miſunderſtood, or miſapplied, he 
could not come into that Bill : For, without Regard to the Au- 
thority of others, he always followed his own Judgment : As he 
did eminently in another Bill, for the Reſumption of Eftates in 
Ireland, which he oppoſed with Reaſons unanſwered, and declared 
upon Honour, That he would never recede from a Report in that 
Matter. At the Funeral of King William, his Grace, and the 
Duke of Somerſet, were the Two Supporters to his Royal High- 
neſs George, Prince of Denmark, the chief Mourner. 

Upon the Acceſſion of her late Majeſty Queen Anne to the 
Throne, he was continued in his high Office, and other Stations ; 
and ſerved the Queen, with a grateful Reverence to the Memory 
of the King.

He alluded to the warm Debates on this Occafion, when he 
wrote theſe Lines, as from the Mouth of a Fury hovering over a 
Place of great Aſſembly.

The Duke was again a Manager for the Lords, in a free Con- 
ference with the Commons, in March 1705, in the great Caſe 
of Aſhby and White, wherein the Rights and Privileges of the Two 
Houſes, and the Liberty and Protection of the People, and the 
Regularity of Writs of Error, &c. were and defended 
with great Learning and Judgment. In April ing, he wait- 
ed on the Queen to Cambridge, and was there created Doctor in 
Law, with his own Son the late Duke, and many others of 
the Nobility and Gentry, He (as is before recited .

In the Time of his 
vickne, he ſent for an A A 
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Political Characters muſt be low and unneceſſary, unleſs it were 
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who found him in a Diſpoſition to make his Peace with Cad: 
He confeſs'd his fel apdect 5 being very much troubled, for the 
Lateneſs of his Repentance, which he hoped was ſincere, and deſired 
the Biſhop to pray heartily with him to God, that he would be gra- 
ciouſly pleas'd to accept it. He profeſs'd himſelf to be truly forrowful 
or all the many great Sins and Errors of his Life, and did humbly 
and earneſtly beg Forgiveneſs of God for them. He was truly ſen- 
le of the Injuries he had done to others, and in a great Readineſs, 
not only to aſe their Pardon, but alſo to forgive others all the Offences 
and Injuries they had done to him. profeſs 'd his Belief of both 
the Truth and Excellency of the Chriftian Religion, and particularly 
did declare, That he firmly believed all the Articles of the Apoſtles 
Creed. He was very defirous to receive the Holy Sacrament, and 


ſcem d well to underſtand the Nature and Ends 25 it; and ſbeuꝰd 


great Devotlon when he did recerve it, His Reaſon was found and 
clear to the laſt. He made his Will ſedately and prudently, 
He took Care for doing. Juſtice, and then for doing Charity, 
And every Time the Biſtep attended him, He declared again, 
That he did unfeignedly repent of his Sins, and requeſted his Lord- 
ſhip, That he would not only with him, but in his Retirements, pray 
fo God heartily for the Pardon of them. In the Abſence of the Biſhop 
he would not bear any Intimations 0 n He exhorted 
others to _—_ and live better in Trme of Health ; and told them, 
they would have a different View of Things, toben they came to die. 
He ſeem'd, at laſt, to have obtain'd his Deſire, of being in Peace 
with God; for he bore his Pains and Weakneſs with invincible 
Patience and Contempt of Death: He aſk'd how to obtain the 
eaſieſt Way of Dying, He ſet himſelf, as it were, an Hour of 
Departure; and, when that came, he fell aſleep, not merely like 
an ancient Roman; but, rather, like a good Chriſtian. 

The Duke was form'd by Nature and Education, for every 
Thing that was Juſt and Honourable in the Adminiſtration of 
Publick Affairs; and in every Station, was firm to the true Inte- 


. reſts of the Crown, the legal Eftabliſhment of the Church, the 
ancient Privileges of the Peers, the fundamental Rights of the 
Commons, the equal Ballance of Errope, and the Original Li- 
berties of Mankind, Perhaps, no Perſon ever had a better Un- 


derſtanding, a truer Courage, or a more penetrating Judgment, 
with a more ſteady Reſolution never to depart from the Interefts 
of England, and the Proteſtant Religion. Upon this Principle, 
he feared not the Diſpleaſure of Princes or their Miniſters: He 
ſtoutly blamed, and, as far as he could, oppoſed every illegal Step. 
The Good of the Publick was dearer to him, than his own Safe- 
ty, or any other Conſideration; whereby he was a. moſt ſignal 

ent in that Providential Revolution, which redeem'd us 


from Popery and Slavery. Where it juſtly belongs to any one, 


to be numbered among the Deliverers of his Country, all other 
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to ſhew, that ſuch Setvices were not performed by Chance, of 
indiretly, but upon Deliberation and Principle. This was emi- 
nently manifeſted in his Grate, and it ought to be gratefully re- 
membered, to whoſe Endeavours we chiefly owe the Bleflings we

. He look'd upon King William as the glorious Reſtorer and 
Preſerver of Liberty, Property and Religion. He ſerv'd him for 
the Sake of no Honour or Station, but what were freely conferred 
as a Reward upon him. He ſerv'd Queen Anne with the fame 
Affection and hearty Zeal, to carry on the Juſtice of her Reign 
at Home, and the Glory of it by Land and Sea, It was his 
greateſt Ambition to love and to ſerve GOOD PRINCES.

He valued no other Political Character. Stags ns 
| His bearing a Relation to moſt of the Noble Families in Eng- 
land, gave him, as he thought, a Share in the common 
Care and Concern for the Privileges of the Peers, and the Rights 
of the People. His frequent Diſcourſe was to commend the Cons 
ſtitution and Laws of this Kingdom, and to affirm, That as he 
—_— fo he ever would endeawur to defend — them. 
He ſeemed to be made for a Patriot : His Mien Aſpect were 
engaging and eommanding: His Addreſs and Converſation were 
tivil and courteous in the higheſt Manner, He judg'd right in 
the ſuprenie Court, and on any important Affair, his Speeches 
were ſmooth and weighty; As a Stateſman, his whole Deport- 
ment came up to his noble Birth, and his eminent Stations: Nor 
did he want any of what the World calls Accompliſhments. He 
had great Skill in Languages, was, a true udge in Hiſtory, a 
Critick in Poetry, and had a fine Hand in Muſick. He had an 
elegant Taſte n Painting, and all politer Arts, with a Spirit, that 
was continually improving his Judgment in them; and in Archi- 
tecture, had a Geritus; S$kil,. and Experience, beyond any one 
Perſon of any one Age; his Houſe at Chatſworth being a Monu- 
ment of Beauty and Magnificence, that perhaps is not exceeded 
by any Palace in Europe. % | 
His Grace was buried with his Anceſtors, in the Church o 
All- hallo in Derty, on Friday, Siptimber the 3th, i707, 
* ſurviving him, dyed in the 68ch Year of her Age, on 6 
z iſt of Juh, 1710, and had Sepulture in M aſtminſler- Abbey,

Their Son and Heir, William, late Duke of Drvonſlire, 
train'd to the Publick Service from his Youth. After the 
e concluded at Refwick, he made a Tour to France, and as 
as he came of Age, rr 
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of Commons: He was elected one of the Knights for the County 


of Derby, in the 7th Year of King William; as alſo in two other 

Parliaments in that Reign; and one of the Knights for Yorkfhire, 

in the two firſt Parliaments called by Queen Arne. While he 

was Marquis of Hartington, her Majeſty conſtituted him Captain 
of the Yeomen of her Guard; and ſucceeding his Father in his 

Honours, the Queen likewiſe conferr'd on him his Places of Dig- 

nity and Truſt, with this moſt gracious Expreſſion, That ſhe had 

loft a Loyal Subject and good Friend in his Father, but did not doubt 
to find them both again in him. 

His Grace was declared Lord Steward of the Houſhold, and 
ſworn of the Privy Council on the 8th of Sept. 1707 ; and on the 
29th of Oftober, conſtituted Lord Warden and Chief Juſtice in 
Eyre, of all the Foreſts, Parks and Chaces, &c. beyond Trent; 
as alſo Lord Lieutenant of the County of Derby, on the 6th of 
November, and Cuftos Rotulorum of the fame on the 24th of that 
Month. On the 1oth of May, 1708, he was again ſworn of the 
Privy Council, according to an Act of Parliament on a Union 
with Scotland, which his Grace induſtriouſſy when he 
was one of the Commiſſioners for that 

On the Change of the Miniſtry in 1710, he reſigned his 

Places; but having been elected a Knight of the moſt noble Or- 

der of the Garter, he was inſtalled at J/ind/or, on the 22d of 

December the fame Year, when our preſent moſt Gracious So- 

vereign was likewiſe inſtalled with him by his Proxy. 

On the Demiſe of the Queen, his Grace was in the fame 
Power and Truft with her Succeſſor, being one of the Regents 
of the Kingdom, nominated by his late Majeſty, purſuant to an 

Act of Parliament for the better ſecuring the t Succeſ- 

fion ; and was declared Lord Steward of the King's Houſhold, 

and ſworn of the Privy Council. 

On the 5th of fag, 1716, he reſi his Office of Lord 
Steward of the Houſhold, and the next Day was declared Lord 
Preſident of the Council; from which high Office he retired in 
April, 1717, when ſeveral of the Nobility and Perſons of Honour 
voluntarily quitted their Places. On the 11th of June, 17 20, his 
Majeſty deſigning to viſit his Dominions in Germany, he declar- 
ed his Grace one of the Lords Juſtices of the Kingdom duri 
his Abſence, in which moſt honourable Truſt he was contin 
when his Majeſty's Affairs called him abroad; and on the 27th 
of March, 1725, was again declared Lord Preſident of the Coun- 
cil, Likewiſe on 314 May, 1727, was a 5th Time declared one of 
the Lords Juſtices of the Kingdom. 

On the Acceſſion of his preſent Majeſty, his Grace was again 
made Lord Lieutenant and Clos Rotulorum of the County. of 

Derly, and declared Lord Preſident of the Council; and in 

November following, choſe one of the Governours of the Charter-

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His Grace married the Lady Rachel, Daughter of J/illiam, 
Lord Ruſſel, and Siſter to Vriotheſſey, Duke of Bed/ord ; and by

HE Title of Duke of Marlborough being attained by 
T John Churchill, late Duke of Mar h, I ſhall now 
oceed to give an Account of his Family, e was deſcended 


Ly the noble Family of Leon in France, whereof Gitto de 


Leon, was living in Normandy, Anno 1055, and had Iſſue two 
ons, Richard Leon, Lord of Montalban, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Family of Leon in France; and Wanaril, ſecond Son, 
Lord of Courcil, who married I/abela de Tuya, and by her had 
Reger de Courcil, and Rouland, Anceſtor to the Courcils of 
Puftou, from whence branched thoſe of Normandy, and Anjox. 

Roger being one of thoſe who accompanied William, Duke of 
Normandy in his Invaſion of this Realm, Arno 1066, had in Re-

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Page of Honour to James, Duke of York ; but being diſpoſed to 
a military Life, he was made an Enſign in the Foot Guards, and 

took the firſt Opportunity of going Abroad in the Service of his 
Country, when Tangier was beſieged by the Moors. On a War 
with the Dutch, in 1672, he ſerved under the Duke of Aenmonth 
in the French Army, commanded by their King in Perſon, and 
two of the greateſt Generals of the Age, the Prince of Conde and 
the Mareſchal Turenne, which was the Campaign wherein the 
French. had almoſt over-run the United Provinces ; and Mr, 
Churchill, though not above 22 Years of Age, behaved with that 
Conduct, as made him particularly taken notice of. Nimeguen was 
the only Place that made any great Defence; and there he firſt 
l-arnt the Art of beſieging a ſtrong Town. The Year after 
(1673) he was at the Siege of Maeftricht (which was defended 
by a Garriſon of 10,000 Men) being Captain of the Engl 
8 and in the Attack of the Counterſcarp, was among 
the Wounded, and gained ſuch Applauſe both for his Courage 
and Conduct, that the French King made a publick Acknowlcdg- 
ment of his Services, and the Duke of Monmouth, who had the 
Direction of the Attack, told King Charles the Second, that Hz 
owed his Life ta his Bravery. Whereu he was immediately 
advanced to be Lieutenant-Colonel to Sir Charles Littleton's Re- 
giment, and Gentleman of the Bedchamber, and Maſter of the 
Robes to the Duke of Yor, whom he attended into Flanders in 
1679, and the next Year to Scotland, where the Duke honoured 
him with ſeveral important Truſts, and made him Colonel of a 
Regiment of Dragoons. On the 4th of May, 1682, he em- 
barked with the Duke a ſecond Time for Scotland, in which 
Voyage both narrowly eſcaped Shipwreck ; and he was very in- 
ſtrumental in ſaving his Maſter's Life, by hindering many from 
entering the Boat wherein he was, and would infallibly have 
ſunk it. On his Return, the Duke recommended him to King 
Charles II. ina very particular Manner; who thereupon, on the 
eiſt of December, 1682, created him Baron of Eymouth, in the 
Countv of Berwick in Scotland, and made him Colonel of the 
third Troop of Guards. 

On the Acceſſion of King James II. to the Crown, he was 
continued one of the Gentlemen of his Bedchamber, as alſo Co- 
lone! of the third Troop of Guards ; and on the 16th of March, 
1685, was conſtituted High Steward of the Borough of Sr. A.

was three Times ſucceſſively in the King's A who (in 
1701) inted him General of the Foot, and Commander in 
Chief of the Engl Forces in Holland, Ambaſſador Extraordinary, 


and Plenipotentiary at the Hague. 
On the A of Queen Anne to the Throne, he was im- 
mediately declared in-General of all her Forces in E 
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And on the 14th of the fame Month, was ſent Ambaſſador Ex- 
traordinary and Plenipotentiary, and to condole the States-Gene- 
ral on King Wilkam's Death. After ſeveral Conferences about a 
War, and adjuſting the Quota's of the Allies, he put himſelf at 
the Head of the Army in Flanders ; where all the other Generals 
having Orders to obey him, he took the Caſtles of Gravenbroect 
and Werts, the Towns of Venlo, Ruremond, Stevenſwaert, Liege, 
&c. And at the Cloſe of the Campaign, coming down the River 
Maeſe, the Boats being ſeparated, he was taken Priſoner ; but, 
concealing himſelf, eſcaped. When the States-General ſent to 
congratulate him on his victorious Campaign, the Grand Penſio- 
nary Heinſius added, That his Captivity had well nigh enſlaved 
not only their Provinces, but put it in the Power of France to 
have extended her uncontrolable Dominion over all Europe, by 
detaining his Perſon, whom they could not but look upon as de- 
ſtined by Providence to be its Inftrument in aſcertaining the Li- 
berties of the better Part of the Chriſtian World. Whereupon 
their High Mightinefſes made his Lordſhip General of their 
Forces; and, upon his Return to London, Nov. 28, the Commons, 
who had voted him "Thanks for his great Services, and retrieving 
the Honour of the Engliſh Nation, ſent ſeveral of their Mem- 
bers to compliment him; after which the Queen, on the 14th 
of December, made him Marquis of Blandford, and Duke of 
Marlborough, and gave him 5 000 J. a Year for Life out of the 
Revenue of the P- Office. 

On the 13th of March, 170,, he was inſtalled a Knight of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter by his Proxy Sir Benjamin 
Bathurſt, Knight, and the ſame Year, his Grace took Bon, Huy, 
and Limburg, . the French from the Neighbourhood of Liege, 
and met King Charles III. the preſent Emperor, then going to 
Spain, at Duſſeldoro, who gave him a Sword ſet with Diamonds; 
and repreſenting the Misfortunes of the Empire, by the Defection 
of the Elector of Bavaria, his Grace negotiated at the Hague 
and at Londen the Means for its Relief. ; 

In 1704, he marched. with the greateſt Part of the Army to 
Germany, having Interviews by the Way with the Electors of 
Mentz, Triers, and other Potentates, till he joined Prince 
Lewis of Baden, after a prodigious March of above 60 German 
Leagues from the Mazſe to the Danube in 30 Days. Among 
other Compliments, the Prince told him, He was come to fave 
the Empire : But the Duke replied, He came to learn from him 
how to do the-Empire Service. Here he had a Viſit from Prince 
Eugene; and for the Honour of himſelf and Country, a Poſt 
which equalled him to the firſt General in Chriftendom, viz. 
to command alternately with Prince Eugene, and Prince Lewis, 
and that in the Heart of the Imperial Territories, where * 
till then the Forces of the Empire had the Precedence. His 
Grace, on the 2d of Juh, N. 8. forced the Enemies Lines at 
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Schell for which he received a Letter of Thanks from the 
Emperor Leopold, written with his own Hand, an Honour ſel- 
dom done to any but Sovercign Princes. The fame Year, on the 
2d of Auguſt, O. S. his Grace, in Concert with Prince Eugene, 
gave the Enemy that fatal Blow at Blenheim and Hoch/tet, in 
which it was obſerved, he was reſolved to conquer or die; hav- 
ing, ſome Hours before the Battle, devoted himſelf, to God, in Pre- 
ſence-of his Chaplain, and received the Sacrament. 

For this Action, glorious in its Succeſs, and much more glorious 
in its Conſequences, his Grace received congratulatory Letters 
from moſt of the Potentates in Europe, and in particular from the 
States- General, and from the Emperor, who deſired his Grace 
to accept of the Title and Dignity of a Prince of the Empire; 
which, with the Queen's Leave, was conferred upon him, by the 
Title of Prince of Mindelheim in the Province of Stwabia. His 
Imperial Majeſty alſo cauſed a Pillar to be ſet up at Hochfeet, to 
perpetuate the Memory of the Victory, which concludes,

His Grace ended this glorious Campaign by poſſeſſing himſelf 
h, Treves, &c. and then took a Tour to the King of 
ruſſia, with whom he prevailed to continue his Forces in the 
Service of the Duke of Savoy, which kept that Prince firm to 
the Alliance ; and his Grace alſo laid ſuch Schemes at the Court of 
Berlin, as ſuſpended their Diſputes with the Dutch about King 
Willam's Eſtate; which wiſe Conduct cauſed the whole Conſe- 
to acknowledge, that he had done the greateſt Services 
that could be to the common Cauſe in that Juncture.

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of Moodſloct, with the Hundred of Wotton, were veſted in his 
Grace and his Heirs, rendering to the Queen, her Heirs and 
Succeſſors, on the zd Day of Auguſt, in every Year for ever, at 
the Caſtle of J/indſor, one Standard or Colours with three Fleur 
de Luces painted thereon, for all Manner of Rents, Services, &c. 

In 1705, he retook Huy, raiſed the Siege of Liege, forced the 
French Lines at Hilder/heim, which had been fortifying three 
Winters, and beat a Detachment from the Enemy's Grand Army, 
commanded by two Lieutenant-Generals, who were both taken 
Priſoners ; all which the States aſcribed, next under God, to his 
Grace's Care, Prudence and Valour, who had conquered Diffi- 
culties that for above two Years had appeared unſurmountable. 
And the Emperor declared, That his Grace's Services to the com- 
mon Cauſe in general, and to his Family in particular, were ſuch 
as ſhould never be forgotten by him nor his Poſterity. 

His Grace having ended the Campaign, by the taking of Stan- 
tuliet and Lewe, made a Tour to Vienna, upon an Invitation of 
the Emperor Joſeph, who highly careſſed him, and gave him a 

rich Diamond Ring. And as he returned to the Hague, he had a 
Sword ſet with Diamonds from the King of Pruſſia, a fine Calaſh 
and fix Horſes from the Elector of Hanover (his late Majeſty 
King George I.) and other noble Preſents from the Elector Pala- 
tine. But before he left Vienna, the Emperor, on the 17th of 
November, N. S. made a Grant of the Lordſhip of Mindelbeim 
in Swabia, with all Juriſdiction thereto belonging, which his Im- 
perial Majeſty erected into a Principality of the Holy Empire. 
And that his Grace and the Heirs Male of his Body lawfully be- 
gotten, and their Heirs Male, and Poſſeſſors of the faid Principali- 
ty, ſhould be ſummoned to all the Dyets of the Empire and Circle 
of Swabia, there to appear in Perſon, or by their Plenipotentiaries, 
as other Princes of the Empire do; and ſhould alſo enjoy all 
other harry, > Immunities, Rights, Prerogatives, and Pre- 
eminences, as Princes of the Empire have. And he was after- 
wards inveſted therein, and admitted by his Plenipotentiary Mr. 
Stepney, to fit and vote in the College of Princes. His Grace, at 
the fame Time, renewed our Treaties with the Emperor, and 
provided for the Security of the Duke of . on his Re- 
turn to England, December 30, had the Thanks of the Commons 
a third Time, for his great Services to her Majeſty and the Nati 
on, and for his prudent Negotiations with the Queen's Allies. | 

On the 23d of May, 1706, N. S. his Grace defeated the 

| French and Bavarians at Ramellies, and gained all the Spaniſb 
Brabant, the Marquiſate of the Holy Empire, with its Capital, 
the famous City of Antwerp, the Lordſhip and City of Malines, 
and the . beſt Part of Spaniſh Flanders, He was every where in 
that deſperate Action, and in imminent Dan of Life once, 
when fingled out by ſeveral of the King's Houſhold Troops, who 
had killed or taken him, had nat ſome of his own Foot yy 
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his Aſſiſtance; and a ſecond Time, when he had a Horſe ſhot 
under him, and Colonel Bringfield loſt his Head by a Cannon 
Ball, as he was going to re-mount him. His Grace went after- 
wards to the Hague, to concert Meaſures for improving the Vic- 
tory, and ended that glorious Campaign with the taking of O/tend, 
Aeth, Menin, und Dendermond. After this, the Elector of Ha- 
varia ſent the Duke a Letter, with a Propoſal of Conferenc:s for 
a Peace, in which he owned, that the Intereſts of England were 
ſafely intruſted with his Grace. The Duke communicated the 
Purport of the Letter to the Confederate Miniſters; and engaged 
them to prevail with their Maſters to augment their Forces next 
Campaign. He arrived in London, Nov. 29, N. S. where, on 
the 2d of December, he received the Thanks of the Houſe of 
Commons a fourth Time ; and the Lord Keeper (afterwards Earl 
Cowper) in an eloquent Harangue on the Part of the Houſe of 
Lords, concludes thus : 

The Advantages you have gained, are of ſuch a Nature, 
* fo conſpicuous in themſelves, ſo undoubtedly owing to your

* nour, which a Judgment ſo ſure as that of your Grace's, to 
* think rightly every Thing, cannot but preſer to the Oſten- 
tation of a publick Triumph.”

1796, And ſoon after, the 5000 J. oF Annum, out of the Re- 
venue of the Poſt- Office, which her Majeſty had ſome Time be- 
fore granted to the ſaid Duke, for Term of his Life, upon creat- 
ing him to that Dignity, was, in further Conſideration of his 
Services, entailed, by a ſubſequent Act of Parliament, paſſed the 
28th af Fanuary following, on his Poſterity, to deſcend in like 
Manner as the Honour and Manour of J/odtock, &fc. 

In 1707, the Duke went with full Puwers from the Queen 
and the States-General, to ſeveral Courts, to concert Meaſures 
for reinforcing the Army, and to prevent the threatned Invaſion 
of Saxony by the Swedes, His Grace had three Audiences of the 
King of Sweden, dined with him in Publick, and had an Inter- 
view with the Kings Stani/laus, and Auguſtus, and from thence 
went to the Courts of Prufjia, and Hanover, and to Frankfort, 
where he provided for an Offenſive War in Flanders, and for put- 
ting the Forces on the Rhine under the Command of the Ele- 
ctor of Hanover, his late Majeſty King George, and returned to 
the Low-Countries time enough to prevent the French from ra- 
vaging Brabant. 

* 1708, his Grace obtained the glorious Victory of Aude- 
nard, on the 11th of Ful, N. S. in the Sight of the Dukes of 
Burgundy, and Berry, who ſhamefully ran away to carry the 
News to the French Court, while the Electoral Prince of Hans- 
ver, our now moſt gracious Sovereign, fought as a Volunteer 
among his Father's 'Troops in this Battle, and had his Horſe ſhot 
under him as he was charging with Sword in Hand. After this, 
the Duke covered the Siege of Liſle, and took it after a very 
obſtinate Defence ; relieved Bruſſels, then beſieged by the Elector 
of Bavaria, and retook Ghent, and Bruges, which the Enemy 
had ſeized by Treachery. The Houſe of Commons were fo im- 
patient of returning his Grace their Thanks, that they did not 
ſtay for tris Arrival, but ſent Sir Richard Onſlow, their Speaker, to 
compliment him at Bruſſels. And coming Home, March 1, 
1705, the next Day took his Place in the Houſe of Lords, when 
the Lord Chancellor Cowper, in their Name, complimented him 
in another elegant Harangue. 

In og, his Grace went to Holland, from whence he made 
two Voyages to England in the Spring, to communicate to the 
Court what had paſſed at the Hague, relating to the Overtures of 
Peace made by the Miniſters of France. © The ſame Year he was 
made a Plenipotentiary at the Treaty of Peace in Holland, which 
breaking up without Effect, he haſtened to the Field, where hav- 
ing ſeized St. Amand and Mortagne on the Scheld, he covered the 
Siege of Tournay, which ſoon ſurrendered to him, and routed the 


French with great Slaughter and Booty, at the e f 
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ies, He crowned this ious Campaign with the Re- 
duction of the ſtrong City of Mons, the Capital of Hainault ; 
and the States complimented his Grace upon this Victory, in a 
Letter, wherein they gratefully acknowledged his high Deſerts 
After which the Duke returned to England, where, on the 224 
of Nevember, he bad a ſixth Time the Thanks of both Houſes of 
Parliament, and- the Lord Chancellor, in the Name of the Lords, 
addreſſed him again in a ſet Speech. 

In 1710, the States General finding the Infincerity of the 
French in their Negotiations, preſſed the Queen © to ſend the 
Duke over early in the Spring, if he could be ſpared, that they 
“ might have the Benefit of his wiſe Counſels, as well as reap 
Advantage from his incomparable Valour.” Alſo both Houſes 
of Parliament addreſſed the Queen to the fame Purpoſe, wherein 
they expreſſed their Senſe of his unparalle!'d Services; and ap- 
„ plauded her Majeſty's great Wiſdom, in having honoured the 
fame Perſon with the Character of General and Plenipotenti- 
* ary, who, in their Opinion, was moſt capable of diſcharging 
two ſuch important Truſts.” The Duke being ſent accord- 
ngly, took the Field ſix Weeks before the French, and reduced 
the Towns of Douay, Bethune, St. Venant, and Aire; 
the firſt of which was a Place of ſuch Conſequence, that the 
French, in all their Negotiations, always excepted it out of the 
Number of Towns propoſed to be given as an Equivalent. 

When his Grace entered Douay, the Chancellor of the Uni- 
ſerſity ſaluted him with a noble Harangue, which (after a gene- 
nl Recapitulation of all his Grace's Conqueſts and perſonal Vir- 
ues) ends thus: 

* No wonder then, that the Emperor has made you a Prince 
* of the ire, and the Queen of Great-Britam has conferred 
* the hi Honours, and multiplied Favours upon you ; that 
* her Parliaments have given you all Proofs of Eſteem and Af- 
* feftion, and that the French themſelves have on a thouſand 
* Occaſions proclaimed your Praiſes. My Lord, ſhould we enter 
into a particular Survey of all your heroick Actions, and ad- 
* mirable Qualities, we ſhould never have done; and we muſt 
" confider- that we ought not to detain a Prince too long, whole 
Moments are ſo precious, &c.” 

When. his Grace returned from this Campaign, December 28, 
te found his Dutcheſs and ſome of his great Friends in the Mi- 
wy. out xt Favour, and himſelf but coolly received at Court. 
but his Grace having promiſed the St; not to. deſert 
de common Cauſe, concerted Meaſures with the new Miniſtry, - 
W ö E had done with the * — —

ther G to his entire Satisfaction. ; 
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In 1711, his Grace returned to Flanders, where, with admira- 
ble Speed, Secrecy, and without Bloodſhed, he forced the French 
Lines on the Sanſet, and the Scheld, which Mareſchal /illzr; 
boaſted were his Ne plus ultra And after his Grace had paſſed 
thoſe Lines, he took the ſtrong Town of Bouchain (which gave 
him a great Inlet into Oli France) and made the Garriſon Pri. 
ſoners of War in Sight of 100,000 Men, that endeavoured to 

-relieve them, and in the midſt of the Enemies Intrenchment, 
Lines and Garriſons, that were continually on the Watch to 
ſtrike ſome great Blow. This done, his Grace returned to the 
Hague, where he was received, with the uſual Tokens of Joy and 
Gratitude, by the States- General and their Subjects. 

In 1712, on the firſt Day of the new Year, the Duke was re- 
moved from all his Places ; after which, his Grace thought fit to 
retire to Offend, from whence he proceeded to Antwerp, Mae- 

ftricht, and Aix la Chapelle, and the next Year viſited his Princi- 
pality of Mindelheim, and ſeveral Towns in Germany; from 
thence he returned to A , and came Home again in 1714, 
landing at Dover the Eve before the Death of the Queen; 
and ater being welcomed by the Nobility and Foreign Mi- 
niſters, and ſworn a Privy-Counſellor, he attended on our late 
Sovereign in his publick Entry through London, who, on the 24th 
of September, reſtored him to the Poſts of Captain-General, 
Colonel of the firſt Regiment of Foot-Guards, one of the Com- 
miſſioners for the Government of Chelſea- Hoſpital, and Maſter- 
General of the Ordnance. 
He died on the 16th of June, 1722, in the 73d Year of his 
bleſſed with Peace, Wealth and Glory ; being the greateſt 
Subject of his Time in Chriftendem. He was employed in the 
Armies and Councils of five ſucceflive Monarchs of Great-Britain, 
and ſucceſsful in twenty Campaigns, © He paſſed all the Rivers 
and Lines he attempted, took all the Towns he inveſted, won 
all the Battles he fought; and this, rarely with a ſuperior, 
<« and often with an inferior Force; a General never ſurprized 
* by his Enemy, nor charged with Cruelty; and as much be- 
< loved by his own Soldiers, as dreaded by his Oppoſers. A Sub- 
« jet, whoſe tranſcendent Merit both in the Camp and Cabinet 
<< has been publickly acknowledged by the greateſt Princes in Eu- 
rope, applauded by the ſolemn Thanks and cheerful Votes of 
<< ſeveral Parliaments, and proclaimed by numerous Addreſſes 
from all Parts of the Br:tiþ Dominions : A Subject, whom a

I.) Earl of Glaucefter; both of them the moſt power- 
ful Perſons of their Time, and Poſſeſſors of the greateſt Eſtate, 
and the unhappy Favourites of King Edw.

Hugh, the Father“, had honourably diftinguiſh'd himſelf under 
King Edw. I. in his Wars in Wales; alſo in France, Flanders, 


and Scotland; being likewiſe employ'd in ſeveral great Embaſſies. , 


And Hugh, the Son (who was Chamberlain to King Eduard II.) 
was not leß remarkable for many brave Actions in the Wars of 
Scotland and Fance; but firmly adhering to that unfortunate 
Prince in all his Troubles, they both ſuffered Death, the elder 
(tho? in the goth Year of his Age) being condemn'd unheard, and 
immediately executed before the Face of his own Son and the 
King; and the younger (tho' he had by Capitulation Safety as to 
Life and Limbs, when he ſtoutly defended the Caſtle of Kaerfili) 
would not forfake his Prince, but venturing with him to the laſt, 
and — again taken, underwent the Fate of his Father; and

Sir John Spencer, aforeſaid, was Sheriff of Northamptonſhir:, 
Anno g E. VI. and elected one of the Knights of the Shire in 
Parliament for that County in the * 4th and 5th of Phil. and 
Mar. (before which Time he had received the Honour of Knight- 
hood) and the Year following, was again Sheriff of that County, 
as alſo in 13 Elz. And in the 15th Year of the Reign of 
that Queen, was by Writ appointed (with other Juſtices of 
prime x ap? Bay the County of Northampton) a * Commiſſioner 
to enquire after ſuch Perſons as afted contrary to an Act of Par- 
liament, 1 Eliz. Entituled, An A for the Uniformity of the Com- 
mon Prayer, and Service of the Church, and Adminiſtration of tht 
Sacraments, He was a great Oeconomiſt, yet kept a plentiful 
Table according to the old Engliſh Way, as is manifeſt from his 
laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing Date 4 Jan. 1585; wherein 
he orders Hoſpitality to be kept in his Houſes at Althory and 

f Reg. Thorne, in Cur. preerog · perdict. i MS. penes Browne Willis, Ar. 
Linn is Can, - 1 Rog Sher pn Wo be Or 
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Warmleighton, by his Heir after his Deceaſe, according as he had 
done; beſtowing likewiſe ſeveral Legacies on his Servants. It 
alo appears, that he delighted in Retiredneſs, was an Encourager 
of Induſtry, and ſo much averſe to an unactive Life, that tho* 
he was poſſeſſed of A Eſtate, he employed his Thoughts on 
Huſbandry, as of Profit and Advantage to his Country; 
for at his Death he had numerous Flocks of Sheep and other 
Cattle in his Grounds and Parks of Althorp and J/ormleighton. 
He left great Eftates to four of his Sons, who were Heads of as 
many Families. Of Sir Fohn Spencer, his eldeſt Son, I am princi- 
pally to treat. Thomas his ſecond Son, built a fine Houſe at 
Claverden in Com. Warwick, and for the Hoſpitality he kept 
thereat (ys Sir William Dugdale) was the Mirrour of that 
County. He died without Iſſue Male, and a noble Monument is 
in the ® Church of that Place to his Memory. Sir Mi. 
liam Spencer, third Son, was of Yarnton, in Com. Oxon, which

Son, was of Offley, in Com, Hertford, from whom thoſe of the 
Name in that County are deſcended.

The faid Sir Robert Spencer, was * Sheriff of Northamptonſhire 
in the 43d of Blixebeth; before which Time he had received the 
Honour of Knighthood ; and when King Fames aſcended the 
Throne, was reputed to have by him the moſt * Money of any 
Perſon in the Kingdom; which, together with his great Eſtate, 
noble Deſcent, and many excellent Accompliſhments, rendered 
him ſo conſpicuous, that he was promoted by that Prince, before 
his * Coronation, by Letters Patents bearing Date 21 Juh, to 
the Nignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord 
Spencer,” of I/ormleighton, the Ceremony of his * Creation bei 
performed at Hmpton · Court. Soon after which, the lea 
Camden writing his Britannia, makes this honourable mention 
of him, viz, * ** Althorp the Seat of the noted Family of Spencer, 
* Knights, allied to very many Houſes of great Ii irth and Hmour, 
© out of which Sir Robert Spencer the 5th Knight in a continued 
* Succeſſion, a worthy Encourager of Virtue and Learning, was by 
* bis moſt Serene Majeſty * lately advanced to the Ho- 
„mur of Baron Spencer of Wormleighton.“ 

And another * Author, who wrote of thoſe Times, gives this 
Account of him, Spencer (like the old Reman choſen Dictator 
* from his Farm) made the Country a virtuous Court, where 
* his Fields and Flocks brought him more calm and happy Con- 
* tentment than the various and mutable Diſpenſations of a 
* Court can contribute: And when he was called to the Senate, 
* Was more vigilant to keep the People's Liberties from being a 
Prey to the encroaching Power of Monarchy, than his harm- 
es and tender Lambs from Foxes and ravenous Creatures.“ 

This Lord Spencer, in the 1{ Year of the Reign of King 
James (by Commiſſion — Date at W/oodftock the 18th Day 
of September) was appointed Ambaſſador to preſent ? Frederick, 
Duke of W#irtemberg, with the Habit and Enſigns of the moſt 
noble Order of the Garter. He ſet out in the Beginning of 
0iober, Anno 1603, accompanied with many Perſons of Qua-

Inſtallation 3 likewiſe ordered the Vice-Preſident and 12 Aſſiſt. 
ants of his ducal Confiſtory, with all the principal and moſt noble 
Perſons of his Court, to attend; appointing an Engh/h Lord, 
with the Lord Benjamin Buni eee ne of hs Pry Council 
to be principal trivers, Directors, and of all 
things that ſhould to the ſetting forth the Solemnity. 

The State and Magnificence of this Inveſtiture is ſet forth by 
Mr. A/hmole ; who obſerves, that the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, 
who repreſented the Sovereign, and the elect Duke, were ſo richly 


attired, glittering with Gold and Jewels, that they attracted the 
Admiration of all the Spectators. 
The Duke omitted nothing that might tend to the Satisfaction 


of the Lord Ambaſſador and his Train. He ſhewed them the prin- 
cipal Places of his Dukedom, as Maltebuch, the Univerſity of Tu- 
bing, &c. entertained them with Comedies, Muſick, and other Di- 
verſions; and on their return to England, he accompanied the 
Lord Spencer as far as Aſperg, taking Leave of him with the 

teſt Demonſtrations and 2 * of Affection and Eſteem. 
On his Arrival in England, he was received, by his Prince, with 
particular Marks of Diſtinction, for his noble iage and Be- 
baviour in his Embaſſy. 

I don't find that he bore any Employment at Court, but he 
2 attended his — 9928 TE and 4 — 
Occaſions, appeared a jeR to the King, as well as a 
Patriot and 3 the Liberty of the Subj He had 
excellent Parts, which were improved and cultivated by a cloſe 
Application to the Service of his Country, and Knowledge of 
Men and Buſineſs, whereby he grew into the Eſteem of the great- 
eſt Men of that Age. His quick Apprehenſion and Readineſs of 
Thought was very remarkable, as will hereafter appear ; and 
in the Debates in Parliament as few ſpoke better, ſo none had a 
more favourable Attention ; on which Account he was nomina- 
ted in moſt Committees on publick Affairs and Conferences with 
the Commons, as appears by the * Journals of the Houſe of Lords, 
whereof I ſhall inftance fome Particulars. ; 

In 9 Fac. I. 1640, he was of the Committee for 
a Conference with the Commons concerning the great Con 
with his Majeſty touching Tenures. In the Year 1620, one of 
the Committee to take into Conſideration the Cuſtoms and 
Orders of the Houſe, and Privi of the Peers of the King- 
dom; alſo one of the 16 principal Lords appointed to inſpect 
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ten publick Bills for the Good and Service of his Majeſty and 
the Eſtate, preſented by Walter Morell, Gent. likewiſe in that Seſ- 
fion, on a Meſſage of the Houſe of Commons, that they had entred 
into a due Conſideration of diverſe heavy Grievances, &c. con- 
cerning which they defired a Conference with their Lordſhips. 
He was appointed with others (whereof his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince was one) to confer with them, Moreover, with that 
Prince, and other principal Lords, had under Conſideration the 
erecting of an Academy, and what Qualities, Arts, Sciences, 
and Exerciſes ſhould be there taught and practiſed, which was 
occaſioned by a Motion of the Lord High Admiral (and generally 
approved) that foraſmuch as the Education of Youth, eſpecially 
of Quality and Worth, is a Matter. of high Conſequence, it 
was therefore neceſſary to provide that ſuch Perſons, in their 
tender Years do not ſpend their Time fruitleſs about the Town, 
or elſewhere, but that ſome good Courſe might be taken for Ere- 
tion and Maintenance of an Academy, for the breeding and 
bringing up of the Nobility and Gentry of the Kingdom, in their 
younger Years 3 and for a free and voluntary Contribution fron 
Perſons of Honour and Quality for that Purpoſe. 

This Lord Spencer firſt made the Motion (on a Difference 
between the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Treaſurer) that no 
Lords ſhould be named greater than others, as being all Peers, 
to which the Houſe agreed; and the ſame Day (12 March) with 
his Royal Highneſs, &c. was appointed one of the ſelect Com- 
mittee to confer with the Houſe of Commons, both to demand 
of them ſuch Letters Patents, Warrants, Examinations, and 
other Writings, which concerned chief Greivances, and to 
receive from them by Word of Mouth, ſuch further Informa- 
tions as might conduce to the proving ſuch Grievances as they 
had complained of. In the Examination whereof he put the 
Queſtion, That Sir Allen Apſley and three others who abuſed the 
Execution 4 Patents, and were guilty of monopolizing, might be 
taken into Cuſtody ; to which the Houſe agreed. 

In the ſaid Affair, he was one of the ten principal Lords for 
preparing Heads of the Validities and the Inconveniencies ariſing 
by Patents, Penal Statutes for Inns, Grants of Monopolies, Grants 
of Concealments, &c. all which redreſ d; and in the Exa- 
mination thereof, the Lord Bacon was detected of 
Bribery and other indirect Practioes.

Anno 1616, and was elected. all the while he was a Commoner, 
one of the Knights of the b Shire for the County of Northampton, 
in three ſeveral Parliaments in the Reign of King James I. and in 
two others call'd in the firſt Year of the Reign of King Charles l. 
He inherited his Father's excellent Conduct, as well as his Honour 
and Eftate, as we are fully inform'd from the Inſcription hereafter 
mention'd ; which ſets forth, that he was adorn'd with all Virtue, 
a tender Huſband, loving Father, faithful Friend, a ſincere Wor- 
ſhipper of God, a moſt devoted Subject to his King, and Patriot 
to his Country.

Cotemporary with this Sir Robert Manners was Hunt) de Maon- 
mers, ® one of thoſe who holding Lands of 20 J. per Ann. in the 
County of Cambridge in 25 Edw. I. was fummoned to be at 
London on Sunday after the Ofaves of St. Fohn Bapti/?, to go 
with the King beyond the Seas for their Honour, and the Preſer- 
vation and Profit of the Kingdom. And Sir Baldwin de Man- 
ner had a Grant from King Edw.T. (dated at Norham Caſtle in 
Northumberland,” 1's June, 1290.) of * Free Warren in his De- 
meſne Lands of Enhale and Fulburn in the County of Cambriage; 
alſo in Kerbrach and Hengham in the County of Norfalt, In 2: 
Edio. I. holding by Knight's Service, he had Command from 
the King to be at Portſmouth on the 1ſt Sept. with Horſe and 
Arms, to go with him into Gaſcory, to relieve that Province from 
the Invaſion of the King of France. And in 25 Edu. I. he 
had the like Summons to attend the King beyond the Seas, 
Likewiſe in 28 Edt. I. to be at Carlifle to march againſt the 
Scots; and in 32 Edio. I. he was with the King at Dumferling, 
and at the Siege of the Caſtle of Strivelin in Scotland. This Sir 
Baldwin was living in the 5th Year of King Edward II. when 
he was a Witneſs with Sir Robert de Cliffrd and five other 
Knights, to a Charter of William Sampſon, Son of Sir I illian 
Sampſon of Eperſton, in the County of Nettingham. 

But it don't appear how the faid Henry and Sir Baldwin were 
related to the laſt Sir Robert de Manners, who died before the 
13th of King Edw. II. poſſeſſed of Lands in Stitan and Ferlig-

gut the. Captain, Sir Robert Manners, being warned of the

* had ſo well provided to receive them, that of thoſe who had 
* mounted, he toak five or ſix, and put the reſt to the Sword, 
* their Companions below upon this Diſappointment retiring.” 

In a Edw, III. he was * conſtituted with Henry de Percy and 
others Conſervators of the Truce made with the Scots, for all Hof- 
tlities to ceaſe in the County of Northumberland from 25 9 
till Midlent Sunday, with Power to puniſh all Infringers of the ſame.

III. he * ſerved in Parliament for the County of 
Northumberland ; and attending 38 Days, he and Sir Milliam Na- 
tn, the other Knight, had 23 J. 4 f. allowed them by the County 
for their Expences ; and the fame Year he with the Lord Thomas 
Grey, of Mert, * were Commanders of thoſe Forces which en- 
counter'd and defeated the Earls of March and Southerland ; who, 
taking the Advantage of King Edward's being at the Siege of 
Tuna, deſtroyed the Country almoſt as far as Durham.

In 17 Edw. III. © being Governour of Nerham-Caftle in the 
County of Narihumberland, the King orders the Sheriff of 
Berwick upon Tweed to enter on the Lands of ſuch Perſons in 
thoſe Parts, who were not Reſident there for the Defence of the 
Kingdom; but that Sir Robert de Manners, having, been in the 
Caſtle of Norham a conſiderable Time, for the Safeguard of (he 
fame, and the Parts adjacent to Scotland, ſhould be exempted from 
any Seizures of his Lands. The ſame Year this Sir Robert d, 
Manners, with Gilbert de Umfranville, Earl of Angos, Henry d. 
Percy, and fix others, were appointed Guardians of the Marches 
in ——— and other Parts of Scatland, to the Ef, 
with Power to redreſs ſuch Grievances as have happened con- 
trary to the Truces agreed on with Scotland, Alſo, in 20 Eu, 
III. when King David, by the Sollicitation of the French King, 
had broke the Truce, whilſt King Edward laid before Calat;, 
and with a great Army had waſted the County of Northumberland, 
and come as far as Durham, our Sir Robert de Manners was a- 
mong thoſe Nobles and others who raiſed Forces to reſiſt him, 
and gave him that great * Overthrow at NewPs-Creofs near that 
City, called by our Hiſtorians the Battle of Durham, wherein 
King David himſelf was taken Priſoner, and Sir Robert de Man- 
ners had no ſmall Share in the Honour of it: For the fame Yer 
the King fignified his Commands to him, that for the avoiding 
the Eſcape of Priſoner taken in that Battle, and elſewhere in the 
North, his Pleaſure was, that they ſhould be carried to the Tower 
of London; and therefore orders him to deliver to the Conſtable 
of the faid Tower, before the Feaſt of the Epiphany, Wilkan 
Bath, and all ſuch Prifoners as were in his Cuſtody. 
faid Sir Robert de Manners, out of his pious Diſpoſition, 
founded a Chantry in the Church of Etale (as it was then wrote) 
for a Chaplain to celebrate Divine Service every Day in the 
Chapel of the Virgin Mary of Etale, for the Soul of him the 
faid Robert whilſt living, as alſo after his Deceaſe, and for the 
Souls of his Anceſtors and Heirs, and all faithful People. And 
for the Maintenance of the ſaid Chaplain, aſſigned 5 Meſſuages, 
and 107 Acres of Land, in Hedreſlw and Brauxton ; as allo 26 
Shillings Rent-Charge in Tem; as appears by Inquiſitions taken 
in the 19th and 2oth of Edw. III. whether it was injurious to

Sr Robert held, over and above the faid Premiſſes, 100 Marks in 
the Towns of Etale, Hedreſlow, Brau beſton, Heſpotes and Bel- 
Em; alſo holds in Tifhim more than the ſaid 26 f.

He * died on Monday the Eve of Michaelmas-day, in 29 
Edward III. leaving John de Manners, his Son and Heir, a 
Year and three Weeks old. Aliva lis Wife, Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Henry Strather, of Newton Glendall, Kt. ſurvived 
him, it being found, by Inquiſition taken at Newcaftle upon Tyne, 
in the County of Northumberland, on Thurſday before St. Bar- 
tholomew day, Anna 32 Edw. III. That the faid Robert * was 
ſized in Fee of a Fulling-Mill, and one Carrucate of Land in 
Ethale, the which he granted fifteen Days before his Deceaſe to 
ahm de Myrtſall, Vicar of Neuton, for ever; to the Intent he 
ſettle the fame on the faid Robert and Alva, and the Heirs of the 
hid Robert.

VIIT. was 
one of the Eng/b Noblemen ? who were preſent when Francis 
the French King took an Oath to obſerve the Articles of Peace 
concluded on the Confines of Ardres and Guiſnes, between his 
Commiſſioners and the Commiſſioners of the King of England, 
ln 2 Edw, VI. he was Conſtable of the Caſtle of Nettingham, 
and Chief Juſtice of Shirewood- Foreſt ; and the Year after con- 
ſituted Warden of the Eaſt Marches and Middle Marches to- 
ward Scotland. And the Council not thinking it neceſſary to 
keep the Town of Haddington in Scotland, as the Garriſon could 
tot be Victualled but with a great Power to conduct the Carriages 
in afety (the Enemy being ready to diſtreſs them on any Oppor- 
unity) the Earl of Rutland was ordered thither to fee the For- 
thcations razed, and to conduct the Men and Ordnance into

moſt Noble Order of the Garter, he was Inftalled at 1/7467, 
on the zd of June following. And in the zd of Queen Elias. 
beth, being Preſident of the North, he was Commiſſioned with 
the Archbiſhop of York, the Biſhop of Durham, and others, in 
Confidence of their approved Piety, Wiſdom, and Prudence, to 
examine ſuch Perſons as did not conform to the Religion eſtabliſh. 
ed, and to adminiſter to them the Oath appointed to be taken by 
Act of Parliament, in the Firſt Year of her Reign. 

By his laſt Will and Teſtament, * bearing Date 5 Jh, : 
Elia. he bequeathed his Body to be buried in the Pariſh-Church 
of Botsford, if he ſhould die within the Realm; and appointed 
that a Tomb ſuitable to his Eſtate ſhould be made there. He be. 
queathed to his Daughter Elizabeth a Thouſand Pounds for her 
Portion, and 30 J. per Annum for her Maintenance *till her Mar- 
riage, or Age of 21 Years.

To Edward, Lord Refs, his Son and 
Heir, all his Armour, Munition and Weapons: And ordered 
that all his Goods, Chattels, Jewels, Plate, and Houſhold-Stuff, 
which could be left unfold, to be divided betwixt his Wife and 
the ſaid Edward his Son, when he ſhould arrive to the Age ol 
21 Years, And by a Schedule annexed, increaſed the Portion of 
his Daughter Elizabeth five hundred Marks, if ſhe ſhould mary 
with the Conſent of his Wife, apd Georges Earl of Sbrruſbm 
his Brother, and of his Brother Jam Manners, or any two of 
them, whereof his Wife to be one. He alſo gave 200 J. tobe 
diſtributed among his Houſhold Servants, as his Wife ſhould Ju 
convenient: And dying * on the 17th of Septemb.

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He married two Wives, * firſt Margaret, Daughter to Ralph, 
Earl of Viſimoreland, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, Edward 
and John, ſucceſſively Earls of Rutland; allo Elizabeth a Daugh- 
ter, married to Sir William Courtney, of Pouderham, in Cam.

This Roger married Elizabeth, Daughter and. Heir to the fa- 
mous Sir Philip Sydney ; but died without Iſſue, 26 Fung, Am.

The memorable Actions of which Francis, Earl of Rutland, 
are thus ſet forth on his Monument at Betsford. At ten Years of 
Age, Ann. 1598, he began to travel in France, Lorrain, and 
diverſe Parts of /taly, where he was honourably received by the 
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Princes themſelves, and nobly entertained in their Courts. In his

Sir George Manners, the eldeſt Son, was married on the 2d of 
April, in 36 Eli, to Grace, eldeſt Daughter of Sir Pier- 
point, Knt. and Siſter to Robert, Earl of Ningſtan, by whom be 
had Iſſue Jahn, his Son and Heir, who fi ed to the Earldom 
of Rutland; Henry, born May 14, 1606, died at Haddon, age 
12 Years, Ann. 1618; Roger, born December 30, 1609, 
at Loudon 1627, aged 18, and was buried in the Jof Lu- 
coln's-Inn. Elizabeth, married April 14, 1616, to Robert Sut- 
tan, of Averham, in Com. Notr. after Lord Lexington 5 Eliane, 
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the 23d of April, 1623, was buried by his Father at Bakewell, 
and was ſucceeded in his Eſtate by John his eldeft Son. 

Which John was born at Ai//on, on the roth of June, and 
baptized the 4th of the fame Month, 1604. He was ! elected 
one of the Knights for the County of Derby, in 15 Car. L and 
on the Death of George, Earl of Rutland, in 1641, ſucceeded him 
in that Honour, and was the eighth Earl of Rutland. He was 
married, in 1628, at Barmuoel-Caftle in Northamptonſhire, to 
Frances, Daughter of Edward, Lord Montagu of Boughton, An- 
ceſtor to his Grace the Duke of Montagu ; and by her had four 
Sons, whereof George, Edward, and Roger, dying young, 
were buried at Bakewell ; fo that John, the third Son, only ſur- 
vived him. He had alſo ſeven Daughters; Lady Frances, born 
at Haddm, married to John Cecil, Earl of Exeter; Lady 
Grace, born at Haddom, wedded to Patricius, Viſcount Cha- 
worth of Ardmagh in Ireland ; and, 2dly, to Sir William Lang- 
horn, of Charlton in Kent, Bart.

This noble Earl, in the Courſe of our unhappy Civil Wars, 
had the good Conduct to diſengage himſelf from the Extravagan- 
cies of thoſe Times, though he fat in the Houſe of Peers at Ne- 
minſfer. He was in the Liſt of thoſe nominated and recommend- 
ed by the Houſe of Commons to the King, on the 12th of H- 
bruary, 164:, as fit to be inſtruſted with the Militia of the 
Kingdom, wherein they defired the Concurrence of the Houſe of 
Peers. He was likewiſe nominated, in the Year 1643, to go on 
an Embaſſy to the Scots, to deſire they would advance with an 
Army for the Relief of the Parliament ; but, as my Lord Claren- 
dm relates, the Earl of Rutland thought it fo deſperate a Cure, 
that pretending an Indiſpoſition of Health, he procured a Releaſe. 
And foon after being appointed, with the Earl of Bolingbroke and 
others, Commiſſioners for executing the Office of Lord Chan-

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His Lordſhip married ſecondly, at Ampthill in Bedfordſoire, 
the Lady Anne Bruce, eldeſt Daughter of Robert, Earl of 
flileſbury, and Widow of Sir Seymour Shirley, of Stanton- Harold, 
in Com.

Rutland, to Catherine, Daughter of Baptiſt Neel, Viſ- 
count Campden, and by her, who died 24 Fan. 1737, he had 
two Sons, and two Daughters, the Lady Catherine, born May

This noble Earl, as he was Maſter of a yu Fortune, kept 
up the old Engliſh Hoſpitality, at his Caſtle of Belvoir, affecting 
a Rural Life, and for — 99 before his Death never came to 
Lindon. Alſo when be married his eldeſt Son to a Daughter of 
the Lord Ruſſel, there was an Article in the Settlement, that ſhe 
ſhould forfeit ſome part of her Jointure, if.ever ſhe lived in 
Town without his Conſent : Yet on Experience of her admira- 
ble Temper, and exemplary Behaviour, as well as the excellent 
Judgment of his Son, he afterwards permitted them to live 
where they thought convenient.

XVI. MonTacv, Duke of Montagu. 


HAT the Sirname of this Family was anciently written 
in Latin, de Monte-Acuto, and in old Engliſh, Montacute, 
is evident from Domeſday Book, and other Records ; but the ori- 

inal Name was Montagu, denominated from the Town of 
mtagu, in Normandy; of which Name and Family there are 
fill remaining many Perſons of Diſtinction in France. 

Drogo de Monteacuto, was one of thoſe noble Warriors, who 
came over with , illiam, Duke of Normandy, in the Retinue of 
Robert, Earl of Morton, half Brother to the Conqueror; as ap- 
pears by the Poſſeſſions he held under that great Earl, at the time 
of the general Survey, and which were undoubtedly given him in 
Confideration of his Services. | 

The ſaid Earl of Morton, having large Poſſeſſions in the f 
of England, by the Gift of his Brother, gave the Manour of 
Candel, to the Abbot of Athelingia, for the Manour of Bi/by- 

Aena, in the County of Somerſet ; which that Abbot held in the 
Time of King Edward the 92 55 and paid Tax for nine 
Hides, whereof the ſaid Drago of the Earl one Hide. In 
this Manour, * the Earl had a Caſtle called Afontagut, and gave 
it that Name (which it retains to this Day) in Alluſion to its Si- 
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tuation on the Top of a ſhatp Hill. But in the Afona/ticon, I Il. 
fiam, Earl of Morten, Son to the former, is faid to have built 
the Caſtle. | 

This Drogo de Monteacuto alſo held © of the faid Earl of 
Morton, in the County of Somerſet, the Mancuts of Sutuncy 
Sheptuna, and Stocca (now called Stoke) which laſt, at the Time 
of the general Survey, is mentioned to be added to the Manour 
of $ ; and all three in the Reign of King Edivard the 
Confeſſor, were poſſeſſed by Bondi, Toli, and Robert, Son of 
Wimar. Beſides theſe, he held of the King in the fame County, 
the Manour of Chenolla (now called Knolle) which Ailmer enjoyed 
at the Death of King Edward the Confeſſer, and he is there 
wrote Drago de Monteacuto, in Doomeſday Book. Theſe Ma- 
nours continued in this Family a long Tract of Time after the 
Conqueſt ; and the aforeſaid Manour of Sheptuna, being the Seat 
of their Barony, retains from them the Name of Shiptor= Montagu: 

Anſgerut de Montencuto (probably the Brother of the aforeſaid 
Drags) allo held of the King, at the general Survey, the Manour 
of Preſtetina, in the County of Somerſet, the Inheritance of 
Ailwardus, in the Reign of King Edward the Comfeſſor. 

The befote- mentioned Dru de Manteacuto, left Iſſue / illiam 
his Son and Heir, whoſe Succeſſor , Richard de Monteacutt, 
paid xx J. into the King's Exchegiver for the antient Pleas, in 
2 Hen.

xx d. and in Devenſtire, vi 5. vi d. And in the iſt Year of King 
John, gave C L. to the King, for Livery of the Hundreds of 
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Chaldeſei, and Piddeltune : And in 7 Job. executed the Office of 
Sheriff for the Counties of Derſet and Dany wa m as he did like- 
wiſe the two next enſuing Years, none but Perſons of the greateſt 
Note, being in thoſe Days appointed. 

In 13 Joh. upon! Collection of the Scutage for ales, he 
anſwered xxi marks, vis. xid. for thoſe ten Knights Fees, an 
half, and third Part, which were poſſeſſed by Dru de Montacute, 
and which he at that Time held.

J. in Conſideration, 
of his [ood Services in the Wars in Gaſcoine, and elſewhere *, ob- 
ained Pardon for a Debt of a cxx E. viii 5. iii d. due from Hit 
lam de Montacute his Father, to the King's Exchequer, 
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In 35 Ea. I. hel was again in the Wars in Scotland; and in 
2 Edio. II. made Governour * of the Caſtle of Beaumaris, in 
the Iſle of Angleſey. 

In 4 Edw. II. he * was Admiral of the King's Fleet, then 
. e having the Year before * ſerved in thoſe Wars againſt 
the Scots. 

In 7 Edw. II. he obtained the? King's Licence to make a Caſtle 
of his Houſe at Vrahngton, in Com.

hindering the young Duke of Brabant from marrying one of my 
Daughters, as he deſired to do. l herefore I ſhall be ſo far from 
failing to aid my dear and well-belzved Son the King your Mafter, 
that I fhall always be ready to the beſt of my Power to further his 
Undertakings, bath by prudent Advice and warlike Aſſiſtance, Cc. 
And recommending them to make Alliances with the Duke of 
Brabant, his Couſin German, the Earl of Gueldre, the Biſhop of 
Lige, and other Princes on the Frontiers of France, the Ambaſ- 
ladors ſent Advice thereof to the King *, who requiring their Ad- 
vice and Aſſiſtance at home, order'd their Return. 

For theſe his extraordinary Services, and as a Recompence for 
the Hardſhips, Dangers, and Expences he had ſuſtain'd, he was 
the next Year following, in ꝰ a full Parliament held at Veſtminſter, 
advanc'd to the Title and Dignity of Earl of Sali/bury *', wiz. 16 
Martii, with a Grant of the yearly Rent of xx l. out of the Pro- 
ts of the County of I ils, to him and his Heirs for ever. Alſo 
for the better * ſupport of his Honour and Dignity, as Earl of 
balibury, he obtain'd a Penſion of a'thouſand Marks a Year, iſſu- 
ing out of the Cunage of Tin in the County of Cormwal, payable 
to him and the Heirs Male of his Body, eight hundred of which 
he was to enjoy, till the Caſtle and Mannor of Treubrugg, and 
other Mannors in the County of Milts (whereof he had obtain'd a 
Grant in Reverſion after the Death of Fobn de Narren, Earl of 
Surry, and Jean his Wife) came into his Hands. The other 200 

ks a year were to continue payable, till an Eſtate of the ſame | 
jearly Value, in ſome convenient Part of the Kingdom, was pro- 
vided for him by the King, or his Succeſſors. 

Soon after, King Edward reſolving to proſecute his Chim to 
the Crown of France, and it being thought neceſſary to contract 
freral Alliances, a Commiſſion was iſſued (bearing Date 19 A- 
75 11, Edw. III.) to this M illiam, Earl of Saliſbury ', William, 

| of Huntingdon, and Henry, Biſhop of Lincoln, to treat and 
aree with ſuch Noblemen, Perſons of Note, and others, as they 
ſhould think beſt, touching both Alliances and Retainers. They 
vere firſt order'd to Paris, to declare King“ Edward's Rightful 
Caim to the Crown of France; but if the French King ſhould 
prove untractable or averſe to Reaſon, then to pr to the 
Court of Prince Rupert, Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke of 
Bavaria, and the Emperor's Brother, to engage him on the behalf 
of England againſt King Philip. On their Arrival at Bolagne, 
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they receiv'd Orders from the King to ſtay their Journey thither, 
as who juſtly conceiv'd it might be hazardous, and expoſe them 
to the 2 of a paſſionate Prince, who had before threaten'd his 
Negotiators with Death (if ever they came again) when before his 
Coronation they were pleading the King of England's Right to 
that Crown in the Chamber of France. Wherefore leaving their 
Deſign of viſiting Paris, they bent their Courſe for Heinalt, where 
they renew'd the League with the young Earl of Heinalt, the Earl 
of Gueldre, and the Marquis of Juliers: And proceeding to Ce- 
ligne, made a like Agreement with Rupert, Duke of Bavaria, he 
undertaking to ſcrve King Edward againſt all Men living, the 
Emperor his Brother only excepted'®*; and withal ſettled the 
Proportion of Men and Arms each of them were to furniſh the 
King, together with the Stipends and Wages to be paid them. 
And whereas theſe Ambaſſadors, in making theſe Alliances and 
Retainers upon the King's Account, had obliged themſelves ta 
pay ſundry great Sums of Money; the King * indemnified them, 
their Heirs and Executors, of all thoſe Sums, and other things 
whereto they were ſo engaged. 

The King of France was ſo alarm'd at theſe Alliances, that he 
uſed all Endeavours to intercept the forefaid Ambaſſadors in their 
Paſſage home, both by placing a Garriſon in the Iſle of Cogan, 
and ſetting out ſeveral Men of War to Sea : Of which the King 
having Intelligence, directed his Writ to John de Ros, his Admi- 
ral, to fit up a Convoy of 40 ſtout Ships well Mann'd, to be at 
Dort in Holland, on Monday after Midſummer-day, to ſecure 
their Return. And foon after, this Earl *, by reaſon of his great 
Abilities in War, was join'd with Richard, Earl of Arundel, in 
the Conduct of the King's Army into Scotland, and were impow- 
ered 1 to conclude a, Peace. For which, and other his eminent 
Services, meriting highly, he * obtain'd a Grant, in Fee, of che 
Mannor of Beckle in Com. Oxon, after the Death of John di 
Handh ; as alſo of a Charter for a Fair yearly at his Mannor of 
Ringwoed, in Com, Southampt. upon the Eve, Day, and Morrow 
after the Feaſt of $t. Andrew the Apoſtle, 

The King was fo well advis'd by his Council to ſtrengthen him- 
ſelf with Alliances, that the fame Year (4 O.) another Com- 
miffion-* was iſſued to the faid Earl of Saliſbury, Robert, Earl of 
Suffolk, Fohn, Lord Darcy, Steward of the Houſhold, and Hey, 
Biſhop. of Lincoln, to treat thereupon with Lewis the Emperor. 
And that all Methods to obtain Peace might not be neglected, 
they * were allo conſtituted the King's Agents, to treat with the 
magnificent Prince the Lord Philip, the illuſtrious King of France 


(as he is ſtiled in the Commiſion) or his Deputies, touching his 
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Right to the faid Crown, whether it ought to remain to him, or 
King Edward: And by another Commiſſion, they * were im- 
powered to treat upon all Controverſies and Demands whatſoever, 
rating to the Dukedom of Aquitane, and other Parts beyond Sea, 
and alſo of a happy and perpetual Peace. | 
Hut theſe Offers being all rejected, and the King's Prefence 
in Nanders, this Earl 7 embarqu'd with the King (Ju- 
þ 16) at the Port of Orewel, near Harwich in Suffolk, with a 
royal Navy of 500 Sail, and many of the great Barons of Eng- 
land, with their Retinues; the King chooſing the moſt perſon- 
able of all his Nobility, to accompany him in this Expedition, 
thereby to gain the greater Reverence to the Eng/;jþ Nation from 
Strangers, who ſhould ſee their Proportion, Shape, and Stature. 
They arriv'd at Auttuerp, belonging then to the Duke of Brabart, 
on the 22d of July, where the King was met by that Duke, the 
Earl of Gueldre, the Marquis — the Lord John Heinatt, 
Uncle to the young Earl, and all others who were retain'd ; and 
People flock*d from all Parts to fee the King, and to obſerve the 
royal Magnificence of his Court. His Majefty continued abroad 
the whole Year, and gave the Emperor an Interview at Cologne,

In this 12th Year of the King *, in Conſideration of the emi- 
nent Services of this Earl, as well in Peace as in War, he obtain'd 
a Grant for his Life (bearing Date at Anttuerp, Sept. zoth) of the 
Office of Earl-Marſhal of Ergiand, then void by the Death of 
Thomas, Earl of Norfolb, the King's Uncle. And by reafon of his

The Enemy, notwithſtanding this Succeſs, never 
tempted to diſturb the Ear of Saliſbury in his Siege of Rennes , 
who continued before the Place, till his royal Maſter King Ed- 
wird came to him, having vow'd to take ſevere, Revenge for the 
Neath of his dear Friend, the Lord Robert of Artois. The King 
unded in Bretagne with ſuch numerous Forces, that Nantes, 
aner, and Rennes, were beſieged at one Time. His Majeſty 
mly ſtaid five Days before Rennes, and then returned to his 
Army, when having ravaged the Country and taken Dinant, 
te French King ſent his Son, the Duke of Normandy, with a 
geit Army to oppoſe him. This cauſed the King to recal his 
Forces from before Nantes and Rennes, and the Earl of Saliſbury 
pined the Army before Yannes, not being able to reduce the 
Town of Rennes, though he made ſeveral fierce Aſſaults on it; 
hut was ſo well defended by ſome of the moſt conſiderable Cap- 
tins of thoſe Days, that he could gain no Entrance into it. At 
kngth, after the two Armies had fronted one another for ſeveral 
Days, without any Action further than ſome light Skirmiſhes, 
lhe French not daring to attempt the Engib in their Camp) the 
Wet and Cold, and other Conſiderations, prepared the Minds of 
he two Kings, to accept the Mediation of the Pope, for a Truce 
tween England and France, to hold for three Years.

Afterwards 
this Earl * fought, with the greateſt Magnanimity, againſt thoſe 
Forces that were headed by the King of France in Perſon, and 
totally defeating them, the faid King, and his Son Philip, were 
taken Priſoners. | 

In 31 Edw, III. he continued ® +l] in the Wars of France, 
x he * did likewiſe in 33 Edw. III. when the King himſelf was 
there, with bis four Sons; and 'tis memorable, that on muſtering 
his Men between Sandwich and Dover, he declared aloud to all 
his chief Captains, and cauſed to be proclaimed thro* the Army, 
Dat it was his Reſolution to go over into France, and never to 
return again aliue, till either by Mar he ſhould have ended the 
Controverſy, or elſe obtain a Peace both to his Honour and Advan- 
tage ; otherwiſe that he would loſe his Life in the Attempt. And 
therefore (ſaid he) if there are any among you, that is not very wil- 
lng to partake with me in whatever God ſhall pleaſe to ſend us, Ho- 
uur or Diſhoneur, Peace or War, Life or Death; that Man hath 
ww my free Leave to depart. But all anſwered, They were re- 
ſolved to live and die with him. 

This Earl continued with the King in France the Year fol- 
bwing (34 Ew. III.) who ſo well ſucceeded in his victorious 
Progreſs, that * on the laſt Day of March, being the _— be- 
bre Eafter, he came with his Army before the City of Paris, 
and our Earl of Saliſbury *, with the Duke of Lancaſter, and the

L. the King him{cif leading the ſecond, and the Black Prince, 
with his three Brethren, the And on the Concluſion of the 
Peace the ſame Year, he* was one of the Great Men, who, with 
the King, took their Oaths for the Obſervation thereof. | 

In 43 Edw. III. he was the chief of thoſe named by the 
King, to accompany his Son Jabn, Duke of Lancaſter, in his 
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Voyage into France, againſt whom the Duke of Burgundy was 
ſent with ſo great an Army *, that the Exgliſß were but as 2 
Handful to them, yet he could obtain no Advantage; for having 
pitched his Tents near Calais, within a Mile of the Engliſb Army, 
after 19 Days ſtay, he diſlodged and went to St. s. On 
whoſe Departure, the Duke of Lancaſter returned to Calais, and 
having refreſhed his Army for three Days, marched thence to 
St. Omers, and the Country of St. Paul, and paſſing the River 
Some, entered the Countries of Yexin and Ewe, within the Arch- 
biſhoprick of Rohan; thence to Drepe and Harflew, with De- 
ſign to burn the French Fleet that lay there ; but the Earl of 
St. Paul entering the Town, before the Arrival of the Duke of 
Lancaſter, and the Earl of Saliſbury, ſecured the Haven, There- 
upon they returned through Ponthieu, where, before Abevill:, they 
took Priſoner Sir Hugh de Chaſtelom, Maſter of the Croſs-bows 
in France; who, with the Earl of St. Paul, had before taken it 
from the King of England: And having waſted the Country 
with Fire and Sword, as they paſſed to Calais, ſtaid there ſome 
Time, and taking Shipping, arrived in England about the Feaſt 
of St. Martin the Biſhop, 1. e.

III. when the Earl of Pembroke was taken Pri- 
ſoner, and by that Miſchance the King and his Council were in 
Fear that all Poiclan and Saintagne would be. loſt, the King or- 
dered the Earl of Saliſbury to go into thoſe Parts, with 500 Men 
of Arms beſides Archers ; but the Affairs of Bretagne coming on 
preſently, after, put it by, which King Edward repented of after- 
wards, as Authors obſerve, He attended the King, when *, 
in the fame Year, he took his Voyage to relieve Thowars, who 
direRing his Courſe towards Rochel, was not able to land, by rea- 
ſon of contrary, Winds and Tempeſts, but forced to return after 
nine Weeks being toſſed on the Sea. The Year following, on a 
Rumour that Jeuan Prince of Malis, Son of Prince Anu, 
was upon the Eli Coaſts with 6000 Men, deſigning to land, 
he * was appointed to guard the Seas, and at that Time was re- 
' tained by Indenture to ſerve the King *, with no leſs than 300 
Men of Arms, whereof 20 beſides himſelf were Knights, and 
te others, -Efquires ; as alſo with 300 Archers, In this Fleet 
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which conſiſted of 40 great Ships beſides Barges) © were 2009 

en of Arms, beſides Archers ; and departing from the Coaſts 
of Cormual, they made directly for the Port of St. Malo in 
Bretagne, where they burnt 7 huge Spaniſb Carracks. Thence 
they failed to Bre/t, and there relieved the Garriſon (where Sir 
Robert Knowles was beſieged) with Men and Proviſions ; after 
which they failed with Deſign to keep the Frontiers of Bretagne 
and Normandy, and being reinforced with 1000 Men of Arms, 
and 2000 Archers (on hearing the Garriſon of Breff had made a 
Compoſition with the Conſtable of France) he again directed his 
Courſe * to Breſt, and landing, ranged his Men in Battle Array 
to fight the French. Thereupon the Conſtable of France, who 
who had ſent a good Part of his Men into Picardy, and with 
others maintained a Siege beſore Becherel in Normandy, little 
thinking the Earl of Saliſbury could ſo quickly come to Breſt, ſtrong 
enough to give him Battle, laid aſide his Intention of going to Brei, 
which induced the Earl of Saliſbury to ſend a Herald to him, 
who delivered his Errand in theſe Words : 

Sir, my Lord the Earl of Saliſbury, and the other Lords of 
England, ſend you Mord by me, who am an Herald of Arms, how 
they underſtand, that ſome while ſince you laid Siege to the Caſtle of 
Breſt, and how 2 of 2 and Compoſitions . made between 
you and thoſe of the Garriſon, importing, that if they were not relieved 
hh « Dep, hich is now at hand, * ſhould deliver 
the Town and Caſtle into your Hands. ring Sir, it pleaſe 
yur to know, that they are now come before to heed their Day, 
md to defend the Place. And for your Part, they expect you ſhould 
repair to meet them ; which if you ſhall do, they promiſe you Battle 
without fail: But i F refuſe thus much, then they require you to 
ſnd them again fu oftages as you have upon this Account. 

Whereunto the Conſtable ſubtily anſwered : 

Herald, whereas you tell us how the Engliſh are come to give us 
Battle, you bring us good News, and are therefore welcome : You 
ſhall — Maſters alſo, that we are more deſirous to fight with 
them, than they can be with us ; but yet they are not in that Place 
where the Treaty was confirmed and authoriſed : Therefore let them 
how, that 1 71 came hither (to Nantes ) without fail 
w will pre with * 6 the 2 1 - 
ende meeting the Earl of Saliſlury, knowing that ngli 
Forces could not, without the greateſt Hazards, go as far as 
Nantes, where the Treaty was made. Whereupon the Earl of 


dalbury ſent back another Meſſage by the ſame Herald, which he 
us delivered: | 

Sir, Jam come again to 7 my Lords and Maſters, to 
whom I have related your firſt Anſwer from Point to Point :

had ſuch a Purpoſe, we ſhould demand good and ſufficient rs 
which ſhould be reſponſible for our Horſes again. Sir, (i *'e 
Herald) I have no Orders to ſay any thing as to.that Matter : Fr 
this, Sir, they commanded me to tell you, that if you will not yiel 
thus much, you cannot lawfully detain the Fleftages which ar; |, 
your Hands. IWherefore, Sir, in ſending them back, you will © 
honourably, as you ought to da. e Conſtable ſaid, he was not 
adviſed to do any ſuch thing; and fo the Herald returned to the 
Earl- of Saliſbury before 1 1 The Earl, after tarry ing till the 
Time limited was expired, entred Bra the Day following ; 
and having revictualled the Town, and greatly reinforced the 
Garriſon, he returned to his Ships, to keep the Marches and 
Frontiers on the Sea-Coaſts, as he had been commanded by the 
King to do. 

In 48 Edw. III. he © was one of the Embaſſadors ſent (with 
the Duke of Lancaſter, the Lord Cobham, and others) to Bruge 
in Flanders, to treat of a Peace with the French, which was 
managed on the Part of the King of France, by Lewis, Duke of 
Anjcu, Philip, Duke of Burgundy, and others, Which Treaty 
was carried on for two * full Years with incredible Expences, 
the Frenchmen all the while preparing at Home © for War, 
fitting and making of Arms of all ſorts, and providing all man- 
ner of Warlike Habiliments. A Truce was however made, and 
the Feaſt of All-Saints in 50 Edw. III. being appointed for 
another Meeting at Bruges, our Earl of Saliſbury was again 
there, and tarried the remainder of the Winter, and moſt part 
of the Lent following *, the Embaſladors keeping great State. 

On his Return he was conſtituted 1 (16 Faly) Admiral of 
the King's Fleet, from the Mouth of the River Thames to the 
Weſtward Parts: And on the zd of Jamary in 51 Edu. III. 
one of the Commiſſioners for N all able Men from 16 to 
60 Years of Age, in the County of Dorſet, to withſtand the 
Attempts of the French, then threatning an Invaſion. On the 
- 26th of April following, this Earl being again appointed one o 
the Embaſſadors for holding another Treaty with the French, 
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he came in good time to Calais, while on the other Side 
Sir William Dormer, Chancellor of France, with his Aſſociates, 
tarried at Montrevil ; and the Commiſſioners having Suſpicion of 
each other, neither Party would conſent to go to the other, and 
ſo the Time limited by the "Truce, viz. the firſt of May, elap- 
ſed. Thereupon this Earl, with the Duke of Bretagne, and 
their Company, tarried about a Month at Calais, when having 
a ſufficient Convoy, they ſet fail for England about the 
iddle of Fune ®, and on their Tanding, went immediately to 
Sheene in- Surry, where at that Time King Edward lay very 
fick, and departed this Life on 21 June, MCCCLXXVII. 

In the firſt Year of King Richard II. the Earl of Saliſbury * 
was aſſigned to ſecure the Coaſts of Southampton and Dorſet, 
zeainſt the Invaſion of the French: And the King commanded 
all his Liege Subjects in the faid Counties to be obedient and af- 
fiſting to him in all Things that he thought neceſſary or con- 
venient for their Defence. It alſo appears that he was the fame 
Yer * retained by Indenture to ſerve the King in his Wars be- 
yond the Seas, under the Conduct of Jahn of Gant, Duke of 
Laneafter (then King of Caftile) with 150 Men at Arms, 
whereof was 1 Banneret, 20 Knights, and the reſt Efquires ; 
u alſo with 150 Archers. But the Duke not adventuring, as 
was deſigned, this Earl (with the“ Earl of Arundel, by his Per- 
ſwaſion) put to Sea, and landing in Normandy, had the Town 
of Cherburgh (belonging to the King of Navarre, then an Enemy 
to the French) delivered to him, on condition to defend it 
z2aint the French, which having ſecured, he returned into Eng 
ind : But before the End of the Year he was again in the 
Wars of France: And the next Year following ? was conſtituted 
Governour of Calais, from whence he returned in 3 Ric.

ſearched every Chamber to find the King : But failing there- 
in, they departed from Windſor, and lay that Night at Col. 
« Brook, and made much People to go with them, by Force and 
by Treaty, ſaying King Richard was in their Company, and 
s ſome believed it, and ſome not. King Henry coming to the 
« Tower of London by a ſecret Way, went directly to Richard 
« of Baurdeaux, and ſaid, I have ſaved your Life with much 
« Pain, and now you would murther me by your Brother and 
* others ; but this Enterprize ſhall be Evil for you. Whereunto 
he replied, © as God might help him and fave his Soul, he knew 
nothing thereof, nor would ever defire other Eftate than he 
* was in. Then King Henry ſent for the Mayor of Londen, 
4 and other of his Friends, and ſhewed them all the Matter as it 
„% was. The King wrote to his Conſtable, the Earl of Northum- 
© berland, and to his Marſhal, the Earl of Mſtmoreland, and to 
all other Knights and Efquires into Efſex, and other Places, 
where he thought to have Aid of Men, and ſuch as heard 
thereof came to the King. 

«© Then the Earls of ingdon, and Saliſbury, and other of 
« their Affinity, drew —— for they ſaid. ĩt could not 
be otherwiſe, but that ſome of the Londoners loved King 
« Richard, and all fuch, they faid, would rome to take their 
« Part, Then they departed from Colbrook, and lodged at 
« Brentford, but no Londoner came to them, but all drew into 
e the City. When the Lords ſaw that, the next Morning they 
took their Way to St. Alban's, and tarried there a Day, and 
from thence went to Berkham/ted, reporting that Mazahn was 
King Richard, and ſo came to Cirencefter, where they 
one Night in Reſt and Peace, The next Morning, the Earl 
of Saliſbury, and the Lord Spencer, departed from the Earl of 
« Huntingdon, and the Earl of Kent, faying they would ride fur- 
* ther, to get and turn more Men to their Opinion, and to go 
„ and ſee the Lord Berkley, The Earl of Huntingdon began to 
treat with the Bailiff and Men of Cirenceſter, 2 King 
* Richard was delivered by the s, and that he would be 
there in two Days. The Bailiff (who had aſſembled a good 
Number of the Country) faid the contrary was true, and that 
* he had ſuch Tidings from King Henry, and would execute his 
Commands. Thereupon the Earl of Huntingdon arming him- 
< ſelf and his Men, thought to conquer them, and ſet the Town 
on Fire. The Bailiff on the other Part aſſembled his Men 
* (abcut 2000) and the Lords (by the Earl of ns 
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© them) had not above 300 Men, Howbeit they began Battle, 
% and the Earls and their Men being overcome, by the great 
Numbers of their nents, withdrew into the Houſes. 
Then the Bailiff and his Men environed their Lodgings where 
the two Earls were, and made ſuch Aſſaults that they entered 
« by Force, The Earl of Huntingdon defended himſelf valiant- 
ly, but was there lain, and with him the Earl of Kent. The 
« Men of Cirence/ter ſtruck off their Heads, and ſent them to 
« London, The Earl of. Saliſbury, and the Lord Spencer, came to 
& a like Concluſion ; for certain Knights and Efquires of the 
King took them where they were, and ſtruck off their Heads, 
and ſent them to London.” 

Being thus put to Death, his * Body was buried in the Abby of 
Cirenceſter, and there reſted till 8 Hen, V. that the King, upon 
the humble Petition of Maude his Widow, gave her leave to tran- 
ſlate it to the Abbey of Buſtlaſbam, in Com. Berks, of his An- 
ceſtors Foundation. His * Death happened on the 5th Day of 
Tard . viz. the Eve of the Epiphany, 1 Hen, IV. being then *

* Wilts. Of the Honour of Sherneton, and divers Knights 
ces thereto belonging, with the View of Frank- pledge, and Hun- 
dred of Sherneten ; as alſo of the Advouſions of the Churches of 
WWinterhorne, and Todeworth-Meles, with three Knights Fees in 
Upon demore, &c. all in Com.  Sout t. and Wilts. Allo 
the rs of Knolle, Thurlbere, La More, one Knight's Fee 
in Pontyngton, one Knight's Fee in Ea/?-Chelleworth ; of the Ad- 
vouſion of the Priory of Montacute, with the Cells of Carefwell, . 
St. Carrie, and Malpas; likewiſe of 120 J. yearly Rent, out of 
the Farms of thoſe Priories and Cells; of the Manour of Swere, 
with the Advouſion of the Church; 20 J. Rent in Hilleworth, 103. 
Rent in Blakemore, with the Wood of Blakemore, and Manour of 
Blakemere, called Newland, all in Com. Samer ſ. and Dorſet, of the 
Manour of Kerſyngton, in Com. Oxon, of the r of Crotham, 
> Acres of —— the Pariſh of Hurſt, — the Hundred 
Aer; two Knights Fees in-Hankford, And, laſtly, 
of Manours of Walfhe- Bykenore, and Lannorr, in Com. Heref. 
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Not long 'after his Death, the King taking notice, that a 
great Part of the Inheritance of Maude his Widow; was by him 
fold, and much compaſſionating the low Eftate of her and her 
Children, by reaſon of his Attainder, he, in the iſt of his Reign, 
granted unto her the Manour of Stokenham, with the Hundred of 
Calrigge, and free Burrough of Chedehngton, all in Com: Devon, 
Parcel of his faid Poſſe ſſions, and then valued at 100 J. per Annum, 
over and above all Repriſes. As alſo the Manour of Polhampton, 
an the ſame County, then in the Crown, by reaſon of his Forſei- 
ture, to hold for Term of her Life. This Earl was one of the 
Chief of that Set in his time, called Lollards, and the greateſt 
Phanatick of them all, faith 7. 1/al/ingham , being fo tranſported 
with Zeal, that he cauſed all the Images which were in the Cha- 
el at Shenele, there ſet up by Johm Aubrey, and Sir Allan Buxhull, 
is Wives former Huſbands, to be taken down and thrown in 
obſcure Places; only the Image of St. Catherine, in regard that 
many did affect it, he gave leave that it ſhould ſtand in his Bake- 
houke He married Maude. Daughter to Sir Adam Francis of 
Landon, Knight, Widow of John Aubrey, Son of Andrew Aubrey, 
as alſo Widow of Sir Allan Buxhull, Knight of the Garter, and 
had Iſſue by her two Sons, viz. Thomas, at the time of his Death 
12 Years of Age, and Richard, who died iſſueleſs; as alſo three 
Daughters, viz. Anne, firſt married to Sir Richard Hankford, Kt. 
ſecondly to Sir Jobn Lewes, Kt. and thirdly to Jahn Helland, 
Earl of Huntingden, and Duke of Exeter. By Sir Richard Hank- 
ford ſhe had a Daughter, married to Thomas Butler, Earl of Or- 
mond. By Sir Fohn Fitz-Lewes ſhe had Iſſue Elizabeth, married 
to Sir Jahn I ingfield of Letheringham, in Com. Suff. who! had 
by her thirteen Children, of whom eight were Knights. "The faid 
Anne died on the 5th of December, 1457, and was buried at &.. 
Catherines. Mary, zd Daughter of the Earl of Saliſbury, was 
married to J/illiam, Lord Ferrers of Groby ; and Elixabeth, young- 
eſt Daughter, was wedded to Robert, Lord Willoughby of Eresby. 
Thomas Montagu, eldeſt Son of the beforemention'd Earl of 
Saliſbury, was the greateſt Hero of the Age, and by many noble 
Acts and great Atchivements became the Darling of his Country. 
In 2 Hen, IV. the King having Compaſſion on his Youth, and 
the low Eſtate he was in by the Attainder of his Father ®, granted 
to him the Manours of Crarbam, in Com. Berks ; Warblynton, 
Adore, and Huniton in Com. ag," Knolle in Com. Somerſet ; 
Paworthy, Okeford, and St. Mary-Cliffe, in Com. Devon, (part of 
his Father's Lands) to enjoy till he ſhould accompliſh his ful 
Age. And the next enſuing Year, in Augmentation thereto, 
granted him the Manour of J/atyngwe!l in the e of Wight. 
This Thomas having married Alianore, the 4th Daughter of 
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amd, Earl of Kent, Siſter and Coheir to Edmund, Earl of 
nt, upon Partition of the Lands of her Inheritance in 10 Hen. 
V. » had for her Purparty the Manour of Ware, in Com. Hertf. 
en juxta Cole-W:/ton, in Com. Northampt. with certain Paſ- 
tures in Com, Elor. «FI SY 
Alſo in 12 Her. IV. had a farther Aſſignation (for her ſaid 
Purparty) v of the Manour of Sommerton, in Com. Somerſet, with a 
certain Fee-Farm Rent of Liv /. per Annum from the Biſhop of 
Bath and Wells, fox the Manours of Ceddere, Cungreſbury, and 
Arebrigge, in Com, Somerſet, and xxx l. x1115. IV d. yearly, out 
of the Fee-Farm of the Town of Baſyng /loke, with the Hundred, 
in Com. Southampt. 1 1 

In 2 Hen. V. he was join'd Embaſſadot with the Biſhops of 
Durham, and Norwich, to ſettle a firm and laſting Peace betwixt 
the Eg and French, and to demand in Marriage the Lady 
Catherine, Daughter to the French King. But it took no effect; 
and the French Writers ſay, that they were told, that the King 
had no leiſure to think on that Buſineſs. In the fame Year, in the 
Parliament then held, he endeavour'd to reverſe * the Jud 
given in 2 Hen. IV. againſt his Father, but did not ſucceed, 

In 4 Hen. V. he was by Indenture*, retain'd to ſerve the King, 
in Defence of the Town of Harflew, (then beſieg d) for one 
quarter of a Year. And embarquing at Nye, with the Duke of 
Bedford, the King's Brother, and divers other Nobles, came with 
200 Sail of Ships, on the Day of the Aſſumption of our Lady, to 
the Mouth of the River Seyne, where they engag'd the French Fleet 
and, after à long Fight, gain'd an entire Victory, ſinking and 
taking the whole Navy of France, which, with Hulks, Sc. a- 
mounted to 500 Sail. On this Succeſs, they landed without Im- 
pediment, refreſh'd the Garriſon of Harflew both with Victuals 
and Money ; and the French raiſing the Siege, return'd to 
England, with many Priſoners and Booty, as well in Ships, as 
Proviſion for the dea; and were receiv'd with great Triumph and 
G 


Hen. V. the King taking Sbig at Portſmouth with a pu- 
ifant Army, about the end of July *, this Earl of Salz at- 
tended him ?, with a 100 Spears, and 300 Archers, And being 
Conductor of the King's ſecond Battle, whilſt the Nuke of Clan- 
ceter beſteg'd the Caſtle of Tingue *, he wan the Caſtle of Dans - 
willers, which was ſurrender'd to him * by Sir Richard Tournebu, 
Kat. on 17th of Auguſt, 1417. After which he join'd the King's 
Army before Caen in Normandy, who had fo great a Senſe of 


* r 1 — 
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his Services, that on 26th of Sept. following, he had © a Grant of 

the Caſtle and Lordſhip of D' Anvillers, to him and the Heirs male 
of his Body, and all the other Caſtles, Lands and Lordſkips ad- 
jacent, except the Lordſhip of D' Ange, which the King had be- 
fore granted to his Brother Thomas, Duke of Clarente, and his 
Heirs. He was a principal Commander at the Siege of Caen“, 
his Quarters being affign'd on the . 8 right Hand, and on the 
Surrender thereof, commanded in Chief before Faloize, which 
ſurrender'd to him on the zoth of December. 

In 6 Hen. V. beſieging the Town of Freney ', he gave Battle 
to the French, who came to relieve it, flew of them near five 
thouſand, and took Priſoners the Mareſchal de Rows, with many 
other noble Perſons, and ſix hundred Archers. The fame Year 
he was at the Siege of Rohan , and had his Quarters affign'd a- 
bout the Abbey of St. Catharine's; and was one ® of the Com- 
miſſioners on the Part of the Exgliſl, that agreed on the Articles 
for the Surrender of that capital Town, which held out from 
Lammas to Chriſimas. During the Siege, the King alſo conſti- 
tuted him | one of the Commitſioners to treat with the Dauphin 
of France about a Peace, and a Marriage between the Princeſs 
Catherine, Daughter to the King of that Rein, and Henry, King 
of En land, 
| The Inſtructions given to theſe Commiſſioners, I ſhall ſet forth 
Literatim *, as they are curious, and diſcover the Manner of thoſe 
Times.

Accordingly on the 16th of November, the Earl of Salfbury ', 
— Lord - Grey, Malter Hungerford, Philib Morgan, Rouland 
ale, William Allington, and Fohn Stokes, met the Ambaſſa- 
dors of the Dauphin at Alungon, and after divers Conferences, both 
Parties were diſſatisfied, and the T'reaty was broke off, without 
coming to any Concluſion. The Earl of Salſbury on his Return, 
was conſtituted Lieutenant-General of the whole Dutchy of Ver- 
mandy,. and, continuing in France, was ſo intent in ſerving his 
Country, that the Winter Seaſon did not impede thg Succeſs of his 
Arms. For on-the-25th of February, the Town and Fortreſs of 
Honnefleu ſurrender d to him; after which he ® took Monfleur de 
Villiers, Ewe, Gurney, the New Caſtle, and generally all Places 
thereabouts. In Conſideration of which eminent Services, he had 
* a Grant to himſelf and his Heirs male (26 April, 7 Hen. V.) 
of the Earldom of Perch in Normandy, with Power of Life and 
Death, and all Knights Fees, Advouſions of Churches, Abbeys, 
Priorys, Hoſpitals, Chantrys, Oc. and all Appurtenances, c. 
thereto belonging, preſenting a Sword to the King, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors, at the Caſtle of Caen, on St. George's Day, every Year 
for ever. And obliging himſelf to find a number of Men and 
Archers, proportionable to the yearly Value of the faid County, 
to march with the King and his Succeſſors, or Lieutenant of Mor- 
mandy, during the preſent War; and at the end thereof his Ser- 
vices to ceaſe. *Tis recited in the Preamble to this Grant, That 
** the King duly conſidering and weighing the Ads and noble 
„Exploits of all who had commendably ferv'd him, deſired to 
„ the utmoſt of his Power, to Honour and Reward them accord- 
ing to their Deſerts. But he deſired more earneſtly to Reward 


«* thoſe, whom he found more forward than others, in the reco- 


« vering of his Rights and Privileges. And the more obedient

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Theſe great Succeſſes brought the Duke of Burgundy to ſend 
Letters and Ambaſſadors to the King of England , & adverti- 
« ſing, that if he would perſonally come to a Communication, 
„ to be had between him and Charles the French King, he 
«* doubted not but by his only Means, Peace ſhould enſue.“ 
And thereupon a Place of Interveiw being appointed beſide the 
River S$-ynz, our Earl of Saliſbury waited on the King, who 
received the Duke of Burgunay, Habe} the French Queen (the 
King her Huſband being ill) and the fair Princeſs Catherine, her 
Daughter, with their Nobles, under a large Tent of blue and 

cen Velvet, embroidered with two Antelopes, one drawing an 
Fort- Mil and the other ſitting in an high Stage with a Branch 
of Olive in his Mouth, and decked with this Motto, After bu 
Labour, cometh viftorious Reft 9, When Salutations were paſt, 
the Commiſſioners of both Parties (whereof the Earl of Sal;/- 
bury was one) met ſeveral times in a Payilion affigned them, but 
came to no Concluſion, 

Nevertheleſs the next enſuing Year (8 An, V.) the Treaty 
was again renewed, and this? Earl was one of the Ambaſſadors 
ks King's Uncle, the Duke of Exeter, and others, who 
with 4500 Horſe came to the City of Treys in Champaign, 21 
March, and were welcomed by the French King, the Queen; 
and the Princeſy Catherine, with great Signs and Tokens of Love 
and Amity; fo that at length it was concluded, That King 
Henry of England ſhould come to Troys, and marry the Lady 
Catherine, and that the King of France ſhould make him Heir of 
his Realm, Crown and Dignity. Accordingly, on the zd of June 
following, the royal Couple were married with great Solemnity, 
before the high Altar in St. Peter's Church: And the Enęliſb made 
ſuch Triumphs (as 3 French Writers affirm) that the Nobles of 
Krance more maryeP'd at their Honour and Glory, than they 
difdained or maligned at their own Fortune. 

Soon after, our Ear] of Saliſlury was at the Siege of Mahn on 
the Sens, at which were preſent both the Kings of England, and 
France, the young King of Scots, the Duke of Burgundy, and all 
the Nobles of England.

This News being brought to the Duke of Bed- 
ford, and the Earl of Sah/bury (who was more immediately con · 
cern'd, as being within his Dominion of Perch) they immediately 
after the Delivery of Nur, ſet forward, and engag'd the French 
28th of Auguft, 1425, gaining a compleat Victory, no-lefs than 
9700 French and Scots being ſlain, and among the Priſoners Was 
the Duke of Alangon himſelt. Among the Slain were fifteen Earls 
and Lords of France, and of the Scott, the Earl of Douglas (lately 
made Duke of Tourain) the Earl of Boughan (newly made Con- 
ſtable of France) and no leſs than 2700 of that Nation, of Name 
and Arms, beſides others; as Montjey, King at Arms in France, 
and the Englib Heralds, there preſent, reported. The French 
within the Town of Vernoile, perceiving the ill Succeſs of their 
boaſted Enterprize, and havipg no hopes of Relicf, immediately 
ſurrender'd, capitulating only for their Lives. 

This Victory brought great Reputation on the Eli Arms, 
and ſeveral Towns and ſtrong Caſtles ſurrender d without Aſſault.

Whereupon being fur- 
niſh'd with Artillery, Ammunition, &c. requiſite for fo great a 
Siege, he ſet forward with the Earl of & fal, the Lord Taſbot, 
and other valiant Captains; and entring the Country of Beauſc, 
took by Aſſault the Town of Yainville ; but many of the French 
flying to the Caſtle, held it out five Days, and then ſurrender'd ;

This Bulwark being thus ob- 
tained, the Earl* was ſure that neither Man nor Victual could 
paſs into the City, having caſt Trenches quite round it, and plan- 
ted Ordnance in part, where he perceiv'd it would moſt 
effect the Beſieged. the Tower, at the Bri „before 
mentioned, was a high Chamber full of Barrs of Iron, through

Henry VI. in the twentieth Year of his Reign; which do mani- 
feſt, that by reaſon Alice his Wife was Daughter and Heir to the 
before ſpecified Thomas de Montacute, Earl of Snliſbury ; and that 


he had Iſſue by her (the alſo then living) he ought to enjoy that 
Title for Term of Life, And his Heirs by her were Earls of Sa- 
Ebury, and one of his younger Sons Marquis of Montagu.

Authority and Account, Credit and Countenance in the- Houſe 


of Commons, that a Bill of the King's for Subſidies not paſſing, 


he was ſent for to his Majeſty, who ſaid to him, Ho “ Will 

not let my Bill 7756 And laying his Hand on his Head (kneeling 
before him) faid, Get my Bill to paſs by fuch a Time to Morrow, 
or elſe by ſuch a Time this Head of yours ſhall be off. He conſi- 
dering the Danger wherein he ſtood, in regard of the Diſpleaſure 
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df ſuch an enraged Prince, wrought fo effectually, that before the 
Time preſcribed, the Bill paſs'd with the Approbation of the 
Houſe, and his Sovereign's Content. In 23 Hen. VIII. he was 
called to the Degree of Serjeant at Law, and with others then 
elected, kept ſuch a magnificent Feaſt at Eh-Houſe, for five 
Days, that it wanted little of a Feaſt at a Coronation, the King 
and Queen, and the whole Court, honouring them with their 
Company. In 29 Hen. VIIT. he was conſtituted the King's Ser- 
jeant at Law, and had the Honour of Knighthood conferr'd on 

im the Year following (30 Hen. VIII.) and advanced to that 
great Office of Lord Chief- Juſtice of the Court of King's-Bench.

dral of Bath, and by his laſt Will and Teſtament, deſired to be

of King James I. and was one of the prime and principal Pro- 
pounders and Proſecutors of Buſineſs, for the good of the Church 
and Com mon- wealth, in the firſt Parliament of his Reign “, ſe- 
conding Sir Robert M roth, who ſpoke on their firſt meeting about 
Grievances, and beſides thoſe he mentioned, prayed that ſome 
Care might be taken to remedy, firſt, The Burden, Vexation and 
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Charge of Commiſſary Courts; ſecondly, The Suſpenſion of ſome 


learned and grave Miniſters for Matters of Ceremony, and for 


preaching againſt Popiſh Doctrine; thirdly, Depopulations and In- 
claſures. He was alſo one of the firſt named in the Committee, 
to whom it was referred to conſider, Firſt, The Confirmation of the 
Book of Common-Prayer.

Thirdly, The 
general Abuſe and Grievancę of Purveyors and Cartakers. Fourthly, 
Particular and private Patents, commonly called Monopolies. Fifthly, 
Diſpenſations with Penal Statutes. Sixthly, Tranſportation of Or- 
dinance. Seventhly, The Mrit of Quo Titulo ingreſſus, &c. and 
Abuſes in the Exchequer, 

And was likewiſe of the Committee for continuing, repealing, - 
and reviving of Statutes, as alſo at the Head of thoſe Members 
who managed a Conference with the Lords, about the proper 
Means for aboliſhing the Court of Wards, which both Lords and 
Commons conceived to be of the greateſt Concern to them, as 
every Man's eldeſt Son and Heir (the d:are/t Thing he hath in the 
Wirld) was by a Prerogative warranted, by the Laws of the Land, 
fo be in Ward to the King for his Body and Lands, than which they 
conceived (to a Free Nation) nothing was mire grievous.

Defire and Reſolution might be, not to proceed by way of Bill, but by 
way of Petition to his Majeſty, for Licence to treat, &c. which was 
conſented to. Yet this Court, ſo extraordinary in its Nature, 
was not taken away *till the Reſtoration of King Charles II. 

Of his further Proceedings in Parliament, I ſhall only obſerve, 
that in 3 Fac. I. he was the principal Promoter of keeping a Day 
of Publick Thankſgiving on every 5th of November, as a thankful 
Remembrance of our happy Dehverance from the Gun-powder 
Treaſon.

* Prayer, and reading of Scriptures, as alſo ſinging of two Pſalms 
* after Supper in the Hall. Upon the Lord's- Day his Family 
attending to and from the Church. He and they, Winter and 
“% Summer, were preſent there, at or before Nine of the Clock in 
« the Morning, and preſently after One in the Afternoon ; by 
„which means he never enforced Miniſter or People to weary 
& themſelves to wait for his coming, but, by his Example, did call 
upon them to be more forward and timely in God's Service, 
and the Parts thereof. After Evening-Prayer the Notes of the 
* Sermons were repeated in the Hall, by ſome one of his Servants, 
* before the Family appeared in his Preſence, who were then 
* Catechiſed by his Lordſhip's Chaplain, and with ſinging of 
5 Plalms and Prayers, concluded the Day, + - +." 
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„ The rudeſt in his Houſe feared to be known to him to 
ce either Swearer, Drunkard, or any ſuch kind of lewd Liver; 
'& ſuch he caſt out of his Service: by which means, and his own w. 
* conſcionable Endeavours, he had ſuch Servants as were a Credit, 
* Comfort and Commodity to him. Lal n 
He was a Patron to Men of Letters and Merit, beſtowing 

5 the Livings in his Gift to learned Men, ſuch as he knew de- 
* ſerved them, of which this Inſtance (among others) may ſuffice, 
* When Hrchton Parſonage fell void, although he had an Houſ- 
* hold Chaplain, yet he ſent to Cambridge for Mr. Eftwick, a 
„Man ſcarce known to him, only on the Commendation he had 
4 heard of his Learning and Piety ; and to content his Chaplain, 
& he gave him a good Library, and Preferment in a ſhort” Time 
after. But ſuch was his Deteſtation of Pluralities and Non- 
* reſidency, that (though he exacted no other Covenant) he ever 
required, if they took any other Living, they ſhould return his 
* again, And his Reſpect and Regard to God's Miniſters was 
& ſuch, that his Houſe was a Reſort of many famous Divines, 
* who beſides their kind Entertainment, received of his Bounty 
« rich Rewards, 

He was a moſt tender Father (keeping his eldeſt Son and 
Succeſſor, and others of his Children under his Eye, till he ſent 
© them to ary Br gn College in Cambridge) an excellent Maſter, 
% a good and kind Landlord, eaſy of Accefs, of a fair and loving 
„ Deportment towards all, yet kept the Secret of his Heart to 
& himſelf. He was a ſtrict Obſerver of the Laws, and acquired 
much Honour by many Works of Juſtice and Charity. His 
& Humility appeared by his worthy Deportment in the Face of 
&* his Country, ſo honourable, and managed with ſuch true Ho- 
4 neſty, grave Moderation, and Noblenefs of Spirit, as gave 
4 great Content. And his Patience was very remarkable, in all 
2 Events He thought an Injury no Injury, if not ſo taken, and 
* therefore endured the Ungratefulneſs of many he had ſerved, 
&* without any Perturbation, Such was his Lordſhip's Goodnels 
& and Charity, that he did not oniy to the Good, to make 
© them better, but alſo to the bad, leaſt they ſhould grow worſe, 
& and by his Bounty and Beneficence cheered, comforted, and 
&© refreſhed many. He bore the Loſs of dear and beſt beloyed 
&* Friends patiently and invincibly. The Death of his ſecond 
% Lady touch'd him moſt ſenſibly ; a Lady that ſcarce gave any 
« Servant a diſdainful or reproachful Word, full of Bounty and 
good Deeds, a Mother fo truly affectionate to her Children, 
that ſhe nouriſh'd them with her own Breaſts, a rare Example 
“ and ſuch a Wife to his Lordſhip, that ſhe was a Crown of 
« Bleflings to him. His eldeſt Son died in June 1641, in the 
« 22d Year of his Age, as proper, as perſonable, as amiable a 
Gentleman as moſt in England; yet he bore the Loſs with fin- 
4 gular Piety and Patience, as the following Anſwer to a Letter 
* of the Miniſter of #e&y on that Occaſion ſhews, © 1 
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I thank you for your Letter. I know Sathan hath- never more 
Advantage, than upon Diſcontents ; and therefore I have ſet you down 
fome of my Meditations upon the Death of my Son Chriſtopher, what 
aſe I make of it. It is only the Lord that Ben Evils to come, 
It is his Providence to take away this my Son, that he might not be 
mangled in the Evils to come And ery | ſeeing it hath pleaſed 
him to ſhetu this his good Pleaſure and Will, there remaineth now 
nothing for me, but Willingneſs to ſubmit unto it. He that endureth 


am thing, will endure it quietly, when he knoweth it is the Will of 


God, and conſiders whatever befals him, comes from his Pleaſure. [ 
Dope I ſhall never mind any Grief ſo much as to forget God's Mercy, 
er mine own Duty, but ſhall find more of God in Trouble, then when 
Jam out of Trouble, The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away, 
His Fudgments are right, and in Faithfulneſs he hath afflifted me, 
The Lord make me all the Daies of my appointed Time, to watte till 
my changing come. Let your Prayers be continued for me and mine, 
and ſo I reft your very loving Freind,

His Houſe-keeping was liberal and bountiful, not only to the 
Rich, but to the Poor, and it's ſcarce credible how many he 
fed. *Tis reported, that a hired Coachman of London, coming 
at Chri/tmas to my Lord's Houſe with Dr. Vrighi a Phyſician, 
* and ſeeing Multitudes ſerved, told at his Return, that he had 
ſcen at the leaſt 1200 People ſerved in a Day at my Lord Meon- 
* tagu's Gate; which being not credited, a Wager was laid of it 
of 10 l. and brought to a Trial, and prov'd. 

&* He has left laſting Monuments of his Charity: To Sidney- 
* College in Cambridge he gave Lands of 15 J. per Ann. To the 
Poor of diverſe Towns he gave Land for ever. Ten Gowns 
he beſtowed yearly on poor Widows. His Cottages paid no 
* Fines, and Rents fo ſmall, that ſcarce deſerved the Name of 
„ Rents, and kept the Owners continually at Work, and the 
© pooreſt of them had Bread, Broth, Beer, and broken Meat; 
« ſo that in fourteen Years, a Collection for the Poor in his 
« Neighbourhood was never known. He built a fair Hoſpital at 
„ Heebh, having a common Orchard and Garden, as alſo ſeveral 
% quickſet Gardens for cight Perſons, and endowed it with Lands, 
« allowing to the Vicar of the Pariſh 1. 6s, 8 d. for the over- 
« ſeeing of them; to the Pariſh-Clerk 5 f. per Annum; to the 
* chief Hoſpital Man or Maſter, 2 s. 64. per Week; to each of 
the others, 25. per Week; alſo to each of them 3 d. weekly, 
to buy Meat with to dine together on the Lord's Day: Like- 
« wiſe to each of them a blue Gown every ſecond Year, and to 
„two Women to be careful of them, 4 [ per Annum And to 
provide them for Firing (for whilſt he lived he ſent them in 
*« whatſoever they ſpent) 4 J. yearly. Which Maſter, Brethren, 
% Sc, he put under good Orders and Regulations in ſeventeen 
Articles to be obſerved,” Thus far the Manuſcript, but it muſt 
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be omitted, that this good and noble Peer, ſtanding firm in his 
Lo to King Charles I. was at the beginning of thoſe unhappy 
Troub ſeized on by the Command of the Members who fat at 
We/tmin/ter, and made Priſoner in the Savoy, near to the Strand, 
in the Suburbs of London, where he departed this Life, 1 5 Fam, 
1644. The Lord Clarendon: relates , that whenever they found 
any Perſon of Duality inclined to the King, or but diſinclined to them, 
they immediately ſeized on his Perſon, and ſent him m great Triumph 
to the Parliament; who committed him to Priſon, with all Circum- 
flances of Cruelty and Inhumanity. Thus they took Priſoner the Lord 
Montagu of Boughton, at his Houſe in Northamptonſhire, a Per- 
fon of great Reverence, being above fourſcore Years of Age, and of 
wnblemſh'd Reputation, for declaring himſelf ye * with their 
diſobedient and undutiful Proceedings againſt the King, and more 
exprefly againſt their Ordinance for th Alita ; and notwith/tanding 
he had a Brother of the Houſe of Peers, &c. was committed to the 
Tower a cloſe Priſoner ; and though he was afterwards remitted ta 
more Air, he continued a Priſaner to his Death. | 
Sir Philip Warwick, in his Memoirs of King Charles I. gives 
this Account of his Lordſhip. The Family of the Montagu's was 
a noble worthy Family, and of a leading Con/ideration in Northamp- 
tonſhire. I had ſix Brothers, fiur remarkable for ſeveral Quali- 
fications, The eldeſt Brother was the Lord Montagu of Boughton, 
a Man of a plain drwnright Engliſh Spirit, viz. of a fleady Cou- 
rage, of a devout Heart, and a true Son of the Church of England; 
yet fo ſevere and regular in his Life, that he was by the moſt reckoned 
amongſt the Puritans ; and yet ſo 22 he was to the Liturgy of the 
Church LA England, that when he had married his elde Son to Se- 
cretary Winwood's eldeſt Daughter, who . not the Common 
Prayer, which he uſed twice daily in his Houſe, he would ſay to her, 
Daughter, if you come to viſit me, I will never aſk why you 
come not to Prayers; but if you come to cohabit with me, Pray 
with me, or not live with me. Vie liued amongft his Neighbours 
h great Hoſpitality, and no Man was more knowing in the Coun- 
try Affairs (whether it was in relation to the King's Service, or the 
common Admimftration of Fuſtice, as at the Aſſrzes, and ſuch other 
Meetings) than he was. He was a great Benefattor to the Town of 
Northampton, and bore ſuch Sway there, that turned every thing 
at his Beck, and the Multitude or Vulgars flach d about him when 
be came to Town, as if he had been their topical Deity. In Parlia- 
ment he was never forward to the Court, nor forward to flatter it ; 
but was obſerved always to countenance the eſtabliſh'd Laws, rather 
than to be apt to make new Changes, whether in Church or State; 
and after he had waited once or twice upon the King at Whitehall, 
they ſaw him there no more. This was the common Courſe of his 
Life. This good Lord, when our Troubles new broke forth, was 
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wery aged : But being Lord Lieutenant of Northamptonſhire, the 
King, when he was at York, had ſent bim his Commiſſion of Ar- 
ray, and he readily acknowledged the Authority, and was putting it 
in Execution. But Northampton being nigher London than York, 
and thoſe at London being much troubled, that a Man of Reputa- 
tion, and againſt whom they had not the leaſt Thing to charge, ſhould 
influence thoſe Countries, they ſent a Party of Horſe for him, to 

mg him - a Priſoner ; and this was juſt about the time when the 
Earl of Eflex was marching out with his glorious Army again/t the 
King. This good Lord met this great General about Barnet, - upon 
the Highway, and the Lord of Eſſex flopp'd his Coach, intending 
to go and ſalute him; but as ſoon as my Lord Montagu heard of it, 
he commanded his Geachman to drive away, and ſaid, This was not 
a Time for Compliments ; which was a true Pizce of Engliſh 
Bravery and Loyalty ; and fo diſappointed the General's Civility. 
When he came to London, and was brought before the Committee of 
State, he aſſerting the Legality of his Obedience to his Majeſty, they 
{ complimenting bis former Courſe of Life, as an eminent Patriot, 
though now diſaffefted) told him they muſt now detain him a Priſoner, 
but it ſhould be in his tm Daughter's Houſe, the Counteſs of Rut- 
land; which he utterly refuſed, and ſaid, If he deſerved to be a 
Priſoner, he deſerved to be ſent to a Priſon ; and in concluſion 
evould not be ſent to her Houſe (for ſhe was buſy in the Parliament 
Cauſe, and ſ her Houſe was irkſome to him) until the Warrant 
NE her Houſe his Priſon, which the Lady was much diſgrunt- 

d at. | | | 

This noble Lord married three Wives, firſt Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Sir John Teffery, of Chitingley, in Com. Suſſex, 
Ke. at that time Lord Chief-Baron of the Exchequer, and of Alice 
his Wife, Daughter and Heir of John Ap/ley, k ; by whom he 
had Iſſue an only Daughter Elizabeth, married to Robert, Lord 
Willoughby, of Ereſby, after Earl of Lindſey. He ſecondly married 
Frances, Daughter of Thomas Cotten, of Connington, in Com. Hunt. 
Eſq; (Siſter to the famous Sir Robert Cotton, Kt. and Bart.) by 
whom he had Iſſue three Sons, Chriſtopher, who died unmarried, 
Edward his Succeſſor in his Honour, and Milliam; alſo a Daugh- 
ter Frances, married to Fohn, Earl of Rutland, His third Wife 
was Anne, Daughter to John Crouch of Cornbury, in Com. Hertf. 
Efq; but by her he had no Iſſue. 

William Montagu, youngeſt Son, was Attorney-General to 
Queen Catherine, Conſort of King Charles II. in the 15th Year * 
of which Reign he was elected Treaſurer of the Middle Temple, 
whereof he was a Member, and was afterwards conſtituted Lord 
Chief-Baron of the Exchequer, in which high Station he continued 
till April 21, 1686, when his Quietus was ſent him, for not 
complying with King James II. and giving his Opinion that the 
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Feſt and Penal Laws could not be taken off without the Conſent 
of King and Parliament. He afterwards lived retired, highly 
eſteemed for his Integrity, unbounded Charity, and other Chriſtian 
Virtues, He married Mary, Daughter of Sir Jahn Aubrey, Knt. 
and Bart. by whom he had Iſſue //ilkam Montagu, Eſq; his Son 
and Heir, who. married Anne, ſole Daughter and Heir of Richard 
Evelyn, of Wadcat, in Com. Surr. Eſq; alſo a Daughter - - - - 
married to - - - « Drake, Eſq; and ſecondly to Samuel Trotman, 
of Siſtan, in Com. Glouc. Eſq; and departed this Life in the 89th 
Year of his Age, 27 Aug. 1706. 

Edward, Lord Montag, ſucceeded his Father, Arno Dom. 1644, 
and in the Year 1646 was nominated by the Houſe of Lords, with 
the Earl of Pembroke, and the Earl of Denbigh, ® Commiſſioners, 
to receive the King's Perſon from the Scots, and with ſuch Guards 
as they (with ſix Members of the Houſe of Commons, Commiſ- 
fioners on their Part) ſhould think convenient, to conduct him to 
Holmeby-Houſe. But his Lordſhip oppoſed the bringing of that 
unfortunate Monarch to a publick Trial, and both He and his Sons 
heartily en in the Reſtoration of King Charles II. Edward, 
his eldeſt Son, had a great Share in that ice, and undertook 
an unpleaſant Voyage to C gen, on purpoſe to diſpoſe Admi- 
ral Montagu after Far] of Sandwich) to lay hold of the firſt Op- 
portunity to ſerve his Majeſty ; as the Earl of Clarendon relates: 
And Whithck gives an Account, That he went often to the King, 
and made Terms for General Montagu and others, which were ho- 
naurabiy performed, but he himſelf was not ſo well requited for his 
Services, as thoſe for whom he atted. "Tis © certain he carried to 
his Majeſty the firſt News, That the Officers of the Fleet were 
ready to receive and obey his Orders, even before the Parliament 
aſſembled. 

He was à very fine Gentleman in Perſon and Addrefs, and 
King Charles II. conſtituted him Maſter of the Horſe to his Queen, 
on the Settlement of her Houſhold ; but being diſmiſ'd from that 
Poſt, and going a Voluntier to Sea in the ſecond Dutch War (with 
his Kinſman, the brave Earl of Sandwich) was lain in the Attack 
of the Dutch Eaft-India Ships, in the Port of Bergen, in Nor- 

„the third Day of Augu/t, 1665, in the 25th Year of his Age. 
The Lord Montagu, his Father, lived moſtly at his Country: 
Seat after the Reſtoration, neither was it very pleaſing to him that 
his Sons en in the Service of the Court. His Lordſhip de- 
parted this Life in the ſixty- ſeventh Year of his Age, on the roth 
of January, 1683, and was buried at Weekly. Anne, his Lady, 
died in the Year 1634, and was buried in Little St. Bartholomew's 
Church, London. She was ſole Daughter to Sir Ralph Winwoed, 
Kt. Principal Sec of State to King James I. and at length 
his Heir. They had Iſſue Edward Montagu, their Son and Heir 
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before mentioned, who died unmarried ; his Grace Ralph, late 
Duke of Montagu ; and an only Daughter Eliaabeth, married ta 
Sir Daniel Harvey, Knt. Ambaſſador to the Grand Signior at 
| antinople, An. Dom. 1668. x F 
Which Ralph, late Duke of Montagu, ſucceeded his Father as 
Lord Montagu, Anno Dom. 1683 ; and for his eminent Abilitics 
was created Viſcount Mont- Herrfier, and Earl of Montagu, by 
King William and Queen Mary; and by Queen Anne, Marquis 
of Mont-Hermer, and Duke of Montagu. He had his Education 
in Meſtminſter School, and whilſt there, wrote a Latin Elegy on 
the Death of Henry, Lord Haſtings, eldeſt Son of Ferdinand, 
Earl of Huntingdon, publiſh'd An. 1650, under this Title, Lachry- 
me Muſarum, &c. In the Year 1665 he ſucceeded his Brother, 
as Maſter of the Horſe to Queen Catherine, and in the Spring of 
the Year 1669, was ſent Ambaſſador extraordinary to the French 
King. He made his publick Entry the 25th of April, with a 
more than common Appearance, for the Honour of his Country, 
and the Grandure of his Mafter, having 74 Pages and Footmen 
in rich Liveries, 12 led Horſes with their Furniture, 24 Gentle- 
men on Horſeback, and 18 Exgliſb Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
Quality, in 4 rich Coaches with 8 Horſes each, and two Chariots 
with 6, made as fine and as coſtly, as Art and Workmen could 
contrive. He was conducted in the French Coach of State, and 
this Train, to his Audience of the King, who received him with 
ſeveral Marks of. Diſtinction, and particular Reſpect, unuſual in 
the like Caſes. He was entertained at Dinner publickly by the 
Duke of Orleans, and treated in the moſt ſplendid and magnificent 
Manner, at his noble Seat of St. Claud, that Prince doing him 
the Honour to walk to the End of his whole Garden with him 
(the moſt exquiſite at that time in France) a Favour he was not 
uſed to beſtow on any, even on the Princes of the Blood. After 
this he was entertained at Yer/ailles for a conſiderable time, where 
he had all the Gardens at his Command, and the moſt conſidera- 
ble Fountains and Water-Works were ordered to be always played 
at his Entrance. Here it was his Grace formed his Ideas of Build- 
ing and Gardening, erecting his Seat at Boughton in Northampton- 
Hire after the Pattern, arid as his Dimenſions would allow, the 
very Model of Verſailles : And his Houſe in Bloomſbury, for Mag- 
nificence and Structure, is not exceeded by any in London. Dur- 
ing his Ambaſſy, diverſe Negotiations of great Importance were 
carried on. The Dutcheſs of Orleans came over into England to 
viſit her Royal Brother in May, 1669; and the French King the 
fame Year came as far as Dunkirk, and ſtaid there ſome Days to 
wait her return. In France he became a Suitor to the Lady Eli- 
zabeth, Daughter of Thomas I riotheſiey, Earl of Southampton, and 
Widow of Foceline Piercy, the 11th and laſt Earl of Northunber- 
- land (who died in Italy in May, 1670) and obtaining her Conſent, 
they came 'privately to England, and were married at Titchfield, 
| | m 
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In Hampſhire. IIe Grace had Iſſue by her, Firſt, Anne, born in 
the Year 1674, married firſt to Alexander Popham, of Littlecot, in 
Cam. Wilts, Eſq; (who died in June, 1705, leaving Iflue by her 
a Daughter El:zabeth, married to Edward, Lord Viſcount Hin- 
chinbroks) ſecondly, to Daniel Harvey, Eſq; Lieutenant-General, 
and Governour of Guernſey ; Second, Ralph Montagu; and Third, 
I/inwood Montagu, who both died unmarried ; Fourth, Fahn, 
now Duke of Montagu. 

His Grace after his Marriage waited on his Majeſty, and was 
ſworn of his Privy-Council the 2d of January, 167+, and, with 
the King's Conſent, bought of the Earl of Sandwich the Place of 
Maſter of the Great Wardrobe. In the Year 1676, he was 
ſent again Ambaſſador to the Court of France, on the Death of 
Ambaſſador Lackart, and remained there till the Year following, 
when he came over for new Inſtructions on the Marriage of the 
Prince of Orange. He ſoon after returned again to France, and 
before the End of the Year 1678, came into England, expecting 
to be Secretary of State, Mr. Coventry having agreed to reſign it 
to him for 10,0001. but the Earl of Danby oppoling it, the Mat- 
ter dropp'd, and there enſued a breach of Friendſhip between 
them, | 

In the Parliament that met at I eminſter the 21ſt Day of 
Oclaler, 1678, he complained of an undue Return made by the

« be annexed to the ſaid Writ”. And the Sheriff and Clerk of 
the Crown being called in, the Indenture whereby Sir M illiam 
Temple was returned, was taken off from the Writ, and the In- 
denture whereby Mr. Montogu was returned was annexed to the 
faid Writ, And the Houſe ordered Mr. Neale, High-Sheriff of 
the County of Northampton, into Cuſtody of the Serjeant at 
Arms, for his ſaid Offence. 
Mr. Montagu being now in the Houſe, and the Popyb-Phot

_ bis Majeſty having received Information that his late * in 
France, Mr. Montagu, a r of their Houſe, had held ſeve- 
ral private Conferentes with the Pope's Nuncio there, without any 
Directiont or Inſtructiant from his Majefly; His Majeſty, to the 
End that he might know the Truth of that Matter, had given Di- 
rections for the Scixing Mr. Montagu's Papers: And at the ſame 
time he ſent to ſecure his Cabinets and Papers. This was a 
Device of Lord Danby's, to find his own Letters, and deſtroy 
them, and then to let the Proſecution fall: For they knew 
they had nothing againſt Montagu. But Montagu underſtood 
© the Arts of a Court too well to be eaſily catched, and had put 
* a Box, in which thoſe Letters were, in ſure Hands, out of 
_ © the way. A great Debate aroſe upon this Matter in the Houſe 
of Commons: It was thought a high Breach of Privilege to

His Lordſhip was particularly eſteemed by King }/i/lam, whe 
did him the Honour of a Viſit at his Seat at Boughton, October 24, 
1695, and his Majeſty with the whole Court, were entertained 
with the greateſt Magnificence. He contented himſelf with his 
own Fortune, which was Great and Noble, and neither defired, 
or would accept of any Employment. The Profits of the Place of 
Maſfter of the Great-Wardrobe he conſented to part with, in con- 
ſideration of 2200 l. per Annum, in lieu of Meaſurage and Pound- 
age, and that his Sons ſhould enjoy it after him; on which Foot- 
ing tis eſtabliſh'd. He ſkewed on all Occaſions a true and heatty 
Teal for the Welfare of his Country, and the publick Safety, 
which induced her Majeſty Queen Anne, in the fourth Year of 
her Reign, to advance him to the Honours of Marquis of Mount- 
Hermer, and Duke of Montagu. His Grace had a Spirit equal 
to his 15 Titles and vaſt Fortune, and lived with as great Splen- 
dor and Magnificence as any Man in Great-Britain. His Houſes 
in London, and Boughton in Northamptonſbire, ſhew his Genius 
and Skill in Architecture, and his Reliſh in Painting and Garden- 
ing; which with his rich Furniture, and Collections of Paintings 
are as noble as any in England. His Gardens at Boughton are 
azreeably diverſihed with many large Baſons, and variety of 
Fountains, Aviaries, Reſervoirs, Fih- nds, Canals, Wilder- 
nerneſſes, Terraſes, &c. and adorntd with Statues, Urns, &c. 
of Marble and Metal, of curious Workmanſhip, and procured -. 
from Abroad at great Coſt. As he had a refined Taſte of Wit 
and good-Senſe, ſo was he a great Encourager of Learning, and 
of liberal Arts and Sciences, and a noble Patron of Men of Merit.

His Grace was Lord High-Conſtable of England at the Coro-

cent in America. At the Coronation of his preſent Majeſty, his

This Sir William Dowglaſs made a conſiderable Figure in'the 
Wars between the Scots and Engliſh, which broke out at "that, + 
time, and with Gavine Dumbar, Earl of March, retook the. 
Town and Caſtle of Rarburgh, that had been taken by the Eng- 
i ſome time before. 

The War ending in a Truce in 1412, he, and the Lord CH 
ford, were the chief Challengers at a folemn Tournament held 
by the Earl of Hefmoreland at Carlifle ; and the fame Year he 
had the Honour to be ſent by the Duke of Albany, Governour of 
Scotland, Ambaſſador to the Court of England, to ſollicite the 
Releaſe of King James I. then Priſoner in that Realm. At 
which time he obtained a Charter, dated at Croydon, the laſt of 
November, 1412, all written fair in King James the Firſt's own 
Hand, of Confirmation of the Baronies of Drumlangrig, Hawick, 
and Seltirk ; in which Charter he is called our truſty and well- 
beloved Couſin, Sir M illiam Dowglaſs, of Drumlangrig.

Sir James ſucceeded his Father, and was by Ordinance of Par- 
lament created a Peer, by the Title of Lord Hamilton, in 1455. 
This Lord was one of the Hoſtages for the Payment of the Ran- 
ſom of King James I. In 1449 he, with Jahn, Biſhop of Dun- 
tld, Andrew, Abbot of 2 and Alexander de Barter 
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de Calender, Juſticiary of Scotland, and others, were appointed 
Commiſſioners to treat of a Peace with England; and accordingly 
a Truce was agreed upon, and concluded the 8th of September that 
Year, and from that Time *till the Year 1414.. This Lord had 
every Year a Safe Conduct to go into England, about Affairs of 
the greateſt Importance; fo great a Confidence his Prince had in 
him. He married firſt Tenett Litingſton, Daughter to Sir Alex- 
ander Livingſton, of Callender; by whom he had Iſſue James, 
who ſucceeded him, and three other Sons, of whom the Families 
at Silvertoumbill, Whiſtleberry, and Orbiſton. He married to his 
ſecond Wife Eupham, Counteſs Dowager of Detaglaſi, Daughter 
to Patrick Graham, Earl of Strathern, and Siſter to Myles Gra- 
ham, Earl of Monteitb; ſhe was Great-Grandchild to King Ro- 
bert II. both by Father and Mother; by her he had one Daughter, 
married to the Earl of Crawford; this Lord died in 1460, 
James, the ſecond Lord Hamilton, was frequently employed 
by King James II. in concluding Treaties with the Engl. In 
1461, he was appointed one of the Ambaſſadors to treat of a 
Peace with England; and in 1471, there was a Safe Conduct 
granted to him and the other Ambaſſadors of Scotland, to come 
into England, to treat of a Peace between the two Kingdoms, F 
with four hundred Perſons in their Retinue. He had another Safe . 
Conduct in 147 3, and a Treaty was by him and others concluded 
at Alnwyke, the 28th of September, 1473. This Lord was a t

This Earl * 
was a Man of great Prudence and Courage, and was ſent with | 
three thouſand Men to the Aſſiſlance cf the King of Denmark, Par 
againſt the Labeckers, whom he brought to ſubmit to that King's Ad 
i Terms. He was afterwards made Admiral of Scotland, and ſent ax. 


With a conſiderable Force to the Aſſiſtance of the King of France, 

and did that Prince very conſiderable Services; who in Reward of Eng 
them, made him Knight of the Order of the Cockle, with a Pen- the 
bon of Twelve Thouſand Livres per Annum for Life. During 
the Minority of King James V. Jahn, Duke of Albany was de- 
clared Governour of Scotland, as neareſt Relation to the young 
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King; but that Duke deſigning to take a Voyage into France, he 


appointed James, Archbiſhop of Gla/gzw, Chancellor; this James, 


Earl of Arran, Alexander, Earl of Huntley, Colen, Earl of Argyle, 
and Anthony Darcy de la Baſle, Knt. to be Regents of the King- 
dom during his Abſence: But the other Regents, and Lords of 
Council, ſoon after, viz. the 24th of September, 15 14, devolved 
all their Authority upon this Earl of Arran, to continue Regent 
during the Duke of Alum's Abſence ; in which time of his Re- 
gency he concluded a Peace with Eng/and, ſuppreſied ſeveral In- 

rrections, preſerved good Order upon the Borders, reſtored Peace 
and Quiet to the whole Country, and diſcharged that Office to 
univerſal Satisſaction; ſo that upon the Duke of Albany's ſecond 
Voyage into France, he was again appointed Regent during his 
Abſence, which he diſcharged very faithfully. He married firſt 
Beatrix Drummond, Daughter to the Lord —— who died 
without Iſſue. His ſecond Wife was Janet Home, Daughter to 
the Lord Home, by whom he had no Iſſue. His third Wife was 
Janet Beaton, Daughter to - Beaton of Creich, Comptroller 
of Scotland, by whom he had James, who ſucceeded him, Sir 
Jahn Hamilton of Chdſdale, and one Daughter, married to Ar- 
chitald, Earl of Argyle. This Earl died in 1530. 

James, fourth Lord Hamilton, and ſecond Earl of Arran, was, 
though but young, one of thoſe who attended King James V. of 
Scatland into France, where that Prince was married to Magdalene, 
Daughter to the King of France, and on the Death of his Sove- 
reign, was declared Governour of Scotland, and Tutor to the In- 
fant Queen Mary. Soon after his Advancement to this Dignity, 
he called a Parliament, and as neareſt Kinſman of the Blood-Royal 
of Scotland, he was by them declared rightful Tutor to the Queen 
by a ſpecial Act: Alſo by a ſecond Act of the fame Parliament, he 
was declared Governour of the Queen and Kingdom during her 
Infancy ; and by a third Act, declared to be ſecond Perſon of the 
Kingdom, next Heir to the Queen, failing of her, by De- 
ceaſe, without Heirs of her own „to be rightful and un- 
doubted King of the Realm of Scotlani. Theſe three Acts paſſed 
unanimouſly, and were by a fpecial Ordinance appointed to be 
extended or engroſſed upon a Sheet of Parchment, and the Great- , 
Seal of Scotland, together. with the Seals of all the Members of 
Parliament, as well Clergy as Laity, to be affixed thereto. Theſe 
Adds ſo Extended and Sealed, are now in the Cuſtody of his Grace 
the Duke of Hamilton, f 

This Earl ſoon after concluded a Treaty of Peace between 
England and Scotland, and likewiſe a Treaty of Marriage between 
the Prince of Wales and the Infant g_ Scots; but King 
Henry VIII. making ſeveral additional s after the Treaty 
was concluded, to which the Governour would by no means 
comply, the Treaty proved abortive, and the Parliament of &i#- 
land, the 11th of December, * declared the King ——_ 
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had broken and violated the Treaty, and therefore was not to be 
kept on the Part of Scotland, by Law and Equity, and juſt Rea- 
ſon ; and the young Queen was ſoon after ſent into France, on a 
Marriage between her and the Dauphin. 

In 1548, this Governour was made Knight of the = Ghoſt, 
and created Duke of Chattleberauld in France; and his Right of 
Succeſſion to the Crown of Scotland was acknowledged and recog- 
nized by the King of France, the Dauphin, and young Queen. 

He continued Governour 'till 1555, when the young Queen 
being of Age, choſe her own Curators or Guardians, by whoſe 
Advice ſhe named her Mother to be Regent, and the Duke very 
willingly reſigned in her Favour, and laid down the Employment 
which he had held to univerſal Satisfaction for twelve Years ; and 
his ConduR, during all that time, was moſt folemnly approved of 
by the Parliament of Scotland, and a very ample Teſtimony given 
him of the good Services he had done his Country, the Words of 
the Act importing, That he, by his great Labours, vehement 
« Expences, and daily Danger of himſelf, his Kin, and Friends, 
had reliev'd their Sovereign's moſt Noble Perſon from the cruel 
« Purſuits of the King and Council of England; and had leſt free 
<< the hail Realm and Dominions of his faid Sovereign Lady, 
„ without any Part thereof witholden by her Highneſs's old Ene- 
mies of England, notwithſtanding the Aſſiſtance given them by 
« ſeveral of the Subjects of Scotland.” 

He very zealouſly and couragiouſly aſſerted the Cauſe of Mary, 

of Scots, for which he underwent Impriſonment, and ma- 
ny other Sufferings. 

He married Luly Margaret Dowglaſe, eldeſt Daughter to the 
Earl of Moreton, and by her had Iflue three Daughters and four 
Sons; firſt, James, who died without Iſſue; ſecond, John, who 
ſucceeded him; third, David, who never married; and Claud, 
Lord Paiſy : His Daughters were Anne, married firſt to the Lord 
Gordom, then to the Lord Fleming ; Joan, married to the Earl of 
Huntley ; and Chriſtian, to the Earl of Eglinton. 

This Duke was'a Perſon of great Juſtice and Candour, and ſet 
nothing before his Eyes but the Publick Good; fo that Archbiſhop 


Spot ſiusod fays of him in his Hiſtory, * "That in his Court there 


vas nothing ſeen that the ſevereſt Eye could cenſure gr reprove; 
in the publick Government ſuch a Moderation was kept, as no 
„ Man was heard to complain; the Governour was reverently 
„ obeyed, and held in as great Reſpect as any Kings of preceding 
Times.“ And indeed though he had ſeveral Opportunities of 
aggrandizing his Family, particularly by marrying the you 
Queen to his eldeſt Son, to which he was follicited by the = 
Part of Scotland, yet in regard of the Greatneſs of his Queen, he 
did not embrace them. Archbiſhop Spot ſiuoad farther ſays of him, 
He was a Nobleman well inclined, open and plain, and with- 
cout all Diſſimulation; and though he met with great Troubles, 
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yet by the Goodneſs of God, who doth always favour the in- 


 ©* nocent and honeſt minded, he went through all, and died ho- 


« nourably, and in Peace.“ 

. He was ſucceeded by Jahn, Lord Aberbrothich, his ſecond Son 
the eldeſt dying without Iſſue): This Lord was, together with his 
ather, forfeited for his firm Adherence to Queen Mary, in 15713 

and though by the Pacification he was reſtored, yet he, together 
with his Brother, the Lord Claud, was again forfeited in 1579, 
and the Eſtate and Dignity of Earl of Arran was beſtowed upon 
Captain James Stewart, and he continued in Baniſhment till 
1585, when he and ſome other Lords, that were baniſhed, finding 
the King (Fames VI.) then but young, influenced by very perni- 
cious Councils, returned to Scotland in a Body, without any In- 
tention of Violence, and were reconciled to the King; but eſpeci- 
ally this Lord, whom he made immediately Governour of Dum- 
barton-Caftle, and from that time he continued in great Favour 
with his Prince. 

He, as all the other of that Name, had been a violent Stickler 
for — Mary; and, whilſt he was in France, he publiſhed a 
Cartel, under his Seal, offering to fight any Man who durſt fay 
Queen Mary was acceſſary to the Murther of her Huſband, or 
guiley of any of the Crimes ſhe was charged with by her rebellious 

bjects. And that Princeſs, when the ſevere and unparallePd 
Sentence of Death was to be executed upon her, took a Ring off 
her Finger, and gave it to one of her Servants, and ordered him 
to carry it to her Couſin Lord Jobn Hamilton, and tell him that 
was all ſhe then had to witneſs her great Senſe of his and his Fa- 
mily's conſtznt Fidelity to her, and of their Suffering for her In-

King James treated him with the ſame Reſpect his Mother had

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died, till 1593, that Prince Henry was born; during which time 
there was none but Queen Mary and King James of the Royal 
Blood; yet their Deportment ſhewed, that they had no other De- 
ſign but to ſerve thoſe Princes with all poſſible Fidelity and Zeal; 
and though Scotland was then much diſtracted with inteſtine Broils 
and Diſorders, yet they never ſet themſelves at the Head of any 
Faction, nor departed from the Intereſt of the Crown ; but on the 
contrary, this Marquis, though he was ſollicited by a Letter, ſign- 
ed by Mr. Bruce, and Mr. Balcangquell, two of the violent Clergy 
in 1596, in the Name of their Godly Brethren, to head them a- 
gainſt the King ; he poſitively denied it, and by his early Informa- 
tion thereof to his Prince, nipped that Rebellion in the Bud ; and 
giving his Rleſſing to his Son on his Death-Bed, and reckoning up 
the moſt ſignal Favours of God to him, he named Three more 
particularly: Firſt, that during all his Troubles, and notwith/tanding 
the great Offers made him in France by the Houſe of Guile, if be 
would change his Religion, yet God had never left bim to do ſo baſe 
4 thing, tho he bft his Intereft in that Court by refuſing it. The 
other was, that he had never oppreſſed any of his Vaſſals and Tenants. 
And the third, that he never entertained one Thought contrary to the 
Duty he owed the Crown ; and that no hard Uſage he met with had 
ever prevailed on him to any ſuch Deſign. And therefore charged 
his Son on his Blefling, to continue in the fame Courſes. He 
married Margaret Lyon, Daughter to the Lord Glames, Chancel- 
lor of Scotland, by whom he bad Iſſue James, who ſucceeded him, 
and a Daughter, married to John, Lord Maxwell, Anceſtor to 
the Earl of Nithi/dale. 

Jamet, the ſecond Marquis of Hamilton, had his Education in 
Scotland, but went very early abroad ; and having travelled ſeveral 
Years, he returned Home through Zngland; and though King 
James did then very much deſire his Stay at Court, yet he declined 
it ; but ſome time after, he was prevailed upon by his Prince to 
quit his native Country, and was made Lord-Steward of the 
Houſhold to the King, who in 1619, created him Earl of Cam- 
— a Title never before conferred on any but ſuch as were of 
the Royal Blood. He was alſo made Knight of the Garter, the 
2d of February, 20 Fac.

The King deſigning to have the Articles of Religion, common- 
ly called the Five Articles of Perth, enacted into a Law, called a 
Parliament in Scotland; and as his Majeſty knew this Matter 
would meet with great Oppoſition from the Puritan Faction there, 
ſo he t none ſo proper to employ in the high Station of 
ifioner, whoſe Intereſt in Scotland was able to quell thoſe 
ings, as this Marquis, Accordingly being named Com- 
ner, he came to Edinburgh; and underſtanding ſome turbu- 


lent Miniſters were endeavouring to obſtrut the Ratification of 
theſe Articles, he ordered them all out of Town, and ſuch as 
would not obey, he impriſoned, He was in great Eſteem in both 
| Kingdoms, 
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Kingdoms, equally dear to the Sovereign and the Subject; and it 


is certain no Perſon could have diſputed with him the King's Af- 


feftion and Confidence, the Duke of Buckingham excepted. He 
had a Spirit fitted for the greateſt Affairs, and was one of the 
handſomeſt Men of his Age. He died in England, March zd, 
1625, aged 36; and his Corpſe being ſent to Scotland, was in- 
terr'd at Hamilton with his Anceſtors, his Death being univerſally 
lamented, but by none more than the King himſelf, who when 
he heard of his Beende, faid, F the — are thus cut down,

- Fames, the third Marquis of Hamilton, was born at Flamilton 
the 19th of June, 1606 ; he was ſent for to Court, and married 
to Lady Mary Fielding, Daughter to William, Earl of Denbigh, 
whilſt he was but fourteen Years of Age ; and continuing at Court 
during his Father's Life, he was a great Favourite of the young 
Prince Charles, and was one of the honourable Train that wai 
on his Highneſs when he went to Spain. 

After his Father's Death, he reſolved to retire from Court, and 
live privately in Scotland, but could not execute this ſo ſoon as he 
intended, being obliged to wait and afliſt at the Coronation of 
King Charles I. where he carried the Sword of State before the 
King; however, ſoon after he went to Scotland, and though the 
King ſent ſeveral preſſing Letters to him to come to Court, yet 
he could not be prevailed upon till 1628, when his Father-in-law, 
the Earl of Denbigh, came to Scotland, and brought Letters from 
3 deſiring him to come to Court, which he complied 


He no ſooner waited on his Majeſty, but he was made Maſter 
of the Horſe, Gentleman of the King's Bed-chamber, and Privy 
Counſellor in both Kingdoms; and it was preſently obſerved, that 
none had more of the King's Heart than he, In the Year 1629, 
he was appointed to treat with the King of Sweden about the Re- 
lief of the Palatinate, and a Treaty was actually concluded and 
ſigned by that Prince the zoth of May, 1630, when the Marquis 
was appointed General of the Army that was to aflift that King; 
whereupon on the Eve of St. George's Feaſt,” in 6 Car. I.“ 2 
was elected a Knight Companion of the moſt Noble Order 6f the 
Garter, and immediately Inſtalled at Vinaſor, being neceffitated 
to leave the Place next Morning, 'which occaſioned the Sovereign 
to give a particular Diſpatch to the Ceremonies uſed on that Oc- 
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caſion, and is the only Inſtance of a Knight being Elected and In- 
ſtalled in one Day. 

Whilſt the Marquis was in Scotland raiſing Forces to carry into 
Stweden,. a ſiniſter Conſpiracy was contrived againſt him, as if he 
had no Deſign to go to Germany, but when his Army was raiſed, 
he intended to attempt the Crown of Scotland: This being told 
the King, he rejected it, in Terms fo full of Affection to the 
Marquis, as diſcovered he was incapable to entertain any Jealouſy 
of him, or any of his Actions; and ſoon after coming to Court, 
utterly ignorant of the execrable Deſigns againſt him, he was re- 
ceived by the King with an uncommon Kindneſs, who told him 
the Story, and expreſſed his Confidence in him in ſuch obliging 
Terms, as ſcarce to allow him to ſpeak in his own Juſtification, 
commanding him to lie in the Bed-chamber that very Night; and 
upon the Trial of the Lord Ochiltree, who had contrived this Sto- 
ry, it appeared to be the greateſt Forgery and Calumny ever in- 


vented. | 
On the 16th of Fuly, 1631, the Marquis ſet fail from Tar- 


mouth, and the 31ſt came to the Mouth of the Oder, between | 


Jaolgag and the Iſle of Uleden ; and two Days after landed his Men, 
in Number about ſix Thouſand, very ſeaſonably for the King of 
Sweden; and though he did not meet with the Reception he ex- 
pected, and the Plague broke out in his Army, yet he relieved 
Craſſeu, and took Guben, and did ſeveral other conſiderable Servi- 
ces; but King Charles wanting him in England, writ for him to 
come Home ; which the Marquis obeyed, and was extremely well 
received by the King at his Return. 

In 1638, he was named Commiſſioner to the Parliament of 
Scotland, which Office he accepted moſt unwillingly; he told his 
Majeſty, © His Life and Fortune, and all he had, he would ne- 
ver ſtick to hazard for his Service, but thought himſelf unequal 
„ to this Buſineſs, being much à Stranger to Scoryſh Men and 
Scots Aﬀairs :” However, his Majeſty's Commands were po- 
ſ.tive. He arrived at Edinburgh the 9th of June, 1638, and was 
met by about ſix Thouſand Gentlemen and others on Horſeback, 
and there acted a Part entirely approved by his Majeſty. He went 
to England, to acquaint him with the Poſture of Affairs; and had 
his good Advice been at that time received, the fatal Cataſtrophy 
that afterwards followed, might have been in ſome meaſure pre- 
vented ; however, he was again ſent into Scotland, where he ar- 
rived the 1oth of Auguſt, and finding Matters in a bad poſture, 
he took another Journey to London, and was ſoon after named 
Commiſſioner to the General Aſſembly which was appointed to 
meet at Glaſgow ; but finding them undutiful in their Behaviour, 
he diſſolved them. And when the King reſolved upon a War 
againſt the Covenanters, the Marquis was appointed General of 
the Army, and failed with it to Leith, but was by expreſs Orders 
kept from entring upon Action and though the King prefled bim 
again 
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1 yet he declined it, and for ſome Years 
only in a private Sphere. | 

In 1643, he was created Duke of Hamilton, and was then, 
with his Brother the Earl of Lanark, labouring to prevent Scot- 
land from agreeing with the two Houſes in England; but becauſe 
Affairs there did not ſucceed well, his Enemies at Court laid all 
the Blame upon him, and again revived their old Story of his 
Pretences to the Crown of Scotland : The Duke underſtood this ; 
but ſo much was he convinc'd of bis own Innocency, that he 
made all poſſible haſte to Court, which was then at Oxford : 
This was interpreted as a new Crime, and it was then faid, that 
both he and his Brother had betrayed the King's Cauſe in Scotland; 
and were coming to Court to be Intelligencers. Theſe Stories 
made ſome Impreſſion upon the King, and both the Brothers were 
confined to their Chambers. The Charge againſt the Duke was 
great, but he juſtified himſelf fully; and though he preſſed very 
much for a Trial, yet that was denied him, and he was ſent to 
Pendennis-Caftle, and continued a Priſoner to the End of April, 
1646, when ſome of the Parliament Forces took the Caſtle of 
St. Michaels Mount, in Cornwal, where he was in Cuſtody. 

He no ſooner was ſet at Liberty, than he reſolved on a private 
Life ; however, did not fail to uſe his Intereſt, both with the 
Scotiſh Commiſſioners at London, and his Friends in the Houſe of 
Peers, to treat with the King upon eaſy Terms. In Fu, 1646, 
he waited on the King at Newca/tle, was very well received 
his Majeſty, who excuſed his Impriſonment from the Importunities 
of thoſe that were about him; and though the Duke inclined to 
go abroad, and aſked Permiſſion for it, yet his Majeſty telling 
him he hoped he would not leave him when he moſt wanted his 
Aſſiſtance, his Grace laid aſide his former Reſolution, deſiring his 
Majeſty to lay his Commands on him; and very ſoon gave an 
earneſt Proof of his Obedience, in reſcuing the great Montroſs out 
of the Inconveniencies he was then in, and that even though for- 
merly a Miſunderſtanding had been between them. 

The Duke ſoon after going into Scotland, uſed his beſt Endea- 
vours to bring over the Scots to the Intereſt of their Prince ; and 
did all in his power to prevent that infamous Vote of delivering 
the King to the Engh/h ; which though he could not prevent, yet 


he and his Brother contributed very much to the taking of the 
Reſolutions the Scotch went into for the King's Relief, in which 
he and his Friends met with great yet, by an 
aſſiduous Application, carried the Reſolution of putting their 
Country in Defence, and an t was entered into for 
Defence of the King, and the declared General. This 
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He was carried firſt to Derby, thence to Aſhby de la Zouch, next 

to Windſor, and in the end brought Priſoner to St. Fames's, and 
ſoon after tried by the ſame pretended Court of Juſtice which had 
condemned the King; and though he juſtified: himſelf and his 
Conduct, yet as it was not likely that thoſe who had broke all the 
Bonds of Loyalty and Duty would ftick at any thing to ſupport 
their Cauſe, he was condemned on the 6th of March, to be be- 
headed on the gth of that Month, which was accordingly done in 
the Old Palace-Yard. He was a Perſon of extraordinary ities 3 
had a profound Judgment, a quick Apprehenſion, and a manly 
Eloquence. He was moſt devout in his Service to God, and loyal 
to his Prince, which made him beloved in his Life, and lamented 
at his Death. He was buried at Hamilton among his Anceſtors, 
and was ſucceeded by his Brother. 
_ He married the Lady Mary Fielding, ter to M illiam, Earl 
of Denbigh, by Suſannah Villiers, Sifler to the Duke of Bucking- 
bam, who bore him three Sons and three Daughters; the Sons 
were Charles, James, and William; but they, and Lady Mary, 
the eldeſt Daughter, died young ; the other two Daughters were 
Lady Anne, the late Dutcheſs r of Hamilton, and Lady 
Suſannah, married to the Earl of Cafles. 

His Brother and Succeſſor, William Duke of Hamilton, born at 
Hamilton, the 24th of Dec. 1616, was educated at the Univerſity of 
Glaſgow, afterwards went abroad, and returned from his Travels 
when he was One and Twenty. In the Year 1640, he was made 
Secretary of State for Scotland, which he executed to the great 
Satisfaction of his Majeſty, as well as his Subjects. There was an 


entire Friendſhip between him and his Brother, and he had a great 


Share in the Management of the Affairs of Scotland, in concert 
with him, during the Troubles of thoſe Times ; wherein he con- 
ſtantly oppoſed al the traiterous Deſigns of thoſe that had rebelled 
againſt their Prince, and vigorouſly executed whatever he thought 
for his Maſter's Intereſt. As ſoon as he heard of his Brother's 
feat at Preſton, and the violent Meaſures then in agitation, he 
made his E to Holland, where he ſtaid 'till King Charles II. 
came to Scotland. After his Arrival there, he continued to affiſt 
that Prince with his beſt Advice, and attended him, with all his 
Friends, in his March to England ; and having diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf at the Battle of Yorce/ter, he received a Wound in his Leg, 
which proving mortal, he embraced the News of it with-all the 
Reſignation imaginable ;- and dying the 12th of September, 1651, 
was interred in the Cathedral Church of Forcefter ; for though, 
according to his Orders for burying him with his. Anceſtors at 
Hamilton, his Servants earneſtly defired they might have leave to 
carry his Body to Scotland, yet it was abſolutely denied. He 
married in 1638, the Lady Elizabeth Maxwell, eldeſt Da r 
to the Earl of Dir/eton, and left four Daughters, Lady Am-; 
de Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth, Mary, and Margaret, married to the Earls of Sautbeſt, 
Glencairn, and the Laird of Blair. 

He was ſucceeded by Anne, Dutcheſs of Hamilton, his Niece, 
eldeſt Daughter to his Brother Duke James She was married to 
William, Earl of Selkirk, eldeſt Son of William, Marquis of Do- 

laſs, by his ſecond Wife, Lady Mary Gordon, Daughter to the 
uis of Funtley, Which William, at the Requeſt of the 
Dutcheſs, was created Duke of Hamilton in 1661, and ſoon after 
made 3p 5 the 1 oo; Meaſures towards the latter 
end of King 7ames's Reign diſpleaſing him, he a ed v 
early in the Intereſt of the Prince Tt and had a chief 
Hand in bringing about the Revolution, and placing that Prince 
on the Throne of the Kingdom of Scotland. He was choſe Pre- 
ſident of the Convention of Eſtates, and had a very extraordinary 
Power veſted in him by Parliament, of ſeizing and impriſoning 
all ſuſpicious Perſons ; and when the Convention was turned into 
a Parliament, in 1689, he was appointed Lord Commiſſioner, 
and Lord Preſident of the Privy-Council of Scotland, and was 
ſoon after appointed Lord High-Admiral of that Kingdom. In 
1693, he was again named Commiſſioner to the Parliament ; was 
afterwards made one of the Lords Extraordi of the Seſſion, 
and one of the Lords of the Treaſury; He died in the Palace of 
Holyroed- Houſe, April 18, 1694, and was buried in the Burying- 
Place of the Family at Hamilton, where there is a ſtately Monu- 
ment erected for him. 

By Anne, his Dutcheſs aforeſaid, be had Iſſue James, Earl of 
Arran, who ſucceeded him; Lord illiam, who died in France, 
a Batchelor ; Charles, Earl of Selkirk ; Jabn, Earl of Rutherglen ; 
Gearge, Earl of Orkney ; Lord Baſil; and Lord Archibald ; and 
three Daughters, Lady Catherine, married to Jahn, Duke of Athol ; 
Lady Suſan, married firſt to the Earl of Dondonald, and aſter- 
wards to Fames, Marquis of Tweddale ; and Lady Margaret, 
married to the Earl of Penmure. 

He gave great Application to the Publick Buſineſs, and at the 
ſame time looked carefully after his own ; for he was an excellent 
CEconomiſt, as appeared by retrieving his Fortune, which had 
been impoveriſhed by the great Succours raiſed out of the Eſtate

traordi to the late King of 
men te Firth of Phitp, Puke of cv ing of Spain. He 
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eontinued ſome time in France, and ſerved two Campaigns under 
the King as Aid-de-Camp (the late Dauphine of France, and he, 
being ſworn Aid-de-Camps at the fame time) where he gained an 
univerſal good Character. During his Abode in France, England 
was unfortunately deprived of their Prince; but King James II. 
continued to have the fame Regard for the Duke (then Earl of 
Arran) and named him his Envoy-Extraordinary to the Court 
of France, and after his Return to England, made him Knight 
of the moſt Noble and moſt Ancient Order of the Thiſtle, or 
St. Andrew, in Scotland, Maſter of the Wardrobe, and Colonel 
of the Royal Regiment of Horſe. He continued with that un- 
fortunate Prince to the laſt ; and though he highly diſapproved of 
his Adminiſtration, yet, on the Revolution, he freely declared his 
inion, that the Irregularities. committed were not ſufficient to 
diſſolve his Allegiance ; and therefore when he was called to a 
meeting of the Peers of Scotland, then in London, to concert Mea- 
ſures in that extraordinary Juncture, he ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the 
addrefling the Prince of Orange, to take on him the Government 
of that Country ; and at the ſame time, with ſeveral other Lords, 
ed the calling back King James, and that a free Parliament 
might redreſs the Grievances of the Nation : And his Notions in 
this great Affair, with his Obligations to King James, had ſuch 
on him, that he retired from publick Bulineb for ſeveral 
Years; and being ſuſpected of holding Correſpondence with the 
Court, after its Removal to St. Germains, was twice ſent to the 
Tower, but diſcharged without any Proſecution. In Anno 1698, 
at the Requeſt of the Nobility and Gentry of Scotland, who thought 
themſelves very much prejudiced by the Treatment they met with 
in relation to the Settlement at Darien, he was prevailed on to 
take the Oaths to the Government, and appear in that Affair. 
About which time the Dutcheſs, his Mother, made a Surrender 
of her Titles in his Favour (he being then Earl of Arran only) 
and a Patent was ſigned, creating him Duke of Hamilton, &c. 
with Precedency in the ſame Manner, as though he had ſucceeded 
thereto by his Mother's Death. After the Concluſion of the 
Union, he continued in Scotland 'till the time of the intended 
Invaſion of the Pretender, in the Year 1708, when, amongſt 
many others of the Nobility of that Nation, he was taken into 
Cuſtody of Meſſengers, and brought to London, but was ſet at 
Liberty on his giving Bail, which was ſoon after diſcharged ; and 
he immediately returned to Scotland, and by his Intereſt, got him- 
ſelf, and fix more of his Friends, elected Peers to fit in the Houſe 
of Lords, contrary to the united Intereſt of the then Miniſtry. 
In the Year 1710, he was made Lord-Lieutenant of the County 
Palatine of Lancafter, Cuftos Rotulorum for the faid County, and 
Ranger of her Majeſty's Foreſts there, and Admiral of the Sea- 
, and ſworn one of the moſt honourable Privy-Council. 
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The next Year he was created a Peer of Great-Britain, by the 
Title of Duke of Brandon, in Com. Suff. and Baron of Dutton, 
in Com. Ceft. by Letters Patent, bearing Date September 10, 1711. 


The Preamble to bis GR ACE's Patent is as follows. 


„ Whereas the Anceſtors of our very faithful and entirely be- 
4 loved Couſin and Counſellor, James, Duke of Hamilton, 
Marquis of Clidſdale, Earl of Arran and Lanark, Lord of 
* Polmont, Auen, Marchinſhire, and Innerdale, have very much 
recommended themſelves to our Royal Predeceſſors of moſt 
* glorious Memory, by the Nobleneſs of their Birth, eminent 
« Services, and by their unſpotted Loyalty, even unto Death,

Os the Death of the Earl of River, in 1712, he was con- 
ſtituted Maſter- General of the Ordnance, and ſoon after elected 
one of the Knights Companions of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter; and though his Grace met with conſiderable Oppoſition, 
and had a Precedent againſt him, yet he prevailed with the Queen 
to allow him to keep both Orders; and her Majeſty was ſo well 
ſatisfied with the Reaſonableneſs of it, that ſhe was pleaſed to 
declare, ſhe would wear both Orders herſelf, In 1713, on Con- 
cluſion of the Treaty of Peace, he was appointed Ambaſſador 
Extraordinary to the Court of France; but before he ſet out for 
that Kingdom, he was in a Duel with Charles, Lord Mabun 
22 be flew on the Spot) unfortunately killed, not without 
uſpicion of being ſtabbed by Maccartney, Lord Mabun's Second; 
which occaſioned a Proclamation to be ifſued, for the apprehend- 
ing the faid Maccartney, and five hundred Pounds were offered 
by the Government for that Service, to which the Dutcheſs pro- 
miſed a farther Reward of three hundred Pounds. The Peers of 
Nerth- Britain gave a publick Teſtimony of their great Regard 
to the Memory of the Duke, by uniting in an Addreſs to her 
Majeſty, that ſhe would pleaſe to write to all the Kings and States 
in Alliance with her, not to ſhelter the infarzous Man who was 
ſuſpected to have committed this execrable Fact, but to cauſe him 
to be apprehended, if he ſhould retire within their Dominions, 


and to fend him oyer to Great-Britam, that he might come to 


publick Juſtice : But General Maccartney, taking his Trial af- 
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ter the Acceſſion of his late Majeſty King George, he was ac- 
quirted of the Murder. This unhappy Action happened on the 


15th of November, 1713, and the Duke died the ſame Day. 

He had excellent natural Parts, with 2 quick Apprehenſion, as 
appeared by his readineſs of Thought on any ſudden Debate, of 
which he gave frequent Inſtances in the Parliament of Scotland, 
where he was always well heard. His Stile was ſtrong and man- 
ly, without any Aﬀettation, or ſtudied Ornaments of Speech, 
yet was powerful in the Art of Perſuaſion, and no body made 
more Proſelytes to his Opinion, whenever he exerted his Talents. 
He had naturally a Greatneſs of Mind, that would not ſuffer him 
to deſcend to any thing Mean and Sordid ; was liberal, and ready 
to do all good Offices to his Dependents ; and for his Fidelity to 
the Crown, it was a Virtue poſſefs'd in the moſt eminent Man- 
ner by all his Anceſtors ; ſo the Duke in this came ſhort of none 
of them. He had a ftrong Paſſion for his native Country, and 
demonſtrated, in many Inſtances, that no Temptation was ſuffi- 
cient to lead him into Meaſures he thought would prove de- 
ſtructive to it. When the Union of the two Kingdoms was la- 
boured by the Court, he oppoſed it with all his Intereſt ; and 
when it was paſſing into an Act, he made a ſet Speech to the 
Lord Chancellor, declaring, that what he had done to prevent 
the Union, was owing purely to the Love of his Country, being 
firmly perſuaded it would turn to the great Detriment, if not 
the Ruin of it. He was the moſt aniverkily beloved and eſteem- 
ed there of any Man of the Age; and when his Death reached 
Scotland, it can't be expreſs'd with what Lamentation Perſons of 
alll Ranks received the News : For he had many Virtues, was an 
obliging and conſtant Friend, and affable to all he convers'd with. 

His Grace had to his firſt Wife, Lady Anne Spencer, Daugh- 
ter to Robert, Earl of Sunderland, by whom he had two Daugh- 
ters, Lady Anne, and Lady Mary, that died young; and this 
Lady deceaſing, at his Grace's Houſe of Keinoi/ in Scotland, was 
buried at Hamilton, 

He married to his ſecond Wife Elizabeth Gerard, Daughter 
and ſole Heir to Digby, Lord Gerard of Bromley, with whom 
he had a very conſiderable Eſtate in Lancaſhire and Stoffordſhire ; 
and his Children by her were Lady Elizabeth, who died young; 
Lady Catherine, who died that Day Seven-night the Duke her 
Father was killed; Fames, now Duke of Hamilton and Brandon; 
Lady Charlitte; Lord William, who married, in 1732, Anne, 
Daughter of Francis Hawes, Eſq; and dying without Ifſue, at 
his Houſe in Pall- Mall, 11 Fuly, 1734, was interred, with great 
Solemnity, in the Burial-place of his Anceſtors, at Hamilton; his 
Lady ſurviving, who, in May, 1735, was married to the pre- 
ſent Lord Viſcount Vane; Lady Suſan, married, in 1736, to 
Tracy Keck, Eſq; and Lord Anne, fo Chriſtened, in regard her 
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Which James, now Duke of Hamilton, and Brando, was, on 
the Acceſſion of his preſent Majeſty, appointed one of the Gentle- 
men of the Royal Bed-chamber. His Grace married to his firſt 
Wife, the Daughter of John Cochran, Earl of Dondonald in 
Scotland, by whom (ſhe dying on the 14th of Augu/t, 1724, in 
the 18th Year of her Age) he has an only Son, James, Marquis 
of Hamilton, His Grace married ſecondly, in 1727, Elizabeth, 
Daughter and Co-heir of Thomas Strangeways, of Melbury-Sand- 
ford, in the County of Dorſet, Eſq; but by her (who died on 
the 3d of November, 1729) had no Iſſue: And married to his 
third Lady, - - Daughter of - - - Spencer, Eſq;.

T HIS Family originally came into England from Bertiland 
in Pruſſia, when the Saxons invaded this Nation; and by 
the Gift of one of the Saxon Kings had a Caſtle, and alſo a 
Town, which was denominated from them Bertieflad *, now 
Berfled, near Maid/tone in Rent; Sted and Stad denoting in 
the Saxon Language, a Town. | 

b It appears — an old Manuſcript in the Cotton Library, that 
Leopald de Bertie was Conſtable of Dover-Caftle in the Reign of 
King Ethelred, from whom deſcended Hierommus de Bertie, 
Founder, or at leaſt a great Benefactor to one of the Monaſteries 
im Kent, the North Part of which he built at his own Expence, 


d Ex Collect. Reb, Glover, S. 
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and himſelf was buried in a Chapel there, where theſe Arms were 
put up againſt a Pillar, viz. Three Battering Rams in Pale. 

The faid Leopald © quarreling with the Monks of St. Auftin at 
Canterbury, about Tythes, and the Monks endeavouring to 
carry them off by force of Arms, a Fight began, wherein a Son 
of Leopald's was ſhin ; of which he complained to the King, but 
receiving no Satisfaction, he flew to Swain, King of the Danes, 
for to aid him, who invaded the Kingdom with a powerful Fleet, 
which was divided into two Squadrons, one ſteering towards 
Northumberland, and the other for Keng, where joined 
Leopald's Forces, and laid Siege to Canterbury, which they took 
Mm the Year 1014, leading the Archbiſhop away Captive, But 
Swain dying, the Scale ſoon turned, for Ethelred miſerably perſe- 
cuted the Danes, and Burbach Bertie, the only ſurviving Son of 
Leopald, conſcious of his Father's Actions, went to Robert, King 
of France, who received him honourably, and taking to Wife a 
French Woman, ſettled there, where his Poſterity continued till 
the Year 1154, when Philip Bertie, with his Family, accompa- 
nied King Henry II. into England, and, by that Prince's Favour, 
recovered his Patrimony in Berfd: 

This Philip had Iſſue * Martin, who was Father of Robert, 
who had Iſſue William, who had Iſſue Edward, who was Father 
of Jerome Bertie, who lived at Ber/ted aforeſaid, in the Reign 
of King Henry V. 

This Ferome, one Sunday in Lent, hearing a Monk in a 
Church exclaiming againſt the Murder occaſioned by his Anceſtor, 
ruſh'd in upon him, and flew him; for which raſh Act he was 
Excommunicated by the Archbiſhop, from which he could not 
be abſolved at any rate; fo he went to Rome, where he obtained 
Abſolution, with this Injunction, viz. Ts hear, in the Momaſtery o 
Canterbury, aſs publickly on a Sunday; then to aſt firſt of t 
Archbiſhop, and then of the Monks, Pardon; then to be Abſolved, 
and to receive the Sacrament, and to gide to the Convent two Pieces 
of Gold, as the Fruit of his Repentance, and for the Souls of his 
Anceflors. He afterwards became a Benefactor, by new building, 
at his own Charge, their Church, by which (as my Author faith) 
he much impaired his Fortune on Earth, but by it he obtained a 
greater in Heaven, | 

To this Ferome * ſucceeded Robert de Bertie, his Son and Heir, 
who had Iflue a Son of his own Name, Robert, Father of William 
Bertie, who by his Wife, a Daughter of Pepper, had Iſſue 
Thomas Bertiz, of Pages in , Eſq; who was Captain of 

Hurſft-Caſtle in the Ie of Wight, in the Reign of Henry the 
Seventh, and by his Wife a Daughter of Say, of the Coun- 
ty of Salop, had Iſſue Richard Bertie, Eſq;. 
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This Richard t had his Education firſt in Corpus Chriſſi College, 
Oxon, of which Houſe he was Fellow, and afterwards under 
Thomas Mriotbeſiiy, Earl of Southampton, Lord High-Chancellor 
of England *; and being ſingularly accompliſh'd and learn'd in the 
French, Italian, and Latin Tongues, he gained the Affections of 
that great Dutcheſs Catherine, the fourth Wife of Charles Bran- 
an, Duke of E who left her a Widow 21 Aug. 1545, 
37 Hen. VIII. She was in her own Right, Baroneſs 1//loughby 
of Eray, being Daughter and ſole Heir of }illiom Willoughby, 
the laſt Lord M illug iy of Ereſty. But this Lady being moſt 
zealous for the Reformation, in the Reign of King Edward the 
Sixth, St Gardiner, after that by Queen Mary he was re- 
ſtored to his Biſhoprick of Yinchfter ', ſent for this Richard 
Bertie her Huſband, in the firſt Year of her Reign, and amongſt 
ſome Queſtions touching his Religion, aſk'd, Yhether the Lady 
his Wife, was now as ready to ſet up Maſs as ſhe had been to pull it 
dawn, when in her Progreſs ſhe cauſed a Dog in a Rochet to be car- 
ried, and called by his Name ? Whereupon being advertiſed by 
his Friends, that the Biſhop meant to call the Dutcheſs, his Wife, 
to an account of her Faith ; and foreſeeing the Danger, he pro- 
cured the Queen's Licence to travel beyond Sea, under colour of 
looking after ſuch Debts as were due from the Emperor to the 
late Duke of Suffelt, his Lady's former Huſband. And having 
obtained it, paſſed the Seas at Dover, in June the fame Year, 
leaving her behind; who, in January following, went diſguiſed 
from her Houſe in Barbican, and paſſing" to Leigh in Eſſex, pri- 
vately took Shipping, and after much Danger at Sea, met her 
Huſband at Santon in Cleveland; where, after ſome ſtay, diſcern- 
ing that they were like to be queſtioned for their Religion by the 
iſhop of Arras, they were neceſſitated to haſt away on Foot 
with her Daughter, a Child, and two of the Servants, to J//e1, 
a Hanſe-Town in the Dutchy of Cleland; but being got thi- 
ther, extremely weather-beaten with Rain, and going from Inn 
to Inn to obtain Lodging, it was refuſed them, by reaſon he 
was ſuſpected for a Lance Knight, and ſhe his Woman: Re- 
ſolving therefore to get ſhelter in the Church-Porch, and to buy 
Coals to warm them there, they, in their way, hearing two 
young Men ſpeak Latin, enquired of them, in that Language, 
where they might go to ſome JYa/loon's Houſe, and were happily 
brought where Mr. Peruſel lodged, who had formerly received 
ſome Courteſies in England from this Dutcheſs: By his means 
being kindly entertain, they changed Apparel with the good 
Man and his Wife, and after hired a Houſe in that Town, having 
got a Protection from the Magiſtrates for their Stay there; and

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here the Dutcheſs being brought to bed of a Son, born October 12, 
1555, he, by reaſon of his Birth in that Country, was chriſten- 
ed Peregrine, 

But when they thought themſelves happily ſettled, Intelligence 
was ſent to Mr. Bertie, that it had been contrived in England to 
ſeize them there; whereby they were obliged on a ſudden to haſt 
to a Town called V inbeim, in the Palſgrave's Dominions, 
where they ſtaid till their Neceſſaries began to fail; and then it 
providentially happened, that the King of Poland, hearing of 
their Diſtreſs, invited them into his Country. | 

They ſet forth from ¶ inbeim in April, 1557, 3 and 4 Philip 
and Mary, but in their way underwent diverſe great Hardſhips, 
with no little danger of their Lives by the Landgrave's Soldiers, 
who by reaſon of a Quarrel for a Spaniel, which they had along 
with them, thruſt Boar- ſpears into the Waggon where the Dutch- 
eſs with her Children and the other Women were, and upon pur- 
ſuit of her Huſband into a Villlge, had murdered him, but that 
he forſook his Horſe, and ran up a Ladder ſet to a Garret-Win- 
dow, near the Top of an Houſe. By which means eſcaping their 
ſudden Fury, one of the Burgh-maſters came to him, and brought 
another Perſon who could ſpeak Latin, to whom ſubmitting him- 
ſelf, he preſently difpatch'd Letters to the Earl of Zrbagh (dwell- 
ing within eight Miles) who thereypon repairing thither, ſhew'd 
them ſuch Reſpect as x; Ha g'd to Perſons of their Qua- 
lity. And ſeeing the Earl's our to them, the Authors of 
the Fray got off, and made alf the Friends they could to them, 
not to report their Uſage in the worſt manner. After which they 

ſſed on quietly towards Poland, where they receiv'd courteous 
E from the King, and were honourably placed in 
the Earldom of Crezan in Sangge/ia ; in which Place having the 
abſolute Power of Governing, they continued in great Quietne⸗ 
and Honour *till the Death of Queen Aar, and then return'd 
into England. 

In 6 Eliz. waiting on the Queen to Cambridge, when the 
Univerſity, for five Days, entertained her with Comedies, Tra- 
gedies, and Orations ; Mr. Bertie had then the Degree of Maſter 
of Arts canferr'd on him. 

He died in the 64th Year of his Age, in the Year 1582, 
having ſurviv'd his Dutcheſs two Years, ſhe*deceaſing on the 1 gth 
of September, 1580, in 22 £liz. leaving Iſſue by him an only 
Son, Peregrine Bertie, before-mention'd, and a ghter, Su- 
fan”, married to Reginald Grey, Earl of Kent, and ſurviving 
him, to Sir John Wingfield. 
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Which Peregrine, in the firſt of Elz. * was made a free Des 
nizen, being born in the Dutchy of Cleves, as the Patent recites, 


bearing Date the zd of Auguſt, 1559. And of his Birth, we 
have theſe further Teſtimonials.

On the Death of his Mother he claimed the Dignity and Title 
of Lord Wilkughby of Ereſiy, wearing his Mourning Apparel at 
her Funeral in all Points as a Baron r; and was by Queen Eliza- 
beth admitted to the Dignity of Lord Willoughby, and to the Place 
and Integrity of Honour thereunto belonging (his Father then 
living) on Friday the 1 1th of November, 1580, 22 El. by the 
Mouth of Sir William Cecil, Knt. Lord Burleigh, Lord High- 
Treaſurer of England, Thomas, Earl of Suſſex, Lord High-Cham- 
berlain, and Ralert, Earl of Leiceſter, who by her Majeſty's Aſ- 
ſignment had before heard and ſeen the Petition, and Proofs ex- 


— 
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hibited and ſhewed by the faid Peregrine, for the ſame Dignity of 
Lord Willoughty of Ereſby, and were, after Report made unto her 
Majeſty of his Right and Title to the fame, commanded by her 
Majeſty to declare unto him the ſaid Peregrine, that, according to 
his Right, her Pleaſure was, that he ſhould be named and called 
Lord Willoughby, and be placed, reputed, and taken Lord J//hughby, 
of Ereſby, which they did in the Star-Chamber the Day and Year 
aforeſaid, even as they were ready to fit down to Dinner there : 
And at the fame time place1 the faid Peregrine, Lord Wilhbughby, 
at the Table with them, according to his Degree, above diverſe 
other Barons which dined with them at the Table, and did all of 
them drink to him by the Name of Lord I il And on 
Maonday, 16 Fa following, he took his Seat in Parliament, 
next unto the Lord Zauch of Harringworth. 

In 1582 (25 Eliz.) he *, with the Earl of Leiceſter and other 
Nobles, attended the Duke of Anjou to Antwerp, at the Queen's 
Command (who had ſtaid in England three Months in Hopes of 
gaining her in Marriage). And before the End of that Year was 
* ſent to Frederick, King of Denmark, with the Enſigns of the 
Order of the Garter. In 29 Elz. at the Siege of Zutphen, in the 
Netherlands *, on a ſharp Encounter with the Forces of that Gar- 
riſon, he overthrew George Craſſiat, at that time Commander in 
Chief of the Horſe, and took him Prifoner. The Year after, on 
the Receſs of the Earl of Leice/ter, he was made General of the 
Engl Auxiliary Forces in the United-Provinces, and moſt vali- 
antly defended Bergen-op-z2am, whereunto the Prince of Parma 
laid Siege. In 32 Eliz. he was ? ſent General of 4000 Auxiliaries 
into France, in Aid of the King of Navarre. And being Gover- 
nour of Berwick, makes his Will there 7 Auguft, 1599, 41 Elix. 
bequeathing his Body to be buried in the Pariſh Church of Spiſſiy 
in Com. Linc. and dying in 1601, was there buried, as is evident 
from a Monument ed to his Memory. Sir Robert Naunton 
ſays of him in his Fragmenta Regalia, p. 39. That he was one of 
the Queen's firſt Swordſmen, and a great Maſter of the Art Mili- 


tary.

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He married Mary, Daughter to John Vere, Earl of Oxford, 
Siſter and Heir of the whole Blood to Edwasd 17 Earl of Oxford, 
and left Iſſue by her five Sons, and a Daughter Catherine, married 
to Sir Lewis Watſon of Rockingham-Caſtle in the County of Nor- 
thampton, afterwards Lord Rockingham ; and of the Sons, which 
were Robert, Peregrine, Henry, Vere, and Roger ; Robert, the 
eldeſt, ſucceeded his Father. 

This Robert in the iſt of James I. making his Claim to the 
Earldom of Oxford, as alſo to the Title of Lord Bulbeck, Sand- 
ford and Badleſmere, and to the Office of Lord High-Chamberlain 
of England, as Son and Heir to Mary, the fole Daughter of that 
great Family (as before noted) after much Diſpute, had Judgment 
on his Behalf for the Office of Lord High- Chamberlain; and the 
fame Year took his Seat above all the Barons. On the 22d of 
November, in the 2d of Charles I. he was advanced to the Dignity 
of Earl of Lindſey ; and four Years after was elected a Knight of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter ; and the next Year, being 
the 7th of Charles I. was made Conſtable of E for the 
Trial of the Lord Rea, and David Ramſey, in the -Milita- 

; which Patent was revok'd zo May after. 

In the 1 1th of Charles I. he was conſtituted Lord High-Admi- 
ral of England; and in 1639, on the Scots taking Arms, he was 
made Governour of Berwick. Alſo in 1640, being choſen Ge- 
neral of the King's Forces at the breaking out of the Civil War, 
he, on the 22d of October following, received his Death's Wound 
in his Majeſty's Service, at the Battle of Edge-Hill in the County 
of IWarwick, and was brought Priſoner to arwick-Caſtle, where 
he died the ſame Night, aged 60 Years, and was buried at Eden- 
ham in Com. Linc. The Earl of Clarendon gives him this Cha- 
rater: © He was, ſays he, a Man of great Honour, and ſpent the 
« Youth and Vigour of his Age in Military Actions, and Com- 
4 mands Abroad; and albeit he indulg'd to himſelf great Liberties 
« of Life, yet he ſtill preſerv'd a very good Reputation with all 
«© Men, and a very great Intereſt in his Country, as appears by 
the Supplies he * his Son brought to the King's Army, the 
Companies of his own Regiment of Foot being commanded by 
the principal Knights and Gentlemen of Lincolnſhire, who en- 
<< gav'd themſelves in the Service principally out of their perſonal 
Affection to him. He was of a very generous Nature, and 
„ punctual in what he undertook, and in exacting what was due 
* to him; which made him bear that Reſtriction fo heavily, 
*© which was put upon him by the Commiſſion granted to Prince 
" — and by the King's preferring the Prince's Opinion in 

all Matters relating to the War before his. Nor did he conceal 
his Reſentment ; for the Day before the Battle he ſaid to ſome 
« Friends with whom he had uſed Freedom, That he did not 
* look upon himſelf as General; and therefore he was reſolv'd,

* Head of his Regiment as a private Colonel, where he would 
die. He was carried out of the Field to the next Village (and 
* if there could have been a Surgeon procur'd, it was thought his 
Wound would not have prov'd mortal); and as ſoon as the other 
* Army was compoſed, by the coming on of the Night, the Earl 
* of Eſer about Midnight ſent Sir William Balfour, and ſome 
other Officers, to ſee him, and meant himſelf to viſit him. 
* They found him upon a little Straw in a poor Houſe, where 
they had laid him in his Blood, which had run from him in 
great Abundance. He ſaid, he was ſorry to ſee ſo many Gen- 
tlemen (ſome whereof were his old Friends) engag'd in fo foul 
© a Rebellion; wiſhing them to tell the Earl of E/ſex, that he 
** ought to throw himſelf at the King's Feet to beg his Pardon; 
* which, if he did not ſpeedily do, his Memory would be odious

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Sir Montagu, his eldeſt Son, in 163y, was Captain of the 
King's Guards, in that Army raiſed to march againſt the Scots, 
and waited on his Majeſty in that Expedition. He was in the 
fatal Battle of Edge-hill, where he commanded the King's Royal 
Regiment of Guards; and being near his valiant Father, and 
ſeeing him wounded and taken Priſoner, was mov'd with ſuch 
filial Piety, that he voluntarily yielded himſelf tv a Commander 
of Horſe on the Rebels Side, to be near and attend him. 

Being afterwards exchang'd, he reſolutely adher'd to the King's 
Service, and couragiouſly Commanded the Regiment of Guards, 
in ſeveral Battles, as thrice at Newberry, Cropredy, Leſtwithie!, 
and other Places; alſo in that fatal Battle of Na/eby, where he 
was wounded ; and had a Share in all the Misfortunes of that 
King, being one of the Gentlemen of his Royal Bedchamber, 
and of his Privy-Council, attending him even to the time his 
Majeſty put himſelf into the Hands of the Scots. At the Treaty 
in the Ie of icht, the King ſent for him, to be one of his 
Commiſſioners and Adviſers, | 

After the Murther of his Majeſty, he compounded, and liv'd 
privately, expecting and endeavouring the Reſtoration of Monar- 
chy, and Epiſcopacy ; which being ed, King Charles II. ſwore 
him of his Privy-Council, and he was elected a Knight of the 
moſt Noble Order of the Garter, at a Chapter held at /#/hitehall 
the 1ſt of April, 1661. At the King's Coronation, exhibiting 
his Claim, for the Exerciſe of that Great Hereditary Office of 
Lord High-Chamberlain of England, and for the Reception of 
ſuch Fees and Benefits as his noble Anceſtors had heretofore 
thereupon enjoyed, did accordingly, on that folemn Day, execute 
the ſaid Office of Lord High-Chamberlain, and receive thoſe 
Fees and Benefits, which were of right his Due. 

This noble and valiant Earl departed this Life at Campden- 
Houſe in Kenſington, 25th Fuly, 1666, Aged 58 Years; and 
was buried at Edenham, in the Vault with his Noble Father,

which accompanied , illiam, Duke of Normandy, in his victorious 
Expedition into this Kingdom. And Gedfrey de Pierrepont held 
the Hundred of Belinga of the faid Earl. 

This Family alſo continued their Poſſeſſions, viz. the Caſtle 
of Pierrepont, in the South Confines of Picardy, and Dioceſs of 
Laon, in 35 Hen. I. the 13 Hen. II. and 2 Ric. I. and were Be- 
nefactors to the Abby of Thionville, for Lands in the Territory 
of Sornicourt, and Veel. 

The ſaid Robert de Pierrepont was of the Retinue of William, 
Earl Narren; and it appears, that belides thoſe Lordſhips in Suf- 
folk, and Hurſt in Suſſex, which now retains the Name of Hur/t- 
Pierrepont, he held other Lands of great extent in the ſaid County 
of that Earle, amounting to ten Knights Fees. 

And in the French Genealogy of this Family, he is faid to be 
one of the Lieutenant-Generals in the Conqueror's Army.

Which John de Pelham, was a Perſon of great Fame in the 
Reign of King Ediv. III. and in Memory of his valiant AQts, his 
Figure, in Armour, with the Arm- of the Family on his Breaſt', 
was painted in Glaſs, in the Chapter-houſe at Canterbury, being 
(tis probable) a Benefactor to the Cathedral, or was buried there. 
He attended that victorious Monarch in his Wars with the French, 
and was a Competitor in taking Jahn, King of France, Priſoner, 
at the Battle of Poitiers, on Menday the 19th of September, 
1356, 30 Edw. III. Which Battle was full of ſtrange and me- 
morable Events, as our Hiſtorians relate“; but t was the 
Contention about taking the French King. Frojort' gives an 
Account, that with the King were taken, beſide his Son Philip, 
the Earl of Tankerville, Sir Faques of Bourbon, the Earls of 
Ponthieu, and Ewe, with divers other Noblemen, who being 
chaſed to Poitiers, the Town ſhut their Gates againſt them, not 
ſuffering any to enter; fo that divers were ſlain, and every En- 
4 ry 4, 5, or 6 Priſoners, and the Pres being great to 
take the King, ſuch as knew him, cry'd, Sir, Yield, or you are 
dead Whereupon, as the Chronicle relates, he yielded himſelf 
to Sir Dennis 2 a Knight of Aribois, in the Enghh Ser- 
vice, and being afterwards foro d from him, more than ten Knights 
and Efquires, challeng'd the taking of the King.

'Edw. III. Likewiſe, for his Prudence, Valour, and Fidelity, 
Fohn of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter (fourth Son of King Ed. 
ward III. and Father of King — IV.) choſe him one of his 
* Efquires, and attending him in his Wars, the Honour of Knight- 
hood was conferred on him * before the 43d of Faw. III. for, 
Fuly 29, that Year, Sir John Sutton, Knt. and Thomas Tue, 
conſtituted Sir Jahn Pelham, Knight, their Attorney, to deliver Sei- 
ſon of the Manour of Laughton, and Hundred of Shiplake, in 
the County of Nr, to Thomas de Vere, Earl of Oxford, and 
Chamberlain of England. In the Reign of King Richard II. 
William, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ordains his beſt beloved 
Knight, John de Pelham, Maſter and Surveyor of his whole 
Demeſnes, Woods, and Fiſheries, in the Bailyſhip of Stonehar, 
with full Power to puniſh all Malefactors, and others, acting con- 
trary to Cuſtom, and the Peace of the Realm; dated 8 Marti, 
2 R. II.

King Richard, this John Pelham ſtood firm to his old Maſter ; 
and, landing with him in Yor#/re, attended on him *till he ob- 
tain'd the Crown ; as is evident from an original Letter of his 
Lady to him from Prvenſcy Caſtle, which ſhe bravely defended 
in the Abſence of her Lord. His Grace the Duke of Newcaſtle, 
having permitted me to peruſe the old W ritings of his Family, I

Which Service 7 is recited in the Patent of King Henry IV. 
dated at We/tminfter, 12 Feb. in the 1 Year of his Reign; in 
conſideration whereof his Majeſty granted to him, and his Heirs 
Male, the Office of Conſtable of the Caſtle of Pevenſey, with tlie 
Honour of the Eagle, and all thoſe his Manours, Lands, Tenc- 
ments, Rents, Services, Fees, Chaces, Parks, Warrens, Mills, 
Rivers, Fiſheries, &c. as alſo all Perquiſites of Courts of the 
Hundred, Heriots, Reliefs, Eſcheats, Franchiſes, Returns of Writs, 
Iſſues, Fines, and Felons, c. and all other the Profits whatſo- 
ever, and Franchiſes of the Cinque-Ports, within the Rape of 
Pevenſey ; which was ratified and confirmed, by Letters Patents, 
bearing Date the 1ſt of Fuly following, He was alſo created 
one of the Knights of the Path, at the Coronation of that Mo- 
narch ; Who, being moved of his ſpecial Grace, and in good Conſi- 
deration of the grateful Services of his beloved and faithful Knight, 
John Pelham, heretofore done (as the Words of the Patent import) 
grants to him, for Term of his Life, the Honour, of bearing 
the Royal Sword before him, in all Places, and at all Times re- 
requiſite ; dated at J/7/tmnſter the 24th of October, 1 Hen.

Alſo this Sir John Pelham * 
and Thomas, Lord Furnival, were affigned Treaſurers of War, and 
Paymaſter of the Forces, as well within, as without the Realm, 
by Aﬀent of Parliament; which Office was confirmed to them 
in the following Year (7 Hen. IV.) when he ® attended in the 
Parliament held at Coventry : About the ſame Time, the Duke 
of York was committed to his keeping * in the Caſtle of Perenſey;

Archbiſhop of York, Themas, Biſhop of Durbam, Robert Waterton, 
and John Leventhorpe ©) and intruſted to beſtow divers Sums on 
the Peor, and do other pious Works for the Health of the Soul 


of that King; as alſo to ſatisfy his Creditors,

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It's remarkable, that in Parliament 1 Hen. V. the ſaid Execu- 
tors prayed * to be excuſed from that Truft, for that the ſaid Goods 
were not ſufficient to ſatisfy the Debts of the ſaid King, and the 

Legacies ; whereupon the Goods and Chattels of the King being 
valued at 25,000 Marks, the King kept them, and granted to the 
ſaid Executors the ſaid Sum of 25,000 Marks, to be paid out of 
the great Wardrobe in three Years, who were to diſpoſe of the 
fame on Account. And further than the fame, the ſaid Executors 
were diſcharged by the King and Parliament, of all Executions 
growing by the ſaid Will. This Sir Jobn Pelham, was likewiſe 
in the higheſt Favour with King Henry V. one of the braveſt 
Monarchs of this Realm, who choſe Men of great Worth for 
his Counſellors; and it is faid of him, That every Day after 
Dinner, he uſed, for the Space of an Hour, to receive Petitions of 
ſhe Oppreſi'd, and, with great Equity, redreſs their Grievances. 
e was particularly ſummoned to attend at his Coronation among; 
the Privy-Counſellors, and had Robes of Scarlet aſſigned him out 
of the Royal-Wardrobe, Alfo in the 1ſt Year of his Reign, in 
Conſideration of the Circumſpection, Fidelity, and Induſtry of his 
beloved and faithful Counſellor, * Sir John Pelham, Knight, his 
Majeſty conſtitutes him one of his Ambaſſadors to treat of : 
Peace, and to conclude a Marriage between him and the Princeſs 
Catherine, Daughter to Charles the French King, a folemn Em- 
baſſy having been ſent into England by that Monarch, to offer 
Peace, and, to bind it more firm, to give his ſaid Daughter in 
Marriage. Theſe Affairs were in agitation! in 2 Her. V. when 
he had the King's Safe Conduct, being appointed to go over to 
France with Thomas, Biſhop of Durham, Thomas, Earl of Sarum 
Richard, Lord Grey, and other Counſellors, to treat about the ſaid 
Marriage, &c. And in the ſame Year, the King granted to 
him, * the Guardianſhip and Government of James, King of 
Scotland, with an Allowance of 700 /. — Annum for his Diet, 
and to find him in all Neceſſaries, in ſuch Place, or Places, as 
ſhould be agreed on by his Majeſty's Council, and the ſaid Sir 
ahn Pelham. This Prince was taken on the Seas by certain 
riners of Cliy, in Norfolk, in 7 Hen, IV.! being but 9 Vears 
of Age, and was going to France under che Care of the Earl of 
Orkney, and a Biſhop, there to be brought up and inſtructed in 
the French Language and Cuſtoms ; but being brought to Ki 
Henry, at Windſor (though they preſented to him the King 
Scots Letters, requeſting his Favour to his Soni, if he ſhould 1; 
in any Part of his Dominions) he ordered them to be kept in the 
Tower of Lindon, ſaying, He would teach the young Prince is 
ſpeak the French Tongue, and fo they need go no further. And it 
is Recorded to the Honour of the King, and Sir John his Go- 
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vernour, That he had ſuch perfect Inſtructors u to teach him, as well 
the Underſtanding of Tongues, as the Sciences, that he became right 
expert, and cunning, in every of them. He was taught alſo to ride, 
to run at the Tilt, and handle all kind of Weapons, conveniently to 
be uſed of ſuch a Perſonage ; whereunto he was ſo apt and ready, 
that few, in any Point of Activity, might overmatch him. He had 
good Knowledge in Muſick, and could play on ſundry Inſtruments 
right perfectly. To be brief, it appeared in all his Behaviour and 
Manners, in what Company ſoever he came, that his bringing 
up had been according to his Nature, neither of them differing 
from his Birth, and the Quality of a Noble and moſt Virtuous 
Prince. 

In the 3d Year of King Henry V. this Sir John Pelham, and 
Sir William Hues. a were appointed by the King to borrow cer- 
tain Sums of Money, to enable him to go beyond the Seas for 
Recovery of his Right, and to ſignify the Security that ſhould be 
given for the Payment thereof. He was likewiſe that Year * 
commiſſioned to array all defenſible Men, Hoblers, Archers, &c. 
in Suſſex, for Defence of the Realm, on the King's going beyond 
Sea, for the Recovery of his Inheritance, and the Right of the 
Crown ; and to be in readineſs, as well to expel and 7 any 
Attempts of the Enemy, as to go beyond the Seas, if Neceſſity 
required it. As alſo in Commiſſion with Vincent Finch, ® and 
others, for the View and Repair of the Banks, &c. betwixt the 
Towns of Peſemer/h, Rye, Farleigh, and Pette. In 4 Hen. V. 
he and the Sheriff of Sen and Surrey d, were ordered to draw 
together to the Sea Coaſts, all the fenſible Men of Surrey and 
Suſſex, to be ready to expel any Attempt of the French, as to the 
Succour of the King, if Need required. That he had great In- 
tereſt in the King, and was highly eſteemed by the moſt potent 
Peers of the Realm, is very evident; for in the faid Year, Fohn, 
King of Portugal, ſtiling him, Noble and Prudent, and well 
knowing his Noble Dualities, deſires him (by Letter dated the 16th 
of September) To ſhew the Lady Beatrix his Daughter (being de- 
prived of her Huſband, the Earl of Arundel) the ſame Favour and 
Afﬀettion he had before ſhrwed to her, which he ſhould always grate- 
fully acknowledge. He was alſo in no lefs Eſteem with the Puke 
of Clarence, the Kiag's Brother, than he was with King Heu- 
ry IV. his Father; for that Duke making his laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment, dated the 1oth of Fuly, in the 5th Year of King Henry V. 
nominated him * the firſt of his Executors, with the Lady Mar- 
garet his Wife, and others. On the 3d of Fuly the ſame Year, 
he was preſent * with the King in Council, on his Delivery of the

and had ſworn, Newer to re/ign the City, as long as they could hold 
words in their Hands) that they did not ſurrender *till the 19th

> age died thereof, Whilſt he was at this Siege of Rohan, the 
ing committed to his Cuſtody, Queen Joan, the laſt Wife of 
King Henry IV. and Mother-in-Law to King Henry V. who was 
arreſted by the Duke of Bedford, the King's Lieutenant in his 
Abſence, ® and committed to the Caſtle of Leeds, there to abide 
the King's Pleaſure, being accuſed of conſpiring with Friar Ran- 
dell, her Confeſſor, by Sorcery and Necromancy, to deſtroy the 
King. And being ordered into Sir Jahn Pelhan?s Cuſtody, he 
appointed nine Servants to attend her, and to bring her to his Caſtle 
of Pevenſcy. 

In the 8th Year of King Henry V. he, and Sir John Dahn- 
grugge, ? ſerved again in Parliament, as Knights for Su/ex, and 
in the ſucceeding Year, he was commiſſioned, with Henry, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and the Sheriff of the Counties of Kent and 
Suſſex, to borrow and receive ſuch Sums of Money, as ſhould be 
lent the King in the ſaid Counties, to be paid into the Treaſury 
before the 8th of May. In the ſame Year, he was alſo in Com- 
miſſion with Robert, Lord Poynings, and others, for the View and 
Repair of the Banks on the Sea Coaſt, betwixt Fletching and Sea- 


ford, as alſo for thoſe betwixt Haſtings and Boxele. After which, 


I find no other mention of him in this Reign, ' but that he was 
likewiſe one of the Adminiſtrators of the Will of King Henry V. 

In the Reign of King Henry VI. he was alſo at the Head of 
Affairs, and no leſs truſted, being in two ſeveral Commiſſions © 
for the View and Repair of the Banks of the Sea Coaſts in Suf- 


ſex ; and ſerved in Parliament for that! County, with Sir Thomas 


Lencknor, in the 1 Year of that Reign. Alſo on the zd of 
December, 2 Hen. VI. 1523, he, with John Stafford, Treaſurer 
of England, and others of the © Council, were appointed Am- 
baſſadors to treat with William, Biſhop of Glaſgotu, and ot 
Ambaſſadors and Governours of Scotland, for concluding and ſet- 
ling a Peace between both Realms. Purſuant to which, it was 


* between them on the 4th of December, That James, mY

land; and to you 1 make my Fidelity for the ſaid Kingdom ; which 
I hold and claim of you, and ſhall do you Service for the ſame; fo 
God me help, and theſe Holy E vangeliſts. ol 
In the fame Year (3 Hen. VI.) to a Charter between him, 
Richard, Earl of Warwick, Edmund, Earl of March, and others 
his Seal of Arms appendant, were Three Pelicans wounding 
themſelves in the Breaſt, and his Creſt a Peacock in her Pride, 
circumſcribed, S:igil. Fohannis Pelham, In 5 Hen. VI. be was 
elected to Parliament for the County of Suſſex, with William 
Ryman, Eſq; and in 6 Hen. VI. the King, in Conſideration of the 
Fidelity, Circumſpection, Diſcretion, and the full Confidence he had 
in him the. ſaid Sir John Pelham ', the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
the Biſbops of Rocheſter and Chicheſter, and Sir Robert Poynynges, 
ants to them full Power and Authority, to treat with divers 
Pert Spiritual and Temporal, in Kent and Suſſex, for a Loan 
of Money, on the Subſidies granted in the laſt Parliament, to be 
paid into the Receipt of the Exchequer, the 2oth of June. Alſo, 
on a Complaint made to the King the fame Year, That certain 
naw Banks were raiſed, which ob/trufted the antient Courſe of thoſe 
rb Waters, that uſed to run betwixt the Towns of Haſtings ard 
xle, whereby much Land was drowned , he, with Sir Reger 
Fenys, Knt. and others, were appointed to view the fame, and to 
take Courſe for the rectifying thereof, The Year after, viz. In 
7 Heu. VI. he departed this * Life, full of Honour, having been 
in the higheſt Fayour, and the moſt honourable Imployments, 
undep two of the greateſt Monarchs of this Realm, who. were 
famed for their Courage, and all manly Virtues, and raiſed. the 
Glory of the Englih Nation to ſuch a Degree, as never to be forgot ; 
ſo that it muſt be owing to ſome uncommon. Inſtance of Se}f-denial, 
that he was not rank'd amongſt the Peers, Tis no leſs memora- 
of him that the King of Scots (as was ſaid before) was brought up 
under his Inſpection; and he had the Cuſtody of Queen Jaan, 
and the Keeping of Edmund, Earl of March, and his Brother, 
Sons of Reger . who was declared Succeſſor to the Crown 
after King Richard II, His Piety appears from his Grant of 
Lands and Tenements in Marbilton (in 14 Hen. IV.) to the Con- 
vent and Priory * of the Church of the Trinity, in Haſtings, for 
t Rymer, Tom.

in the great Day of Judgment. 
Inquiſition taken after his Death, ſhews that he died four 
Days after the Date of his Will, viz. on the 12th of February, 
leaving an only Son, Sir John Pelham, before-mention'd, and a 
Daughter Jean, the Wife of John Colbrond, He had alſo ano- 
ther Daughter, married to Sir ohn Seynclere, as from a Letter of 
his to him appears, wrote in the Reign of King Henry V. and 
believing it will be acceptable to the Curious, I ſhall inſert it.

Sir Fobn Pelham (only Son of the ſaid Sir Jahn Pelham) was in 
the French Wars in the Reign of King Henry V. as is evident 
from two Letters to his Father, which are yet preſerv'd among the 
ancient Writings of the Family, one of which is not altogether 
viſible, but the other is perfect, and are as follows.

Heirs Male, under his Seal of the Dutchy of Lancafter, in Conſi- 
deration. that he the ſaid John, took the fame by a ſtrong Hand, 
at the King's laſt Arrival in England, and held the fame for his 
Uſe; whereunto is appendant the Seal of the Arms, and Creſt of 
the Family, as now borne, and on each Side of the Helmet, the 
Buckles of a Belt.

He releas'd to Sir Roger Fenys, Knt. and bis 
Heirs, all his Right in the Hundred of Frberle, with the Appur- 
tenances, in Com. Suſſ. as alſo all his Right, Fealty, Suits of 
Court and Caftle-Ward appertaining to the Manour of Aurf- 
Moncerux, which the ſaid Roger held of the faid Sir John Pelham. 
In 18 Hen. VI. the King * confirmed to him the Manours of 
Creiuburſt, Burwaſhe, and Bevylbham, with the Rape of _ . 
He had alſo the Office of Maſter of the Royalties and = 
which the Queen held in Dower in Normandy, as appears by his 
Repreſentation to the King after her Death, wherein he pra 
in Conſideration of his Services done to his Father and 
ther, to grant him the faid Office, In 25 Hen.

The laſt Will and Teſtament of the faid Sir John Pelham, 
bears Date 20 May, 36 Hen. VI. whereby he requires his Feoffees 
(whom he had conſtituted by ſeveral Charters) © to permit Jean, 
his Wife, to enjoy his Manour of Laughten, with the Hundred 
4 of Sheplake, fr Bourn, and Chilvinton, with the Profits of 
the ours of Crowhurſt, Burgherſhe, and Bevytham : Alſo 
& that they enfeoff Fohn Pelham, his Son and Heir, in the Ma- 
„ nours of Burgher/he, with the Hundred of Hawk/bury, Crow- 


hunt, with the Hundred of Bareſlow, as alſo the Foreſt and 


„ Chaſe of Dahngton, and, in default of Iſſue Male, to remain 
« to Wilkam his En, in default of Iſſue, to Thomas, his Son, and 
« Heirs Male, Remainder to his right Heirs. Alſo, that they 
<« infeoff Milliam, his Son, in the Manour of Bevilbam, with the 
„Hundred of Shooſerwell, with Remainder (in default of Heirs 
© Male) to John, his Son and Heir; and in default, to Thomas, his 
Son and Heir, and his Heirs Male, with Remainder to the 
<« right Heirs. And further Wills, after the Death of Joan, his 
« Wife, that his Feoffees enfeoff John, his Son and Heir, in his 
« Manour of Laughton, and Hundred of Shiplake, with the like

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He had two Wives, firſt Foan, Daughter and Coheir of Sir 
John de Eſcures ; and, ſecondly, Joan de Courcy, an Attendant 


on Queen Catherine, Conſort of King Henry the Fifth: By this 


laſt he- had the Sons before-mention'd, and three Daughters, 
Catherine, married firſt to Fohn Bram/hot, Eſq; (who had by her 
Elizabeth, his Daughter and Heir, married to John Dudley, Grand- 
father of Jom Dudley, Duke of Northumberland) and ſecondly, 
to Sir Tho, Lewknor, Knight; Cicely, ſecond Daughter, was wed- 
ded to William Lunsford, of Hotheley, in Com. Suſſ. Eſq; and 
Joan, the youngeſt, was Wife of Jobn Covert, of Slaugham, 
and ſecondly of William Aſhbornham, of Aſhbornham, Eſqrs. 

Jahn Pelham, his eldeſt Son and Heir, was * a Knight in the 
12th Year of King Henry VI. for then Richard Aylard demiſes 
to Wn Pelham, Senior, Knt. and to Sir John Petham, Ju- 
nior, Knt. and their Heirs, all his Right in the Manour of 
Ewerft, and alſo the Reverſion of all his Lands and Tenements 
in Ewerft, North- Hamme, Bekkele, and Idene, which the Lady 
Jean Brencheſle held for Term of their Life. 

In 28 Hen. VI. he, and Alice, his Wife, had a Grant from 
his Father, Sir John Pelham, of the Manour of Treve, with the 
Knight's Fee, Advowſon of the Free Chapel, and all Reverſi- 
ons appertaining thereto, to hold to them and the Heirs of 
their Bodies. This Alice was Daughter of Sir Thomas Lewknor, 
Knt. but her Huſband died without * Iflue Male by her, leaving 
an only Daughter, {/abelia, married to Fobm Covert, ſecond 
Son to Villiam Covert, of Su en in Suſſex, Eſq; whereby the 
Eſtate devolv'd on Milliam, his Brother. 

Which V illiam Pelham, Eſq; took to Wife Emelm, Daughter 


of Nicholas Carrel, of Bentone in Com. S$ufſ. Eſq; and *died with- 


out Iſſue, February 24, in the 18th Year of King Henry VII. 
And by his laſt Will and Teftament*, dated the 12th of Febru- 
ary, 1503, in the 18th Year of the Reign of that King, and 
the Probate thereof the 11th of March, 1503, he thereby Wills 
his Body to be brought to the Church of Laughton, and there to 
have Exequies and Maſſes done for his Soul, and from thence to 
be had into the new Priory, and to be buried within the Chancel 
there; and that his Executors find a Prieſt to ſing, within the faid 
Church of Laughton, for his Soul, his Father's, and Mother's, 
his Wife's, and all other his Friends Souls. He further directs, 
that his Houſhold be kept at his Manour of Laughton, *till his 
Month-Day be paſt ; on which Day he Wills, that every one of 
his Servants have a Black Gown and their Wages. He Wills 
and Requires his Feoffees to ſettle on his Nephew, John Pelham, 
Son and Heir apparent of his Brother Thomas Pelham, and on ſuch

All the 
ſaid Manours, c. to remain to the Heirs Male of his faid Bro- 
ther Thomas, and, for default of fuch Iſſue, to the Heirs Male of 
Catherine, Cecile, and Joan, his Siſters, with Remainder to the 
right Heirs of Sir John Pelham, Knt. his late Father. He fur- 
ther Wills to his Brother Thomas Pelham, his Manour of Laugh- 
ton, with the Appurtenances; as alſo the Manour of Colbondi, 
with the Hundred of Shrplate, and after the Deceaſe of Jean 
Aſpburnham, his Siſter, his Lands and Tenements in Mſtbilam,

after mention'd, Thomas, who died unmarried, William, Suc- 
ceſſor to his Brother Fohn, and Anthony, ſeated at Buxfted afore- 
faid, who died on the z zd of November, in 9 Eliz. ſeized be- 
ſides, his Lands in Suſſex, of the Lordſhip of Zwood Park, in the 
Pariſh of Newdigate, in the County of Surrey; as alſo the Ma- 
nour and Vicaridge of Newdigate, leaving by Margaret, his 
Wife, Herbert Pelham, his Son and Heir, aged 20 Years, who 
took to Wife Ebzabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Thomas Weſt, Lord la 
Marr, and departed this Life the laſt of Fuly, in 1 Car.

to Herbert, his eldeſt Son and Heir, at that time 24 Years of

The two Daughters of the faid Thomas Pelham, were Cathe- 
rine, married to Thomas Morley, of Glnd in Suſſex, Eſq; and 
Jean, who died unmarried. —

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The eldeſt Son, Jahn Pelham, Eſq; took to Wife Anne, Daugh- 

ter of Sir Thomas Fynes, Knt. and dying without Iſſue, in the 

' Life-time of his Father, his Brother William, on the Death of 

the ſaid Thomas Pelham, Eſq; his Father, who died on * the 1 of 

February, 7 Hen, VIII. was poſſeſs'd of the Eſtate, and was then 
thirty Years old and upwards. 

Which William Pelham, in 16 Hen. VIII. in “ conſideration 
of the Expences he had been at in the King's Service, and of his 
good and great Services done him, obtain'd a Grant to incloſe 
and impark 500 Acres of Wood, and 209 Acres of Land, called 
the Herthwode, or the Old Brule, in the Pariſh of Laughton in 
Suſſex ; and to have Free-Warren in all his Lands in Laughton, 
Haothlie, Chitinglie, Waldern, Hathfeld, Rype, Challington, Hem: 
he, and Arlyngton, in the ſaid County, and a ſeveral Fiſhery in 
the faid Manours, and Pariſhes, &c. After which he received 
the Honour of Knighthood, and“ attended King Henry VIII. in 
the 24th Year of his Reign, at his meeting with the French 
King at Sandingfield; from wence they rode to Bologne. He 
died on the 7th of Ocfaler, in the zoth Year of King 
VIII. as appears by the Inquiſition taken aſter his Death at Lewes.

This Sir William Pelham * had Two Wives, Mary, Daughter 
of Sir Richard Carew, of Bedington, in Com. Surry, and Mary, 
Daughter to William, Lord Sands of the Vine, Lord Chamber- 


kin to Kin 2 VIII. which laſt ſurvived him, and was re- 


married to John Palmer, of Angmering, Eſq. He had Iſſue by 
his firſt Wife, Nicholas, his Son and Heir, Edward, and William 
Pelham ; alſo three Daughters, Margaret, married to 
Hawkins, Anne, to Sir Edward Capel, Anceſtor to the preſent 
Earl of Eſex, and Fane, to Richard Dryland, of Bobbing, in 


Kent, Eſq;j. By his Second Lady he had alſo three Sons, Wilham, 


hereafter-mentioned, Francis, and Edward Pelham, who being 
brought up to the Study of the Laws at Gray's- Inn, was choſen 


Autumn Reader of that Society in the zoth Year of Queen Eli- 


zabeth, and called to the Degree of Serjeant Vat Law, in 43 Kli- 


 zabeth ; was afterwards knighted by that Queen, and conſtituted 


Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, in Ireland. He departed 
this Life on the * 4th of July, 1606. (4 Fac. I.) poſſeſd of the 
Manour of Cattesfield, leaving Herbert Pelham, his Son and 
Heir, 19 Years, 3 Months, and 14 Days old. | 

William Pelham, 3d Son of Sir William, was one of the moſt 
famous Men of his Time, being from his Youth in the Service of 
his Country; and having, by his Courage and Conduct, gained 
the Reputation of an experienc'd Martial Officer, had the Com- 
mand of the Pioneers in the Army under the Duke of Norfolk, 
which was ſent to the Aſſiſtance of the Scots, againſt the French, 
in the zd Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. Alſo when 
the Forces came before Leith, he was one of thoſe appointed to 
confer- with the Queen-Regent at Edinburgh ?, and when the 
Town of Leith was beſieged, having the Chief Direction of it, 
cauſed a Fort to be built to batter the South Side of the Town, 
which had the Name of MMowunt-Pelham, the Plot whereof was 
caſt ſquare, with 4 Bulwarks at every Corner, and 12 Battering- 
Pieces planted at Places convenient. This Siege continued till a 
Peace was concluded, and the French obliged to leave the King- 
dom. In September, 1562, embarking with the Earl of Mar- 
wick, General of the Army, ſent to the Aſſiſtance of the Pro- 
teſtants in France, he was at the taking of Cane, in Normandy, 
and in the Year 1563, * was wounded in the Defence of New- 
haven, which endured a long Siege, and held out till Queen Eli- 
zabeth expreſſed, with Tears, the Commiſeration of the fad State 
they were reduced to, and by Proclamation (wherein ſhe com- 
mended the Valour of her Commanders and Soldiers) declared, 
She would no longer expoſe her braveſt Men to the Fury of two 
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Enemies, the Sictueſi, and the Sword. * And thereupon * gave Or= 
_ ders to the Earl of Harwick to capitulate on honourable Terms, 
who immediately ſent Mr. Pelham to the Mareſchal Montmorenq, 
Conſtable of France, to agree upon Articles of Surrender; and when 
they were ſigned, he was one of the four Hoſtages for the Perform- 
ance of them. 

After this, he was ſent into Ireland, and, for his Services againſt 
the Rebels, was Knighted by the Lord ty, Anno Domini 1 579g 
who deceaſing in September the ſame Year, Sir William Pelham 
was by the Council, on the 11th of Octaber following, choſen 

aſticier of Jreland, with the Authority “ of Lord Deputy, till a 
rd Deputy was created ; and thereupon he knighted the ſame 
Day *, the Lord Chancellor Gerrard, and young Edward Fitton, 
Son of Sir Edward Fitton, Preſident of Connaught, who had per- 
formed great Services againſt the Rebels. 

During the Time of his Government, he ſhewed an earneſt 
Application to. Buſineſs, and the Affairs of the Kingdom, He 
conſtrained the Baron * of Lixnaw to yield, beſieged Carrigfeil, 
in Kerry, kept by Julis an Italian, and ſome Spaniards, which he 
took by Storm, putting the Garriſon ? either to the Sword, or the 
Gallows, and with them, Fo himſelf. But the Earl of Def 
mond, Chief of the Family of Fitzgerald, and who had been long 
in Rebellion, gave him moſt Trouble; for being affifted by many 

the chief Papiſis, he grew fo inſolent, as to write to the Lord 

he, and his Brethren, were entered into 2 League for 
the Defence of the Catholick Faith, under the Proteftion of the Pope, 
and the King of Spain, and adviſed him to join with them. The 
Lord Juſtice ſmiled at his Preſumption, and by his Vigilance, 
Conduct, and diſpoſſeſſed that Lord of all his Caftles, 
forcing him, and his Followers, to lurk in Places of Secrecy. He 
continued Lord Juſtice of Ireland, till the 14th of September, 
1580, when * he ſurrendered the Sword to Arthur, Lord Grey, of 
Wilton, K night of the Garter, and then embarked for England. 
Our Hiſtorians ay Character —— _ — in Council he 
was and circumſpett, was a rid Obſerver of Fuſlice, and 
wholeſam: Severities, kept thoſe Fe grin that had 2 the Will to 
quiet *, fitting in Perſon in the Courts of Fuſtice, to ſee the Laws 
duly. executed ; and he reconciled many Differences, between ome of 
8 Families of that Kingdom, who had long contended ont 
another. 
The Queen was fo well ſatisfied with his Services in Ireland, 
that ſhe conſtituted him Maſter of the Ordnance ®, and ſwore him 
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Deputies had earneſtly beſought her Majeſty to accept of the Go- 
vernment of the Confederate Provinces of the Netherlands, and 
receive the People thereof, who were moſt unjuſtly oppreſſed, into 
her Protection and perpetual Vaſſalage; and her Majeſty thereupon 
had appointed the Earl of Leiceſter General of her Forces; Sir 
Willam Pelham was likewiſe conſtituted Field-Marſhal. 

In the Year 1586, having the Command of the Engl 
Horſe, he © ranged all over — taking in ſeveral Places, 
and performed many gallant Acts, which are particularly related 
in Stowe's Annals, from Page 733, to 741. At the Siege of 
Dowſborough he narrowly eſcaped with Life, ſrom the Rebound- 
ing of a Bullet, which hit him on the Belly, pierced his Buff 
Jerkin and Doublet, and wounded him. It was likewiſe owing 
to his particular Conduct and Courage, that Davenrry was ſe- 
cured, At length, after many fignal Services, he died at Fluſh 
ing, on the 24th of November, in the 3oth Year of the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, A. D. 1587. © leaving William, his Son and 
Heir, 20 Years of Age, on the iſt of April preceding his Death. 
I find this Character of him among the Worthies of that Age: 
Sir William Pelham had a ftrong Memory, whereof he built his 
Experience, there being no Town, Fart, or P. age, either in Ire- 
land or Holland, but he retained by that flrong Faculty, which was 
much his Nature, more his Art. Three Things were obſerved in 
his Converſe, That his Friends were either Valiant, Ingenious, 
or Wiſe, being Soldiers, Scholars and Stateſmen; and Four 
Things he was very intent upon, during his Government in Ireland ; 
The Prieſts, the Pulpit, and the Preſs ; Secondly, The Nobility ; 
Thirdly, The Ports; Fourthly, The Foreigners; which he pur- 
ſued with ſuch Activity, that, during his Government, the Keg 
dem twas in a better Condition than it had been for Sixty Years 


fore. His laſt Teſtament bears * Date the 27th of June, in 28 


Eliz. which mentions his being commanded by the Queen to 
ſerve in the Lu- Countries. He Wills his Body to be buried in 
25 Place as | ſhould ſeem good to his Executers. He ſettles his 
nds in Truſt {according to Letters Patents, dated the 5th of 
une the fame Year) on Roger Manners, Henry Bromley, Robert 
mer, and Thomas Pelham, Eſquires ; viz. The Scite of the 
Priory of Newſted, wirb the Rights and Members thereof, in com- 
mon Line; his Manour of Cadney and Howſeham, called Bel-

VI. was Sheriff of the Counties of 
Surrey and Suſſex, in the 3d Year of the ſame King; and onthe 
17th of November the ſame Year, received the Honour of Knight- 
hood at WHiftminfter, with the Duke of Lagevborg', Sir Ambroſe 
Dudley, Second Son to the Earl of WWarwich, Sir John Parrott, 
and Sir Thomas Rufe. He had the greateſt Intereſt of any Com-

He was a learned Perſon, a Favourer of the Reformation, and 
one of excellent Morals, as is evident from ſeveral Authorities, 
and from the Preamble of his laſt Will ; which being memorable,

This Sir Nicholas (as the Inſcription on his ment ſhews)

Sir John Pelham died the 13th of October, 1580.

Thomas Pelham, Brother to the ſaid Sir Jahn, ſucceeded his 

Nephew in the Eſtate at Laughton, &c. In * the 28th Year of 
Queen Elizabeth, he was returned to Parliament with William 
Covert, as Knights for Suſſex; and in the 31ſt of Elizabeth, * was 
Sheriff of the Counties of Sues and Surrey, On the Erection 
of the Dignity of Baronets, by King James I. he was advanced 
to that Degree, the 22d of May, 1611, and was the 7th in 
Order of Precedency. In the Creation-Patent tis recited, That 
his Majeſty calls to Mind the good and acceptable Services of Sir 
John Pelham, Knight, as well to King Henry IV. and to our Lord 
Henry, late King of England the Fifth, as to his Anceſtor James, 
late King of Scotland, the firſt of his Name, as Guardian and Go- 
vernour to bis ſaid Anceſtor, during his Minority, whilft he remained 
in England, as by certain Letters-Patents of the aforeſaid Henry, 
late King of England the Fifth, more plainly appears, &c.

0 Which Sir Thomas Pelham, Baronet, was, in his Father's Life- 
time (21 Jac. I.) elected one of * the Knights for the County of 
Suſſex ; as alſo in the firſt Parliament called by King Charles I. 
and likewiſe, in that held in the 15th Year of the ſame King, 
and to that which met at J/:/tmin/ter, on the 3d Day of Neuem 
ber, 1640. In theſe Parliaments, he conſtantly voted with thoſe 
who were for preſerving the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, 
and endeavoured the compoſing of our Differences during the 
Civil Wars, without being any ways concerned in the Uſurpation 
of the Government. 

His Kinſman Tienm Pelham, Eſquire, who ſerved in thoſe 
Times for Grantham, in Lincolnſhire, was a Perſon * likewiſe 
diſtinguiſhed for his eminent Abilities. The Members at e- 
minſter, voted (after a long Debate) the Twenty-eigth of June, 
1645, That he, the Earl of Warwick, and Mr. Benſe, ſhould be 
Commiſſuners of the Admiralty. Yet when King Charles I. was 
confined, he oppoſed the Proceedings of the Army, and a Differ- 
ence ariſing thereupon, wherein eleven Members * were ſuſpended 
from fitting in the Houſe, at the Inftance of the Officers of the 
Army, this Mr. Pelham © was, on a Meeting the zoth of Fully, 
1647, choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, and the Lord 
Hunſdon, Speaker of the Houſe of Lords. And thereupon d both 
Houſes voted, That the King being ſeized on, and carried from 
Holmby, without his Conſent, or 6 Conſent f the Flouſes of Par- 
lament, by a Party of the Army, where his Majeſty yet remaineth, 
the Lords and Commons, in Parliament afſembled, defire his Ma- 
Joſly wil be pleaſed to come to ſuch Places, as both Flauſes of Par-

They further reſolved on the Queſtion, That his Majefly might

They aleo ordered, The Militia of the City have Power to 
raiſe fuch Forces, as they ſhall think fit for Defence of the City, and 
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that they choofs a Commander in Chief, to be approved by the Hauſe, 


and he to chooſe Officers, to be approved by the Militia. 


Theſe Proceedings were with the Concurrence of the Sheriff, 


and Common-Council of the City, who attended the Houſe, and, 
in the Afternoon, they choſe General Maſſey to command their 


Forces; but on the 6th of September, General Fairfax enteri 
the City with his Army, he, and his Officers, ſubſcribed a De- 
claration for making Null all Acts paſſed from the 26th of Juh, 
which, on the 17th of September following, was agreed to by the 
Houſe of Commons, being carried by three Votes. Mr. Pelham, 
on this Occaſion, oppoſed thoſe who were in the Intereſt of the

James Pelham, ſecond Son, is Secretary to his Grace the Duke 
of Grafton, as Lord Chamberlain, and a Member in the preſent 
Parliament for the Town of Newark upon Trent. Margaret their 
Siſter, is married to Sir William Aſhburnham, of Bromham, in 
Suſſex, Baronet, one of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer. 

ir John Pelham, Baronet, eldeſt Son of Sir Thomas, was elected 
one of the Knights for the County of Suſſex, in the Parliament 
that met at M eſiminſter the 25th Day of April, 1660, which voted 
the Reſtoration of King Charles II. 

By his Hoſpitality, Moderation, and other exemplary Virtues, 
he gained the Eſteem of all that knew him, and had a greater 
Intereſt in his County, than any Perſon of his Time, as appears 
by his being choſen Naeh of the Shire in four ſucceeding Parlia- 
ments, in the Reign of K. Charles II. And, as was faid before, 
his Brother Sir Nicholas Pelham was elected with him, and T homas 
Pelham, Eſq; his eldeſt Son, choſe for Eaſi-Grinſtead, as allo for 
the Borough of Lewes ; an Honour whereof few Inſtances can be 
given. 

He was upwards of nine Years of Age in the Year 1633, 
and being near eighty Years old, died at his Seat at Halland, in 
the Pariſh of Ea/i- Headley and Laughten, and was buried in the 
Chancel, with his Anceſtors, on the 26th of January, 170}, 
having ſurvived his Lady ſeventeen Years, who had Sepulture at 

. Laughton, on the 19th of Oclaler, 1685.

Sir Thomas Pelham, Baronet, eldeſt Son of Sir John, was firſt 
elected for the Borough of Lewes, as alſo for the Borough of EH. 
Grin/tead, to that Parliament which met at V gſtminſler the 6th 
Day of March, 1679, and for the Borough of Lewes, in all the 
Parliaments after, during the Reign of King Charles II. as alſo in 
that of King James II. and the Convention-Parliament, wherein 
he promoted the Succeſſion of King William and Queen Mary 
to the Crowns of theſe Realms. 

On their Majeſties Acceſſion, he was firſt made one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and on the 19th of March, 1689, 
conſtituted one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
which Office he voluntarily reſigned in 1694, when it was in his 
Power to have continued in Commiſſion, 

He was elected one of the Knights for the —_— Suſſex, 
in three ſeveral Parliaments, in the Reign of King //iliam and 
Queen Anne, and for the Borough of Lewes, in all other Parlia- 
ments, whilſt he continued a Commoner. In the Year 1695, 
the Houſe of Commons nominated him one of the Commiſſioners 
to examine Sir Thomas Cook, and to inſpect into Bribery and cor- 


rupt Practices, of which ſome of their own Members were then 


accuſed. | 

In the Year 1701, he was again conſtituted by King 1/illiam, 
one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury. And at ler why . 
having diſcharged theſe Truſts with great Fidelity, he ad- 
vanced to the D: ity of a Peer of this Realm, ce tle of 
Baron Pelham, of L bton, in Suſſex, by Letters Patents, bear- 
ing Date the 29th of December, 1706. (5 Queen Anne) the Rea- 
ſons for his Creation being thus recited :

His Lordſhip died at his Seat at Halland, the 23d Day of Hb.

He was particularly diſtinguiſhed, for his 28 in Men 
and Buſineſs, and a conſtant Regard to the Welfare of his Coun- 
try, which he eſpouſed with great Diſintereſtedneſs and Reſolution, 

He had, from his Youth, an earneſt Deſire of informing him- 


ſelf in the Laws, ney: and Intereſts of his Country, fo that on 


his firſt Appearance in Parliament, he was taken Notice of, for a 
ſuperior Judgment, to moſt of his Years. He ſaw the ill Deſigns 
of a corrupted Party, in the Court of King Charles II. and join'd 
with thoſe who oppoſed every illegal Step, tending to introduce 
Popery and Arbitrary Government, 

"Being a leading Member in the Convention-Parliament, he 
a for the Vacancy of the Throne, and that the Prince and 
Princeſs of Orange ſhould be declared King and Queen of Eng- 
lang, &c. And, after their Majeſties Coronation, having a Share 
in the publick Affairs, he ſerved his Country with great Fidelity, 
and was known to be in the particular Favour of King William, 
who eſteemed him, as well for his eminent Abilities, as his Inte- 
grity, whilſt he was in the Treaſury ; which induced his Majeſty 
to put him again in that Commiſſion, on a Juncture of Affairs, 
that required Perſons of his Lordſhip's Probity, to fill ſuch an im- 

rtant Poſt, 

When her late Majeſty aſcended the Throne, he choſe to reſign 
his Imployment in the Treaſury, being deſirous of a nearer In- 
tendment of his Family and Fortune. And the Queen had fo 
good an Opinion of his Conduct, whilſt he was in the Admini- 

ration, that ſhe called him up to the Houſe of Peers, where he 

ſhewed the fame Reſolution, in ſupporting the Intereſts of the 
Kingdom, and the Proteſtant Religion. In his private Capacity, 
no Man was more regular in Life, or more exemplary-in Con- 
verſation, or in his Paternal Care of his Family, and other relative 
Duties, as a good Chriſtian, Neighbour, and Friend, 
His Lordſhip had to Wife, firſt, Elizabeth (Daughter to Sir 
William Tones, Attorney-General to King Charles II.) who de- 
parted this Life, and was buried at Laughton, the 13th of Oclaber, 
1681, leaving Iſſue two Daughters; Luq, who was buried by 
her Mother the zd of May, 1689, and Elkzabeth, the firſt Lady 
of Charles, late Lord Viſcount Townſhend:

HIS Noble Family, deriv'd from a Series of Illuſtrious 
N Anceſtors, was poſſeſs d of Lachotu, in Argyleſhire, accord- 
ing to the traditional Accounts of the Bards and Sqnachies, as 
early as the Time of King Fergus II. who reſtored the Monarchy 
of Scotland, Anno Chriſti 404. The firſt Appellation they uſed 
was O-Dwbin, afſum'd from Diarmed O- Dwbin, one of their 
Anceſtors, a brave and warlike Man, and in the 1r;þ 
his Deſcendants are called to this Time, Scal Diarmed, that is, 
the Poſterity and Offspring of Diarmed. From this Diarmed 
O-Duzin the Bards have recorded a long Series of the Barons of 
Lochow, whoſe Actions they tell us were very renowned both for 
Conduct and Valour. 

Paul O- Dwhbin, Lord of Lachow, call'd Paul in Spuran, ſo de- 
nominated from his being the King's Treaſurer, having no Male

O-Dwbin, a Relation of her own, who chang'd the Name firſt

Archbald, Earl of Argyle, his Son, being a Perſon of ſingular 
Accompliſhments, was, by the Eſtates of Scotland, ſent Ambaſſa- 
dor to the Queen, then in France, Anno 1559, to ſupplicate her 
Majeſty in Favour of the Reformation : But that taking no Effect, 
and the French having got footing in Scotland, he, with the Duke 
of Chattel- Herau/t, and the Earl of Arran, his Son, ſued to Queen 
Elizabeth for Aid to expel them, by which he was inftrumental 
in obliging them to quit the Kingdom ; and, together with the 
Earls of Glencairn, Morton, and others, entred into an Aſſocia- 
tion, wherein bound themſelves to aſſiſt one another in ad- 
vancing the Cauſe of Religion, which at laſt oy got happily 
eftabli by Act of Parliament, Anno 1 560. e ſame Year 
he was one of the ſeven Peers authorized by Queen Mary, on her 
Reſignation of the Crown, to be Regent of the Kingdom, if the 
Earl of Murray ſhould refuſe to be R alone. 

On the breaking out of the Civil War, in the Reign of Queen 
Mary, he eſpouſed her Intereſt, and was General of her Forces at 
the Battle of Lang/ide, againſt the Earl of Murray, then Regent: 
After which he ſubmitted to the Authority of her Son, King James, 
and came to be fo conſiderable, that on the Death of the Regent, 
Mattherwo, Earl of Lenox, in 1571, he ſtood a Candidate to ſuc- 
ceed him; but the Earl of Marr being preferred to the Regency, 
he was conſtituted Lord High-Chancellor ; which Office he enjoy- 
ed with univerſal Reputation for the Space of three Years, even to. 
his Death, which ha in September, 1575, to whoſe Memo. 
ry the famous Mr. 7ohn/?on compoſed this Epigram.

For which, by the infinuating Perſwaſions of ſome who bore 
him no good Will, the King was fo far incenſed againſt him, that 
he was ſent Priſoner to the of Edinburgh, and on his Trial, 
the 19th of December, 1681, was found guilty of High- Treaſon. 
But he made his Eſcape out of the Caſtle very dexterouſly, in the 
Dreſs of a Lady's Page, and got over to Holland, whence with 
a few Men he invaded Scotland in 1685, a little before the Duke 
of Monmouth landed in England. But never having got together 
above 2,000 Men, was foon after totally routed near Kilpatrick, 
and taken Priſoner, And thereupon (on his former Sentence] 
was beheaded at the Croſs of Edinburgh, the 3oth of June, 1685.

QI cheſter, from whom his Grace the preſent Duke of Manche/?er 
is lineally deſcended, was third Brother to Edward, who was cre- 
ated Lord Montagu by King James the Firſt; but by the Death 

of Sir Walter Montagu, the ſecond Brother, without Iſſue, his { 
De cendants are the next Heir Males of this Noble Family, after |

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Which Sir Henry Montagu had in his tender Years ſuch a Vi- 
vacity and pregnant Parts, that * one ſkilful in myſterious Arts, 
beholding him at School, foretold, That he would raiſe himſelf a- 
bove the reſt of bis Family ; which accordingly came to paſs. He 
had a liberal Education in Chri/'s-College, in Cambridge ;" and be- 
ing afterwards placed in the Middle-Temple, London, tor the Study 
of the Laws, he was ſuch a Proficient, that he ſoon-acquir'd a 
great Reputation, and had the Honour ® of Knighthood conferr'd 
on him at hiteball, before the Coronation of King James the 
Firſt ; being © alſo the fame Year (1 Fac; I.) elected Recorder of 
the City of London. 
He was a Member in 43 Elia. for Higham- Ferrers* ; and when 
Serjeant ale, on a Motion in the Houſe of Commons for a 
Supply, faid, He marvelld much, that the Flouſe will fland on 
granting of a Subſidy, or the Time of Payment, when all we have 
is ber Majeſty's ; and ſhe may lawfully at her Pleaſure, take it 
from us Jia, ſbe hath as much Right to all our Lands and Goods, 
as to any Revenue to her Crawn, quoting Precedents to prove it. 
At which the Houſe humm'd and laugb'd. And when the Speaker 
had call'd to Order, this Mr. Montagu ſtood up, and faid : There 
were no ſuch Precedents ; and if all the Preambles to the Subſidies 
were look'd upon, it would be formd, that it was of free Gift ; and 
although ber V ar) requireth this at our hands, yet it is in us to 
give, and nt of ler to exatt of Duty. 

In the Parliament, call'd by that King on his Acceſſion to the 
Crown, holden at Meſtminſler, 19 Marty, 1604 *, he was one of 
the Members for the City of London, ard with Sir Robert M roth, 
Knt. Sir George More, Knt. and Sir Henry Nevile, Knt. were 
appointed, by Charles Howard, Earl of Nottingham, Lord High- 
Steward, to adminiſter the Oaths to the ſeveral Members duri 
the Time of Parliament. In that Seſſion*, he was the firſt nam'd 
in a Committee, to continue, repeal, M review the Statutes of 
the Kingdom; was alſo one of the Twenty-four, ſpecially appointed 
to manage a Conference with the Lords, concerning the taki 
away the Court of Wards; and, with his Brother Sir Zdward - 
Montagu, Knight of the Bath (after Lord Montagu) were at the 
Head of all Debates and Committees on Aﬀairs of Moment, as 
the Journal of the Houſe ſhew. In the 4th Year of King James 
the Firſt, he * was choſen Autumn-Reader of the Honourable 
Society of the Middle- Temple, to which none but Perſons of 
Learning were elected, and four Years after (8 Jec. I.) wa 
to the Fate and Degree of a Serjeant at Law; alfo on the rrth 
of February enſuing ', conſtituted the King's Serjeant.

Jones deliver'd him! the Staff of Lord-Treaſurer of England at 

ewmarket, the zd of December, in the eighteenth Year of his 
Reign (but his Patent “ bears Date the 14th of the ſame Month) 
and on the 19th of Dec. next enſuing *, raiſed him to the Dignity 
of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Montagu of 
Kimbalton, in Com. Hunting. and Viſcount Mandevil.; thoſe Ti- 
tles being choſe by him, as he was in poſſeſſion of the Caſtle and 
Lordſnip of Kimbolton, which many Ages ſince  belong'd to the 
Family of MHandevil. He continued in the Office of Lord-Trea- 
ſurer not quite a Year, for Sir Lionel Cranfeild n ee 
the Counteſs of Buckingham's Niece, he, by the Favour of George 
Villiers, then Marquis of Buckingham, was firſt created a Baron 
on the gth of Fuly, in the 19th of King James, and on the 1 3th 


of October following, ſucceeded the Lord Viſcount Mandevil as 


Lord-Treaſurer, which his Lordſhip did not unwillingly reſign, 
the Projects then on foot, being ſuch as he did not think fit to 
countenance ; and the King conſented to his Removal the more 
readily, finding (as Wigſon', in the Life of King James obſerves) 
the Lord Mandevil intelligent in all the great Affairs of State, and 
thereupon made him Lord-Preſident of the Council. 

On the Acceflion of King Charles I. ® his Lordſhip was conti- 
nued Lord Preſident, and was 1 created Earl of Muncheſter in 


Cem. Pal. Lane, on Feb, 5, in the firſt Year of his Reign. 


The Preamble to the Patent recites, That he was . e from 
the antient and illuſtrious Family of Montacute ; and that for the 

of four Years, in the Office of Chief-Fuſtice, and afterwards 
in the Execution of the Poſt of e he had behav/d 
with extraordinary Fidelity, Gravity, and Induſtry ; likewiſe with 
no leſs Prudence, Diligence, and Sweetneſs of 14 had ſerved 
both the King and his Father, as Pre s Council : There- 
fore his Jajefly thought he could ds no leſs than accumulate ſome 
Honour on a Perſon wha had deſery/d fo well both of bimſelf, and 
the Commonwealth. 

On the Death of Edward, Earl of Hiorcefter, in the Year 
1627, his Lordſhip ſucceeded him * as Lord Privy-Seal ; in which 
Office he continued 'till his Death. He was a RO 
Houſe of Peers, and was employ d by his Majeſty in the Delivery“ 
of ſeveral of his Meſſages to them; yet, in thoſe Times of Tri- 
al, preſerv'd his Intereſt and Reputation amongſt all good Men, 
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dying (as my Lord Clarendon* obſerves) in a lucky Time, in the 
beginning of the Rebelkion, when neither Religion, Loyalty, Law, or 
Wiſdom, could have provided for any Man's Security, In the 
Year 1640, he * was one of the Regents commiſſion'd to provide 
for the Peace and Safety of his Majeſty's Kingdom and People, by 
all good Ways and Means, during his Majeſty's Abſence in Scoe- 
land, and to hear and order all Complaints, &c. And his Con- 
cern for the Peace and Welfare of his Country, appears as well 
from other Authorities, as from being one of the four * Lords cho», 
ſen by the Houſe of Peers, in the ſecond Year of King Charles I. 
to preſent their Petition to his Majeſty ; © wherein they humbly. 
offer d their Loyal and Faithful Advice, to continue the Par- 
„ liament, by which thoſe great and apparent Dangers at home 
and abroad, ſignified to them by his Majeſty's Command, might 
& be prevented, and his Majeſty made happy in the Duty and 
Love of his ＋ which they held the greateſt Safety and 
« 'Treaſury of a King.” Yet this did not prevent the Diſſolu- 
tion of the Parliament, their Counſels ſeeming not grateful to the 
Duke of Buckingham *, who therefore prevail d with the King to 
put an End to it, before he could well determine, and judge, what 
their Tompers were like to prove. My Lord Clarendon, in the Ac- 
count he gives of this Earl of Manchefter, is miſtaken in the

Hereupon we preſently ſent to all the Horſe to be at a Rendez- 
vous upon Newberry-I#aſh, by Six o'Clock in the Morning, 
intending to draw out to fight with the King; in order to 
which, the Ground was view'd by the chief Field-Officers : 
But on Saturday Morning, the King had gain'd his Paſlage to 
Dennington-Caſtle before any great Body of our Horſe came up, 
ſo as it was reſolved by all the Officers in Chief, that it was fit 
teſt for us to ſtand upon our Defence, and to keep the Town 
of Newberry. About Two of the Clock in the Afternoon the 
King charged us with Horſe and Foot near to the Works which 
we had made, but received a very happy Repulſe by our Boot. 
As yet there were only ſome of my Lord-General's Horſe, and 
ſome of Sir William Waller's came on that Side the River that 
the Enemy was. Lieutenant-General Cromwel had not brought

* Conſent it was thought. fit to march back to Newberry. When 
«© we had been ſome Days at N , we heard that the King 
intended to fend a ſtrong Party to relieve Bajing ; therefore the 
Council of War reſolved, that the beſt Way to prevent any 
« ſuch Deſign, was to order all the Horſe of the Armies to keep 
Guards there by Turns; and though when the third Night 
came, that my Horſe were to keep the Guard, Lieutenant- 
General Cromwel expreſſed an Unwillingneſs to have any 
*« Horſe go to the Guards, yet I commanded that there ſhould be 
„ no Delay in it, and accordingly it was done. As for the ſeve- 
ral Motions of the Armies, and the drawing into thoſe 1 
ters where now are, it was ordered by the general Vote 
of the Council of War, not one diſſenting: And J think I 
may with Confidence affirm, that there was ſuch an Unani- 
mity amongſt us, as none acted any thing which was of pub- 
lick Concernment, apart from the reſt. As to that which 
may relate to me, I am fully perſwaded that the Commanders 
in Chief will give me this Teſtimony, that I never concluded 
any thing without 9 And I muſt acknow 
3 9 
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& that Lieutenant-General Cromuel was ſenſible of a Contra- 
cc giction in this Particular, as when there was but an Informa- 
& tion of ſuch a Report caſt out at London, that I had acted 
& without the Advice of the Council of War, he profeſled, that he 
& was a Villain and a Liar, that ſhould affirm any ſuch thing. 
cc That which I did without conſulting with the Commanders of 
& the other Armies, was only ſuch things as had a ſpecial Reſpect 
e to my own Forces, to keep them from mutinous Actions, that 
* they might be ready to commit, in regard of their great Ne- 
cc ceflities and Sufferings, and of ſeveral Intimations that were 
* given them, that I was the only Cauſe of keeping them there, 
& and thatLieutenant-General Cromwel was willing and deſirous 
& to have them return to their Aſſociation. In this, I confeſs, 
<« T ated by my own Power, to cauſe them to give Obedience to 
& that which I had received Orders for from the Committee of 
& both Kingdoms, though I ſhall ever ſhew as much Readineſs 
« to ſerve for the Security of the Aſſociation, that have honour- 
ed me with their Favour, as any other ſhall do. 


My Lords, | 

c T hear further of a Diſſatisfaction which is of an older Date, 
ever ſince my being at Lincoln, that when I received Command 
from the Committee of both Kingdoms to march into the Met, 
my Backwardneſs was ſuch, as I gave ſharp Reproofs to thoſe 
* who mention'd it to me. I cannot but wonder at ſuch a Ca- 
F lumny, Lieutenant - General Cromwel can witneſs for me, that 
© as ſoon as I received the Letters from the Committee, I conſult- 
* ed with him, and gave him Orders that twenty Troops of 
** Horſe ſhould be got ready, and that he ſhould go with them 
* before me, and I would follow with the reſt of the Horſe and 
all the Foot, with what poſſible Speed I could. It is true, 
© that Lieutenant-General Cromwe! made ſome Difficulties in 
t regard of the Neceſſities that his Regiment of Horſe were in, 
_ © which I told him I would endeavour to ſupply at Hunt ing don, 
* and that I would ſend to London, to make Proviſion of Boots, 
and of other things which he wanted, and ſend them to meet 
*© him at Reading; and I made good my Promiſe, as many can 
dear me Witneſs, Certainly, not only my Relation to my 
“ Lord-General, to whom I owe both Honour and Service, 
** but the Publick Intereſt, might juſtly challenge from me a ready 
* Obedience to this Service. $ 

My Lords, 

Some Diſcontents which then brake forth in my Army, was 

the Cauſe of retarding that Service. What thoſe Diſcontents 


„ were, and the Grounds of them, I dare not fo far digreſs with- 
K out your Command, as to offer them unto your Lordſhips. 


« I ſhall 
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& T ſhall only aſk your Lordſhips Pardon for the Trouble 1 
© have given you, and ſhall beſeech your Lordſhips to look upon 
«© meas one, who though I cannot ſerve you with Abilities equal 
to others, yet in my Faithfulneſs to the Cauſe, in my Endea- 
« yours for the Happineſs of the Parliament and Kingdom, and 
« and in my Care of your Lordſhip's Honours, gi 
to none.” 

This Narrative incited Cromwel to exhibit the Charge before- 
mention'd ; and my Lord Clarendon * recites theſe further Particu- 
lars, That he accuſed the Earl of Mancheſter of having betray'd 
the Parliament out of Cowardice ; for that he might, at the King's 
n being at Newberry, when he drew off his Cannon, very eaſily 
have defeated his whole Army, if he would have itted it to 
have been engaged : That he tueni to him, and ſhew'd him evidently 
how it might be done ; and deſired him that he would give him leave, 
with his own Brigade of Horſe, ts charge the King's 2 in their 
Retreat; and the Earl, with the reſt of his Army, might look on, 
and do as he ſhould think fit : But that the Earl had, notwith- 


ftanding all Importunity ud by him and other Officers, vely 
and 7 N wing no other Reaſon, but 
that, he ſaid, 7 they did engage, and ow the King's Army, 
the King would akvays have another Army to keep up the Mar; but 
if that Army which he commanded, ould be overthrown, before the 
other under the Earl of Eflex ſhould be reinforc d, there would be 
an End of their Pretences ; and g's ſhould be all Rebels and Trai- 
tors, and executed and forfeited by the Law. | 
* 'This Pronunciation what the Law would do againſt them, 
was very heavily taken by the Parliament, as if the Earl believ'd 
% the Law t) be againſt them, after ſo many Declarations made 
„by them,” That the Law was on their Side, and that the King's 
Arms were taken up againſt the Law. The Earl confeſſed, * 
bad uſed Werds to that Effect, that they ſhould be treated as Trai- 
tors, if their Army was defeated, when he did not approve the Ad- 
vice that was given by the Licutenant- General, which would have 
expoſed the Army to greater Hazard, than he thought ſeaſonable in 
that Conjuntture, in the middle f the Winter, to expoſe it te. 
He then recriminated, That at another time Cromwel diſcourſing 
© freely with him of the State of the Kingdom, and propoſing 
% ſomewhat to be done, to which he anſwer d, That the Parka- 
* ment would never approve it. Cromwel ther 2 te- 
plied, My Lord, if you will flick firm to hone Tf pay} 
your ſelf in the Head of an Army that ſhall give the to 
and Parliament; which Diſcourſe, he faid, made great Im- 
* preffion in him; for he knew the Licutenant-General to be 4 
of very deep Defigns ; and therefore he was the more careful

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to preſerye an Army which he yet thought was very faithful to the 


Parliament. | | 

This Diſcourſe ſtartled thoſe who had always an Averſion to 
#5 Cromuwel, and had obſerv'd the Fierceneſs of his Nature, and 
* the Language he commonly uſed when there was any mention 
of Peace; fo that they deſired that this Matter might be 
thoroughly examin'd, and brought to Judgment. But the other 
Side put all Obſtructions in the way, and rather choſe to loſe 
the Advantage they had again the Earl of Manchefter, than 
to have the other matter examin'd, which would unavoidably 
have made ſome Diſcoveries they were not yet ready to pro- 
duce.” The fame Noble Author obſerves”, ** That they were 
much troubled to find their belov'd Earl of Manchefler, upon 


ſenſibly have diveſted the Earl of Eſex of all inconvenient Au- 
thority in the Army, appear as unapplicable to their Purpoſes 
as the other; whereby he * was at laſt remov'd from all Truſt, 
for no other Reaſon, but becauſe he was not wicked enough, 
Of the whole Cabal, he was, in a thouſand Reſpects, moſt 
unfit for the Company he kept. He was of a gentle, and a 
Nature; civilly bred ; had Reverence and Affection 
for the Perſon of the King, whom he had attended in 
Spain; lov'd his Country with too unſkilful a Tenderneſs; and 
was of fo excellent a Temper, and Diſpoſition, that the bar- 
barous Times, and the rough Parts he was forced to act in 
them, did not wipe out, or much deface thoſe Marks: Inſo- 
much as he was never guilty of any Rudeneſs towards thoſe 
he was obliged to oppreſs, but perform'd always as good Offices 
towards his old Friends, and all other Perſons, as the Iniquity 
of the Time, and the Nature of the Employment he was in, 
would permit him to do; which kind of Humanity could be 
imputed to very few. 
* His ſecond Marriage with the Daughter of the Earl of 
* Warwick, and the very narrow, and reſtrain'd Maintenance 
* which he receiv'd from his Father, and which would in no De- 
« gree defray the Expences of the Court, forced him too foon to 
* retire to à Country Life, and totally to abandon both the 
Court, and London, whither he came very ſeldom, in man 
*:© Years. And in this Retirement, the Diſcountenance wh 
his Father underwent at Court, the Converſation of that Fa- 
* mily into which he was married, the bewitching Popularity 
* which flow'd upon him with a wonderful Torrent, and the 
* want of thoſe Guards which a Education ſhould have oe 
* plied him with, by the clear Notion of the Foundation of 
* laſtical, as well as the Civil Government, made a great 
ͤImpreſſion on his Underſtanding (for his Nature was never 
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& corrupted, but remain'd ſtill in its Integrity) and made him 
« helieve that the Court was inclin'd to hurt, and even to 

the Country; and from particular Inſtances, to make general, 
and dangerous Conclufions. They who had always been Ene- 
mies to the Church, prevail'd with him to leſſen his Reverence 
« for it; and having not been well inſtructed to defend it, he 
yielded too eafily to thoſe who confidently aſſaulted it, and 
thought it had great Errors, which were neceſſary to be re- 
« form'd ; and that all Means are lawful to compa that which 
* is neceſſary : Whereas the true Logick is, that the thing de- 
«* fir'd is not neceſſary, if the Ways are unlawful which are pro- 
“ poſed to bring it to paſs. No Man was ccurted with more 
Application by Perſons of all Conditions and Qualities; and 
his Perſon was not leſs acceptable to thoſe of ſteady and uncor- 
* rupted Principles, than to thoſe of deprav'd Inclinations. And 
in the End, even his Piety adminiſter'd ſome Excuſe to him 
* for his Father's Infirmities and Tranſgreſſions had fo far ex- 


« poſed him to the Inquiſition of Juſtice, that the Son found it 


« neceſſary to procure the Aſſiſtance and Protection of thoſe 
* who were ſtrong enough to violate Juſtice itſelf ; and fo he 
* adher'd to thoſe who were beſt able to defend his Father's Ho- 
* nour, and thereby to ſecure his own Fortune, and concurr'd 
with them in their moſt violent Deſigns, and gave tation 
* to them. And the Court as unſkilfully took an ion 
be! cb. oe to make him deſperate, by accuſing him of High- 
reaſon.” 

My Lord Clarendon (who gave the faid Relation) makes this 
further Remark : © It was ſome Evidence, that God Almighty 
* ſaw his Heart was not fo malicious as the reſt, that he preſerv'd 
* him to the End of the Confuſion ; when he appear'd as glad 
* of the King's Reſtoration, and had heartily wiſh'd it long be- 
fore; and very few who had a Hand in the Contrivance of 
the Rebellion, gave ſo manifeſt Tokens of Repentance, as he 
* did; and having for many Years undergone the Jealouſy and 
* Hatred of Cramwel, as one who abominated the Murther' of 
* the King, and all the barbarous Proceedi _ the Lives 
* of Men in cold Blood; the King, — eturn, receiv'd 
* him into Grace and Favour, which he never after forfeited by 
* any undutiful Behaviour.” 

In Juſtice to his Lordſhip's Memory, its therefore neceſſary to 


- obſerve, that King Charles I. was too eaſily inclin'd to counte- 


nance ſeveral Acts, which incroach'd on the Rights and Liberties 
of his People : But, from what has been obſerv'd of his Lord- 
ſhip's Behaviour, it may be faid, that he never entertain'd a 
Thought of altering the Government ; for when the evil Coun- 
ſellors about the King were removed, and his Majeſty had made 
Conceſſions, ſo much to the R and his People, 
was well contented, and had no 42 


1 
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till the King's retiring to Veri, and his Attempt upon Hull, made 
it evident to all Men, that he intended to call all thoſe to Ac- 
count, who had oppos'd him. His Lordſhip knew too well what 
he was to expect, by the unwarrantable Proceedings againſt him, 
which the King avowed ; yet it appears, that when he had gain'd 
the great Victory at Marſton- Moor, with the Surrender of York 
(which my Lord Clarendon declares, were the primary Cauſes of 
the Declenſion of the King's Power) he had then ſo much the 
Peace of his Country at Heart, as he recommended it to the Par- 
liament to treat with his Majeſty, telling them“, as Hhithck 
writes, He believ'd the King would be more inclinable to Peace than 
formerly. And when his Lordſhip, the Earl of Eſſex, and the 
Earl of Denbigh, gave up their Commiſſions, the Commons * 
appointed a nition to conſider of gratifying them for their 
faithful Services, and hazarding their Lives and Fortunes for the 
Publick : Alſo, December 1, 1645, after a Debate in Parliament, 
about Propoſitions to be made to his Majeſty for a Peace, it was 
voted that the Earls of Northumberland, Eſſex, Warwick, and 
Pembroke, ſhould be made Dukes, and the Earls of Saliſbury and 
Manchefler ſhould be made Marquiſſes. And his Majeſty, at 
that time, propoſing a Perſonal Treaty with both Houſes of Par- 
liament at H//tminſter, had ſuch an Opinion of the Earl of 
Mancheter's Deſire of Peace“, that he nominated him, 
others, he was willing to commit the Truſt of the Militia to, for 
ſuch Time, and with ſuch Power, as was expreſſed by the Com- 
2 at Uxbridge, believing them to be unexceptionable 
ns. 

His Lordſhip was Speaker * of the Houſe of Peers, and uſed his 
utmoſt Endeavours for healing the Breaches of the Nation, by a 
Peace with the King ; but the Army oppoſing all Pacifick Mea- 
ſures, thought that unhappy Prince the only Obſtacle to their ab- 
ſolute Sway; and x 6 cunning Devices, and modelling the 
Houſe of Commons, undutifully brought him to the Block. The 
Houſe of Peers abhorr'd the Murther of the King, and the Earl 
of Mancheſter never after ſat in Parliament, till the meet- 
ing of Peers who voted the Reſtoration of King 
Charles II. He had f all the Prejudice imaginable againſt Crom- 
wel, and was hated by him above all Men, fo that he endca- 
vour'd to take away his Life; and in the Year 1651 procur'd 
his Lordſhip to be di d from the Chancellorſhip of the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge*, when he was ſucceeded by Oliver St. John, 
Lord Chief-Juſtice of the Common-Pleas. On the King's Return, 
he was again elected Chancellor of that Univerſity ; which with 
his being of the Bed-chamber, and of the Privy-Council to his 
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Majeſty, together with his White- Staff and Garter, and Lieute 
nancy, was as much Honour as he defir'd, or a Subject could 
well bear, 

His Lordſhip, by his prudent Management, and ſeaſonable 
Advices and Conſultations with General Monk, was particularly 
inſtrumental in the King's Reſtoration, teing ' preſent at that Con- 
ference in Northumberland- Houſe, where ſome have faid the Ge- 
neral was influenc'd, and even over-aw'd. When the Parliament 
met, he was call'd to the Chair of the Houſe of Peers, and offi- 
ciating as Speaker, * receiv'd the King's Letter to that Noble 
Body; ' alſo on the 5th-of May, 1660, was declar'd, both by 
Lords and Commons, Firſt Lord-Commiſſioner of the Great-Seal 
of England, On the joyful Entry of his Majeſty, the Earl of 
Manchefter being appointed by the Lords to congratulate his Re- 
turn to his Subjects, made this juſt and memorable Speech to Him: 
in 173 White-hall®, Majeſly, is the H 

“ That thi may prove happy to your Majeſty, is the Hope, 
* the e and the e Debire of my Lords the Peers, 
* whoſe Commands are upon me, to make this humble Tender 
to your Majeſty, of their Loyal Joy for your Majeſty's fafe Re- 
turn to your Native Kingdom, and for this happy Reſtoration 
* of your Majeſty to your Crown and Dignity, after ſo long, and 
4 ſo a Suppreſhon of your juſt Right and Title. 

« I ſhall not reflect upon your . . Sufferings, which 
have been your People's Mikries ; yet, I cannot omit to ſay, 
That, as the Nation in ral, fo the Peers with a more per- 
* ſonal and particular Senſe, have felt the Stroke that cut the 
« Guardian-Knot, which faſtned your Majeſty to your King- 
dom, and your Kingdom to your Majeſty. 

For ſince thoſe ſtrange and various Fluctuations and Diſ- 
* compoſures in Government, ſince thoſe horrid and unparellel'd 
« Violations of all Order and Juſtice, Strangers have ruled over 
* us, even with a Red of Iron: But now, with Satisfaction of 
* Heart, we own, and ſee your Majeſty, our Native King, and 
Son of the Wiſe; a Son of the antient Kings, whoſe Hland 
* holds forth a Golden Scepter. ' 

Great King / Give me leave to ſpeak the Confidence, as well 
© as the Deſires, of the Peers of England : Be You the Powerful 
Defender of the true Proteſtant Faith; the juſt Aſſertor and 
* Maintainer of the Laws and Liberties of your Subjects: 80 
* ſhall Judgment run down like a River, and Fuftice like a mighty 
Stream; and God, the God of your Mercy, who hath ſo mi- 
* raculouſly preſerved you, will eſtabliſh your Throne in Righte- 
* ouſneſs and in Peace.

My Lord, 

I am fo diſordered by my Journey, and with the Noiſe fil 
« ſounding in my Ears (which I confeſs was pleaſing to me, be- 
« cauſe it expreſſed the Affections of my People) as I am unit 
at the preſent to make ſuch a Reply as I defire ; yet thus much 
I ſhall ſay unto you, that I take no greater Satisfaction to my 
« elf, in this my Change, than that I find my Heart really ſet 
&* to endeavour by all means for the reſtoring of this Nation to 
* their Freedom and Happineſs. And I hope, by the Advice of 
* my Parliament, to effect it. Of this alſo you may be conh- 
dent, that next to the Honour of God, from whom princi- 
« pally I ſhall ever own this Reſtoration to my Crown, I ſhall 
« ſtudy the Welfare of my People; and ſhall not only be a true 
„Defender of the Faith, but a juſt Aſſertor of the Laws and 
&* Liberties of my Subjects.“ 

On reporting his Majeſty's Anſwer, the Lords order'd the 
Thanks of their Houſe to his Lordſhip, for ſo juſtly expreſiing 
their Senſe to-his Majeſty. 

It being thus evident, that his Lordſhip cheriſh'd all Endea- 
yours ow: fn to the Reſtoration of King Charles the II. and 
with great Zeal, Affection and Induſtry, pre moted the fame; 
His Majeſty held it fit to honour and reward this Noble Peer, by 


making him of his Council, and of his Bed-chamber, as 216 
Lord-Chamberlain of his Houſhold, in which great Charge, Si 
Edward Walker, who knew him well, has obſerv'd, that he le- 


hau d N= with that Honour, Candour, and great Civility, as 
ain d the Aﬀeftio and Reſpeft of all Aen. Finally, to 
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evidence the further Value and Eſteem his Majeſty had for him, 
he was elected a Knight Companion of the moſt Noble Order of 
the Garter, at a Chapter held at Y/hite-hall the firſt of April, 
1661, together with the Right Honourable Montagu Bertie, , 
Earl of Lindſey, and William Wentworth, Earl of Strafford. At 
the Coronation of the King, , he had the Honour to bear the 
Sword of State before his Majeſty ; and was alſo 4 one of the 
Lords Commiſſioners, appointed to call together ſuch Perſons, as 
were to be made Knights of the Bath, On a War with the 
Dutch, in the Year 1664, he * was choſen, as the moſt proper Per- 
ſon, to prevail with the City of Landon, to lend his Majeſty 
1000007, which was advanc'd with great Readineſs, on his Lord- 
ſhip's Speech delivered in Guild- Hall, London, on Thurſday, De- 
cember 1. and the City having before advanc'd the like Sum, the 
Earl of Manchefter tender'd to the Lord-Mayor, c. the Reſolu- 
tion of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in Par- 
liament 3 that the Thanks of both Houſes of Parliament be 
given unto the City of London, for their Forwardneſs in aſſiſt- 
ing his Majeſty ; and in particular, by furniſhing him with 
« ſeveral great Sums of Money, toward his Preparations, for the 
« Honour, Safety, and Trade of -the Nation.” 

In the Year 1665, after waiting on his Majeſty in his Progreſs 
in the Weſt, his Lordſhip, and the Earl of Clarendon were ſent 


from Saliſbury to Oxford, to provide Lodgings for the King, du- 


ring the Winter, by reaſon of the Plague then raging in London 
and Weftmin/ter ; and thereupon, on the 8th 2 — was 
incorporated Maſter of Arts, in that Univerſity (the ſame Degree 
he had taken at Cambridge) with great Solemnity, the Chancel- 
lor, Vice-chancellor, and Maſters being preſent, and the Orator 
of the Univerſity making an eloquent Oration. On the 2d of 
Ju, 1668, he * had the Honour to entertain his Majeſty, his 

oyal Highneſs, and Prince , at his Houſe at Waltham, 
And at length ended his Days at ¶ hite- hall, about 12 of Clock 
at Night, on Friday, the 5th of May, 1671, in the 69th year of 
his Age, much to the regret of the King, and the Grief of the 
whole Court, as we are inform'd from the account of his Death, 
publiſh'd by Authority in the Gazette. He was pretty well, and

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His Lordſhip married five Wives; Firſt, Suſanna, Daughter 
of John Hill of Honiley, in Warwickſhire, Eſq; by whom he had 
no Iſſue: Secondly, Anne, Daughter of Robert Rich, Earl of 
Warwick, by whom he had Iſſue Y Rzbert his Son and Heir, as 
alſo two Daughters, Frances, marricd to Henry, Son and Heir of 
the celebrated Dr. Robert Saunderſon, Biſhop of Lincoln, and 
Anne, to Robert Rich, Earl of Holland, and Warwick. His third 
was Eſſex, Daughter of Sir Thomas Check, of Pirgo, in Com. 
Eſſex, Knt. and Widow of Sir Robert Bevil, Knt. by whom he 
had ſix Sons, Edward, Henry, Charles, Thomas, Sidney, and 
George; as alſo two Daughters, Eſex, married to Henry Ingram, 
Lord Viſcount Irwin, Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Viſcount 
Irwin, and Lucy: His fourth Wife was Eleanor, Daughter to 
Sir Richard Wortley, of Worthy, in Com. Ebor. Knt. and Bart. 
and Widow of Sir Henry Lee, of Quarenden, in Com. Bucks, 
Knt. and Bart. And his fifth the Lady Margaret, Daughter to 
Francis Ruſſel, Earl of Bedford, Widow of Fames Hay, Earl of 
Carliſle, as alſo of Robert Rich, Earl of Warwick ; but by neither 
of them had any Iflue.

was again return'd one of the Knights for the County of Hun- 
tingdm, to a new Parliament, which met at H:/tmin/ter on the 
8th Day of May, 1661, which was ſtil'd the Long Parliament. 
In the Year 1665, he! was created Maſter of Arts of the Uni- 
_ of Oxford, when his Father took the fame Degree, on 
whoſe Deceaſe, he ſucceeded as Earl of Manchefter, as alſo in the 
Place of one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber to his Majeſty ; 
but travelling into France, died at Montpelier, the 1 4th Day of 
March, 1682, and was buried by his Father at Kimbolton. 

His Lordſhip married Anne, ter of Sir Chriſtopher Yel- 
verton, of Eaſfton- Mauduit, in Nort onſhire, Bart. (Grand- 
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father of wa Yelverton, Lord Viſcount Longueville, Father of 
Talbot, Lord Vikount Langueville, and Earl of Suſſex) by whom 
he had Iſſue five Sons, and four Daughters, 1 Edward, 2 Henry, 
who died Infants, 

3. Charles, who ſucceeded to the Honours, and Eſtate. 

4. Robert, who was elected one of the Knights for Huntingdon- 
WVilliam and Queen Mary, and died unmarried in the Year 1693. 

5. Heneage, who * was alſo return'd for the County of Hun- 
tingdim to the Parliament ſummon'd to meet at Heſiminſter on 
Friday, 22 Nov. 1695, and on the Death of Sir Francis Lawley, 
in the Year 1696, ſucceeded him as Maſter of the Jewel-Office ; 
but accompanying his Brother the Earl of Manchefter in his Am- 
baſſy to the Republick of Venice, died there A. D. 1698.

HB. Earl of Manchefter, eldeſt ſurviving Son of Robert, 
Earl of Manchefter, had all the Advantages of Education, both at 
the Univerſity of Cambridge, and abroad; and being early diſtin- 

iſh'd for a manly Behaviour, and polite Addreſs, was appointed 
Quik to the Queen , at the Coronation of her Majeſty, and 
King Fames II. on the 23d of April, 1685. The long Inter- 
miſſion of Parliaments prevented his Lordſhip's taking his Seat in 
the Houſe of Peers“, till 21 May, in the firſt Year of King 
James, 2 received his Majeſty's Writ of Summons, dated 
the 14th of February; but not approving of the Meaſures taken 
in that Reign, be retir'd from the Court, and, on all proper Oc- 
cafions, ſhew'd his Concern for the Religion and Liberties of his 
Country. He appear'd i with other noble Patriots, at the Trial 
of the Seven Biſhops; and the Figure they made in Court, had a 
good Effet on the Jury, as well as the Judges. He afterwards 
waited on the Prince Pn eee who let him into the 
Secret of the Revolution ; and thereupon returning to Englend, 
whilſt the Prince was landing, his Lordſhip rais'd a' number of 
Horſe in Huntingdonſbire, which ſecur d that County for his High- 
nels, His Lordſhip was alſo among the Peers who voted for the 
Vacancy of the Throne, and the ſupplying of it with the Prince 
and Princeſs of Orange; on whoſe Acceſſion, he was ® conſtituted

Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard; and at their Coronation, 
11 April, 1689 , bore St. Edward's Staff, part of the Regalia. 
In the Year 1690, he embarqu'd with King J#7liam for Ireland *, 
and landing at Carickfergus, 14 June, was at the Battle of the 
Beyn, and the Siege of Lanrich, returning to England with his 
Majeſty in Sept. the fame Year. On 14 April, 1697, he ? was 
appointed Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the Republick of Venice, 
where he made a ſplendid Entry, and on his Return in May, 
1698, was 4 received by King William with great Marks of Fa- 
vour and Eſteem, who admitted him of his Privy-Council the gth 
of oe the ſame Year. | 
In May, 1699 , his Majeſty declar'd him Ambaſſador Extra- 
ordinary to the King of France; in which Station he behav'd 
with that Prudence, n and Honour, as won him the Re- 
gard of the Miniſters of that Kingdom, and the peculiar Efteem 
of his own Sovereign. In the Year 1700, when all Europe was 
in Expectation of a turn of Affairs, by the Death of the King of 
Spain, his Excellency ever watchful of the French Intrigues, had 
early Notice of the laſt Will of that Prince, and immediately 
preſs'd the French King to declare his Intentions, putting him in 
mind of his folemn Engagements to the King of Great-Britain. 
And when that Monarch gave evaſive Anſwers, and declar'd the 
Pretender King of England, &c. his Lordſhip immediately left 
the Court, and arriving in England *, was conſtituted Principal 
Secretary of State on the 4th of January, 1701 about which 
time he reſign d his Place of Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard. 
| Soon after the Acceſſion of Queen Anne, he was remov'd from 
his Place of Principal Secretary of State, but continued of her 
Majeſty's Privy-Council, and was alſo Lord-Lieutenant of the 
County of Fhmntingdon, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the fame, as he 
had been in the Reign of King William. Alſo in the beginning 
of the Year 1707, he * was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the 
Court of Vienna, to conſult with the Emperor's Miniſters, the 
Invaſion of ' Provence, or Dauphine, in France, in Conjunction 
with our Fleet; which at that time was in the Mediterranean Sea, 
under the Command of Sir Cladeſley Shovell. 
He afterwards ſet out for Turin, where he * conferr'd with the 
Duke of Sawvy,' and Prince Eugene; and on the 24th of June, 
oceeding on his Ambaſly to Venice, was received by that Repub- 
fick with the higheſt Honours, having had a full Knowledge of 
his Lordſhip's Munificence, and polite Demeanor, during his for- 
mer Reſidence with them.

On the Acceſſion of his late Majeſty, he was created Viſcount 
Wilton, and Earl of Carnarvon, by Letters Patent bearing Date 
October the 19th, 1714. And in November following, a Patent 
paß d the Great Seal, granting to his Lordſhip and his two Sons; 
Fobn,and Henry, the Reverſionof the Office of Clerk of the Hanaper 
in Chancery. On the zoth of April, 1719, he was created Mar- 
quis of Carnarvon, and Duke of Chandos, the Preamble to the 
Patent ſetting forth his Services as follows ; BE, 
We are ſenſible that our Favours have been very well be- 
« ſtow'd, when we find the very fame Perſons lately rais'd by us 
to high Honours, purſuing conſtantly the right Method to de- 
« ſerve greater. In that View it is that we have thought proper 
to raiſe to a higher Rank our well-beloved and truſty Couſin, 
James, Earl of Carnarvon, one of thoſe Noblemen on whom, 
* at the Beginning of our Reign, we conferr'd new Titles. This 
young noble Lord, deſcended of an ancient and illuſtrious Fa- 
« mily, devoted the firſt Years of his Manhood to the Service of 
the Nation, and when a Member of the Houſe of Commons, 
* gain'd both Honour and Friends by his being no leſs ſxill'd in 
* ſpeaking upon, than capable of managing Affairs, and was 
judg'd a fit Perſon to be appointed of that Council, to inſpect 
the Publick Accounts, and to prevent, by his Vigilance and 
Integrity, the committing of Frauds in the fame. After bav- 
* ing for ſome Time diſcharged that Truſt, he was made one 
* of the Lords Commiſhoners of the Admiralty; and after 
having honourably behav'd himſelf in the Affairs of the Ma- 
* rine, was made Pay-maſter to the Army; which Office was 
attended with very great Difficulties, both by reaſon of the 
* Multiplicity of Affairs, and the Diſtance of the Armies; not- 
* withſtanding which, he fo prudently regulated it, that the 
Troops were punctually paid both in Germam and Spain. 
* When his Time was moſt taken up in the Management of 
the Affairs of State, he never abated any thing of his Piety 
towards his Maker; did all good Offices poſſible to every Bo- 
* dy ; ſpent ſome of his Hours in noble Studies; and being an 
* Encourager of Liberal Arts, the Greatneſs of his Soul was 
always ſuperior to his great Fortune. This may be added to 
* the Praiſe he ſo well deſerves by his other Virtues, that being 
* born with high Titles, he ſome Time fince had higher con- 
* ferr'd on him by Us: And now let him enjoy the higheſt;

Buckbur/t, Claverham, Buggeley, Horſey and Ombeford are Par- 
cel. All which Manors the faid Hela brought to her Huſband ; 
and in her Widowhood * being wrote Ela de Saukeville, Daughter 
of Ralph de Dene, gives Licence to the Abbot and Convent of 
Ottebam in Kent, to tranſlate their Convent to Begeham in the 
fame County, and confirms to them all thoſe Lands which her 
Father gave them ; viz. the Lordſhip of Otteham with the Cha-

was ſettled on the Throne, Gilbert de Mareſchal, Juſtice * of re- 
land, had Orders to deliver full Seizin to his beloved and faithful 
Jordan de Saukevill, of his Lands of Clannelly, Clanbeg, Arglas, 
and Hohwoed, with all the Appurtenances ; and all his Chattels, 
or the Price of them, according to the Inventory at the Time of 
the Seizure by his Father King John, dated at I incheſter, 4 April, 
1 Hen. III. For that he found him always wiſe, and willing to 
win the reſt of the Nobility to a dutiful Subjection and Acknow- 
ent of ſovereign Authority. This Jordan is, without doubt, 
the ſame Sir Jordan de Saukvil, who, in the Reign of King 
Fobn, Anno Dom. 1215, ſiding with the Barons, was by them 
elected and ſworn, to ſee the Liberties of Magna Charta per- 
formed, and fuch Articles as were then agreed to with the King, 
who finding himſelf not able to reſiſt the Barons, conſented, That 
they ſhould chooſe Grave and Honourable Perſons, who ſhould have 
Power and Authority to ſee thoſe Things performed, which he then 
granted to them, and to compel every one Io the obſerving of them. 
This Sir Fordan, by his Charter * without Date, confirm'd to

His Uncle Guy de Sautuill“, by Grant of his Brother Jordan, 
for the Uſe of the faid William, Son of the faid Jordan his Bro- 
ther, had Lands in Chalvington, Bochurft, and Pevenſell, which 
he ſettled on the ſaid M illiam de Sackwill, and Clara, his Wife, 
Daughter of Matthew de Haſtings, and the Heirs of their Bodies. 
This Villiam died before 2 III. for in that Year, Fer- 
dan de Saukavil (as it was then wrote) his Son and Heir having 
been in the Guardianſhip of Edeline, late Wife of Gilbert ds 
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Aquila, who had the Manours, &e. of the ſaid Jordan 1 for 
her Dower, and being then dead, the King grants the Wardſhip 
of the ſaid Jordan, and his Lands, to Ralph, Son of Nicholas, 
his Steward. 

This Jordan de Saukvil was” ſummon'd in 40 Hen. III. to take 
the Degree. of Knighthood, or Fine for the ſame. And being in 
Arms“ with the Rebellious Barons, was taken Priſoner in the 
Battle of Eveſham, in 49 Hen. III. and departed this* Life, in 
1 Edu. I. leaving Iſſue by Margery his Wife? (Daughter and 
Coheir of Sir Robert de Aguillon, Sheriff of Suſſex, Temp. Hen, III.) 
Andrew, his Son and Heir, and was ſeized of the Manours of 
Bergbolt and Bures, in Eſſex ; as alſo of the Manour of Aminton, 
in Oxfordſhire, the Manours of Buckburft, Cbalveton, and Bugęe- 
ky, in Suſſex. On an Inquiſition of the Extent of the Manour 
of Bochurſt, made the Day after the Feaſt of St. Valentine, in 
2 Edw.1. it was found by the Jury, that Jordan de Sakevill held 
the Manour of Bochur/t, of the Barony of the Eagle, by Knights- 
Service, containing two Knights-Fees ©; and that Andrew de 
Sakevill was his Son and Heir, and of the Age of nineteen Years 
at the Death of his Father, who died on the Tueſday before the 
Feaſt of the Annunciation of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, in 1 Edw.1.

tion of his Friends, obtained his Enlargement, but was, withal, 
enjoin'd by the King's eſpecial * Command, to marry without 
Dower, one Ermyntrude, an Honourable Lady of the Houſhold 
to Queen Elaner, * and Daughter of Sir Roger Mahns, whereby 
he had not only his Liberty, but thenceforward had the King 
Favour, In 5 Edu. I. 1276, he was ſummoned * to attend the 
King at Worcefter, with Horſe and Arms, according to the Ser- 
vice he owed for one Knight's-Fee in Rungeton, in Oxfordſhire, to 
go againſt Læuellin, Prince of Wales, and his Accomplices, then 
in Rebellion. Which Service he acknow before 
de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, Conſtable of England, and Roger 
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Bigot, Earl of Norfolk, Earl-Marſhal. In the ſucceeding Yeat |, 
6 Eo. I. he 4 4 among thoſe of the County of S/ 
Fex, who holding a Knight's-Fee, or 201. per Am. Land, were 
called to receive the Honour of Knighthood, which, I ſuppoſe, 
was then conferred on him ; for that he was Knighted is evident.

IL. received the like Summons a8 
his Mother had, to attend the King beyond the Seas, with Horſe 
and Arms, accouter'd, for Lands he held in Sufolt and Norfolt. 
Alf in 29 Edw. I. was ſummoned with other great Men, to 
attend the King at Berwick on Tweed, on the Feaſt of St. John 
Bapti/”s Nativity, well appointed with Horſe and Arms, to marct. 
againſt the Scots. And in 32 Edw. I. had for his good Services 
in Scotland, a Grant of Free-Warren in all his Lands at Emyrg- 
ton in Oxfordſhire, dated at Stryvelin the 28th of Fuly. He re- 
ceived the Honour of Knighthood in the 34th Year of * King 
E7ward I. when that Prince, for augmenting the Glory of his

Richard Sackvile (eldeſt * Son of Fobn Sackvile) was diſtin» 
guiſhed for his eminent Abilities, was of the Privy-Council 
to King Edward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth. He 
was ſent, in his Youth, to Gray's-Itn, © and became ſuch a ſedu- 
ious Student in the Laws, that he was choſen Lent-Reader in the 
20th Year of King Hey VIII. to which none but Perſans of 
great Learning were elected. 4 He was afterwards of the Society 
of the Imer-Temple, and when he was at the Height of his Pre- 
ferments, had, nevertheleſs, ſo much Regard tor the Gentlemen 
of that Inn, as to be one of the Governors thereof, from the firſt 
Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, to the Time of his Death, 


—— 
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He was Eſcaetor of Surrey and Suſſex, in 34 Hen, VIII. and on 
the 23d of Augu/t, 2 Edw. VI. was * conſtituted Chancellor of 
the Court of Augmentation, with a Fee of 1300 Marks per An- 
mum, and all Profits, &c; and alſo the fame Year, had the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood ? conferred on him at Maſtminſter. In the 
third Year of King Edward VI.“ he was made Cuſtos Rotulorum 
of the County of Suſſex; and the Year following, being Chan- 
cellor of the Augmentation-Office ', was impowered to grant to 
any of the King's Subjects, Lands or Tenements of the Reygmues 
of the Crown, for Term of Life, or Years, upon Letter, or Bill 
from the Privy-Council. In June, 1552, he was in Commiſ- 
fion with other Privy-Counſellors, * for the Sale of Chantry- Lands. 
But I find no further mention of him in this Reign, except that 
he reſided at a noble ! Houſe of the Earl of Derby's, called Derby- 
Place, near PauPs Wharf, in the Pariſh of St. Bennet's in the City 
of London, which was granted to the Heralds of Arms, and is 
now the Place of their Reſidence. 

On the Acceſſion of Queen Mary, he had his Patent renewed 
(20 Fan.) of Chancellor of the Court of Augmentation, and 
was likewiſe ſworn of the Privy-Council. He * was elected for 
Portſmouth, to the Parliament ſummoned to meet at Oxford, the 
ſecond Day of April, in the firſt Year of Queen Mary, and in the 
fifth Year ſucceeded his Father in his Eſtate, 

When Queen Elizabeth came to the Crown, ſhe choſe ? him 
of her Privy-Council, though he was not of her Religion, as 
Cambden has obſerved ; and conſtituted him Under-Treafurer of 
the Exchequer, which Office he held to the Time of his Death. 
But that he conform'd to the Proteſtant Religion ſoon after, ap- 

pears as well from other Authorities, as from his being commiſ- 
| fone (with Robert Horn, Doctor of Divinity, Dr. Huia, a Ci- 
vilian, and Mr. Savage) to viſit the Dioceſs of London, for the 
Eftabliſhment of Religion, according to the Order appointed by 
Act and Statute, paſs'd and confirm'd in the Parliament 1 Eliz. 
and to call before them diverſe Perſons of every Pariſh, and ſwear 
them to enquire and make Preſentment, according to certain Injunc- 
tions deviſed for the better Execution of that they had m Charge. 
In 5 Eliz. Margaret, Counteſs of * Lenox, Niece to King Hen. 
VIII. was committed to his Cuſtody, being accuſed of ſecret Prac- 
tices againſt the Government. He was elected to Parliament, 
for the County of Kent, in the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth, 
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and in all others whilſt he lived was choſe for the County of Si 
ſex; which ſhews he was favour'd of the People, and not fo pe- 
nurious as ſome of our Hiſtorians have repreſented him without 


any proof of it, except that by good Oeconomy he added to his

Which Themas Sackvile, born at Bucthurſ in the Pariſh of 
Withiam in Suſſex, was, from his Childhood, diſtinguiſhed for 
his Wit and manly Behaviour. He was firſt of the Univerſity of 
Oxford, as he confeſſeth in his Letter * (after being elected Chan- 
cellor) dated 21 Marty, 1591, running partly thus; I am given, 
by common Report, to underfland, that contrary to your own Sta- 
tutes, &c. wery few retain the old Academical Habit, which, in my 
Time, 'was a reverend Diſtinctian of your Degrees, &c. The Place 
where he ſtudied was, as is ſuppoſed, Hart- Hall; but taking no 
Degree there, he retired for a Time to Cambridge *, where hc 
commenced Maſter of Arts; and * afterwards being a Student of 
the Iner-Temple, became a Bariſter; but having no great Incli- 

nation to the Study of the Law, choſe rather to ſpend his Hours 
in writing ſeveral Latin and Enghfh Poems; and having alſo an 
excellent in compoſing Tragedies, was eſteemed the 
beſt Poet of bis Time. He was the that wrote Scenes in 
Verſe; the Tragedy of Ferrex and Porrex, Sons ts Gorboduc, 
Ai of Britain, being wrote by him many Years before Shale- 
ſpear ſat forth his Plays ©, and was acted before the Queen, by 
the Gentlemen of the Inner- Temple, at Whitehall, 2 1561. 
This Tragedy met with great Applauſe from the ingenious 
Men of that Age; and Sir Philip Sidney tells us“, It is full of 
ely Speeches, and well-ſounding Phraſes, climbing to the Heighth

delightfully teach, and ſo obtain the very End of Poefy, | 
n the- Courſe of his Studies he was delighted with the 
_ Hiſtory of his own Country; and being well read in the ancient 
Hiſtorians, intended to have wrote the Lives of diverſe great Per- 
ſonages in Verſe, whereof we have a Specimen in a Book publiſhed

for Kent, Alſo in the 5th Year of Queen Elzabeih, when his 
Father was choſen for Suſſex , he was returned one of the Knights 
for Buckinghamſhire, to the Parliament then held. He afterwards 
travelled & into Foreign Parts, and was detained, for a Time, a 
Priſoner in Rome. 

His Return into England being procur'd, to poſſeſs the great 
Inheritance of his Father, about that time deceaſed, he was, ſoon 
after, firſt knighted by the Duke of Norfolk *, in her Majeſty's 
Preſence, 8 Funy, 1567, 9 Eli. and * the ſame Day advanced 
to the Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title 
of Lord Buckhur/t, Baron of Buckhurfe. . 

He was of ſuch a generous "Temper, that though he then en- 
joyed a very great Eſtate, yet, by his magnificent Way of Liv- 
ing, he ſpent more than the Income of it ; and the * Story goes

** of Baurnoiſel was one, who being very mounted and ap- 
pointed, left not his Lordſhip before he came to the Court, 
* and from thence accompanied him back until his Imbarkment 
** homewards. 

In the main Countries he was accompanied with the Gover- 
* nours and Nobles of the Places about: And in the good Towns 
e where he paſſed, he was preſented by the chief Magiſtrates, 
* wherein their Wills were to be thankfully accepted, tho' 
| his Lordſhip's Rewards far overvalued their Preſents. At his 
Approach near to Paris, he was incountred on the Way, for 
* Courteſy ſake, by two Marquiſſes of Trans, and Saluces, this 

- 5 being of the Houle of Sauey, and the other of the worthy Fami- 
** ly of Fix. Theſe wanted not ſuch as accompanied them, and 
*© the ſame even of the beſt fort, At the Lord Ambaſlador's firſt 
* Audience, which was at the Caſtle of Madril, otherwiſe called 
i Bullagne, near Paris, (where the King then lay) the Queen's 
* Almain-Coaches, very bravely furniſhed, were ſent to Par 

for him, in one of which his Lordſhip, with the Marquis of 
* Trans, rode towards the Court, very narrowly eſcaping from a 

| b ſhrewd Turn, and great Miſchance, by reaſon the fame Coach 
“ yas overthrown by the Dutch Waggoners, their Negligence, 

_—_ te who, in 3 Bravery, galloping the Field, made an over-ſho:t 

=. £6 Turn, where with the Marquis was ſore bruiſed. 
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* The Lord Ambaſlador, at his Arrival at the Place, was 
« right honourably received ; he was banquetted by diverſe, and 
that very ſumptuouſly ; which by him was not left unre- 
« quited to the uttermoſt, and rather with the better ; for his 
4 Liberality unto the French was very large, but his Reward at 
« the King's Hands was only a Chain weighing a thouſand 
% French Crowns. At that preſent there was a great Dearth 
« and Scarcity of Victuals in France. The River Seine, that 
« runneth through Paris, was not paſſable with Veſſels, by rea- 
« fon of the great Froſts; and thereby not only all kind of Vic- 
tuals, but alſo Hay and Wood hard to come by, and not to be 
« had but at exceſſive Prices, the Country thereabouts having 
before been ſore harried and ſpoiled by the Civil Tumults. By 
«* reaſon whereof, not only the Lord of Buckhurft, for the Space 
de remained there, but alſo Sir Henry Norrice (now Lord Ner- 
rice) and Maiſter Francis Walſmgham, her Majeſty's Amballa- 
« dors Ligiers ſucceſſively, were driven to an Increaſe in Expen- 
ces, paying for every thing they bought an higher Price than 
* ordinarily had been accuſtomed. 

« After that the Lord Buckhur/? had been feaſted and ban- 
* quetted by the King, and other of the French Nobility, and 
had accompliſhed the Points of his Embaſſage, he took Leave 
* of the King, and departed homewards, arriving here in Eng- 
* land a little before Eaſter. | 

In the 15th Year of Queen Elizabeth, he was ane of the 
Peers that fate on the Trial of Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk. 
In the 2gth Year of Queen Elizabeth, he was nominated one 
of the Commiſſioners for the Trial of the Queen of Scots, and at 
that time was of the Priyy-Council ; but his Lordſhip is not 
mentioned among the / Peers who met at Foathermgay-Ca/tle, and 
condemned the Queen ; yet when the Parliament had confirmed 
the Sentence 4, he was made choice of (probably on that Ac- 
count, or for his Accompliſhments) to let her know it, and that 
cut of a due Regard of Fuſtice, Security, and Neceſſity, the Park- 
ament in/tant ly deſired the Execution of it : As alſo to perſuade her 
to acknowledge her Offences againſd God and the Queen, and to ex- 
piate them before her Death by tance ; letting her under/land, 
ay at long as ſhe lived, the Religion receiued in could not 

ſecure. 2 

In the ſucceeding Year (30 Elizabeth) he was ſent Ambaſſador 
to the States of the United Provinces, upon their Diſlike of the 
Earl of ue wth Proceedings in ſundry Reſpects, there to exa- 
mine the Buſineſs, and to compoſe the Difference; and manag- 
ing his Truft faithfully, Leice/ter's Diſpleaſure againſt him, and 
ſettled Favour with the Queen, prevailed fo far, that on his Re- 
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turn he was confined to his Houſe for more than nine Months. 
But ſurviving that great Earl, (who died the fame Year) Queen 
Elizabeth had afterwards, the higheſt Eſteem of his great Merits, 
fo that on the 24th of April following, he was elected at I hite- 
ball one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter, without being preſent, or having any Knowledge of 
it; but was not inſtalled till the 18th of December, in 32 Eli 
zabeth, m * which Year he was one of the Peers that fate on the 
Trial of Philip Howard, Earl of Arundel. Alſo, being ſtiled, 
The Dueen's beloved and faithful CR was ' commiſſioned 
with Jahn Forteſcue, Eſq; Sub- Treaſurer of the Exchequer, Sit 
John Hart, Mayor of London, Sir George Barns, Sir George 
Bond, and Henry Billing fley, Eſq; Aldermen of London (whereof 
his Lordſhip, and Jahn Forteſcue, to be always one) to enquire 
into the Goods of the Spaniards concealed in Landen, and to call 
before them ſuch Perſons as they think proper, and to make Sei- 
zure, &c. The Affairs of the United Provinces being likewiſe 
under his Inſpection, he was one of the Council at Greenwich, 
7 April, 1590, who figned a Letter to the States, about the 
keeping of Offend; and in 34 Elizabeth, 1591, being ſtiled De- 
minum de Buckhurſt, Magnam Pincernam Angliz, was 7 one of 
the Commiſſioners that ſigned a Treaty on the Part of her Ma- 
jeſty, to which were Parties, on the Behalf of the French King, 
the Lord Beauoir, Counſellor and Ambaſſador of Henry, Ki 
of France and Navarre, the Lord Sancy, Counſellor, and 
Maſter of the Horſe to the King, and others. Alſo on the Death 
of the Lord Chancellor Hatton, on the zoth of November, the 
fame Year, he was one of the four Lords of the Privy-Council, 
that for ſome Time had the Cuſtody of the Great-Seal, and the 
Authority of enſealing of all Writings; the Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice being delegated to two Juſtices of the King's-Bench, and 
two of the Common-Pleas, His Lordſhip likewiſe ſucceeded the 
faid Sir Chriſtopher Hatton, in * the Chancellorſhip of the Univer- 
fity of Oxford, in Oppoſition to Robert Devereux, Earl of Eſſer, 
Maſter f the Horſe to the Queen, who, a little before, was in- 
corporated Maſter of Arts in the faid Univerſity, to capacitate 
him for that Office ; but on the Receipt of Letters from her Ma- 
jeſty in Favour of the Lord Buckhurft, the Academians elected 
him Chancellor on the 17th of December following; and there- 
upon he was incorporated Maſter of Arts in the Univerſity of 
Oxford, in his Lodgings in Lenden, on the 6th of January, by 


certain Officers appointed by the venerable Convocation. 
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In 35 Elizabeth he was in a ſpecial Commiſſion with o John, 
of London, Sir Robert Cecil, Knt. Sir John Forteſcue, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and others, ts enquire and find out 
all fuch Perſons as bel any ſecret Conventicles, or Meetings, within 
ten Miles Len under Pretence of any Exerciſe of Religion, 
atherwiſe than according to the Latus and Statutes of the Realm, 
and to call all fuch Perſons before them, impriſon them, and puniſh 
them as they ſhould ſee Cauſe. And in September, the fame Far, 
viſiting the Univerſity of Oxford, her Majeſty honour'd him 
with Preſence, and ſtaid there ſeveral Days; where ſhe was 
y entertained with elegant Speeches, Plays, and Diſputa- 
tions, and received a ſplendid Treat from the Lord Buckb:r/, 
In the 40th Year of Queen Elizabeth, he joined with the Lord 
Treaſurer Burleigh in promoting a Peace key 4 but though 
their Endeavours did not produce the deſired Effect, yet did they 
tend to pare off a great Part of the Charge of the War: For 
when the Lord Burleigh lay fick, the States of the United Pro- 
yinces ſent over Jahn Duvenword, Admiral of Holland, and 
others, for renewing their Treaty with the Crown of England, 
fearing a Peace might be made with Spain ; and the Lord Buck- 
burſt, being one of the * Commiſſioners appointed by the Queen 
to confer with them, a new Treaty was concluded, and ſigned 
by his Lordſhip and the faid Ambaſſadors, whereby the Queen 
was eaſed of no Ic than 120,000 l. per Annum, beſides other 
Advantages. 
On the Death of the Lord Burligh, the Queen taking into 
Conſideration his great Services to his Country, which had hither- 
to been at his great pry mn ©, was pleaſed to conſtitute him (ts, 
Maj, 41 Elz.) Lord igh-Treafurer of England. In the ſuc- 
ceeding Year 1599, he * was in Commiſſion with Sir Thomas 
Egerton, Lord Chancellor, and the Earl of Er, Eart-Marſhal, 
for negotiating Affairs with the Senate of Denmark, as alſo in a 
ſpecial Commiſſion for * ſuppreſſing of Schiſm. And after 
when ſcandalous Libels were difpers'd by the Earl of Es Fac- 
tion, inſinuating, That the Queen and her Council took little 
Care of the Government, and altogether neglected the State of 
Ireland *, his Lordſhip thought himſelf concerned to vindicate her 
Majeſty, and made ſharp refleftions on thoſe infamous Libels, 
repreſenting how brave and well-regulated an Army had been ſent 
into reland, compleatly furniſhed with all manner of Provi 
and likewiſe, that her Majefty had expended on that War, in fix 
Months time, the Sum of 600,009 /. which, he faid, the Earl 
of Eſer muſt own to be true. ; * | 
e was watchful for the Publick Good, and her Majeſty's 
bafety 3 and ſupeRing the Earl of Er eyil Deſigns, by a greater 
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Concourſe of People reſorting to his Houſe than ordinary *, he 
ſent his eldeſt Son to pay hin a Viſit, ordering him to obſery: 
the Company he kept ; and afterwards contrived Means, where. 
by the Earl, ſuſpecting his Deſigns were diſcovered (which had 
been four Months in Agitation) he and his Friends, forced þy 
their Fears, enter'd on new Meaſures, and breaking out into open 
Rebellion, were obliged to ſurrender themſelves Priſoners, 

When that unhappy Nobleman was brought to his Trial, (to- 
gether with the Earl of Southampton) the Lord Buckhurft* was con- 
ſtituted, on that Occaſion, Lord High-Steward-of England ; and 
paſſing Sentence on the Earl of Eſex, his Lordſhip ®, in a ver 
eloquent Speech, adviſed him to implore the > yew Mercy. Af. 
ter which it being highly requiſite that ſome of the chief Conſpi- 
rators, for an Example to others, ſhould ſuffer Death, his Lord- 
ſhip adviſed her 1 pardon the reſt, and inflict ſome Pu- 
niſhment on others. Whereupon he was in a ſpecial Com- 
miſſion with the Lord-Keeper, Charles, Earl of Nottinghan, 

Lord-Admiral, Sir Robert Cecil, Principal Secretary of State, Sir 
' Fobn Forteſcue, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and others (where- 
of bis Lordſhip, or any two of thoſe before-mentioned, were to 
be of the Number) to call before them all ſuch as were concerne 
in the Rebellion with Robert, late Earl of Eſex, Henry, lat: 
Earl of Southampton, &c. and to treat and compound with ſuch 
Offenders, for the Redemption and Compoſition of their Land; 
add upon Sealing, and ſufficient Surety given for the Payment oi 
ſuch Fines, Ic. fo aſſeſſed by them, to cauſe a Pardon to be mad: 
out for the ſaid T reaſons, and of every their ſaid Lands. In the 
Year 1602 (44 Eliz.) he was conſtituted * one of the Lords Com- 
miſſioners for exerciſing the Office of Earl-Marſhal of England; 
and was ! commiſſioned, with ſome other Lords of the Privy- 
Council, to reprieve and ſtay from Execution, all ſuch Perſons 
attainted or convicted of any Robbery or Felony, as they ſhoull 
think convenient, and to commit them to ſerve in ſome of het 
Majeſty's Galleys, in ſuch Order and Manner, and for ſuch Tine, 
as they ſhould limit or aſſign. In 45 Eliz. he was in ® Commill- 
on, with others of the Council, for putting the Laws in Execu- 
tion againſt Jeſuits, Seminary Prieſts, and other Eccleſiaſticks 
ordain'd according to the Order or Ritcs of the Remiſb Church, 
and brought up ſeditiouſly beyond the Seas, or elſewhere. 

After the Death of Queen Elizabeth, his Lordſhip was con- 
cerned in taking the neceſſary Meaſures for the Peace and Securi- 
ty of the Nation, the Adminiſtration of the Kingdom being de- 
volved on him and other Counſellors, who unanimouſly proclaim- 
ed King James", and fign'd a Letter the 28th of March, 1603,

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to the Lord Eure, and the reſt of the Commiſſioners for the 
Treaty of Breme, notifying her Majeſty's Deceaſe, and the Re- 
cognition and Proclamation of King James of Scotland. Which 
King had ſuch a Senſe of his Services, and great Abilities, that 
before his Arrival in England, he order'd the Renewal of his 
Patent of Lord-Treaſurer, for Life o, which paſſed the Seals the 
17th of April, before his Lordſhip waited on his Majeſty ; for he 
Raid to pay his laſt Reſpects to the Memory of the Queen, by ſee- 
ing her interred in a moſt ſolemn Manner, among her Royal Pre- 
deceſſors, the 28th of April, 1603; when he, with the Earl of 
Nattinghan, were the Supporters to the Chief Mourner, the Lady 
Marchioneis of Northampton, who had her Train borne by the 
Counteſs of Oxford, and the Counteſs of Northumberland, affiſted 
by the Vice-chamberlain ; and there were ſixteen Counteſſes Aﬀiſt- 
ants to the Chief Mourner. f 
His Lordſhip afterwards ſet out to pay his Compliments to her 
Succeſſor, with the Lord Chancellor Egerton, his intimate Friend, 
and other Noblemen, who met the King the zd of May“, at 
Broxborn in Hertfordſhire, where his Lordſhip was very graci- 
ouſly received, and confirmed in his Poſt of Lord-Treafurer of 
England, at Sir Henry Coci's Seat at that Place. He had alſo, 
the next Day, the Satisfaction of being preſent *, and one of the 
Witneſles to the Delivery of the Great-Seal to Sir Thomas Eger- 
ton, before-mentioned ; and waiting on his Majeſty at Theobald, 
the Seat of Sir Robert Cecil, Secretary of State, was one whom 
the King principally confided in, and conſulted in the Meaſures 
proper to be taken, as alſo the Choice of his chief Officers, which, 
for the moſt Part, were then ſettled, his Majeſty ſtaying there 
tour Days. On the 13th of March next enſuing, he was cre- 
ated Earl of Dorſet, and his Majeſty likewiſe * conftituted his 
Lordſhip one of the Commiſſioners for executing the Office of 
Earl-Marſhal of England, and for reforming ſundry Abuſes in 
the College of Arms. He waas alſo the firſt in Commiſſion, 
with four other Lords of the Privy-Council, for mediating and 
concluding a Peace with Spain, which was ſign'd at Landon the 
18th of Augu/t, 1604, by his Lordſhip, and the faid Lords on 
the one Part, and Fohn de Velaſco, Conſtable of Caſtile, Great- 
Chamberlain to Philip III. King of Spain, and others, on the 
Behalf of the Spaniſh King, and the Arch-Duke. : 
In the ſecond Year of King James I. his Majeſty reciting “,

Sir R Naunton, Maſter of the Court of Wards, and a 
Privy-Counſellor, gives this Account of him, My Lord of 
* Buckhurff was of the noble Houſe of Sackville's, and of the 
* Queen's Conſanguinity; his Father was Sir Richard Sackville, 
© or, as the People then called him, Hill. ſact, by reaſon of his 
© oreat Wealth, and the vaſt Patrimony which he left to this his 
, whereof he ſpent in his Youth the beſt Part, until the 
Queen, by her frequent Admonitions, diverted the Torrent of 
© his Profuſion. He was a very fine Gentleman of Perſon and 
© Endowments, both of Art and Nature; but without meaſure 
Magnificent, *till on the Turn of his Humour, and the Allay 
© that his Years and good Counſels had wrought upon thoſe im- 
© moderate Courſes of his Youth, and that Height of Spirit in- 
' herent in his Houſe: And then did the Queen, as a moſt ju- 
* dicious and indulgent Prince, when ſhe ſaw the Man grow ſtay- 
* ed and ſettled, give him her Aſſiſtance, and advanced him to 
* the Treaſurerſhip, where he made Amends to his Houſe for his 
* miſpent Time, both in the Increaſment of Eſtate and Honour, 

which the Queen conferred on him, together with an Oppor- 
* portunity to remake himſelf, and thereby to ſhew, that this 
* was a Child that ſhould have a Share in her Grace, and a Taſte 
of her Bounty. 

* They much commend his Elocution, but more the Excel- 
lency of his Pen ; for he was-a Scholar, and a Perſon of a quick 
Diſpatch (Faculties that yet run in the Blood); and they fy of * 
him, That his Secretaries did little for him, by the way of In- 

ditement, wherein they could ſeldom pleaſe him, he was ſo facete 

and choice in his Phraſe and Stile : for his Diſpatches, and 

the Content he gave to Suitors, he had a Decorum ſeldom ſince 

put in Practice; for he had, of his Attendants (that took into 

Roll) the Names of all Suitors, with the Date of their firſt 

Addreſſes; and theſe, in their Order, had hearing; ſo that a 

freſh Man could not leap over his Head, that was of a more 
ancient Edition, except in the urgent Affairs of State. 

I find not that he was any ways inſnared in the Factions of 

the Court, which were, all his Times, ſtrong and in every 

Man's Note; the Howards and the Cecili on the one Part, my 
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cities, one of the beſt Men of that, or any other Age. 


Lord of Eſſex, &c. on the other Part: For he held the Staff 
© of the Treaſury faſt in his Hand, which once in the Year made 
© them all beholden to him. And the Truth is (as he was a wise 
Man, and a ſtout) he had no reaſon- to be a Partaker, for he

Some Part of this Character is liable to ObjeCtion, as the 
ſpending the beſt Part of his Eſtate in his Youth, was, tts pro- 
bable, taken on Truſt : For if it be conſidered, that he ſerved in 
Parliament in the Reign of Queen Mary, and that when his F. 
ther died, his Son Robert was five Years of Age (as is evident by 
the Inquiſition taken after his Death) he muſt be then toward 
Thirty; fo that *tis likely his Profuſeneſs (if any) was, in the 
Life-time of his Father, whereby he was induced to travel : And 
the Queen's promoting him to the Dignity of Peerage on hi 
Acceſſion to the Eſtate, and employing him on a ſplendid Embaſj, 
in the fourteenth Year of her Reign, to his great Expence, make; 
it hardly credible, that her Majeſty would ſend him to waſte hi 
Fortune, had his Eſtate been much impaired, when he was alſo nct 
poſſeſſed of a great Part of it, his Mother being then living, and 
enjoying a large Jointure. 

It alſo further appears, that he negotiated Affairs of gret 
Weight, long before he had any Employment of Profit; where- 
by it may be concluded, he was before that Time grown /tajet, 
and had not expended his Fortune, fo far as to need the Queen: 


Support, 

Camden, in his Hiſtory of Queen Elizabeth, aſeribes all ie 
Glory of her Reign to his Patron the Lord Burleigh ; but, with- 
out doubt, the Lord Buckhur/? was as deeply concern'd in tht 
Councils of thoſe Times, and her Majeſty thought him moſt c- 
pable of ſupplying the Place of that great Stateſman, His Lori. 
ſhip's Honour and Integrity were, indeed, ſuperiour to print 
Views or Intereſts, as all Writers teſtify ; and his taking on bin 
the Examination of the Conduct of the Earl of Leicefter, tht 
Queen's great Favourite (whilſt he govern'd the States of Hollan)

Tis fur- 
ther related by Dr. Abbot, That King James, on the Death of the 
Eacl of Dorſet, had been pleaſed, diverſe Times, to give er- 
cellent Speeches before the „concerning him, as his Highneſs had 
dane formerly while he was living. He alſo gives this farther Ac- 
count of him. | 
© And never was there any Nobleman, who, with more hum- 
© ble agnizing, with more feeling and affectionate Gratefulnek, 
did entertain the Favours of his Sovereigns, than this honour- 


Will. And for other of Moral Virtues, how many rare 
Things were in him: Who more loving unto his Wife, that 
* honourable Lady, the Mirrour of all true Virtue 5 a worthy 
* Teſtimony whereof, be hath recorded in his laſt Will? Who 
more kind unto his Children, and his Grand-children ? Who 
more faſt unto his Friend? Who more moderate to his Enemy, 
if Truth were once found out, and ſtaining Imputations were 
«- wiped away from the Integrity of his Honour? Who more try: 
© of his Word ? It was a noble Teſtimony, which a moſt ho- 
© nourable Perſonage gave of his Lordſhip ſince his Death, in a 
right worthy Aſſembly, that, in much Converſation and Con- 

* currrentty 
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© currence, in many Cauſes of great Weight and Importance, he 
© newer heard him N or 4 earneft affirm, that which he found 
© to be otherwiſe. No Nobleman was more given to Hoſpitality, 
© and keeping of a great Houſe, having lived Seventy-and-two, 
© Years-(for ſo was his Age accounted) and being married more 
© than Fifty-and-three Years, unto one and the ſelf- ame Lady, 
© he kept Houſe for Forty-and-two Years in an honourable Pro- 
© portion : For Thirty Years of thoſe, his Family conſiſted of 
8 etl leſs, in one Place or another, than Two Hundred Perſons : 
© But, for more than Twenty Years, beſides Workmen and other 
© hired, his Number, at the leaſt, hath been Two Hundred and 
Twenty daily, as appeared upon Checque-Roll, A very rare 
Example in this preſent Age of ours, when Houſe-keeping is ſo 
© decayed. Who more magnificent than his Lordſhip in folemn 
Entertainments, as (beſides other Particulars) was manifeſted 
* abundantly to the World, not long before his Death, when his 
* Majeſty, with the Queen, and Prince, together with a great 
© Part of the Nobility, ſpent diverſe Days at Oxford ? Who was 
"© ever more deſirous to do Wrong unto none? His Lordſhip 
© bought no Land, but he commonly paid more for it than it was 
* worth, yielding this Reaſon for it, That it would the better 
© proſper, and continue in his Name and Poſterity. In his Will, 
© how careful was be, that all Debts ſhould be paid, yea, though 
© there was no Specialty whereby it might be challenged ? yet if 
* it might appear, that ought was due unto any Man, his Charge 
* is to his — That they ſhould give Satisfaction. The 
* like alſo, for Wrong done to any one whatſoever, 'wwhereof he 
i protefled before the eternal Majoſty, that he did not remember any, 
* Unto thoſe honourable Parts, I may add a great many more : 
* As, his good and charitable * toward his Tenants, of 
* whom ordinarily he took leſs Fines by a third Part, than by 
© other Lords is uſually accuſtomed ; and his Farmers held his 
Farms, as it was well known to the World, but at reaſonable 
© Rents : As his Relief to the Poor in pinching Times of Dearth 
in the Year 1597, which was a Time of the greateſt Scarcity 
© that ever we did know, his Lordſhip ſent ihto Suſſex, of his 
* free Gift, as much Danſte Rye, t at Billinſgate, as coſt 
* 1544. 14s. 7d. And this preſent Year, 1608, his Lordſhip 
© cauſed weekly, certain Quarters of Wheat to be carried from 
© his own Grabary, at Lewes, in Suſſex, and to be fold" in the 
© Market to the Poor, at a far lower Rate than the Price which 
commonly Men did take (after 26 5. 8 d. the Quarter, when 
other Men ordinarily fold for 40 5.) And that this his Lordſhip's 
Bounty might continue after his Death, by his laſt Will and 
© Teſtament, he hath bequeathed a Thouſand Pounds for the E- 
T Adio rg at, Son 
U and Benefit People in j Le 
76551 * Thouſand 
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© Thouſand Pounds as a Stock for the Storing of that Houſe, 4- 
© gainſt Times of Dearth and Scarcity. Unto this, he hath alſo 
© joined a Thouſand Pounds, to be beſtowed on the Building of a 
Chapel at Withiam, where his Anceſtors do lye, and where his 
© Lordſbip defired that his Body might be interred. Theſe are 
© Fruits of a lively Faith, and ſo muſt be reputed. 

© But becauſe a right Belief and Religion toward God is the 
© higheſt Point of all, I may not here omit to ſay ſomething 
* touching that. There are Arguments moſt evident, to demon- 
© ſtrate unto all Men, that his Faith was agreeable unto the Word 
of God, and according to the Profeſſion of the renowned Church 
of England. In that famous Univerfity of Oxford, where his 
* Lordſhip, for more than Sixteen Years, was our Honourable 
© Chancellor, it was his ſpecial Care to ſubſtitute ſuch under him, 


+. © as were moſt found for Religion, which the wiſer Sort did ob- 


© ſerve, although common Men did not mark it. As he kept 


don with one Hand all Novelties and Humours in Opinions, 
'© which laboured to ſet Trouble in the Church and Common. 


© wealth, fo with the other Hand, to the uttermoſt of his Power, 


- © he depreſſed the Prieſts and Jeſuits, which have uſed too much 


© to that Place; not to the Univerſity, which, God be praiſed, is 
© free from all ſuch Imputation, but to ſome few of the City, 
© who embrace their old Superſtitions. In that Place, this I can 


- © witneſs, That his Lordſhip neither openly, nor ſecretly, did 


© ever give Countenance unto any that was backward in Religion, 


Ry 1 Side, that there was never any Thing ſoberly 


© and wiſely propoſed, which might forward true Piety, which 
* his Lordſhip did not further ; as I could, by many Particulars, 


make plain to whomſoever, Touching the Education of thoſe 


© Honourable Plants, his Grand-children, his Lordſhip was ever 
© careful that they ſhould be trained up in the Truth of Religion, 
far from Popery and . His Charge was unto their Tu- 
© tor (as I well knew in his Life-time Nr 
* him in the Day of the laſt 7 , before the Face of Chriſt, 
© that he ſhould train them up in the Truth of the Religion profeſſed 
* now in England. How angry would he be, when be was at 
© his Country-Houſe, if they came not duly to Prayers ? He ne- 


ver could endure that they ſhould otherwiſe be matched, than 
© where there was found Religion. Concerning his own Soul, 


© when the laſt Year he was ſick, beſides ordinary Prayers, he 
brſe „the Holy 


_ ©. compoſed himſelf to God, by receiving, at Hor 


<5, —- - pg the Lord's Supper, when he looked to depart the 


- © But two Days before he died, devoutly and religiouſly, h- 
© heard a Sermon at Home, in his Lordſhip's own at 
* Dorſet-Houſe ; and how Holily, and Chriſtianly, in his laſt 
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© it may well be ſuppoſed, that he gave him more than ordinary 
© Conjecture, or Suſpicion, that his Death was not far from 
© him, The laſt Year, when he returned, after his grievous 
« Sickneſs, he ſpake it more than once to his honourable Friends, 
* That he had ſettled his Soul, and compoſed it to another Warld, 
© whenſoever God ſhould call for him. Soon after, he began to 
« diſpoſe all thoſe Worldly Things, which the Lord had lent unto 
* him. Of late it was his common Speech, I am now an old 
Man, therefore this, or, therefore that, as I myſelf can witneſs. 
* The Day before hedied, writing with his own Hand unto one of 
© his Grand-children, he more than once in that Letter, uſed 
© this, or the like Phraſe, After my Death: And, When I am 
* dead and gone. The laſt Morning of his Life, it was noted by 
© thole who were neareſt about his Lordſbip, that he was appa- 
© rently longer at his private Meditations, than commonly he did

Earl of Cumberland, on the 25th of February, 160%, in her Mo- 
ther's Chamber, in fugu/ime-Friers Houſe, in London; and two 
Days after his Father deceaſed, whereby he became Earl of Dorſa. 
When he married he was twenty Years old wanting a Month, 
and his Lady was nineteen Years and a Month. In the Vert

Which Edward, Earl of Dorſet, born in the Year 1590, hav- 
ing been accompliſhed by Study and Travels, was early diſtin- 
guiſhed for his eminent Abilities ; but in the Year 1613, nar- 
rowly eſcaped with Life, in a Duel with the Lord Bruce ; a par- 
ticular Relation whereof (as I find it in a * Manuſcript in Queens 
College Library in Oxford) may be ble to the Curious, It 
contains firſt the Letters previous to the Duel, and an Account of 
it wrote by the Survivor to his Friend, which are as follow. 


A Monſieur, Monſieur Sackvile. 


I That am in France, hear how much you attribute to yourſelf 

in this Time, that I have given the World leave to ring 
© your Praiſes; and for me, the trueſt Ahnanack, to tell you how 
much I ſuffer.

© ended, I retired to my Surgeon, in whoſe Arms, after I had

and his Diligence quickly recovered me, when I eſcaped a great 
Danger : For my Lord's Surgeon, when ho Body dream'd of

At 4 Creation of Charles, Prince of Wales, on the zd of 
November, 1616, he was made one of the Knights of the Bath : 
And in 1620, on a Difference between the younger Softs of Earls, 
and the Knights of King James's Privy-Council, for Place and 
it was argued with great Solemnity before his Majeſty; 
when the Earls Sons, being ſenſible of the great Abilities of this 
Sir Edward Sackvile, and having a Knowledge of his Learning, 
Judgment, and Eloquence, unanimouſly deputed him to manage 
the Debate and ſpeak for them.

He had been an ye itneſs of the Sufferings of the Bohemi- 
ans, being 7 one of the Principal Commanders of thoſe Forces, 
ſent in the Year 1620, to aſſiſt Frederick, King of Bohemia ; at 
which Time the Battle of Prague was fought.

On 24th of Jan. 1625, his * Lordſhip with Thomas Coventry, 
Lord Keeper; James, Lord Ley, Lord Treaſurer ; Edward, 
Earl of 8 Lord Keeper of the Privy-Seal ; Thomas, Earl 
of Arundel, Marſhal ; William, Earl of Pembroke, Lord

* Parliament. 2. They ſhall not enjoy the Privilege of Parliament. 
« 3. That they ſhall ſtand committed to the Tower, during the 
Pleaſure of this Houſe, with other Matters therein contained, 
as by the ſaid Judgment and Award remaining on Record may

May the gth, they appointed a Committee to conſider of all 
things for the Reception of the King, in ſuch a Manner, as may 
be moſt for his Honour, and Expedition of his Coming; of which 
the Earl of Dorſet was choſen Chairman. And ſent a Meſſage 
to the Commons to join a proportionable number of their Houſe 
to them, to meet and in what Manner his Majeſty's Re- 
ception in England may be moſt for his Honour. 

May the gth, the Earl of Dorſet reported from the Committee 
of Privileges, © That their Lordſhips think it fit for the Peers of 
this Kingdom, to aſſeſs themſelves with Horſe and Arms for the 
« Militia, and not to be rated and afſeſs'd by the Commiſſioners 
© of the County.” Which was accordingly order'd by the Houſe.

Order be forthwith printed and publiſh'd.

May the 29th, The Lords went, as a Houſe, to wait on his 
Majeſty at I biteball; and the next Day, the Earl of Mancheſter, 
the Speaker, acquainting them, that the Duke of York, the 
Duke of Clauceſler commanded Him to return Thanks, for their 
Lordſhips Civility to them, and to ſignify their Deſire to come 
and fit in the Houſe as Members, and that Places may be pro- 
vided for them. The Earl of Northumberland, the Earl of Doy- + 
ſet, and the Earl of Bridgewater, were named to attend imme- 
diately his Majeſty, and acquaint him, that there being no Pre- 
cedents that ſhews where their proper Places are, they deſire his 
Majeſty will pleaſe to conſult with what Perſons he pleaſes herein, 
and then to determine the Place himſelf ;- and their Lordſhips 
were to acquaint the Duke of Lert and the Duke of Glouceſter 
with his Majeſty's Anſwer. _ 

Whereupon, on their Return, the Earl of Northumberland re- 
ported, t his Majeſty ſaid, He conceived that the Seat on

What H have mention d is ſufficient to ſhew that this Earl of 
Dorſet had the fame publick Spirit, Judgment, and Learning, 
bis Anceſtors ; c

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Charles the II. was, I preſume, his own Choice, . ſince his Noble 
Father had been fo great a Sufferer, and his Lordſhip himſelf had 
been impriſon'd in the Cauſe of King Charles the Firſt. 

In October, 1660, he was commiſhon'd with the Dukes of 
Somerſet, Albemarl, and Ormond, the Earls of Southampton, Lind- 
fey, and other Lords, for the Trials of the Regicides of King 
Charles the Firſt. And at the Coronation of King Charts the 
Second, was appointed Sewer of England for that Day. On the 
3d of November, in 13 Car. II. 1661, he was » admitted with 
his 8 the Duke of York, into the Society of the In- 
ner- 

On the Death of Focelin, Earl of Northumberland, in 1670, 
he * was on the 15th of July the ſame Year, conſtituted joint!y 
with Charles, Lord Buckhur/t his Son, Lords Lieutenants of the 
County of Suſſex, and Cuſtos Rotulorum thereof. His Lordſhip 
in his private Capacity, was an indulgent Huſband, tender Father, 
and a generous Friend. 

He had to Wife the Lady Frances, Daughter to Lionel-Cran- 
field, Earl of Middleſex, and at length, Heir to Lionel, Earl of 
Middleſex her Brother, by whom he had Iſſue ſeven Sons ?, and 
ſix Daughters. 1ſt, Charles, who ſucceeded him in his Honours 
and Eftates; 2d, Edward, born the 2d of April, 1641, who died 
unmarried in the Year 1678; 3d, Lionel, born 25 Fune, 1645, 
and died the 2 1ſt of Jui following ; 4th, Richord, who lived to 
Man's Eſtate, and deceaſed in the Year 1712 ; 5th, a ſecond Lionel, 
born 25 Octaber, 1656, who died young; 6th, Cranfield, born 
18 December, 1660, and died the iſt of Zanzary following; 7th, 
Thomas, born the 3d of February, 1662, who departed this Life 
19 Auguſt, 1675. Alſo fix Daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, and 
Catherine, who died young; Lady Mary, born the 4th of Fe4- 
ruary, 1646, married to Reger Boyle, Lord Broghill, Son and 
Heir of Roger, Earl of Orrery, by whom ſhe was Mother of 
Charles, late Earl of Orrery, and Lord Boyle; Lady Anne, born 
the 7th of June, 1650, married to Alexander, Earl of Hume in 
Scotland; Lady Frances, born February 6, 1665, married to Sir 
George Lane, Ent. and Bart, created Lord Viſcount Lanzſboroug ; 
and 2zdly, to 2 

Charles, Earl of Dorſet (eldeſt Son of Richard, Earl of Dor/et) 
born the 24th of January, 1637, was one of the beſt bred Men 
of the Age. On the Reſtoration, he was choſen one of the 
Members for Ea/?-Grin/lead, and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf, whilſt he 
was in the Houſe of Commons. The Sprightlineſs of his Wit, 
and a moſt exceeding good Nature, recommended him very early 
to the Intimacy of King Charles II. and thoſe of the greateſt E- 
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minency in the Court; but his Mind being rather turned to Books ' 
and Converfation, than to what more immediately concerned the 
publick Buſineſs, he totally declined it, though (as Biſhop Burner 
obſerves ®) the King courted him for a Favourite. 0 
But when the Honour and Safety of his Country demanded 
© his Aſſiſtance, he readily entered into the moſt active Parts of 
Lie; and underwent the greateſt Dangers, with a Conſtancy 
* of Mind, which ſhewed that he had not only read the Rules of 
* Philoſophy, but underſtood the Practice of them.” He went a 
Voluntier under his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, in the 
firſt Dutch War, 1665, when the Dutch Admiral, Opdam, was 
blown up, and above Thirty capital Ships taken and deſtroyed. 
And his making * a Song the Night before the Engagement, car- 
ried with it fo ſedate a Preſence of Mind, and fuch unuſual Gal- 
—＋ that it was particularly taken notice of; and his Behavi- 
our diſtinguiſhed him to be a true Heir to the Virtues and Cou- 
rage of his Anceſtors. 
rom hence, during the remaining Part of King Charles's 
Reign, he continued to live in honourable Leiſure. He was of 
the Bel. Chamber to the King, and poſſeſſed not only his Maſter's 
Favour, but in a great Degree his Familiarity ; never leaving the 
Court but” when was ſent to that of France, on ſome ſhort 
Commiſſions and Embaſſies of Compliments ; as if the King de- 
ſigned to ſhew the French, who would be thought the politeſt Na- 
tion, that one of the fineſt Gentlemen in Europe was his Sub- 
jet; and that we had a Prince who underſtood his Worth fo 
well, as not to ſuffer him to be long out of his Preſence. Among 
other Commiſſions, he was ſent in the Year 1669, to compliment 
the French King on his Arrival at Dunkirk, in return of the Com- 
pliment of that Monarch, by the Dutcheſs of Orleans, then in 


England. 

1 poſſeſſed of the Eſtate of his Uncle the Earl of Midale- 
ſex, who died in the Year 1674, he was created Earl of that 
County, and Baron of Cranfield in Com. Bedford, by Letters Pa- 
tent bearing Date at / ſiminſter the 4th of April, 1675, 27 C. II. 
And in Augu/t, 1677, ſucceeded his Father as Earl of Dorſet ; 
as alſo in the Poſt of Lord Lieutenant of the County of Suſſex, 
having been join'd in the Commiſſion with him in 1670, as be- 
ſore- mention d. Alſo, zoth February, 1684, was made Cuſtos 
Rotulorum of that County. Having buried his firſt Lady Elixa- 
beth, Daughter of Harvey Bagot of Pipe- Hall in Com. Warwick, 
Eſq; Widow of Charles Berkley, Earl of Falmouth, without any 
Iſſue by her; he married ſecondly, on March 7, 168+, the Lady 
Mary, Daughter of James Compton, Earl of Northampton, fam'd 
for her Beauty, and admirable Endowments of Mind, who was 
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one of the Ladies of the Bed-Chamber to Queen Mary, and left: 

his Lordſhip again a Widower, Avguft 6, 1691, leaving Iſſue 

by him one Son, his Grace Lionel, now Duke of Dorſet; and 

one Daughter, the Lady Mary, married in the Year 1702, to 

Somerſet, Duke of Beaufort ; and dying in Child-bed on 

— 18th of June, 1705, was buried at Badminton, leaving no 
ue. 

At the Coronation of King James II. and his Queen, his Lord- 
ſhip attended, and bore part of the Queen's Rægalia, wiz. The 
_ Rod with the Dove: But that Reign neither reliſhed his 
© Wit, not approved his Maxims ; fo he retired altogether from 
© Court. Yet, when the irretrievable Miſtakes of that unhap- 
© py Government, went on to threaten the Nation with ſome- 
thing more terrible than a Dutch War, he thought it became 
© him to reſume the Courage of his Youth, and once more to 
© engage himſelf in defending the Liberty of his Country. He 
appeared in Court at the Trial of the Seven Biſhops, accompa- 
nied with other Noblemen, which had a 7 a Effet on the ſu- 
ry, and brought the Judges to a better Lemper than they had 
uſually ſhewed. He alſo engaged with thoſe who were in the 
Prince of Orange's Intereſt, and carried on his Part of that great 
Enterprize in Londen, and under the Eye of the Court, with the 
fame Courage and Reſolution, as his Friend and fellow Patriot, 
the Duke of Devonſhire, did in open Arms at Nottingham. 
When Prince George had left the King, and joined the Prince of 
Orange, ſo that the Princeſs, after Queen Anne, was in ſuch vio- 
lent Apprehenfions of the King's Diſpleaſure, that being deſirous 
of withdrawing herſelf, my Lord Dorſet was thought the pro- 
pereſt Guide of her neceſſary Flight“; and being ſecretly brought 
to him by his Lady's Uncle the Biſhop of London, his Lordſhip 
and his excellent Lady furniſhed her Royal Highneſs with every 
thing neceſſary to it, and attended on her Northward as far as 
"Northampton, where he quickly brought a Body of Horſe to ſerve 
for her Guard, and from thence went on to Nottingham, to con- 
fer with the Duke of Devonſhire, 

His Lordſhip proceeded to ſtrengthen the Proteſtant Intereſt, 
was at Londen * the Day after King James had withdrawn him- 
ſelf, and continuing there, was one of the principal Peers who 
had the Management of Affairs, till the Prince of Oranges Ar- 
rival : And, in the Debates in Parliament, ed — voted, 
For the Vacancy of the Throne ; and that the Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange ſhould be declared King and Queen of En „Oc. 

When their Majeſties had accepted the Crown of theſe Realms, 
his Lordſhip * was the next Day ſworn of their Privy-Council, 
and declared Lord-Chamberlain of their Houſhold, * A Place 
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© which he eminently adorned, bx.the Grace of his Perſon, the 
© Fineneſs of his Breeding, and the Knowledge and Practice of 
© what was Decent and ihcent.” And he was again con- 
ſtituted Lord-Lieutenant and Cu/tos . Rotulorum of the County of 
Suſſex, having been put out of that Commiſſion, in 1687. 

were no Factions, though irreconcileable to one another, that

thoſe Princes, a great Share in their Friendſhip, and all 

the Marks of Diſtinction, with which a good Government could 
reward a Patriot. He had the Honour * to ſtand Godfather with 
King William, to a Son of the Prince and Princeſs of Denmark, 
born at Hampten-Court the 24th of Fuly, 1689, and chriſtened 
the 27th, by the Name of William, whom his Majeſty declared 
Duke of Glauceſter. And when the King had been earneſtly en- 
treated by the States of Holland, and the confederate Princes in 
Germany, to meet at a General Congreſs, to be held at the Hague, 
in order to concert Matters for the better Support of the Conſe- 
deracy, and thereupon took Shipping the 16th of January, 1697. 
His Lordſhip was among thoſe Peers*, who, to honour their 
ing and Country, waited on their Sovereign in that cold Sea- 


ſon ; when being within two or three Leagues of Goree, his Ma- 


jeſty, having by bad Weather been kept four Days at Sea, was 
10 impatient to go on Shore, that taking Boat, and a thick Fog 
iſing ſoon after, they were ſurrounded fo cloſely with Ice, as not 
to be able either to make the Shore, or to get back to the Ship ; 
ſo that lying twenty-two Hours, enduring the moſt bitter Cold, 
and almoſt deſpairing of Life, they could hardly ſtand or ſpeak at 
their Landing; and his Lordſhip was fo lame, that for ſome Time 
he did not recover himſelf ; yet on his Return to England, he nei- 
ther complained of it, or the 
On the 2d of February, 1691, ata C r of the moſt no- 
ble Order of the Garter, held at Nenſington, in the Preſence of 
the Sovereign, his Lordſhip was elected one of the Knights Com- 
panions of the faid moſt noble Order, with his 333 
George, the Fourth Elector of Saxony, and was inſtalled * at 
Windſor the 24th of February following: The laſt Honours he 
received, and they were the greateſt a Subject could receive, were 
his being conſtituted four times one of the Regents of the King- 
dom, during his Majeſty's Abſence : Firſt, in the Year ' 1695, 
when only Lords were nominated ; as alſo, in the Year 
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the 22d of the ſame Month, declared one of the Regents, at 
which Time Nine Lords were conſtituted ® ; as alfo in the Year 
1698, which was the laſt Commiſſion he was in. His Health 
© about that Time ſenſibly declining, and no imminent Dangers 
© threatning the publick Affairs, he left the Buſineſs to thoſe who 
© delighted more in the State of it ; and appeared only ſometimes 
© at the Council, to ſhew his R to the Commiſſion, giving 
© as much Leiſure as he could to the Relief of thoſe Pains, with 
© which it pleaſed God to afflict him; and indulging the Reflecti- 
© ons of a 1 2 had looked ey, — oo * too 
© piercing an Eye, and was grown weary of the Proſpect; ſo that 
1 f. 2g very Bully be ald of this Great Man, > pet to 
© the Publick, that through the Courſe of his Life, he acted like 
© an able Pilot in a long Voyage; contented to fit quiet in the 
© Cabin when the Winds were allayed, and the Waters ſmooth ; 
© but vigilant and ſteady to reſume the Helm, when the Storm 
© aroſe, and the Sea tumultuous.” His Lordſhip being ad- 
viſed to go to the Bath, he there ended his Life®, on the zagth Day 
of January, tot, and was buried with his Anceſtors at Jith:- 
am, on the 17th of February following. 

Although his Generofity was unbounded, yet he was, in a 
more icular Manner, a Patron to Men of Letters and Merit. 
Dr. Sprat, Biſhop of Rocheſter, fam'd for his polite Writin 
appealed to him when under a Cloud, for the Part he acted in 
Reign of King James II. and by his Lordſhip's Intereſt preſerved 
himſelf, Mr. Dryden dedicated to him his Tranſlation of Fuve- 
nal, wherein he particularly deſcribes his Lordſhip's great Genius 
and Judgment in his Writings, and his other admirable Quali- 
ties, and had often Proofs of his Bounty. Alfo, the ingenious 
Mr. Prior (among others who owed their Riſe and Fortune to 
my Lord Dorſet) makes this publick Acknowledgment ?, That he 
ſcarce knew what Life was, ſooner than he found himſelf obliged 5 
his Favour ; or had Reafon to feel any Sorrow ſo ſenſibly, as her of 
his Death. And as he had the Honour to be admitted to an In- 


timacy with his Lordſhip, he has been fo | "gy to the Memory 


of his Patron, as to leave this Character of him. 

© A Thoufand Ornaments and Graces met in the Compoſition

As the Judgment which he made of others Writings could 
not be refuted, the Manner in which he wrote, will hardly 
ever be equalled : Every one of his Pieces is an Ingot of Gold, 
intrinfically and folidly valuable; ſuch as wrought or beat thin- 
ner, would ſhine through a whole Book of any other Author. 
His Thought was always New, and the Expreſſion of it fo par- 
ticularly happy, that every Body knew immediately it could 
only be my Lord Dorſet's; and yet it was ſo eaſy too, that 
every Body was ready to imagine himſelf capable of Writing 
it. There is a Luſtre in his Verſes, like that of the Sun in 
Claude Lorain's Landſkips ; it looks natural, and is inimitable. 
His Love-Verſes have a Mixture of Deli and Strength; 
they convey the Wit of Petronius in the Softneſs of Tibullus. 
His Satire indeed is fo ſeverely pointed, that in it he appears

© never had lived out of it. 

* He was fo ſtrict an Obſerver of his Word, that no Con- 
© ſideration whatever could make him break it; yet ſo cautious, 
© left the Merit of his Act ſhould ariſe from that Obligation on- 
© ly, that he uſually did the greateſt Favours without making any 
previous Promiſe. So inviolable was he in his Friendſhip, and 
© ſo kind to the Character of thoſe, whom he had once honoured 
with a more intimate Acquaintance, that nothing leſs than a 
© Demonſtration of ſome eſſential Fault, could make him break 
with them; and then too his good Nature did not conſent to 
© it, without the greateſt Reluctance and Difficulty. Let me 
give one Inſtance of this among many: When as Lord Cham- 
0 Lin, he was obliged to take the King's Penſion from Mr. Dry- 
© den, who had long before put himſelf out of a Poſſibility of 
© receiving any Favour from Court, my Lord allowed him an 
Equivalent out of his own Eſtate : However diſpleaſed with 
© the Conduct of his old Acquaintance, he relieved his Neceſſi- 


© ties; and while he gave him his Aſſiſtance in private, in pub-

on their Succeſſion conſtituted him Lord-Lieutenant of Buck- 
mghamhire, ſwore his Lordſhip of their Privy-Council, and firſt 
Commiſſioner of Trade and the Plantations, On 31 May, 1699, 
he was conſtituted firſt Commiſſioner for executing the Office of 
Lord High-Admiral of England; and on the 1ſt of June fol- 
lowing, one of the Lords Juſtices of the Kingdom, during the 
King's Abſence beyond the Seas; and was in the ſame great 
Truſts the Year following. He died in the Place of firſt Lord 
Commiſſioner of the Admiralty, in the 5 ;th Year of his Age, on 
the 19th of March, r70?, much lamented (as is obſerved in ® the 
Life of King William) for a juft and good Man, a faithful Friend, 
and a wiſe Counſellor. He married firſt Eliæabeth, eldeſt Daugh- 
ter and Heir of James Cranfield, Earl of DO who died

I illian, born the 5th of November, 1684, was elected to ſe- 
veral Parliaments for the Town of Brac#ley, in Northumptan- 
ſhire, for which Place he ſerved in the laſt Parliament, and 
died on the 8th of July, 1732, in the Poſt of Colonel of a Re- 
ment of Foot. He married Amna-Maria, Daughter of Sir 
eorge Saunders, one of the Commiſſioners of the Navy, and 
left Iſſue three Daughters, Jane, Henrietta, and Anne.

The two Daughters were the Lady Mary, born the 4th of 
March, 1676, married to Wilkam, Lord Byron, but died of 
the Small-Pox ſoon after, on the 12th of April, 1703; and the 
Lady Elizabeth, married on the 3d of May, 1718, to Thomas, 
Lord Paget, eldeſt Son and Heir to Henry, Earl of Uxbridge. 

Scroop, the preſent Duke of Bridgwater, born the 11th of 
Auguſt, 1681, was in the Reign of Queen Anne, Maſter of 
the Horſe to Prince George of Denmark ; and on the Acceſſion of 
our late Soveeeign, was conſtituted Lord-Chamberlain to her 
late Majeſty, when Princeſs of Wales, which he reſigned on the 
22d of February, 1719: Whereupon, on the 25th of July fol- 
lowing, he was made one of the Lords of the Bed-Chamber to 
his Majeſty; and, in Conſideration of his great Merits, was ad- 
vanced, on the 18th of June, 1720, to the Honours of Mar- 
quis of Brackley, and Duke of Bridgwater. Having been Lord- 
Lieutenant and Cu/tos Rotulorum of the County of Bucks, in 
the Reigns of Queen Anne, and of our late Sovereign: He was 
by his preſent Majeſty, on his Acceffion, continued in the ſame 
Poſts, which he ſoon after reſigned.
